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ENGLISH C^INA CLAYS, LTD. 

INCREASED DEMAND FOR CHINA CLAY. 

MIC first iiiinual gi-ncral meeting of ICnglisli 
(Miina Clays, I.Ul., was heUl on the i.)tli ult., 
at tile Institute of Cliartereil Aivoimtants, 
•Moorgate F’laee, K.C., Mr. K. Martin (eliair- 
inan ami managing director) presiding. 

’Mie Secretary (Mr. II. S. Andrew) having it*ad the 
notice convening the meeting and the report of the auditors. 

The Cliairmaii. in moving the adoption of the rejiort 
and aci'oiints, .saiil that, as the sharehohlers woulil lie 
aware, china clay had snUercd as tiie result of the war. 
it was anticipated that when the armistice was signed 
tin- miich-niH-ded revival would jiromptly take place, 
hut that unforlnnately proved t<» !)<• loo optimistic, for 
for the first .si.\ months of the year were as had 
for their traile as any jx'riod during the war. The 
po.sitioii was aggravated hy the lack of united policy during 
till' lime the negotiations for the amalgamation of the 
three linns were in progress, it being impossible to decide 
on the best methods of sale, etc., so long as there was 
the possibility ol the negotiations falling through. .As 
.siMin, however, as the amalgamation became an accom- 
jilished fact, and the iMia.d were able to get to work, 
sirennoiis efforts w«Te made to recover the lost gronml 
and the secoiul half of fh«‘ year retrieved the (xisition. 
'I'he company had a potential annual priKhielion of approxi- 
matelv half a million tons of clay, and was placed m a 
nnicpK' position to take full adv.'intage of any boom that 
c.'inie along. The contracts thev had IxMiked for lo-’o 
indicatisl a generally increaseil demand for i hina clay, 
but until conditions in Europe became more stable, until 
(ierniany aiul Uiissia were abh- to r<-s|ore their credit, and 
until IIK' ivites of exchange between !•'ranee, lielgiiim, laly 
ami this country reverteil to something neari'r the iiormai, 
he was afraiil tiiere was v<‘ry little pros|M'ct of a return 
to anything like the pre war position of the indii.stry. 
During the war, o'>'ing to the impossibility of obtaining 
supplies of clav from h'ngland, such countries as .America, 
(ierniany, Sweden and Denmark ilevelo(H-d their own 
domestic clays to an enormons exti'iit, and this was a 
serious nienai e to the hjiglish china-clav trade. Thev 
hoped (hat the lower freights which they were expirting 
would enable them to gel the clays in at .somewhere near 
a rate which would I'omjiete with tlies«‘ foreign clays. So 
lar these clays had not to a great extent U-en in com|M‘titioii 
with the clays of this company, inasmuch as the bulk of 
their priHluction was confined to the best (|niilities. Mr. 
Walter Sessions, one of the managing directors, had iK'en 
recently to .America, where he secured good business for 
the company and laid the foundation forca])tiiringa larger 
share of the .America business. With reganl to the future, 
he thought he might safelv .say that, provided Ixitter tran.s- 
j^iort facilities were available, there were no serious 
jtabour troubles, and that adtspi.-ite supplies of loal were 
forthcoming, tliey <-ould limk forward to a jiro.spcrous 
year. Orders in liaml wiTe quite g(«id, and shii>ments 
for the three months of the present year were practically 
already double what they were in (he corresponding three 
months of i<iio. 

Mr. T. Medland Stocker. J.l’., joint managing director 
said that the great dilTiculties wliich had confronted them 
was generally realisetl, and he thought that the .share¬ 
holders might very well he pleasi-d with the results that 
had been achieved. He referreil to the very cordial 
relationship which had been e.stablishcd betweem the 
maiiugomeiit of the three old firms and it had been a most 
happy amalgamat i(in. 

Mr. Walter Sessi<>ns, also a joint managing director. 
Siikl that the world's demand for ('hina clav was really 


great, and there wa.s much latent energv in flic countrv 
awaiting development. It was to be ol^rved that «>nly 
since the amalgamation ha<l taken place during the latter 
jxirt of 11JI9 that they had exjicricnced the lieneticial 
results. He was a.ssured that the future prospects of the 
firm were very encouraging. Mr. Sessions ilesireil to 
ass(x;iate himself with the comments of Mr. Stocker as 
to the very siitisfactory relationship which had lH*ei 
esiahlislied lietwt*en the three coniiKinics. 

.A dividend of 7 per cent, on the preference shares and 
5 fier cent, on the ordinary shares was approve.il, and 
tlie usual formal bii.siiie.ss iiavitig Im-oii traasacted, the 
meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the ( hair- 
man, w'ho]>aid a trihute to (he oflice stall during the periiHl 
of transition. 'Hie merging of three large c(im|)anies had 
eiitaileil an enormous amount of work and they were 
indelited to flicin for the assistance thev reiulered. 

TRUE PARCHMENT PAPER. 

DEFINITION BY AUSTRALIAN GOVERNMENT. 

Thk .Australian (’0111111011 wealtli Department of Trade 
iiitd (’iisloms rei'cnflv published for general iiifoi matif-ii 
file following decision ; 

True vegetable parcimient, as coiiimercially known, is 
a kind of paper which has twen prepared from imsixeil 
p.-iper by tre.'itmeiil with siilpliiiric ai'id or other suitable 
clicmicals. When boileil in a glass flask for (Lffeeii miuules 
in a soliitiiiii jirepared hy dissoh'ing 10 grammes of eaiistic 
soda ill 100 euhie eentimetri's of wafer, llie pajier slionld 
show no marked disintegraliou w'lien, after boiling, Ihe 
eoiitents of Hie flask have been .agitaleil vigorously for" 
one mimile. Tin- bursting slrengfli, as aseertained by 
means of ,Vsli<-roft's or a similar pajier-testiug ajiparatii.s, 
should indicate a strength ratio of the dry as compared 
with the w-t test of not more Ilian This lest should 

be eoiidiieled by taking the avi'rage of fen liiirstiiig test.s 
oil the dry jiaiier and the averag*- of a similar uinnher 
of tests on the wet ])a{ier ininiedialely ;rft<T soaking for 
fifteen niiiiiites in wafer maintained at a tenqH'iatlire of 
apjiroximatelv So' ('. The average umiilier of jioimds 
])er inch obtaiiu'd in the wei test, divided into tlie average 
figures for the dry test, will give the rafio.

The pa]ier must not eoiitain any size or dre.ssing iior any 
mineral oil. saixiniliable matter, waxes, or resins. ,Vfler 
soaking in water the paper should show comparatively 
clean, sharp edges when torn. The jiresi'iiee of ci'casioiial 
fibres forms no detriment. The above referenee to “size 
or dressing "is not inteuflcil to apjily to glycerine or gliieesi>. 
a small proportion of W'liich is iiecessan- to give the parch¬ 
ment the ilesired llcxibility- I’arehineiit treated with only 
glycerine or glucose shall tlierefoie not he exehidcil from 
Tariff Item (H) on that account. 

Tariff Item ,1,^4 (H) de.signales true vegetable parchment 
hy rdfsfs not less than 8 by .(8 inches or its equivalent as 
ieidii nee if made in the I'niled Kingdom and 5 jHrr cent, 
ad valorem if the product of all other countries.

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THE WAGES OF PAPER MILL 
WORKERS. 

DECISION OF THE INDUSTRIAL COURT. 

|IIE findings ol the Industrial ('ourt in sovprui 
matters aH'tx'.ting the ]>a]ier-inaking industry 
were is-siied on the lOth ult. Air. 1 ). 0 . 
Cummings acted ns arbitrator. 

The terms of reference were as follows; 
(I.) What was the " normal ” week ])rior to the adoption of 
the national agreement of July Joth, i<im>. ( 4 ) Kates for 
prol)ati<mers taking up skilled and semi-skilled work. 
(3) Kates for juniors doing w»irk of a<lults. (.}) Kates 
for employees working <ni two shifts of eight liours each. 
(5) Time when week-end work begins. (f>) lnter]>r<‘tation 
of la.st sentence in clause 1 of the national agreement. 

The following is the rejsnt of the Court, which was 
sigmsl by .Mr. Cummings : 




With reference to item (5) of the reference, the diH'isinn 
t)f the Court is that the week-enit overtin>e rates of shift 
workers, as provided for in claused; i and /> of the Jtily 
agreement, commence after the coinpkdion of the normal 
working week for those workers, namely, 4.^ hours. I 

It was agreed lietwcen the iwrties at the hearing that the 
Cxairt should not l)e re«|uire(i to deal with item (<>) <.)f the 
reference, as any difierenccs ari.sing under the (>rovi.sioii in 
(|uestion coukl more suitably lie settleil by the parties 
having regant to the merits of each individual cast'. The 
Court, therefore, made no onler on this item of the reference. 

Tlie Court’s decision tin items (1) anil (s) of the terms of 
reference shall take ellect from the ilatc on which the agree¬ 
ment of July j<jth, u(i<». came into oisTation. The Court’s 
deci-sioii on items U). (3) and (.() of the terms of reference 
shall take ellect from the iH'giiining <if the first |)iiy iH'riixl 
after the tlale hereof. 


'Hie matter was referritl under the indn.strial Courts 
Act. lyig. by the Minister of Labour to the Industrial 
Court for st'ttlement and lejiresciitalives of the jifirties 
were heard in l.ondon on .March 31st, njjo. 

Ill July. I'lio, as the result of ctinferences lielween the 
}>artics an agreement was reached between the fcxeciitive 
t!oiincil of the l^nlployers’ ITtli'ration of I’apermakers and 
representatives of llie .Amidgamateil Sts-iefy of J'apt'nnakers 
and the .National riiion of l*rinliiig and Paper Workers. 
This agreement was ratifu'd hy the several jwirties on 
July J<)th, 1011). 

Clause I I of the ahove ineiitioiied agreement jiroviilt'd 
for the ajip'iintinont of a Joint Conimittce consisting of 
three incmiiers from each side to discii.ss anv i|iiestioiis of 
, inlcrpretatioii of the agreement. .\ coininiltiv was set 
up anil discii.sscij the (|ue.stions now submitted, but as an 
agrecmi'iit could not he reached, the matter was rcfcrrcil 
111 arbitration as jirovidi'd 111 the clause refernil to. 

I lie Court have carefully considered tlic coiiteiilions of 
the jKirties with reference to the detinition of the " 1101 inal ” 
working week prior to the agroeinent of July ji|th. It 
apjH'arisI that the iiuestioii at issue had reference to nieii 
who are classiiieil as day workers, /.c.. other than shift 
workers. The division of the Court is that the iioriiiid 
working week prior to July *>i)lh. njio, for these workers 
was one of 00 hours. 

It was stall'd at the hi'ai'iiig that, as " regards ileni (1) 
of the tciiiis of reference, an agiceineiil as follows had Ih-i'ii 
leaeheil iK-lweeii the |>arties that after a coiiliniioiis pro- 
liation of t2 months a man should be coii.sidered skilled. 
That -hiriiig tlie jH'i-ind of probation oiie-tliini of the ililler- 
ence between his jnevioiis rate and the full rale ol the job 
to which he is promoted shall Im' paid to the eiii)>loyee for 
the first sis. months, twu-lhirds of the dillerence after sis 
monllis, and ilie full rate from tlie end of twelve nionths. 
'.riie differciue Isdneen the rate )>aid to the eiiniloyee 
promoteil and the full rale to Is- ei|ually dividisl hiMwi-eii 
tlie firm and those (if any) siiiK-ivisiii le emplovei' 
proinotei’ 

riie Court ajiprove this agreeineiit and issue it as their 
dei'isioii. 

’I'lie decision of the Court regarding item {3) of the lernis 
of reference is that Miniors, laith shift and dav workers. 
18 years of age and over, doing the work of ailults and 
iiicliidtsi in the elas.ses sjiocifieil in class 3 of clause 4 of 
the iigreemcnt of Jidv 2i)th, viz., tillers-in, rag cliii]>pei'- 
nien, loaders, Ikpior-niakcrs, kollergang-meii, |)an-nu'ii, 
tower-men, draiiier-mcii, wissl jinlp jsilcher-men, bleach, 
clay and size mixers, oilers and greasers, .sawyers, liell 
repairers, sheet carriers and geiieriil I.'ilxuirers, shall Ix' 
]Mid the adult rates provideil for in tliat clause for those 
classes, viz., is. 3jd per hour for shift workers and is. ad. 
}>er hour for day workers. 

With regard to item (4) of the reference, the Court ilecidc 
that the rates of employees working on two shifts of 8 
liours each shall lie those applicable to shift workers.

piling up reserves or the distrihiitioii of bonus shares. 
\Ve ilo not share the view th:il the increased excess 
jHOtits tax will neces.sarily mean incri'.'usei! cost of 
essential eommodilies, hut we think it must he admitted 
that the ortlinarv hiisiness man will not he inelimsl tti 
over-i'xtTt himst'lf lo exti'iid his business, or make 
extensive atul expensive }ilans for the ftiture if iiny 
inert'asi'd earnings is to lx- handt'd over to the t;ix 
ctiilector. 

There is a feeling also that with re.tsoiiahlt* economy 
and the avoidance of unnecessary exjx-tulitnre, tlte 
demands for the puhlie st'rvices could he enormotislv 
reducetl. It is s:iid that the slate of the world is siielt 
tliat melt ciinnol .avoid making ahnornial |>rolits. This 
dtx’trine is a distinct danger, and in the paper trade it 
would, if followi'd in praciii'e from the |>iilp maker to 
the consumer, he disastrous. W'e mtist recognise the nt'w 
standard of values, hut the lemlency to forte up prices 
and abstract thii last farthing from the piirehaser 
cannot lx- for the eventual gotxl of either producer or 
consumer.

His lAirdship then |)r<x:ecdcd to say that those present 
were met to celebrate the lifticth birthday of the most 
popular man in the iiaper traile their friend, Mr. Cousins. 
(Cheers.) He was not tjuitc sure whether the apprmich 
to the grand climateric was an iiccasion for congratulation, 
though an American Ambassailor had put forward the view 
that they never knew true happiness until they hail at¬ 
tained the age of seventy years. Continuing, the Chair¬ 
man said that he had a special reason to Iks glad to have 
the honour of presiding on that occasion, because he believed 
it was true that it was from the offices of the Daily Telegraph 
that Mr. Cousins had his first introduction into business 
life. Some thirty-seven years ago their friend had a letter

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of introduction from Mr. Ricliard Lloyd. London nianagcr 
of the Daily Telegraph paper mills at that time, which 
took Mr. Stanley Cousins to the great house of Spicer, ancl 
once he started he never hioked back. (Loud applause.) 
Mr. Cousins was now respou.sible, he believed, for an 
output of not less than 4.500 tons of paper a week, wliicli 
meant in turn not less than b.ooo tons of raw material, the 
very call for which was making the <litiiculties of some 
of them so serious at the present moment. Their guest 
was connected, and had been for many years connected, 
with many of the most important paper-making lirms 
and cumj^nics of the country, Messrs. Allxjrt Reed & Co., 
Ltd., for instance, and latterly esirecially with the Imperial 
Paper Mills. There were many other concerns, of course, 
which clmmed part of his allegiance, and he ventured to 
think tliat he had been e<pially faithful to all of them. 
(Hear, hear.) They all knew the hearty gras]), the honest 
gaze, the voice that meant all that it said. (Applause.) 
It was just the hearty grasp and the honest gaze wliich had 
been but the reflex of the honest character, which, in spile 
ot the keenness of trade competition, had made Mr. Stanley 
Cousins universally respected and universally jKipuIar 
among his colleagues. (Cheers.) Their guest was far 
from iKiing at the end of his career, for he had many more 
worlds to conquer. (Hear, hear.) It was a hap])y tiling 
that they were able to wish him well at tliis mile jiost in 
his life, when he could glance back witli satisfaction and 
look forward with confidence. Mr. Stanley Cousins was 
pre-juniiu'iitly a popular man among them- in the ]>a|]er 
trade. Whether any jiapcr-makcr was really ]Ktpular 
outside the paiier trade he (the Chairman) luvl liis doubts, 
Iwcause the paper-maker was regarded as being a man who 
battened on the necessities of tiie community, and was 
made rcs]N)nsible here in England for all that was done in 
other countries, over which we had no control. Ife had to 
liear the brunt of all the public displeasure aroiistsl by 
having to j>ay more for pa]x;r in whatever form it was 
consumed, whether for intellectii.al or other jnirposes. 
(f,iuighler.) 

],ord Iturnhara ttien went on to say that rhe uses of 
l>a]H:r were always increasing, ami the trade was iiccc.ssarily 
iH-coming more and more entitled to claim ]>ridc of place 
amongst the .staple trades of this country and of the ICinpirc. 
t )nc heard strange tales of the way in which the publications 
of this country were us«l in the I'ar h-ast, instancing a esuse 
on the confines of tlie Chinese Empire where a hut was 
pai>cretl with i«ist issues of the Morning Advertiser. Ifis 
Lordship then siuil we were now siilTering from what was 
termed a iKipor famine, due to what was a real world 
shortage. He fancied that what was ha]i|HUiing now wiis 
pregnant with meaning fur all of them there w'ho believed 
that, althc-ugh they could not pcrhafis ever be self-suflicicnt 
to themselves in the Hritish l''nipire, still they ought to In* 
able tti draw more largely than tlicy had done from tlie 
output of the (heat Dominions over the sea.n. (Hear, hear.) 
In fact, it w:is difficult to see. with the increasing use of 
paper for every s«irt of purjiose, how the supply coukl be 
made up unless the resources, particularly of Canada, were 
utilised to far greater power and potency than tliey were 
now. They must recollect ihat even looking at it fnjin 
tlie " news ” jmint of view, it was certain that as new 
arilas of the world were brougitt more and more witliin 
the range of knowledge, there would Ik: an increasing 
demand for “ news ” wliich was to Ik: met from the <‘xisting 
supply. lhip)er was used for many other pur^SKses in a 
concentrated form, whicli would increase ]>robably as 
^ meciianical appliances and scientific inventions grew, and 
for that also they liad to depend upon the present area of 
supply. Then for years to come the crippling of Ea.stern 
and Middle Europe would undoubtedly cut oil what jiaper- 
makers might have looked upon as tlie main reason for 
cutting down the price. There was not likely to be ^ many 
years any effective competition from (Germany in the paper 


trade, and they knew very well that the mere fact that Italy 
had had to draw u}x)n the West for its paper, instead of 
u{x>n Austria, had contributed to the pfesent scarcity and 
tended to raise the prices to their present level. These 
things would tlirou' an additional resjxmsibility' u|x>n the 
leaders of the paiier-making industry', an 1 it was up to 
them to do all they could to interest, not only the users 
of iKV})cr on a big .scale, but the whole of the commercial 
community in the development of their n'sources in what 
was the jirinie necessity of civiliscil life. Hu was quite 
certain there was every' disiKisition in this c«>untry' to do 
what they could to develoj) the resources of this country' 
iuid of the Dominions, (.\ppliiuse.) A friend fif his who 
was s<.imetimes thought to carry his enthusiasm to the 
|xiiut of eccentricity believed tluit w'c could pay off the 
enormous ligiircs of our debt, not once, bill twice over, if 
only fhe i'^mpirc were iircjKiretl, on its common credit, 
to rai.se suflicient money to develop the latent resources 
wliich Avere available on every hand in many of the great 
lines of industrial and commercial life. It would be our 
duly' here soon lo set ourselves in downright earnest to 
dcvelo])itig the yuipcr re.s<>nrces fif our Dominions, since 
for years to come then: was likely to be'a stringency w'hich 
would acl most prejudicially uixih flic wliolu of our national 
life, and even upon the common life of our community 
of nations. N'o newspaper man could look without a ^nsit 
<lcal of fear to the coming years, which were likely lo prove 
almost too heavy' for smaller |xsiplc to Insir, and which 
might see the eml of many publications of iiiKloubled value 
as Contributing to the elficicncy and knowledge of the 
yx'ople. anti might .seriously' haiidicaj) also free access lo 
information aiul to knowhsige in all its forms that a costly' 
l’re.ss and the I’ress would be costly if )ia|>er wiis costly - 
was bound lo enl.'iil. Therefore they wtilcomed the fact 
that they' liiul at the lietih of the industry men tif such 
private enterprise ami public s]>irit as Mr. Stanley ('oii.siiis. 
(Cheers.) He did not like to c:ill him a paper l'olo$.sus - 
(laughter)- -but lie was quite certain that if a statue was ever 
put up to him, it woulil not lx: ma'lo of wihmI, as wiis the 
case with Hindenburg, but of coiujiressed ]>a]M;r. (Laughter 
and applause.) Although they were ni)t tlutre to suggest 
the erection of ii statue to Mr. Stanley Consins, they were 
thereto wish him many more years of health and hajipiiiess 
and of public and ]>rivate usefulne.s.s, and to tell him Ihat 
there was noixidy who by' the sincerity iuid integrity of his 
life hiwi e,arned more confidence from his fellows than he, 
and that was why' they were there lo do him honour that 
<lay', and why he (l.ord Ihirnham) was jmmd lo lie the 
s]x>kc:sman on that occasion. (Cheers.) 'I'lie ('hainnan 
tiien askeil those present to drin.h to the health of their friend 
and wish him many hai>py returns of the day. fl.oud 
cheers.)

Induing so, ],ord Jhirnhani 
said that the testimonial was th(; result of the unsolicited 
admiration of all w'ho wished to contribute towards it, and 
in not one single cast; hail anything been asked for. .An 
inscription, which had yet to lx: made, would exprc'ss their 
feelings towanls Mr. Cousins and liis family, and he (the 
(Chairman) hojxid their guest would accept it as a small 
token expressing their gcHxlwill and liest w'ishes. (Cheers.) 

On rising to res|xmd, Mr. Stanley C.ousins, who was 
accorded a most cordial reception, said -My Dirds and 
(ientlemcn,—Firstly, let me thank y'ou for your hospitality 
in entertaining me in this )>rincely' fashion. 1 a]>preciate 
the honour shown me by Viscount Hurnham presiding at this

Jfsixicially dtj I nsfer to the mechanicid wttod pulp nuvkers. 

Owing to the war, little or nothing being tlone tluring 
that (leriixl in the pulp and pajxir industry, we now come 
up against a world shortiigc, which is likely to last tor some 
lime, lkK:ause, as fiir sis 1 can see, as quickly as pnlji mills 
arc put down, or shoiilil lie, the workl demand for pajier 
will be increased. Consequently, unless we go ahead with 
pulp projxisitions S|x:edily the price is bound to keep up, 
Sind I may say even go liigher, but I hope not. Tsike 
to-day, for instance. The present quotations average just 
.seven times pre-war prices for piiljis alone (an advance of 
(Mx> per cent.), leaving out the question of all ether extra 
costs in the manufacture of {laper, such as coal, wages, 
transpirt, etc., in fact, everything we use. Personally, I 
cannot agree that this (xio per cent, is justifierl. But, of 
course, whilst the demand excectls the supply there is no 
telling to what height it will go. But if suppliers of raw 
material w-ould be satisfied with a verj' handsome anil 


sub-stantial profit ^x*r ton they' could put their goods in at 
anything Ixstwcen four to iour-aijd-a-half times jire-war 
prices, and w'hicii would then save this industiy on raw 
materials alone, exclusive of tluU .supplicil by our Colonies, 
a sum of nearly £12,000,000 jier annum, taking iqi3 year 
as a basic y'car for imixirts, which is a very fair sample. 
He we realise wdiat this means when capitalised ? It 
approacht>s £230,000,000, and this is the difference that is 
represented by^ a fair price and present-day ({uotations, 
and that is the anicunt this means when we anne to present- 
day prices, but what the price ot paper will be then I tremble 
to think. Yet I do not Ixslieve it will touch the present 
foreign paper prices, w'hich to-day exceeii the British 
])riccs by £1(1 to £20 per ton. Surely we cannot, and 1 
qiiostion if the C.ovcrnment will allow this slate ot things 
to continue. We must find further markets for raw 


material, and so reduce the jirice, which extra siqqilies cati 
alone do, as supply and demand rule nearly every market. 

There is jilenty of room for all siqiplieix of raw material, 
but healthy competition will bring back prices to pre-war 
normal. In addition to our jiresent iin|Mirtation of pulps, 
amounting to alxnit 720,000 tons dry weight jier annum, 
our t'oloiiics can siijiply us with a further 150 to joo.ooo 
tons, and it only recpiires enterprise to iiccomplish this at 
comparatively small cost, and which will give a good yield 
for the investment. The.se high i>rices ;irc bad for all pa]ier 
consumers, and still worse for the country in general, 
Ix^caiise, as 1 have before |Hiin(ed out, wi* shall arrive at a 
time when we .shall be paying out annually the enormons 
sums previoiKslj' mentionisl if high prices are maintained, 
and which extra ]Woduc(ion of raw material a'one can 
riiluce considerably.

laughter.) He (the speaker) was one of the victims of

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Ixrth. In this connection the speaker recalled a contract 
for a few thousand tons of " news ” paper he matle with 
lx)nl Burnham some years ago at id., less ij jier cent. 
At that time l.ord Burnham said ho had not sold paper 
before, and although he did not renew the contract, there 
was no arriire pensi'e. (T/aughter.) As to their guest. 
Lord Kiddell said no one could lie cross with a man who 
looked like Mr. ('ousins. (I^aughtcr.) When he rang up 
on the telephone and said, “ I am sorry, old man, but the 
price of pajier is going up to sJd. jicr lb.,” he said it in such 
a nice way that one almost felt it was a favour. (Ixnul 
laughter.) And when he added, " 1 thought 1 woultl like 
to let you know liefore anylxKly else.” of course, one fell 
that one was a special friend of Mr. ('ousins -(renewed 
laughter)' and tirat, although one, in common witli others, 
would have to pay 5id., it was an intimation of friendship 
which sliould l>e treasured. (More laughter.) But n<it- 
witlistanding that the price of ” news ” was 5}d. jier lb. 
they all loveil their friend, Mr. Stanley (‘on-sins. (Ap¬ 
plause.) During the war it was his (Lord Uidilcll'.s) 
privilege to meet him for the pur]K).se of conferring ii])oii 
matters of joint interesil. and during those gloomy days 
he never saw Mr. ('ousins wilhont coming away cheered. 
(Hear, hear.) (liKid brains were a great thing in life, but 
a pleasant (icrsonaiity was perhaps one of the greatest 
privileges which could Ih' conferred n|X)n a man. Koverting 
to the ]>rice of " news,” I.,or(l Kidilell .said the figure of ^Jd. 
a lb. aroused a goisl deal of apprehension, especially among 
the consniners. He wondere.<l whether he knew anything 
about the n<'ws])aper business, whether he was buying (laper 
badly or his competitors were buying it very well. He 
would say this- tliat there wmv very few papers with a 
large circulation at the iiresent time which wen; carrying on 
business at a protit. That was to say. if they debited 
paper at 3|<I. a lb., which was the current price. It was 
a very si'rions matter. He sometimes wondi^red whether 
the accounts were made up on th.it basis and whether they 
■ should give the imblic the beiielil of the stocks which they 
bought at comparatively moderate prices. He believed 
that this shortag'* of pa|)er would last for some coiisidi'rable 
.^■jx-riod, and the stocks which they were now selling to the 
public at the cheap price would have to be repliiced, and 
they would find that a, si-rions day of reckoning was coming. 
Therefore, it behoved the paper trade after all it was a 
j)ublic nece.ssity carefully to consider its position. Me 
was interesterl in what Mr. Ciui.sins Inul said with regard 
to raw materials, and lie (I-ord Kiddell) thought the lime 
had come when it was necessary for the users of paper 
to enter into conference witli the paper-making trade 
for the pur|xise of considering this (iiiestion of raw materials. 
If the price of pajier was going to ri.se beyond the figure 
of 5i[d. per lb. it was obvious that something woulil have 
. to Ik! done and he (Lord Kiddell) rcspi-ctfully suggested 
to l»rd Burnham and the other loaders of their trade 
that they should all meet together and consider that matter. 
The (piestion W'as whethi'r they were not going forward 
blindly and whether before many months were over they 
would be faced with such a sitIous )x).sition that they 
would wish that they luwl dealt with the matter before. 
He bclieveil tl.ey hail in that room all the jiaper magnates 
and all the brains of the paper and pulp trade, and he 
■ ventured to jilace that suggestion before them, ('onclud- 
ing. Lord Kirldeli descrilxxl 1 -ord Burnham as one of the 
assets of the ne\vspa]x*r trade, who was at the head of every 
good work that went forward in their trade, anil they were 
indebtcfl to him for presiding on that occasion. 

The toast hainng been honoured with great cordiality. 
Viscount Bumham expressed his tlianks for the company’s 
courtesy and appreciation, and stated that he hoped the 
suggestions made, both by Mr Stanley (kmsins and by 
Lord Kiddell, might be carried into effect, and that some 
serious steps might be taken by all those who were interested 


as manufacturers or as mcrcliants or as con.sumcrs to see 
what ought to lie done—although he did not entertain the 
extreme tears of his friend Lord TNddell - -in order that 
they might meet the present difliciiltics in the only way 
that could lie ilone ; that was by increasing the supply and 
realising that economic laws were justified in the long run, 
and that there was no way of getting round them. (Ap¬ 
plause.) 

The proceedings then terminated.

The late 
Sir John Thomas (irovided ,’i .site for an art gallery and 
inusemn at Wycomlic, and one of his last acts wits to sign 
a gift of ,{3,000 to the C,or|)oralioii for its erection, l-'or 
many years he was very (irondnenfly associateil with the 
Congregational Church and Sunday-School Union, and as a 
life-long abstainer was a strong adviK'ate of tcm(K*rance 
(irinciples.

\Vk deeply regret to record the death of Mr. Arthur 
Smalley, a director of the firm of Messrs. E. liutterworth 
and Co., of Manchester, which occurred unexpectedly 
on the 17th ult., during a voyage to New York on board 
the S.S. Kaiserin Attguste Victoria.

The deceased gentleman was highly estecme<l by all 
who knew him for his kindly dispjosition and social tpualities, 
so that his death, on the eve of retiring from active business, 
esune. as a great shock to his family, fellow directors, 
members of the firm, and trade fricn< 1 s generally. Besides 
a widow, the deceased leaves three sons (two in the meilical 
profession, and «)nc a director in the firm) to mourn his 
loss. Wc understand th.it the remains are being brought 
back to England for interment. 


THE CRISIS IN THE PAPER TRADE. 

HIGH PRICES AND SHORTAGE OF SUPPLIES. 

.Anxiktv is deepa'ning among largo ami small consumers 
of paper as to (heir fuliin: supplies of a c<inimo(lil_v so 
essential to their e\istenc<‘, anil one evening ne\vs|iaper 
exjiresses the view that the crisis is .so grave that the trade 
mav call for tloveriiment action, and that steps may h.ive 
to be taken li> reintroduce control. 

In discussing the possibility of otiicial action, a 
pirominent consumer in the trade is reported to hiive said 
that h«! w!is not concerm-d iit ihi- moiiK'iit with large news- 
p.-iper houses, who n<) dtiuht “ could ride out of the storm," 
but he thought that tl«‘ facts of this economic position were 
“Too grim even for the directors of these, large concerns. In 
his view the |M>sition is critical, not only in Kiiince, 
.\mi‘ric;i, :md t'anada, but here. 

** f'areful buving and the long view might be consider;i- 
tions in ))olicy if the shortage of paper .'ind the high cost 
of niat(‘rial wen- likely to bo tem|>orary; but th<’ outlook 
is black indei'd. Nothing short of disaster faces the con¬ 
sumer, be hi‘ large or small," he stilted. 

" It is not onlv thiit there is ii worlil shortiige of psiper. 
Pulp and |)apt‘r-m.'iking miileriid have reiiched fiimine 
prices, and then* is no doubt that competition has induced 
the profiteer and the trust maguiite to take iidvantiige of 
• the situation. The wiir atid Wiir measures prepiared the 
wsiy. New sources of suppilv are suggested. But the 
crisis is hen*. It is not now a matter of mere outlook, of 
wiiiting for trees to grow iind multiply. Those fortutiiiti* 
concerns which own their mills or which have bought well 
are affected in degree just ,'is much as snvaller business 
concerns. Thev are pM-rfectly entitled to run their businessi*s 
iis they think fit. But. in my optinion, it would be a great 
natioiiid c.-ilatnity if, as seems likely, smaller provincial 
papiers, and, tndeeil, quite important pinpiers throughout the 
country, were cripiprleil or ruiniii by the circumstances of 
world shortage*, :i shortage* ace-e*ntuated by the* elomands of 
labour and re*dureel eiutpiut in all extuntries, w'htch is 
profiteM*rlng in tlie weirst fonn. The mills, no less them 
the printing establishments, are suffering .acutely from (he 
iine'ensing eiemands of tlio. workers. The latter are evidently 
unaware, or unmindful, of the gravity of the* situation, and 
it seems liUe*ly unless some heilel step is speedily taken, that 
they will only learn in (he bitte»r expierience of unemploy¬ 
ment. I’afiers will be up in price, down in size, nnd, to 
put it biuntiy, down and cut. for the economic situa¬ 


tion, retd or ariifiiial, cannot now be entirely met by 
iiicre-iising tlie piricc* of pmblications. 

" 111 I'lance steps h.-ive* in-en iiiki*i^ to httve newspa|je*r 
sizes rcgulateel by official enactment.’ Much as official 
intorfpre*ncc in private entorpirist* is to be dopzrecatcil, such a 
step would bring relief. It would .•lutomatirally restore 
market values and do much towards saving u situation 
mon* critical than is gen(*rally reali.scd.’’ 

Writing in Thf Observer, Sir I,. f'hio/z;i. .Money slated : 

*' In all countries (he shortiige of p)apa*r is now seriously 
affeclitig till* pmhti.shing triides. In .Xmerica there have been 
drastic reductions niiidc in the size of newspnipiers. In 
Itiily.lhe diiilics hiivi* had to come out .'is a single sheet to 
mix*! the situation. l■N'(*ll in Norwiiy (from which in U)i.} 
we iinpiorted ph.p,(KK) tons of wood piulp iind ii3,(mio tons 
of piapfer) is now so short of material that a eonferenee on 
the subject biis called for the liniilalion of pniblishing to 
reidli impiortiint books iind the culling down of ofliciiil 
piublic.ntioiis iind commercial catalogues. If tin* piresent 
conditions continue- ordiiiiiry ‘news' pwijier is nim 
ni*iirly ihI. pier lb. British newspiiipiers will liavi* to increa.se 
their pirice or decreii.se iheir size, or do both things. Till* 
outlook for the future is not very piromising. Even when 
ihi* disorgiinisiition due (n the wiir is remedied the world 
will liiive to fiice it siiuiiiion in which the sproiid of.educii- 
lion will call for iiii i*normously incrt*iisi*d iimount »f read¬ 
ing matier, even while the world’s forests riipiidly contract. 
1'liis is only one illusiriilion of the general c:isi* 
of liick of conservation of world resources to which i 
hiive hi*fore directed iillenlion. Civilisation will have 
to piiiy hetivily for its folly if concerleil iii'tiiin is 
not taken to renew organic supipilies and In conserve most 
carefully all itiorgiinic supipilies. 

"Just before the Wiir the Cliief of till* .\merican Forest 
Service estiniiited Ihiil .\itiericiin limber would he exhiiusted 
in nh iiit thirty years. Some sorts of limber, iildis*d, are 
idreiiily seiirce ia the Ciiited .Stiiles, which once pxissesseil 
wliiit were, p«*rhiipis, the greiiiesl forests of (lie world. 
Ni*iirly (*vi*i ywhen* then* liits been wimlon waste of timber, 
(ireal forest iin-iis h.ivi* been denuili'd iis though the supipily 
of trees could he regiirded iis ini*xliiilisiil}le. A single 
inonlli's use of piiipwr in the world meiins the desiructiiin 
of ii lonsiiler.ible forest. In few countries has afforestiilinn 
been ctin*fully sluilied or nnv altempit made to I'onserve 
supipilies. This is only one of niiiny cognale matters which 
ought to he d(*all with at large by ii League of Nations 
acting iis ii pireserver of the niiileriids of civilisiition. The 
world ciin hiive iis niiich limber ;is it ciin rcasonablv 
reipiiin*, hut only li\ liikiiig llioughl. ,'\s far as we ourselves 
an* concerneil, we liiive millions of iicn’s suilalile for 
'itffiin*sliilton, and tiltluuigh the cropi is lung ii-growing, it 
is (*ur pilit'n duty to ciin* for pKistcrity hv piliinling now.” 

.An K.\cliiinge telegram from Berlin slates: 

“ ■|•he Ifiindelsluhuti^, of Stockholm, n*pMirls a boom in 
the piapwr piulpi trade, iis the result of lh(* heavy deniiind 
iind high pirices. I'nder piresi*nl conditions Sweden could 
sell more piulpi thiin shi* is pirodticing. Of vvet mechanical 
piulpi (hi* .Swedish mills hiive sold to home, papier mills 
6:i,(kio tons since l.asl July. 

“ Neither Ciin.'ida nor Finland is likely to be able to 
meet the Fngltsli demiind. .Xiiiericii, where there is a 
grciit shortiige, will iilisorh Canada's produrlinn, iind 
Finland will hiiv<* a snrpiliis for expxirl of nol more than 
lo.tXMi to iz,ooo tons of wet piulpi and l.s.ono to 2o,(mio 
toils of tirv. The prc-sent price for wet meehiinical piulp, 
f.o.h. west coiist, is about 300 to 325 crowns (nominally, 
17s. Id /TiS fis.) pier ton, and for dry pwilp about firs) 
crowns

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A TOUR TO NORWAY AND SWEDEN.

HAVE already iiulicsitcd that (hiring niy .stay 
ill Norway I was .siici-cs.sful iit obtaining 
the views of a niimlier of ('eiitlotnen pro- 
niincntly engaged in the piilj) and paper 
iiidiKstry. Among tliu.se was .Mr. E. Bamm 
Eleffsen, the indefatigable siilcs manager of Norsk Tne- 
miissekomiKini .A/S., who, after greeting me vi-ry heartily, 
plunged into trade tojiics. He certainly did luit give n'le 
a very rosy account of the conditions prevailing in the 
pulp industry, aiul expressed the opinion that there woukl 
be no niiiterial change during the next two or three years. 
1 gathered from various conversfitioiis that during the 
war Norwegian forests hud been greatly de])letcd and that 
lalnnir difficulties hail increased rapidly and iiersistcntly. 
gaining the impression that lalnnir troubles were much 
more acute in Norway than in any other Scandinavian 
country. 

It was with some astonishment I discovered by pnictical 
exjKjrience that the cost of living in Norwjiv had con¬ 


siderably increastsi during the last twelve months. .Not¬ 
withstanding, it was ap]Kirciit to me that people generally 
seemed to be S|>ending ]i:iper money very lavLshlv. The 
rate of exchange at that time was considerably against 
Norway, being somewhere in the neighbourhiMMl of krs. 
to the i instead of the normal iSkrs. Thi.s, 1 w.-istold, wjis 
acijiiinted for by .Norway's heavy ini)H)rtution of all 
clas-st's of gooils iiiid f(H»dstulfs. Wlijit the kronor wotdd 
be worth in this country to-dav if it were not for Norwegian 
slii])ping, I w'lnild not care to s:iy. 

li.'iving completed my programme in Norway, I next 
journeyed to Sweden, leaving Christiania by the night 
train for Stoi-kholm, where I arrived t.hi- following morning, 
making my headipiarters at the (Irand Hotel. 

My lirsl call wjts upon Mr. .A.xel Wjdlenberg. the able 
in.ayaging director of \Vifstii Warfs A.H.. one of the most 
i‘ni|>ort:int sulphite and siil]>hale concerns in the I'oiintry. 
.Mr. Wallenberg gave me .i very kind welcome and in 
tile course of conversation stated that business was u.veji- 
tion.allv good, the firm having bixikeil orders for eliemie.'d 
pulp for a considerable time ahciid. .Mr. WallenlH-rg 
expres.sed the opinion that there was no liki'lihiMid of 
prices lieing rerliieeil yet awhile, and I need .seareel}' say 
that his view was geiiendly confirnied before 1 got verv 
much further. .As a matter of fact, in the coui'se of the 
day I was iiiformcil that pulp prices were advancing by 
lcM])s and bounds. Some ipiotations given me at that 
time (March .2bth) were as follows ; Bleaclied sul]>hile, 
k'rs. I ,joo to krs. i ,5tx>; easy bleaching sulphite, krs. 
8 ckj to krs. r,2ixj; strong sulphite, krs. Hoo to krs. 850 ; 
easy bieiichin;; sc.lpluife, krs. 800; strong sulphate, krs. 
650 to krs. 700 all f.o.b. 1 found that only small (xircels 
of mechanical pulp were to be obtaineil for prompt delivery, 
and that the prices prevailing were krs. 350 f.o.b. for 
moist, while .dry was cpioted at anytliing between krs. 700 
and krs. 750. 1 ought to mention that all kinds of sulphate 

were very scarce and the quotations 1 have given w'ere 
for prompt delivery in 1921. 

While in StcKkiiiolm I met many of my father’.s old 
friends and, asking their opinion of the situation in the 
pulp industry, they were all agreed tliat the market woukl 
be firm for some considerable time to come and that prices 
Would continue to rise. 

Some comment was made by a few of my frienils on 
the serious inroads which during the last few years, and 
still, were being made upon the national forest re,suiirce.s. 
Not only was the demand for wood pulp very much greater, 
but owing to the dual sh9rtage the timVier of the forest 


was being used c.xtensively for fuel, csjxscially for the 
purposes of the railways, coa.sting steamers, etc. While 
I was in Sweilen, iiideerl, I coulil not fail to oijserve that 
the coal question was a very serious one, .so much so that 
I was told that the accommodation on express trains was 
being greatly limited owing to the nc<-es.sity of reducing 
the immlx'r of coaches. It was remarked t(K» titat it would 
in all probability la* iu*cessary to increase the railway freights 
as the Slate railways had lioeii workin.g for a considerable 
time at a heavy loss. 

As far as Stockholm was concernetl, the cost of living 
was even considerably higher than in Christiania, and 
1 should imagine that StiH'kholm is to-day one of the 
most e.xjHuisive cities in Europe. There is an abundance 
of fiM)d, but prices are terribly high. 

On the qui'Slioii of liquid refreshments it may interest 
u-adersof Tin; Pai’Kij .Makku who find it iiece.ssary to visit 
Sweden (x'casionally to learn that whi.sky and other spirits 
are controlled by what is calleil the Liquor Control, 
and it is only possibk;, unless one is in the know, to obtain 
a whisky anti soda :dter having had a meal. In ordinary' 
circiim.stances when one desires :i beverage he is obliged 
to produce his account lor the meal, it may Ih* some 
consolation to know, however, that real Scotch whisky 
of the good old pre-war qnalilv is obtainable. I plight 
also give a him that it is somi'times advisable if one is a 
stranger to keep a watchful <*ye on tin* w:iiters who occa¬ 
sionally cpiietly |KM-ket the bill, there being quite a little 
tralfic in Itmciieon and dinner bills. Some trouble may, 
however, be avoided if visitors to Swollen, on arriving in 
StiH'kholm, will call at the oflice of the Liquor Control, 
where, on priKlucing their pji.ssports and st.-iting how long 
they intend to stay in Swi-den, tlii'v will lie granted a 
ration card which will qntitle them to three litres per 
month a quantity' which would seem to im)ity that no 
one wants more than three lilri's per month if they arc 
in Sweden on business ! 

While in Stix'kholm 1 had the pleasure of meeting Dr. 
Jalin, of Svenskn I’ajipersbnik loireningen, who gave 
me a very cordial welcome and expres.sed his deep regn*t 
that owing to tin* number of meetingr. which wi*re taking 
plai'e jii.st then, he was unable to give me very much 
time. In the coursi* of conversiition, however, upon 
the situation in the pulp and |)a|H‘r industries. Dr. Jahn 
expres.sed similar opinions to those I had already heard. 

.After making a. niimlKT of calls iqion re|iresenlatives 
of the pulp, jHiper and engineering industries in Stix-kholm 
■ by the way, in Scandinavia paper mill engineers, 1 
was told, are full up with onlers for all kinds of |Ki|M;r mill 
machinery and equi]iment, espei'ially' for l''inl:iiid I 
made my way to (lotheidiurg by the niglit train. 1 arrived 
at that important |>ort early the next morning, fixing 
myself iTp at the tlrand Hotel, Haglund. My first call 
was ii|H>n Mr. Kjellstroin, the ailable managi'ig diri*ctor 
of lilkniuii and t'o., and after a cordial exchange of com- 
]>limeiits Mr. Kjcllstrom diKi:us.seil the ]Hilp situation, 
staling that the shortage was gradually becoming more 
serious. He gave me the impression that British pajxjr- 
makers were in the market tor deliveries of pnl]> for 1021, 
and said that they were willing to cancel their existing 
contracts and to make increased contracts for 1920 anil 
ii)'2i at average prices. This was a development of whic.h 
I had not previously heard, and I do not think that it 
was the general experience in Sweden. 

Mr. Kjellstroin also observed that his firm had recently 
made large contracts with Italy, which country had been 
obligeil to enter the Scandinavian market on account of 
the inability of fiermany to supply wixhI pulp as in normal 
times. This, he jxiintetl out, was one of the cau.ses of 
the .scarcity of wixid jiulp and the great increase in prii cs. 

Among other well-know'ii firms in the wixid pulp trade 
with whom I came into contact were Consul Kjelllierg 
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and Mr. K. Saabyc-('hristisinscn, of Messrs. KjelllMsrg 
aiul Suns, Iwlli of whom greetwl me very heartily. 1 cannot 
say. h(iwc:vfr, that 1 left them in any ea.sier frame of mind 
regarding tlu^ pnis])fcts of the wood pulp .situation, as 
fiom what I could gather, it a])peared that wood pulp would 
.smm Ik* at famine prices, .Nevertheless, 1 tlo not think 
that Mritisli )>:iper-rn:ikers will yet lie under the necessity 
of vi.siting a museum if the.j' wish to sec a specimen of 
wood ])ulp ! 

I also lia.d the ]ilcasurc of chatting with Mr. Oscar 
Linsteilt, <i{ Oolii Suiiit Aktu'holag, :ind was glad to see 
that he was in a much lia)>pier state of iiiiiul than when 
\vc met la.st year. He informed me that the mill was 
jKicked right u]> with orders, and when 1 suggestively 
mentioned that sulphite prices were somewhere in the 
ueighlioiirhood of kronors he smiled and said, " Ah 

\vf‘ll, 1 think that before you return to England you will 
iiiiil that pric(!s will have c<jnsiderably incrc'.ised and 
there they will remain for .s<ime time.” This projihecy 1 
found was cpiickly fulfilled, for before 1 left Sweden prices 
h.'id jumped to i.5<h-) kronors f.o.b., for chemical ptilp. 

With regard to the labour .situation in Sweilen, I obtained 
the impre.ssion that it was somewhat better than in .Norway, 
but it was not altogether satisfactory. Indeeil, thi're 
si.'emed to be tin idea that the weirkers wen' lying low and 
wailing for a favourable ojiportunity of making further 
demands for increased wagi's. ,\s a matter of fad 1 do 
not think that Sweilen is yet by any means out of her 
troidiles ill this respei't. 

I mii.st not forget to mention that while in (iothenburg 
1 ini't a very interesting gentleman from Jajiau in the 
jierson of .Mr. S. ^'oshimura, of Messrs. Shima and Co., 
I.td., of O.siika. lie told me that his object in visiting 
Sc.'indinavia was to obtain .‘•'tipplics of wood pulp for 
the pa]ier mills of his com|):iuy in japan. He had only 
arrived in (iothenburg a few hours la-fore ] met him and 
it was a pleasure to liiive a chat with so genial a personality. 
Disi'ussing the proS])ects of ;ichieving the object of his 
joiirni'v. Sir. ^'o.shimnra was not very .sanguine, but I 
was able to give him one or two intriKinc.tioiis, which 1 
belii've were of service to him. He incidentally informed 
UK' that he was going over to Stia-kholm and then intended 
to let urn via Coja'iihagen to l.ondon, where he would 
leinain lor several months.

THE UNITED STATES PUU», PAPER, 
AND OTHER MARKETS. 


Writing from New York on April 9th our Corresjiondcnt 
rejKirts :■ 

Pulp .Market. -Labour diOiciilties have created imicli 
anxiety, and as the demand for siili>hite has registered 
Ji steady iiu'.rease. while the supply on the other hand 
is steadily diininishing, the technical fiosition of tlie chemical 
pulp market is decidedly stronger than it was la-st month. 
Pulp mill interests intimated that they were coiri|K'llcd 
to waive much liii.sine.'Ui, and the meagre arrivals from 
Hie Scandinavian trades had little effect iijHin the domestic 
market. In the mechanical pulp market the .situation 
was much the same as that prevailing in the aforesaid 
market. There was virtually no ground wikmI availahle, 
as the newsprint and the bisifd mill interests alxsorlietl mo.st 
of the desirable offerings. Regardless of the Northern 
thaw, there was still consiilenilile anxiety ex|)ressed in 
the trade. 

Waste Paper .Market. ■ RailnKid .strikes along with the 
iliffiiulties in shipping have resulted in delaving shipmeuls 
to an alarming degree, and the iloiuestic situation is very 
jirceariou.s. The undertone of the donuslic market was 
comparatively steady, and the consuming ('lenient displayed 
a keen desire to .scs'iire stisrks for prompt shipment. 
Prices have shown appreciable advances during the mouth 
just elapsed, and according to all indications the termina¬ 
tion of the domestic iijiheavals will strengthen tlie position 
of this market materially. 

Rags.-- Demand was active for Ihe majority of grades of 
muv rags, but there was less buying interest displayed in 
old .stock. Prices have held linn with an ujiward tendency. 

I his market w,i.s also di'pre.ssed by the loiig.shori'iiu'n's 
and railriKul strike.s, and many dealers reported iiicieasing 
ditlieulty in delivering goisl.s. '.Arrivals of rag.-i from abroiid 
have been fair, but not large cnoiigb to have anv nialerinl 
effects njxiii prices. 

Boako Market. Prices for virtually all ile.scriptioiis 
of bisird continued to move into new liigh ground. .Die 
maniifacliiring element manifested an aelivi- iiiiere.st 
regardless of the high tigiires asked liy tin- mill interests. 
There was very little board to be liad in the domestic 
market, and (piolatioiis have been steadily advancing. 
The dome.sti<; output isiiisullicient to meet the re(|iiireme!its, 
and producers displayed much hesitancy about accepting 
any new business for other than distant delivery, ('liiji 
Ixiard was ipioted at S105.1X) per ton ; news fxiard at 
Sizo.ooand straw board S105.00, f.o.b. mill kisis. 

J’ai'ER ftfARKHT.- Reflecting the strength in the other 
markets, all de.scriptions of finished pajier were lirin, and 
in many instances ])rice.s were ipioted at new high li-vels. 
There was an acute shortage of newsprint iKvjier and 
]>ublishers of maga/inos as well as p.T})ers reported tncrea.sing 
difficulties in obtaining .st(x.'ks. Manufacturers were, 
endeavouring to meet the needs of tlicir old enstomens, 
although late developments in the railroad situation made 
it virtually impossible to deliver goods even in tlie smallest 
quantit}'. Tlic sujiply of line jiapcr was very low, while 
demand on the other hand increased almost steadily and 
prices .stiffened accordingly. In many inst.inces dealers 
were forced to nwort to bringing the 'jwpor in on trucks 
owing to the transportation difficulties. Wrapping and 
tissue paper dealers were in tlic same predicament, as the 
other paper intere.st.s and prices have be-en advancing by 
leaps and bounds, while stocks on the other hand are 
nearing tbe vanishing ]>oint.

SULPHUR PAPER.

ULl’HUR paiMT is no startliiij^ novelty, althoujjh 
it h;is 'for in.'iny y’l-ars fallen consl<lerribly from 
its iMi«- hlj'hly ai>j>rfci; UhI station. It d<“siTV<‘s, 
howe\'«T. t»> bo ixivived to iJs ijrrat an »-xtcnt as 
possible, p.'irtic'uliirly b.-ea'iise nej^U’ft in various 
in(iu>lriul dirertions, wIrtc its siMs'ia! iiM'rits were valwible, 
lifts btsMi iKOJimounl for the last four or five st^asons, ami 
ib'iinlim'ss h:is, unfortun.itely, bts-n the exc«>]iliun ratlwr 
ihiin the rule. 

'Phis pii|)er is int<‘nded to ls> burnt in casks, or anythin}' 
ek'<-, wliieh .'ire iwupi'sl by lainieil f'fi.si's, ciiiisiNl b\ the 
ilevelopmeni of sli aiyiii}' o- putrefyiii}* subsliint'es containetl 
in the port's of the wood, 
haviiij' IxH'n soaked tlM;rein 
from the contents of the 
i-ecept:icles. Wlitai the jirocess 
is properly cfirried out, tlie 
}<oods fire compk’tely reno¬ 
vated, find can be used aj'iiin 
for their rej'idfir purpose. 

There is no limit to tliis pro- 
ceduie until the wood itself 
lifts worn out. 

For the nianufacltire of 
.sulphur paper it only needs 
till' ptissaf'e of }<oo(i white 
pfiper tlirouiih fi liath of 
molten sulphur; the p:i|M'r 
bein;* preferably in strips 
twelve inches loii}> and an 
inch widi'. Precautions must 
I'wrci.sed in Ix'iitiii}' the 
sulphur, since if it should 
lj*nite it will be wasted so far 
as this nifiller is concerneil. 

It must idso he kept fit a 
suitable temperature to ensure 
fluidity. b'ormerly, vintners 
iiseil to mix a littk' powdered 
spii'e, such as clovi', cinnamon 
or nufmef* with the 
sulphur (which was burnt 
direct fim! not :is pa|M'r> umk'r the im|ii'ession that the fumes 
I'voU'ed durin}' combustion imprefimitiHl the wmxl of the 
casks, and eventwaJly foun<l their way into thi' wine sub- 
s<x}uently placisl tlierein, and improved its aroma. Wine 
cfisks are, of course, not the only class of contfiinei's caiaible 
of bein}! purifHyl with the help of sulphur |>u|S'r. I nml 
not, however, fjo into det.'iils on this part of tlw- topic. 

'I'he refider m.tv find a brief account of the' natures .'ind 
proiiertU's .i>f .suilphur interesting, <''|s'cifdly wh<'n it is borne 
i'll mind that .sulphur is the basic material for ofew-ral pro¬ 
cesses assiK'ifitecl with th<' pa|H'r-making trade, e.g., sulphkli', 
sulphite, sulphate, fiml similar ones. 

.Sulphur has neither tfuste nor smell. It has ntcently bei'it 
concliuksi ihfit tlx'f'i' are fit k-ast thrci' ilistinct kinds of tlx? 
<'lejiient, tlie yellmvnes.s, melting jioints ti.n<l other featur(.'S 
varying. But they are so inlimaU'ly mix«<] with om- anothi-r 
fis to be quite inseparable untes.s the most elalKirfile and 
prolongoii exiM'rimenLs are umlertfiken witfi the substamx?. 
The trouble to do this would not Ik- worth the tinw ix'cupii'd, 
ixinlparesl with the results obtained, so ffir as the average 
person is conccrm'il. But as a matU'r of sck'ntific know- 
ieilgi' the fact has a deckk-d importance. 


When sulphur is heati'il up to a cerl.'iin tem|M-rftture with, 
out Ix'ing allowed to catch light, it is converteil into a thin 
yellow lluid. I'pon (louring soiix' of this nuki into coki 
water the sul|)hur immedifilely solklities ami again liecoines 
ordinary suljijiur. 

('urionsly enough, if tlw heal is increiiMtl hryomi llx' 
(loiiit above ruferre^l to, the sul|>hur ch.'inges to :> thick, 
lirown, ireacle-lik<> nviiss . which I'veiitufilly thins down 
whik' retaining ihfit colour. It some of this brown fluid 
is (Miurisl into water it Iwconu's very dilTwent from the 
ordiiifiry form of siil|ihur, aiul is then refilly .soft, (ifisly, ;ifi<l 
(ilaslic like fi kind of imliaruhlM-r or eUasiic. It can be. 

nioukli'd by the lingers into 
fitly desired shfijie, as though 
it were clav or (lully. But 
after a while- that is to lay, 
within a few weeks * it is 
griuliifdly resolved into the 
iisufil form of yellow, hani, 
l>iill!e, sulphur.

PAPER SHORTAGE. 

MORE TROUBLE THREATENED. 

Mokk trouble is threatenis! in the pajier trade, concerning 
which so much has been heard recently, iind quite possibly 
a diminished su|>ply iind <1 further hardening of the market 
iigainsl British buyers (says the Gln'.f’ow Ihrnlil). .A new 
situation has iirisen in .Norwiiv, in which country the 
]>apermuking iiifliislry is of consideriible importance. To 
ease home conditions the .Xorw'egiiin Government is 
seriously threatening the e.\|Kirt Imde, dealing hiirshly not 
only with the Norwegian exjioiier but even more harshly 
with the British consumer. The GoverninenI of Norway 
is requiring makers of newsprint in that country to supply 
to Norwegian newsjKqiers their full mails of jiiiper at a 
pike below eo.st. If they refuse, then they will not be 
I»ermitled to continue their exfiort bii.siness, with the 
result lhal their warehouses will .sisin Iw overstocked with 
jwqior, and their jiroduclion must cease. Norwegian 
ixipcr mills at jiresenl l•xport largely to Great Britain, 
Aii.straliu, and other British Dominions and Colonie.s, also 
to l-'rance and elsewhere on the Continent. Big contracts 
exist, but many of them cannot be carried out under the 
new system )>ropo.sed. .Much of the pafaT delivered to-day 
to British users from Norwegian paper mills is being charged 
at price's fixed several months ago. if these .siii>plies are 
curtailed buyers w ill have to purchase elsowhcre at present- 
day prices, which arc considerably higher, so jiroprietors 
of newsfiaiiei-s will have to face a further flinch, and buyers 
will firobably have to (iccept smaller journals. Norway has 
almost 50 jiaper mill.s, some of them of very considerable 
magnitude, priKlucing alxiiit 123,000 tons annually, the 
larger portion of whicli is exported. TTie view of the Nor¬ 
wegian Government apjiarently is that as high jiriccs 
are now' obtainable abroad the Norwegian paiierniakers 
can aftord to invoice home customers at Ix'low cost.

INDUSTRY. .

OTWITHST.ANDINCi the numerous diflicult 
problems which have faced China clay pro¬ 
ducers ill res|xx-t of transjiort and dearth 
of suitable coals for ilrying the clay and 
providing the neces.sary |V)wer, the output 
during the tirst three months of (he ])rc.s(*nt year has Iweii 
more th:in double that for a corre.spoiiding ]H-ri<xl in 
the year 1010. The |iolicy of some of our big jiriKliicing 
linns has been to maintain as larg<- an output as po.ssible 
and in order to do so (hey have been obliged to accept 
the exorbitant high s<-;i-horne freight prevailing in pre- 
fereiute to (he jiri-.si-nl railway facilitic.s. This |K»licy 1 
know has been ]iursued by the Eiigli.sh China Clay.s, Ltd., 
rather than endure tin- vexatious delays so common in 
rail way-borne dis|Xitches, in <-onsequcnce of an insiillicient 
number of trucks and liK-omotivi- jiower. The shipping 
problem is a very ditlicnit one to solve when one considers 
that the rail co.st has only incrcas<-d .|o per cent., whilst 
shipping freights have im reused as much as ten limes lln-ir 
pn--war rates, which is not only a detriment to (he'rci.-on- 
struction of industry, but a griral imposition on ihe con¬ 
sumer. There appears to liave Ihx-ii a considerable revival 
ill shipping during the past month at Charlestown, l*ar, and 
l-'owey. l-'or years the port of Charlestown has .scarcely 
received a vi.sit from any .sailing craft, whereas in pre-war 
days it was a coiitiinioiisly bii.s\ eeiilri- for coasting vessels, 
anil niaiiv thousands of tons of Cliin.i clay were derpati'hed 
every year. Within the past month as many as eight 
vessels have been ill tin* docks at one linn-, and with a 
main railway rnnning .so ne.ir, one is led to wonder why 
(his once busy shipping centre coiilil not Ik- linked up 
with the- great railway .system coniiecling nearly tin- 
whole industry. .\t l-'owey there is still a.ii almost incred¬ 
ible congestion, anil on one iK-casion, qiiiti- n-cenllv, 1 was 
iiiformi-d, then- were no Icwer than twenty-three steamers 
and sailing ve.ssels awaiting clay eoiisigniin-iits.

ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING.

Andrew.s, 
chairman of committee. presidc<l, others jiresent iK'ing 
Messrs. I. 1 ). Berner, Sig. Diesen, C. Ormnhidgli, W. M. 
Grceiihalgh, .A. L. Grilliths, Nils l.candcr, S. Nicol, J. A. 
Nordberg. Eric Nordberg, ' 1 '. Wallace, (i. Westling, uikI 
James Diiguid (as.sistant secretary). 

Dealing until the animal report, which was piililished in 
last month’s issue of The Papes-Maker, tiie Chairman 
refcrreil to the increase in the cost of the wwkly returns 
.su])plicd by the Statistical Department of the Custom 
House, and” saitl that at the prescnit cost there was a loss 
of /Jio i8.s., the price having been raised from to /\|o 
jier annum. He thought it would Ik* iiece.s.s;iry to raise 
the suliscripliou. 

Mr. S. Nicol sjiid that at jirescnt the returns were bought 
l)V eleven siilwcribers and two trade neus]>apers. The 
remaining memlK-rs of the .X.ssociation hail tlie Ixinelit of 
seeing the returns without ]siying for tliem, and he thought 
the hurden should Ik* liorne by all alike, lie moved that 
the annual .subscription Is* increased to three guineas; 
that ciipics of the weekly returns he supplied gratis to all 
members, ami that an extraordinary general meeting he 
called to alter the rule dealing with siihscri])tioiis. 

Mr. Dieseii seroiided, and the motion was carried nnani- 
moiisly. 

The report and lialancc-sheet were ailopted on the motion 
of the Chairman, seconded by Mr. J. A. Nordlx;rg. 

The ('hairman said he was iK'cupying a ])o.sitii)n which 
Vonid have Is-en taken by a gentleman they luul recently 
lost. He was with (he late Mr. E. Keed on the evening 
iM^fore he died, and he was talking alxint the As.siK-ialii>ii 
with the keenest interest. Mr. Keed had intended to give 
thc*.As.sociation his utmost .support. Tliey had all known 
^Mr. Keed for many years, and he ix-rsonally felt that 
everything which had been sai<l of Mr. Weed’s private life 
and at the funeral those who wer<‘ present heard an aildress 
in wliich his private life was descrihed in the most charming 
terms - was true of his business life. He was always 
upright and hoiioiir.sble ; liis " Vi's” imsmt " ^'es’’ and 
he never went l>ack on it. He always conducted his 
hiisiiiess carefully without undue haste and hiiiry, and it 
was always a pleasure to deal with him. The hand of 
death had dealt very heavily with the AssiK-iatioii during 
the ixist year. They luul lost Mr. Johnseii, and he had 
suffered jier.soiially by the loss of Mr. Wyder. The last- 
named gentleman was looked upon by him more as a 
member of tlie family than sis a business collcugiie. He 
(the Chairman) added that the Association had never had 
an opjKirtimilv of sci‘ing their late president amung-st them, 
but he siiggesied that a formal rc.solution slunild lie pa.s.sed 
setting forth their appreciation of his public .services and 
high jiersonal character. 

•Mr. j. A. Nordlierg said he appreciated to the full whsit 
Mr. .Andrews had said about the late Mr. Weed. He had 
known him for forty years, anil no one could wish to have 
dealings with a man who knew his busincs.s lietter and was 
more honourable. 

It was eventually ilecided to send a letter to Mr. Reed's 
family expressing the Association's sense of their loss. All 
prcseiit rose and remained standing in silence for a moment 
as a mark of resfject 

The Chairman, in reviewing the work of the Association, 
said they had had a busy year, as there had lieen an extra¬ 
ordinary crop of claims for short iveight. In (his connec¬ 


tion there had been one or two meetings of Scandinavian 
A.s.sociations, ami suggestions had come from them that 
tests .should be made on the other sidi* Ixifore shipment 
and that these should Ik- considered final. In the coming 
year, too, the Committee would have to consider the ques¬ 
tion of the contract note, .some changes in which apjiearcd 

o be necessary.

Andrews (chairman), K. Dickson, 
Sig. Diesen, ('has. Greenlialgh. A. f.. Grilfitlis, S. Nicol, J. A. 
Nordberg, W. II. Palmer, (r. liiiclinnan, and L. E. Kustad 
were elected to .serve on the committee. .Mr. G. Westling 
was electeil lion, treasurer. 

It was disuded to sc>nd a letter to Mr. D’Dyley .Mears, 
formerly lion, stvretary, thanking liitn for his (last services.

'I he Chairman intpiired if those (ire.sent woiihl like to 
ex(>re.ss any O(iinion alxiiit the future of (he w<Kid-(iiilp 
trade. Although they met together, they did not get into 
coiiKiillutioii on this in.'ilter. Of course to-day the (nwitiou 
was a very difficult and exlraordinarv one. 

Mr. Diesen was of the o)iinion that it was not (lossible to 
give any forecast of the market for any length of time. 

Mr. C. Greenlialgh .said he l>o|xid it would lie a long time 
ladore they were fighting for orders at (icr ton. 

The C.liairmaii. remarking that they had made it a 
()rinci()Ie that the A.ssocialion knew nothing about the 
market, saiil that it might lie a wise decision or not, hut 
they had never hel(H!d e.icli other in regard to matters of 
that sort.

“ Papkk-maki.no ” w'as the subject of a lecture given 
recently by Mr. T.D. Nuttall.of Messrs. Btmtley ilt Jackson.

A sKRious aeeident, which ended fatally, occurred at 
Sittiiiglxniriie J'a{ier Mills on the 4th ult. Alfred James 
Weeks, a single man aged 43, who was a litter’s labourer, 
was one of a gang of men engaged hi changing rubber 
rolls on one <if the largest pa]>er-making machines (No. 17). 
The. rolls weigh several tons, and one of these had lieen 
taken out, and w'as resting on two large Iiales of wood pulp, 
u bale lieing under each end of the massive roll, and another 
was slung in a crane ready to be hoisted in [xisition, when 
the stationary roll slipped down from the bales of pulp, 
and Weeks, who was standing bctwee.n the two, w'as caught 
iH'tween them and liadly cTushcxt alxiut the lower part of 
tlu! body. Weeks was removed to St. Hartholomew’s 
Hospital, Kin-hester, and <lied on the following morning. 
•At the iiujiiest, Mr. A. A. Kiehard.s, chief engineer at the 
l’a]>er Mills, said orders had lieen i.s.succl to change the 
Isittom ]>re.ss roll, anti tlie proper methtxl of doing this was 
to move the top one, which swung up out of the way, 
'I'hc crane was then brought over to plomb the bottom roll, 
which was lifletl and tirawn eiitl-ways out of the machine. 
Witness diti luit exactly see the accident, hut .said he knew 
how it lia]i|X‘ned, and he gave exliaiistive technical 
(!xplanalioiis and details. The rolls were made of cast 
iron, eovereil with nihber, and in ortler to prevent the rubber 
from liecoming dainuged, it was advisalile to lay the ends 
mi something .soft. 'I'lie ends were accordingly’ placed on 
two bales of pulp. The new roll was then brought up by 
means of a erane. nf which dei-ea.sed was in charge. De- 
eiiased was standing lielween the two rolls, and apjKirently 
the roll whicli he liad fetched was not e.xactly in tlu* right 
|io.sitioii to go into the inaclune, and lie gave onlers to 
move the crane towards tlie roll resting on the pulp. 
A]>|Kirently deceaseil forgot the roll resting behind him, 
aiui immediately the crime moved the swing of the roll 
forced him against tlie statuinary roll, and pinched liiin 
acro.ss the |K*lvis. The ellet:t of the jiinch caused the 
stationary roll to move .slightly, and it fell from the lxilc.s, 
but did not toiicli ilceeicsed, who was found .sitting between 
tlie two rolls. Thei rolls weighed seven tons each, and 
were 2 ft. (1 in. in iliameler. I)ecease(> w;is skilleti at his 
work, and was cmphiy'ed ]iur)Kisely for clianging thutic 
rolls. The ('oroner, liav'ing brielly summed up, the jury 
returned a verdict of ’’ .Accidental ileath,” and fouiul that 
110 hlaine iittiieiied to anyone. Mr. Kirliards expressed 
his .sincere regret at the iiccideiit, and the .symjiathy of the 
linn towiirds the bereaved relatives. He .said lie wiis in- 
strncleil bv Mr. I•■rank Lloyd lo sav that the firm was 
making am]ile ))rovision for deceased’s aged motlier, he 
being her sup]xirt, and would sec to it tliat the old laily 
would never want for anytliing. 

PAPER IMPORTS AND EXPORTS RISE IN 
VALUE. 

In a recent number of the Board of Trade Jonmal 
an interesting analysis was given showing the rise in value 
since 1013 ol both tlie ini|Xirls and cxfxirts of this country. 

Ill tlu* case of pajx*r aiul mamifactiiFes of iiajuir the 
average viUiies of imports lij«l risen by 216 per cent., and 
those of exjxirts by' per I'eut. The iia[X!r-making 
.iiaterials imyxirtcrl had ri.sen in average vidiic by owr 
-.1.1 I’*-'' eeiif., and c.ost 1,600,000 more than cipial quanti¬ 
ties would have cost at loi.t values. The expirts of paper 
and papir iiianiifactiires iverc valued at ;£3,uoo,ooo more 
than would represent tlie value at tlie iqi.y price level of 
the same gcxsls. In this case the materials imported 
contributed t<i liomc consiimiition rather than to esqiort. 
The tpiantity of such impirted materials retained in this 
cviuntry in jyio was 10 per cent, less than in 1913, and 
tlic nisuiufiicturcd expirts were, in quantity, only one- 
tliirU of those expirted in 191 j.

Tliey then formed a com|)any known as the Burnley Paper

(formerly a cotton mill), and worked it as a private concern,

Subse- 
(|ucntly he was a student for two years at Mancherster 
Crammar School, ami linally completed his .schol.'istic 
caiwr at the Maueheslet C»)Uege of Tw.hiiology, where he 
studied boll) the chemical and the practic.'d side of jiaper- 
inaking. 

Mr. lirindic has an able manager in Mr. .A. Miinshall, 
who was a]>iHiinted in it)og, and had ])reviimsly been with 
the liurnley I’aja^r Co., I.td., Messrs. T. H. Bracken & Co., 
Ltcl., and .\lessrs. Cooke & N'ultall, Ltd., Harwich.

Tliere is no indication of a stop in tlie upward trend of 
prices for all ^des of wcxxl pulp, and undoubtedly the 
figures now ruling arc records, and of course quite unprcre- 
dentcd. I understand that much business is still being 
done for forward, and seemingly it is a matter of some 
difficulty to keep jiacc with the quotations, while any delay 
in closing with offers now means much money last. 

• • • 

Bleached sulphite is away up over jfys, and 1 am told 
that every offer sent out abroad brings back counter 
quotations at enhanced prices. Easy bleaching sulphite 
seems to be selling fairly well for forward delivery at 
well over {fio i>er ton, with not a great deal offering, while 
a few of the mills are outsold for months ahead. Strong 
sul]>hite is nearing 1,000 kr f.o.b., and the mills in Sweden 
are not at all anxious apjiarcntly to sell for forward delivery. 
• * • 

Afoist mechanical is steady at ;^i7 per ton f.o.b. Norway, 
an<l even at this price a fair amount of business Ls {Xi-ssing. 

* « • 

There seems to be a general idea prevailing that the 
quotations now being asked arc extortionate anct out of all 
reason, since prices have more than doubhsl during the 
past four moTith.s, and 1 can find no one in this ])articular 
trade able to give any sound reason or argument to back 
up the continual rise in price. Undoubtedly much forward 
buying has iK-en done, and ju.st what will hapi>en, if a 
rationing order for })ulp is again put into force, remains 
be to setMi.

Liiiring tlie past month f hav<; heard quite a number 
of jK'oplc interested discuss this cpiestion of rationing 
wood l)ulp supplicB this country, but it .seems to Ik; a 
gendhilly accepted conclu.sion that this country cannot 
act iUonc in tliis in.atttT without incurring .serious trade 
Vesults. 

* • * 

VVe certainly cannot afford to restrict the output of 
paper in this country at the present time if America, Erance 
and Italy arc to lx; allowed to gcj ahciid and buy just what 
quantities of pulp they require at any ]»rice demanded. 
Tliis jKilicy will not help to steady the market at present, 
sinc.c wc all know' there is a very serious shortage of pulp, 
and that every ounce cun be placed clscw'here in the event 
of this country restricting .supplies. 

* * * 

IJmjucstionably the present outlook is none too pleasant, 

and it certain!}' needs most careful consideration by those 
who have to secure forward supplies. Moreover, the 
ojiinion prevails that prices must keep up for at any rate 
nuiny months to come. 

« * • 

This conviction must certainly account for the big 

bnsines tliat has already been done in Lanca.shire for 
forward delivery. ^ 

A matter which is of deep concern to some of the bigger 
mills here is the financing of the big shipments booked 
at high prices to come forward, but I am given to under¬ 
stand that there is a great deal of loose money in tlie pulp 
and {laiier trade that can be had at a discount for the 
mere asking. 

• * • 

Freights trom Norway and the Baltic are much firmer 
than when tlie last notes were written, and I am told that 


nearly too kr. has been quoted and accepted for wet 
pulp to be lifted next month born tlie Baltic to the West 
Coast. ^ 

Many interesting and startling tales are going the rounds 
of the trade regarding lust opportunities in the matter of 
the purclmse of pulp, but of course not for publication. 

* * • 

One example may be {lennitted, Iiowever. It is a cose 
where the buyer of a big concern entered the market for 
supplies when tlie (wice of the special class of pulp used 
at the iKirticular mill in question was round atxnit £2$ 
per ton. He txiught fur prompt at this figure and expressed 
the opinion tliat the market was being *' rigged," and 
although much pulp was offered him mr forward at a 
little advance, steady refusal met the sellers. 

* • • 

Seemingly this buyer has entered tlie market and made 

purchases of fairly large quantities of pulp on three sub¬ 
sequent occasions during the ixist four months and has had 
to pay £\o advance on each occasion. 

• * • 

I am also^told that cases could be mentioned where 
two mills making the same grade of ]iapcr have pulp 
coming furw'anl from tlie siime pulp mill and the invoices 
.show' a ililfereiice of £yi per ton. 

• • * 

It has b(S!ii pointeil out to me on scvenil occasions (and 
I think I have inenlioncd the nuiltcr liefore in my notes) 
tliat the Pajier Makers' Aasociatiun could save a great deal 
of iiioncy for their nicnilx;rs if tliey could appoint a com¬ 
mission to travel around Norway and Sweden and place 
till* results of their investigations before the Associatiun. 

My informant ubsin'ved tliat it was an easy matter to 
think out how many hundreds of tliuusands of pounds 
could have lieen siived to the ])apcr-makers generally in 
this country had proper infoniiatiuii Ixs'n laid Ix'fore their 
Association as to what was happening and likely to ha})pcn 
ill regard to supplies of pulp from alircNul. 

• • *' 

The Norw'Cgian ami Swcdi.sh manufacturers of pulp 
have had to pay aiiotli(!r iiicrca.se to their workers which 
ainoiints, I understand, to 2 kr. per sliift. 'Ihis means 
that a pulp mill liaving, say, 250 workmen will have to 
pay out 750 kr. extra ]X'r ilay. All this, of course, will be 
added to tlic cast of pulp.

.M.so he cannot retisontibly chiinffe his advertising rates to 
meet the rising cost of mtw.sprint. .\dvertisin); rates tmist 
Im; fixed for some length of time so th:it the advertiser can 
ri)<ure on the s'iime price for a number of insttrtions. The 
newspaper proprietor tmist al.so know withiti certiiin limits 
how tmich tiewsprint he can count on in order to plan 
for the size of his ptiper for each flay. Durina the past 
si.\ months it hits lieen almost impossible to know any 
of these thing's.

Business in the Scottish paper-making trade during 
the past few weeks has been carried on amid a great 
many difficulties. I ^ilxiur of a skilled order is still difficult 
to pr<x:ure, and .some of the Scottish firms are forctnl 
to carry on bu.siness with stalls which are by no means 
adequate when comi>ared with the volume of work on hand. 
Amid.st all the present circumstances and conditions, 
therefore, it is very much to the credit i>f the Scottish 
firms that they' are able to .show such gcxidly pnaluction, 
and it certainly speaks well for the loyalty existing l)etw<-oii 
employers and employees. 

"Owing to a world .shorUtge of i»a]Jer and {)a^)er-making 
materials, great difficulty is ex|K‘rieiiccd by uews])a(K'rs in 
obtaining supplies. Reailers are Iherefonr re<]uest<xl to 
place a ilefinite order with their new:«igonts, or otherwise 
they may Ijo frequently dis<ippointed.'' Such at the moment 
is the very familiar form of aiinoiinccmient made by prac¬ 
tically all the Scottish daily ami weekly new.s])a]ier.s, and 
1 am told that generally speaking, readers have been fairly 
ready to act u}xjn the advice protlcrcd although, 1 am 
afraid, not to the full hundred [xrr cent, limit. During the 
IKist few w«'eks a goodly numlxir of the Scottish newsjKijKTS 
have found it ntves.sary to reduce the niimlx'r of their jKigcs 
temporarily, and the ditiumity of getting ]:Ki])er is at pre.sent 
rcllectcd in .some of the Scottish weekly and monthly trade 
journals, where pro))rietors have meantime to rest content 
with pa])er of a much thinner texture. 


This com]Nirison was made very cl<*Jir to me in the case 
r)f a certain wcll-know'ii and uld-(!stublishcd Scottish traile 
IKipcr, with the proprietor of which 1 had the op|>ortuuity 
of chatting the other day. 1 Ic placed in my hands his lati^st 
issue, which I must confess was a very thin and wobbly- 
looking production . 'iud then he {daced in my hands his 
issue of the previous month—cpiitc an im}x>sing publica¬ 
tion. “ 1 am iishamed to put out such a {uiltry liKiking 
.numbe^r," remarked the proprietor to me, when he en¬ 
deavoured to drive home the comparison, " but whal can 
1 do ; 1 had no alternative but to accept this new- 

consignment of pai»er or else 1 would have got nothing, 
ami pnxliieed no issue at all this month.’' 1 am led to 
believe that this is by no means an isolated instance, and 
it is in this respect that trade iKijicrs which, to a great extent, 
dcpeml inM»n a gCHxl apjjcarance, are suflerers more than 
daily and weekly newsjKipers. 

At a recently-held sitting of tlie Edinburgh Dean of 
Guild Court, a petition was pre.sentcd «jti behalf of Messrs. 
John Galloway and Company, l.imited, for |)ermission to 
make important alterations at their well-known I’ortolHillo 
J’ajwr Mills, and 1 am glad to know that the civic pernii.ssion 
was duly forthcoming. Plans f«>r this schenjc have been 
prejiared by. one of Edinburgh’s l)Cst-knowii architects 
(Mr, A. lorne C.ampbell), and I congratulate the Hou.se of 
Galloway on its continued progress and prosperity. The 
PortobeUo Pai>er Mills figure as one of the oldest of their 
kind in the East of Scotland, and a large mimlx'r of workers 
are always kept in steady employment. 

After being associated with the pajjer trade for a lengthy 
lifetime, Mr. John Simpson—on the completion of fifty 
years of service with Messrs. J. A. Weir and Comjmny, 
Limited, paper makers. Kincardine—has retired into private 
life. Mr. Sira]>son’s relationship with the firm in question has 
always been of the most happy and harmonious character 


and there was deep regrpt among the principals of the 
firm at his official severancc|(>f such a long ctuuiection; 
but his employers and his ^|Uow workers joined with 
great warmth in wishing him all health and happiness in 
the leisure years of his life, l'■or the long }K’ri(Kl of thirty- 
eight years Mr. Siiii|)son acted as Clerk and Treasurer for 
the Tidliallan ScJhh)! Boiird, hut he retinsl recently when 
the new E«lueation Act came into lieing. 

Deep regret was Recently (M:ca.sione<l among his many 
friends in the Scottish |iii|>er making trade at tlie. death of 
ox-Provo.st Charles W. t.'owan, who a few years ago retired 
from the chairnuiii.ship of the well-known and i)ld-e.stali- 
lished linn of .Messrs. Ak-xundcr ('owaii and Sons, Vullcy- 
tield Pa]ier Mills, Penicuik. I'he dei'euscd gontlciiiun, who 
had attained to the ripe age of eighty-four years, had the 
wonderful record of having Ix'en I’rovost of f’enieuik for 
the long |x<ricMl of thirty-two j’eans, and 1 doiiht if this 
reconl has ever Ihjcii surixis-sod by anotlier civic chief in 
the history of any Scottish burgh. Ex-I’rovost Cowan was 
a man of shrcwdiieas as well as aflahility, and in the uifairs 
of tlie ]iaper-niaking trade he always tisik a <leep and active 
interest.

substantial orders for cxcciitioti at the earliest (.pjxirtiinity. 
This trade exhibition to<)k place in tiic ]xipiilar and com- 
nuxlious Kelvin Midi of Industries iit Glasgow, and it was 
generally claimed to be one of the (iiiest tr:ide fairs of its 
kiiul ever held on this side of the Morder. 

Dealing generally with Hie Glasgow Exhibition stands 
alxive enumerated, 1 may sjiy that Mes.sr.s. Hancock, Cor- 
ficld and Waller exhibited jxisters, showcards, metui tablets, 
liilx.‘ls, advertising novelties ami decorated tin lx>xt»;

MR. VICKERY'S DISTINCTION. 


SnNCl.lM tr.D in the recent award of honours for 
war services rciulered is the name of Mr. h'. 
Vickery, niauaging ilirector «>f N'ickery's, 
SV Ltd., a |)ersoiiality well known in the pafsT 
trade of this country and on the continent. 
T'roin the very early days of the war .Mr. Vickery was 
closely in touidi with the Trench Warfare Department 
of the Government, iind the rei:ord of his services is such 
as to thoroughly warrant the O.H.R. that has been conferre<l 
upon him. 

Mr. V'ickery's activities were princqxilly in connection 
with fuses for trench warfare work, the importance of 
which was for long periods paramount in the eyes of tlie 
military authorities. He was very intimately associated 
with the development of the no fuse, and the Stokes 
Pistol Head, but his chief achievements were the redesign 
of what has Itecoine a famous hand grenade, and the 
" Vickery ’’ All-ways Fuse, No. 147, which displaced the 
No. 14b h'use, and is now a standard store of the Army 
atiihorities. 

Other important work done by him included a grenade 
{Kicking box, which saved " Tommy " many a back-ache, 
a holder for fuse igniters, which enormously reduced the 
percentage of " blinds," rifle and hand grenades, and a 
safety device for long distance .shells, the last-mentioned 
being brought out at the time the Germans were worrying 
Paris with long-range fire. 

Mr. Vickery’s inventive skill has for y ars found its scope 
in the i>aper trade, where his laying machine, automatic 
loading transporters, feeders, sorters, counters, and other 
labour-saving devices have a ready market. 


FINLAND’S RA 




MATERIAL. 


The special correspondent of The Times, w’riting from 
Helsingfors, says:— 

" The I'innish industries deiiendent on wood ns their 
niw material have a more centralized organisation than 
in any other northern country of Europe. In September, 
1018. the Finnish Paper Mill Association, the Finnish 
(Vllulose Union, and the Finnish Wood Pulp and Board 
Union established a ci'ntral office (the Amalgamated Paper 
Industry of F'inland). 


"In December of the same year ,*i further step was taken 
tovvjird centralization, when the above-named associntions, 
in combination with the Saw Mill Association, formed the 
('cntral Federation of Finnish Wood Refining Industries, 
in which only the carpentry :md cabinet-making industries, 
veneer and bobbin.s fai-tories .are not as yet represented. 
The committee of tlie ['taleralion consists of 16, .and the 
executive board of six representatives of the various asso- 
crations affiliated to it, and its object is to watch over the 
nimmon economic interests of the industrii‘s as regnnis 
pro|X)sed legislation and im|aists, customs .and freight 
t.arifTs, and general commercial policy. .Ml sales are effecletl 
by the .associ.ations .and not by any of the separate firms. 

“ This orgnnis.ation undoubtedly Iris been «>f great nssist- 
ance in coping willi the many .adversities arising from the 
vicissitudes the country has had to go through and from 
present .ahnorm.al trade conditions. The pu|MT industry, 
I'spia-iidlv, li.as biaai liesel with difficulties. Before the war 
most of tile paper exported went to Russia; thus, in 
84.^ per cent. <if the lot.al |>ap(a- e.xport w.as sold in Russia. 
'I'he old stork of paper manufactured for the Russian 
market w.as imsiiitahle kir other c*iimtries, .and it was 
impi'rative th.af new markets should he found and the 
quality and the formal planned out accordingly. The 
restrictitins regarding the paper tr.ade in Great Britain 
having been .aboli.sheil in Mav. the Finnish paper gradually 
gaini'd .a footing on the British market, and hy the end of 
I.ast year some 50 British periodic.als were furnished with 
paper from Finland. 

" Wood pulp, card-l»o.ard, .and especially ivllulose were 
not to the s.ame extent restricted to Russian ex|H)rt; in 
Russia consumed 45, 28, and $ per rent, respectively, 
of the ex|Hirl volume of these articles. But other circum¬ 
stances h.amperial the ex|>(irl trade during the first half 
of the year. The German market w'as close*! bv the 
bka'k.ade, .and prita’s weri- iml favourable until the paper 
famine caused a considerable rise, especially in cellulose; 
it w.as also difficult to find the necessary tonnage for 
shipping. It was not until .August that shiptang could 
commence on a larger scale. Thus, during tlie months 
of Janiviry to July only 4 ,i(k) tons of paper, o.'sio tons of 
wood pulp, and 8,750 Urns of cellulose were shipped. In the 
month of .August alone the corresponding figures were 
S.Soo, i3,,i;oo, and ia,ooo tons. *1116 total export for 1919 
is shown in the following table:—

The pai»cr was carried in tlic •' Bragdo," a Norwegian 
three-masted sailing vessel which left New York on 
February 7th, ign). and came to grief in a storm, being 
obliged to put into Bermuda to refit. She remained there 
253 days, and the cargo was not taken out. I.aler she 
procceclcd to Sydney. The cargo consisted oi large quan¬ 
tities of writing papers, and good quality printing papers 
cinil in addition a couple of thousand rolls of newsprint 
which should be veiy welcome.

Price of Newsprint.

In their report for the twelve months ended December

satisfactory. The net profits for the year wrere /38,96o, 
to which was added ;£337 brought forwanl from the previous 
year. A dividend in August absorbed ;£8,204. To the 
reserve .£14.000 has been added. The directors recommend 
the payment of a further dividend of is. a share on the 
old issue, and of ijd. a share on the new issue, and a bonus 
of f)d. a share on all the shares of the company. To meet 
these dividends anil bonus ;£i6,746 will be required. A 
Ixdancc of is to be carried forward. It is stated that 
the construction of the company's new mill at Fairfield 
might have been completed but for the strike. It is now 
fairly well advanced, however, and the instalhitiim of the 
machinery will be begun in the next few weeks. It is 
anticixiateil that the mill vvill be in bill work Ixsforc the 
enil of the year. An iulditional £2,ww was invested in 
the war loan, making the total ;£29,otK), New shares to 
the number of 78,«83 were issued, making the i.ssucd c.apitid 
of the conijiany £236,jjy The directors have, as far as 
possible, made provision for the future.

PAPER SHORTAGE AND PAPER 

WASTE. 

• - 

It may not be generally known that of the io,ixsi,txK] tons 
of house refuse annually collected by Local .\utlioritics that 
some 350,000 tons of it consists of waste paper. The 
ilemanti for the latter is increasing (says Munifipal Engi~ 
neering and Satiilary liecord), but it is for export purposes, 
and to be re-made into ]>aper. In the meantime the cost 
of paper made from wtxitl pulji, such its is used for the daily 
papers, has increasetl some 6 ikj per cent., whilst better 
(lapirr, such as is used for this journal, has increased by 
not less than 31x1 per cent. it is generidly agreed that 
there is a world shortage of pa[X'r because, the wooil pulp 
of which it is made is not procurable. Continental paper 
manufaeliirers find it profits them to buy waste ]>aper in 
this eouniry, to bear the cost of freight, and re-make it 
into pa|x‘r. It is pertinent to ask why British manufac¬ 
turers cannot do likewise, smd whether it is due to lack 
of enterprisi;. Kor ihi-re is no justification for the waste 
of the enormous weight of paper collected by i.ocal 
Authorities, it has been alleged, we believe, by the British 
manufacturer that such patter is dirty, and “mixed." The 
objection is out of date, for (iorporation cle.insing depart¬ 
ments are conducted on business lines, and adapt their 
output to the requirements of the market. If the paper 
manufacturer requires his paper sorted, and makes such 
an offer as will leave the dejmrtments a reasonable margin 
of profit, they will undertake to supply tlx‘ p.-tper sorted 
and graded as required. We have, then, it will be seen, 
on one side an unparalleled demand for, and exorbitant 
incre.Tse in the cost of, paper. On the other hand I.ocal 
.Authorities have thousands of tons of material for sale 
which is eonvertilile into paper and is allowed to be wasted, 
it is pre-eminentiv a case in which the paper-makers, who 
know the tmde side, should meet the Government .Salvage 
Inspector, who has a practical knowledge of the Municipal 
side; or if the trade would meet representarives of the 
Institute of Cleansing Superintendent* then much good 
might accrue to all concerned. We trust the present 
unsatisfactory position will be shortly terminated. 
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TECHNICAL AND ENGINEERING 
NOTES. 

• In the course of some notes on “ Breaks at the Dryers,” 
a contributor to “La Papctcrie ” says : (i) Keep the 
dryers clean. If one of them should ^comc soiled with 
the loading material, allow it to cool, and increase the heat 
in the others. The doctor will clean the dirty one. (2) 
Keep the felts well stretched. Do not leave broke around 
the fcltKlryers or the return rolls, as this would slacken 
the drying-felt and would cause moist spots in the sheet. 
(3) When the dryers are not all on the .same drive, the 
tension must be kept regular to avoid crca.scs. The sheet 
should be neither moist nor too dry. When there is a 
break the tension should be decreased. (4) If the weight 
of the paper is too high, owing to excess moisture, this may 
be detected without weighing by noting the appearaiui* 
of the vapour rising from the felt of the la.st set <if driers. 

Experiments, carried out <»n a large scale, on the 
digestion of cotton hull fibre in plant employed for the 
manufacture of soda wood pulp formed the subject of an 
article in Paper by Mr. O. Kre-ss. On account of the .spongy 
nature of the material the circulation of the licjuor had to 
Ixi assisted by an external auxiliary pump and a somewhat 
high ratio of liquor to fibre (7 : 1) had to la* employed. 
A maximum steam pressure of 80 -85 lb. |x;r k(]. in. w.xs 
u.se<l ; with 43 lb. steam jiressiirc the disintegration of the 
hull ]virticles was far from siitisfactory. Owing to the 
high liquor ratio the proportion of caustic sckIu (3'’.,, concen¬ 
tration) used was .somewhat exces-sive, viz., 21 -24of 

till* weight of the charge. The maximum i»ressure was 
re.'U'hed in 4 hours and the digester wiis kept under 80 - 85 
lb. pressure for a further 4 hours. The dry nature of the 
stuil caused considerable difficulty in blowing out the charge 
after digestion in the manner usisl for wood pulp. The 
“Ordinary tn*atmi*ut of soda wckmI pulp after washing in the 
diffusers is not suitable for cotton hull ]uilp owing to the 
length and " frccness “ of the fibre. The hydration of 
the ceUu!'“'’ A.-dcvelojwtl with cotisiderable difficulty, and 
the'best results would ]>rolxibly be obtained by starting 
the beating treatment before the washing of the pidp was 
complete, so that the roll of the washing engine would 
brush the fibre with consider.ible pressure while still in the 
alkaline condition. The removal of the cellular residues 
of tlu! disintegrated hulls during washing is desirable for 
the manufacture of .strong jwjiers ; it is, however, mt're 
rational to remove tin? hull |»irticlcs them.st^lves as com¬ 
pletely as jxjssible by suitable mechauic.'il treatment of the 
raw fibre l»ef«jre digestion. 'Ilu! ixijier produced is not so 
strong as tliat produced from hard nig st(x;k, but resembles 
pajTcr from soft “ scjcoiwls ” or “ thirds ” rags; this, however, 
is largely a matter of the development <jf hydration, and 
the fibre calls for a heavier crushing treatment, in the lieater 
without undue reduction in length. The stock is cleaner 
titan that prepared from munition linters, being freer from 
extraneous dirt: with suitable digestion no difficulty is 
experienced in bleaching economically to a gisul white 
colour. 

At a recent meeting of the Institution of Mechanical 
Engineers, Mr. David Brownlie read an abstract of his 
paper entitled, “ Exact Data on the Performance of 
Mechanical Stokers as applied to T.,ancashirc and Other 
Narrow-Flued Boilers.” Considerable discussion ensued, 
and the paper met with some criticism at the hands of 
Mr. t'harlcs Erith, Mr. Alfred W. Bennis, Mr. W. Reavell 
and others. Mr. Brownlie had made 80 testa covering 
290 boilers, five covering 70 T.,ancashire boilers of com¬ 
paratively low pressure, and the remaining 75 covering 
229 boilers in miscellaneous industries, and Mr. Erith 
referring to two cases, one of 13 boilers in which gas left 


the economiser at 649 degrees Falir,, while.in tlie other 
of 16 boilers the figure was^iS degrees Fahr., asked how 
was the extraordinary* differing to be explained—^the gas 
ieaxing the economiser at doul^ the correct temperature ? 
He stated the discrcfxincy was attributed to the defects 
of mechanical stokers. 'Vi'ith regard to steam jets, Mr. 
Erith said there was no excust! for tlic figures being put 
in as characteristics of stokers, when tlie steam jets were 
tiikiiig ten times the steam they should normally take. 

If there was anything in a plant that was out of order the 
defect should be put right liefore the tests were recorded, 

Mr. Alfred W. Hetmis said that Mr. Brownlie had re¬ 
flected uix)n the o])itiions r>f the Coal Control 1 )cpartmcnt; 
that opinion was, however, correct; mechanical stokers 
did save la)N>ur in the stokehole. He took exception to 
the author’s quotation of an efficiency figure of 81. i {>cr 
cent, on the Lancashire Imilers only, given by a mechanical 
stoker firm, lie (Mr. Bennis) had published such results, 
but had not statisl that it was on boilers only; the figure 
was (pioted for iMiiler, economiser, and superheater, and 
it was stated then that every condition relating to the 
plant was as goixl as could be. Mr. Bennis submitted 
a table of 2<> tests including a test of i(>4 hours’ duration, 
giving an average efficiency of 73.7 per cent, and an hourly \ 
evaixiration of 11,241 lbs. On the question of the flexi¬ 
bility of stokers, Mr, Brownlie hud mside the iiflstake of 
lumping together all clus.sesof mechanical stokers. Obviously 
some stokers were good for moderate and steady' loa'Is an<l 
others for heavy and intermittent loads. 

Mr. W. Ueavell saiil that jirobalily the average size of 
the plant de.alt with by Mr. Brownlie was not great, but 
the author had apparently ovcrlookid the fact that the 
inccliaiiical sy.stem of firing les.seued tiie monotony' of the 
firemen's w«>rk, and from that ixiint of viirw alone he 
(Mr. Ki^avell) regarded iiieclianic.'il firing of isiilers as a 
great advantage. 

Mr. \V. If. Patcliell, having strongly dissentt*d from Mr. 
Brownlie's opinion that ineclianical stokers were of no use, 
Mr. Brownlie brielly rejilied to the discussion owing to 
lack of time, and statist that he must adhere to his o]>inioii 
that mechanical stokers did not in .most cns<!s save lalxiiir, 
but lie agreeil that some, collieries iiad adopted mechanical 
stokers with good msiilts.

PAPER DETERIORATION IN STORAGE. 

The United States Papier Lalioralory of the Bureau of 
Standards states in connection with the deterioratii n in 
the stiengtii of paper after .storage : “ As a result of tests 
upon api>roximatclv r3u .samples of {xipcr, stored since 
March, 1909, it is noticed that bonds and ledgers containing 
loo ywr cent, rag ilid not deteriorate in biirsiing strength 
us much as printing, writing and similar {lajier containing 
wuixl pulp. The lu.% in bursting strength for the first class 
of payiers tested was about 11.9 iwr cent., while the bursting 
strength of the second cljiss was 20.4 per cent, less tlian 
when tested to years ago. While these conclusions have 
been ilerived from tests on alxiut 150 samples, as noted 
above, a large number of additional samples will be tested 
soon and the results studied to determine, if possible, the 
cause and amount of the deterioration of paper in storage.”

Newsprint costing nut more than 8 cents a pound would 
he admitted tax free under a Bill, amending the Revenue 
Act, passed unanimously by the House of Representatives 
anil sent to the Senate.

'I’he 
work of re-instating the factories, which ha<l been de¬ 
stroyed. has b<*en actively pursued, and the production has 
increased c.«insiderably. The exjmrt of paper is slowly 
rwjinmencing, but will not entirely attain its {ire-war 
]>roportions until such time as the needs of Belgium herself 
can Ih! satisfied. 

Tim; {iroduction of ]ia{)er yarn in Germany ce.ased in 
March, mm 9 , and this caused at the time a heavy crisis 
in the ovcr-capifaiisctt young industry. It is now reviving. 
The flemand on the h-w mills having coal supplies is great 
and tlie price for a kilo of spinning paper rose from 4.50 
marks in l>w.emlx*r to (>.75 marks In the beginning of 
February'. Tlie " SprengstolTkonzenis ” is also pnalucing 
•• StaiHilfascr ” in large quantities. 

Imports of paper and cardboard into Argentina during 
the first nine months of 1919 showed an increase in value 
of 2,000,000 dol-s. over a similar period of 1918. One of 
the principal items contributing to this increase was paper 
for ^riodiculs, which during the fir.st nine months of 1919 
.Snounted to 35,507 metric tons, against 19,273 metric 
tons imp<irted during a similar period of 1918. Paper for 


stationery and for books was also imported in increased 
quantities, and the same applies to cardboard, some 4*090 
tons of the latter being recorded in I9t0. as against 2,434* 
tons in 1918. 


Accoki/Ino to Der Papier Pabrikant, the German {laper 
trade is suffering from a scarcity of everything. C'cial is 
so .scarce that the maniifactnre of cellulose pulp is stopped, 
and it is impossible to bring it from abnxid because of the 
adverse rate of excliaiigi*. nie price of timber has in- 
crease<l cnorinously, aii<l large quantities are lo.sl to the 
{lulp industry, because of its use as fuel. Consequently 
tlmrc is a great .scarcity of jiaper, and manufacturers cannot 
keep })ac<‘ with the orders pouring in from the home and 
foreign markets. Some calendered |mpcr recently ex))ortcd 
to Holland undoubtedly had England for its nnaJ dcstina- 
tiim. The price was very' high. 

The prohibition on the exportation of the umlcrmen- 
tioiusl giKids from the Nctlierlands lias bec'n temjxirurily' 
raised : Paper, viz., iicwsjiajxir inatorial, made from

wall Jiaper; fancy’ note pajier and fancy card-lxiard, 
envelojies and corrcsjiondeiice cards, commercial and writ¬ 
ing IxKiks, jirinted and unjirinted envelojies; giimnusi 
IHijier liags; jxijier wares not otherwise mentioned.

Mills arc refusing new liu.siness, and contciAing 
themstilves witli sujijilyitig old eustoiners, wliilst the order- 
books of maruifaetiirers are filled for moiitiis ahead. 
It is only labour dilliciilties, lack of transjicirt, and 
.scarcity of raw materials wliicli jirevent the jiajier industry 
from enjoying an era of jirospcrity hitherto unknown. 
Ncwsjxipcr jiroprietors arc ajijiroaching the Government 
to control new’sjirint manufacturers and limit their jirofits 
to 10 jxir cent. The newsjirint manufacturers contend 
that control would hamjxir them to such an extent that a 
large jiart of the industry would pass into the liands c.'f 
foreigners, and c.on.sidcrable unemployment ensue. They 
consider that ncwsjiajicrs should increase tlieir jirices and 
advertisement tariffs.

THE FUTURE OF THE SWEDISH PULP TRADE. 

MR. STORJOHANN DOES NOT FEAR COMPETITION. 


R. niRISTJAN STORJOHANN, prosidonl of 
till! SwcilLsii Pulp Assodiition, anil Huron 
Miinnerlicini, president of Hie l.iimlier Kxport 
As.s(x-i:ition, have been visiting the IJnitcil 
States and ( anada, slmlying conditions in the 
pulp industry. Whilst in New N ork they were the guests 
at a hiiicheon of the Swedish Chanilier of ('oniinerie of 
the I'nited States. 

Re.sponding to the toast of his health, ^^r. Christian 
Storjoliann .said that Huron Mannerheini and hiin.self had 
beini si-nt to America to try and get into chwer touch with 
the American and ('.anadian l*a()cr and Pulp Associations. 
In Sweden for many years they had had the Swedish 
HlUViaiiyd Pul)) As.sociation and the Mechanical Pulp 
Aasix^iation, but ass<x:iations in Swetlen had for their 
chief jiurpose the com)>ilation of statistics. In the LTiiited 
States there was a gTiait assix'iation called the WiKid ]*iilp 
and J’aiMir Ass(x:iation with si-veral subordinate associa¬ 
tions dealing with wrajiping ]Ki]K!r, bag jiajxjr and so on. 
All the chairmen of the suliordiiuite a.s.s(s;ialions were 
members of tlie Hoard of Directors of th<‘ princiiitd associa¬ 
tion. When he returned to Sweden he hoped to get the 
Sweilish .\s.sociations to work in the sjiinc way. He 
had bi'en to ('anada and luul .seen how the Canadian iiul)) 
industry was growing stronger year by year, ('anada 
formerly }>rtKluced annually about 25 o,«kx) tons of wood 
puUt anil was now producing bctwiien 600,000 and 700,000 
tons. So it could be well imderstocxl that ('.anada would 
one day Iw a very big competitor with Sweden. In Sweden 
they had been afraid that one day ('anada wouhl take 
the best mtirkct in the world from them. Now he thought 
that there was nothing to fear from (anada Ix-sause the 
demanil for pulp and paper was .so enormous. There 
was a scarcity of pulp and papi!r all over the world to-day 
and prices were still going higher and highci. Everything 
Hial they ma.le was consumed immediately. In pre-war 
days (lemiany used to proihice lietweeii 800.000 and goo.iKX) 
■ tons a year, but Oerniany was now out of the question as 
regards prixluction for many years to come, (.lermany 
produced Ixsforc the w'ar about 180,000,000 tons of coal. 
The production to-day wa.s alxnit 90,000,000, and of this 
90,000,000 the Entente expected to receive 30,000,000, 
so that there was only fx),ooo,ooo tons of coal left. Con¬ 
ditions were pretty bad at jiresent in Germany, and Sweden 
» had no fear as to comjictilion from (lermany for three 
four years. Finland had been rather a stning com¬ 
petitor as she had a comparatively big production. Before 
the war Finland sent most of her pulp and paper to Russia. 


hut as there was no connection at the present time licfwccn 
I'inland and Russia they had to he sent to other cinintries. 
When things were si'llfixl in Russia I'inland would have 
to go !>ack to that market anil Sweden would have little 
to fear from her. They had gixxl forests in Sweden whicli 
were treated in the right way, and he thought they were 
about 50 or Oil ye.ars ahead of ('anaila and the Stales in 
that resixict. In Sweden tiioy never tixjk more out of 
the forests than the annual growth. 

Ueferring to the quality of Sweilish |)ulp, .Mr. Storjoliann 
said : " There Ls iio qrtestion tliat the States and Canada 

can make the same quality pulp as the Swedes can make, 
hut 11}) to this day I don’t think they have c}uite succccdeil 
ill doing it. 1 think we have a little l>ctter quality, hut 
we have to he very careful l>ei;aii.sc tliey are. working very 
hard to get the riglit quality, and plenty of Scandinavian 
machinists and other clever ]K‘oplo ,are coming over hero 
to teach them. Some day 1 think tlierc will he a close figlit 
as to who prixhices the lx;st quality juilp.” 

Huron ('. J. Mannerhi’ini .said the pulp industry in tlic 
States was very similar to (hat in Sweden. Tlie pulp 
and limilxir iniliistry li;id fliiveltqx;!! very fast in Swetlen 
within the last 5i)ycar.s, and lie realised tliat iiiiite the .same 
thing had happened in America. Of course, the war had 
hiiiilcrod the industry in Sweden. When the war broke 
out they had very big stiK:k.s and were very anxious to 
look into the future and .see how they could sell them. Now 
they were hxikiiig at the sitiialioti in quite .'iiiother way and 
could see that tlicrc was a shortage in the world. The 
reason why Mr. Storjoliann and hiin.self were there in 
America was to get into closer touch with the American 
I'lil)) and l*aper Assix'.iation, as he thought that collaliora- 
tiou in Hie industry would lx; very gixid, not only for the 
industry, hut also for the [leoplc who consumed its prixliicts.

TtiEKH was a very representative gathering of members 
from all over the country at the annual general 
meeting (»f the British 1 ’aix.T Stix-k Memhants’ Association, 
J,t(J. Mr. Walter ilyman, president, occnpietl the chair. 

Outlining the work of liie Asstsdation tluring the t>ast 
year, the ( hairinan statcnl that Mr. Watson and he, as 
rc]ire.sentativeK of the Association, had attendtsi a inc'etiiig 
of the National Confeilcraticm of K>n)>loyers’ Organisations. 
This Confederation was going to bc-comc a very iMnverful 
one, as it would link up all the princijKil employers' asso¬ 
ciations, iind so make a more imited front when dealing 
with lalKuir questions.

There was a satisfactory attendance by overseas buyers, 
the greatest number coming from Norway, other nation¬ 
alities lieing in the following onicr; h'rance, Holland, C.anada, 
Amstrulia, l.'iiitcd States, SjKiiii, Switzerland, India, Sweden, 
Denmark. The foreign buyers us a whole expressed strong 
approval of the hair, and couseipieiitly it is .safe to antici- 
jKite that on tlieir return to the 5<j ditiiTent countries from 
which they cainc, their reports will help to advertise the 
Pair in future. The tot^ numix'r of jicrsoiis i)a.s.sing the 
birnstiles was Sq.yos during the eleven days of the l-'air. 
jnhe exhibitors amounted in number to 1,158, of whom 
cxiiibiteil jxqHjr, i<x> stationery, and 32 printing. 


THE MILL THAT WAS NEVER BUILT. 

A GERMAN'S CLEVER FRAUD IN CANADA. ' 

Many business men in tliis country are reluctant to do 
business with Germans. At the present moment there are 
forty-seven contractors in Canada and the United States 
wh.o will Ihj very careful how they do business with flermans 
in future, and may possibly consider intercourse M’ith 
nicinlxtrs of that nationality as a luxury they cannot afford, 
the reason lieiiig that a go<Kl-iiumourc<l and well-dressccl 
German of smart ap|x;arancf, named Sande, has recently 
disap|x;ared in Canada, taking with him $i 17,500 belonging 
to the forty-seven contractors. 

Mr. Sande’s methcMis of making money were certmiily 
unique, if dishonest. He was well in known Hamilton, 
although a .strmiger in Montreal, and also in the Ignited 
States, but he succecdeil in gaining the confidence of tlie 
liradslreet & Dunn commercial agencies, stating that he 
was a mcmlxir of the Society of Building Engineers and 
several other well-known technical societies. He sent 
letters to hundrtxls of Canadian and American contractors 
inviting them to tender lor a contract t<j build a pulp and 
]iaix;r mill and a model town at New Kichmond, liaie 
ties Clialeurs, in the Province of yucbec, at a contract 
valuation ol Sq,oot;,ooo, Plans and .sjxicifications were 
at the dis]itisal of all who sent in tenders. A chetpit; for 
$2,5ot) hatl to acctimpaiiy each lender as a proof of gtuxl 
faith. * 

'J'lie oiler soemetl very tempting, immeiliately attracting 
the attention of forty-seven Canadian anti American 
contractors. They matle entpiiries and were inionneti 
by Mr. Santle that tlie company was not a.s j-et forraiKl, 
hut .Mr. A. J. H. Erkhardl, a ricli business man of Toronto, 
was one of tlie iiiiancial backers of the enterprise. I'kirtlier, 
they souglit information from the Bradstreel & Dunn 
commercial agencies. Prom what they leuriiixl they came 
to the conclusion that the |)ro]M>.sition was sound., 
iiidiesitatingly forwarded their tenders, wUh accofii]xinying 
cheque for $2,500. Sliortly afterwards each one of the 
forty-seven contractors arc stated rt> have received an 
autiigraph letter from Mr. Saiidc, ilated from Hamilton, 
Ontario, asking them to meet him at the Windsor Hotel, at 
Montreal, to sign the necessary pa]X‘rs. The resultant 
se^ne would have made an c.xcellent subject for a lilm 
comedy. l.Cach one of the forty-st'veii contractors duly 
arriveil at the Ixitel, and was not at all pleasisl to find 
forty-six of his biisincas com|x‘titor.s in the same building. 
Quito naturally none of them ilcsired to tell their business, 
so that after greeting each other very coolly they walkixl 
alxnil the hotel, trying to avoid one another, and gl%^g 
rat tier savagely when any of them chanced to meet. Several 
inoiiotonoiis hours jiassed in this way. until tinally one by 
one they inquired at the olhcc for Mr. Sande aiul were told 
tliere was no such guest in the hotel. 

A siiirit of O'tnrarleship in misfortune tlien iiioveil the 
forty-seven contractors to exchange coiitidences, atul they 
discovered that they wen: ail there on the same errand, and 
that all were (Hiually duped and defrauded. A consultation 
followeil, at which the victims agreed to keep the matter 
<liiiet and lo.si* no time in having the machinery of the law 
put in motion to apprehend Mr. Sande. Subsequent 
inquiries arc re]x>rted to have brought to light tlie fact 
that cheques reccivetl by Mr. Sande were deposited in the 
Bank of Hamilton and later the full amount witlidrawn. 
His correspondence has Ixmi intercepted without giving a 
clue to his wheraalxiuts. It is believed by' most of the 
contractors that then: was a real project on foot to build 
a pulp and )>aper mill at New Richmoml, but that at the, 
last moment monetary interests behind Mr. Sande backetj^. 
dim ii. As he had gone to considerable ex]x;nse in his wiitk 
of promotion he pnibably took tliis method to recover his 
losses.

PULP SITUATION IN BELGIUM. 

CANADIAN SUPPUES WANTED. 

The Agent-General of the Province of Quebec in Belgium 
recently stated that Belgium consumes 120,000 tons of 
paper pulp a year, and practically none <if it is coining from 
Canada, the principal supplies being received from Sweden 
and Norway. 

The Minist^re des Affaires Eumomiques is anxious to 
bring the situation to the knowledge of Canadian manu¬ 
facturers in the hope that they may be able to supply 
Belgium with pulp. A complete .series of samples supplied 
by the Belgian Departments of Affaires Econmniques, 
made up of all kinds of pulp supplied by the .Scandinavian 
firms and showing the origin and pru» of each one, can be 
seen now in Quebec city at the Parliament building. 

The Belgian Government has secured the help and 
experience of M. Henrutte, technical manager of I'Union 
des Papeteries, with the seven mills under his control, 
to mate experiments with Canadian pulp and to have 
the results published : the only condition is that he should 
have at least 10,000 tons of pulp for the purposes of experi¬ 
ment. The present state of the pulp market is known, 
and it is only later luid gradually that the Belgian 
Government hopes to achieve the end in view. 


CANADIAN PAPER INDUSTRY. 


New Dk.veijOpments. 

Mb. F. W. Field, H.M. Trade Commissioner in Toronto, 
reports that a charter has been taken out by Machinery 
and Foundries, Ltd., which has been incorporated with a 
capital of 250,000 dnls., to manufacture ca.stings for pulp 
and )ia]>cr machinery. This company proixiscs to establish 
itself in Brockville, Ontario. 

The Internationa Paper Company interests have taken 
over the ]nilp and pa|X!r plant of the Aroostook Pulp and 
Paper Company, at Keegan, on the St. John River, a short 
distance amive Grand Falls, New Brunswick, from the 
company headed by A. R. Gould, of Presque isle, Maine, 
former president of the St. John Valley R.-iilway. The 
transfer, which has just been made to the American Realty 
Company, a subsidiary of the Inteniational Paper Company, 
includes, in addition to the pulp and paper mill, the holding 
grounds and shore rights of the company along the St. John 
River, on which the mill is located at Keegan, just west of 
the sorting booms at Van Buren, where there are larj^ 
lumber mills also on the American side of the river. It is 
anticipated that large additions will be made to the present 
plant, and it is reported that these will include a mill for 
the manufacture of Kraft paper. 

» The Sydney Rubber Roonng Company will shortly erect 
a plant at Victoria, British Columbia, at a cost of 200,000 
dols., to manufacture rbofing felt, building paper, and heavy 
wrapping paper. 'The roofing fdt and building paper will 
be made from rags, waste paper and screenings fiom the 
paper mills. It is expected that fifty per cent, of the raw 
material will be obtained from British Columbia and that 
the output will amount to twenty tons a day.

CONSERVATION OF PULPWOOD 
RESOURCES IN CANADA. 


GOVERNMENT ACTION NEEDED. 

Thk Tcironto corre.spoudent of The Times states:— 
" Urging vigorous research to ensure proper conservation of 
the pulp \v(jocl resources of the Dominion, and contending 
that provincial Governments must assume direct responsi- 
^ bility for assuring the {icrpetuation of this valuable source 
= of revenue, the Canadian Commission of Coaservation 
]x)ints out that the manufacture of pulp and paper is one 
of the key industries ol the Dominion.” 


From April, 1914, to August, 1919. Canadian pulp and 
fsipcr com})anies floated a total of $40,752,876 of various 
ftirms of securities. Of this amount $i,i«)9,876 only was 
]>li>ced in Great Britain ; $17,800,000 was placed in the 
United States and $20,753,000 in Canada. Of the balance 
of $1,000,000, which is uncertain, probably about $800,000 
was plac^ in the States and $200,000 in Canada. Tlic 
$20,000,000 placed in Canada was floated subsequent. to 
Novemljer, 1917, the periotl during which Canada absorbed 
three great Victory loans. * 

'n»e " Census of Industry " gives the total investment in 
pulp and paper mills in Canada in 1917 as $186,787,403, 
i>eing an increase of $53,050,602, or 39.6 jwr cent., over 1915.

THE DECAY OF PAPER IN HOT 
CLIMATES. 

No CRic can live many wars in India without observing 
how siMin old newspa(pcrs turn yellow and become so brittle 
as to be useless even for making a purixil. Ordina^ note- 
paper and foolscap suffer in the same maniKr, and it is 
probable that war prices have brought on to the market still 
worse qualities that in less time than usual will prove 
worthless. Legal docutnoiiLs, plans and draw'ings, pictures 
and books of lasting interest haw Is'cn prepared on paper 
whose -iwice alone should have condemned it. 

T'lie princi|)al enemies of poiix'r are inscicU and oxidation, 
due principiilly to clRsnicals that have been allowed to 
remain in the pulp, and wliose destructive iKlion is i:icrca.sed 
by lieat iiiid moistTire. Among th<* insects most active in 
the destruction of paper arc tlu’ cockroach, ths' silver fish 
and th(‘ weevil. Rats :ind mice will also destroy pa{H‘r, not 
as food, but to pni|>are or lino iwsts. The l>etter th<‘ quality 
of the iivaper the more resulily it is attacked by vermin, anil 
tlie more it contains of cliemical or mineral matter tlw more 
it is lialile to decay smd discolouration. 

Really gisid and pwe papcT will last for centuries. It was 
tnaile in China at a very remote ]ieriod anil was found by the 
;\rubs when they captored .Samarkand in 740 .A.D. It then 
s|>rcad through Damascus into I<Iuro|K-, iind many documents 
still exist dating from the ninth century. Pa]M‘r was 
manufactured in Spain during tlw ilomioation of tlie .Misirs, 
from whc'nce it w.'is first ex.|ii>rted to Engl.'ind. It was made 
from |wire cotton, and the absenixt of adulterants is tlw chief 
reason for its durability. I'he growth of the .paper trade was 
ii serious rhi>ck on ttie manufacture of ijmrchnKnl which liail 
liitherto licen used exclusiwdy for books and law documents; 
fortunately for llw luilor ii)un|]ose tlie eonservatism of the 
lawyers presin-ved the trade from extinction. 

It is |Missible to iiroteet all kinds of im]N>r from vermin by 
surrounding it with a poisonou-s c»r intoxicating atmo.9phero 
such as is produced by naphthalene in a closed box or 
chamber, or the vapiw of ix-troleum or similar spirit; but, 
as tills viqxir is inflammubk: and in certain states explosive, 
it must bt! used with due precaution. For example, if a 
sponge be so.'ilted in petrol and placed in a dish wi^in a 
ciiMcii box tlie petrol wxiuld evaporate slowly and produce an 


explosive mixture of air and iietrol vapor. The naphthak-ne 
is not so dangerously inflamin.'ible, but the sulphur conlaim-d 
in its va|M>r, while driving off vermin attack.^, blackens 
gold, silver, coppi'r and brass, and is thus destructive to 
gilding. Tht; lowest classes of paixir sctmi to be immune 
from the attack of insects owing to thi‘ir unpleasant taste. 
The impuriti<‘s they contain hasten their ikcay, \vhirli.<«''*s 
on whether in use or in ston>; but it will bt‘ obe^i U-d that 
when exposed to the light the di'cay is most rapid. It is 
doubtful if there is any means of restoring documents 
written on iti-ferior paper. FaikxT YiVS may be restored, but 
pajxT that lias lieciRne brown and brittle h.as already had 
its org.'inie structure destroycii and is beyond recovery. • 
t'opylng by pholograiphic proci'ssi's si-ems to be the safest 
anil surest met hod of ili'aling with valuable doeunwnts or 
jirints, a nM'thixl that avoids all rlsSt of error. The destruc- 
liiMi of bixiks by iwovils is principally due to the attraction 
of tiui (xiste in ilx: binding, that is not always prepared with 
a suitable poisixi. The sixe on the surface of cloth-bound 
biKiks that is so readily I'ntiai oiT by small brown cockroactw^ 
may lx* protected by a coat of varnish freely diluted ip-air- 
|M‘ntine so as not to i-xhibit a bright surface. This was 
fiHind sum‘ssful by thi' late M. E. H. .Yitken. Acidity in 
giMii or paste is also destrurtivi* to pa|X'r. 

There is one very durable form of pafier that seems to 
have beim forgotten at a time when it might have been of 
ixmsiderabk use-. I’aper parchment was patented in 1857 
in England; if was niaile by passing unsized jiapcr through 
a bath of commercial sulphuric acid diluted with half its 
volume of water. The bath at 600 degrees P. lasted from 
five to twirnty seconds, after wWch it was passed first 
through water and then through an ammoniacal solution to 
n-move all acid and then washed in water and dried. 

F.aper so treated undergoes a remarkable change; it 
Ix'comes horny .and parchment like and acquires about five 
times its former strength. it becomes soft in water 
although remaining impervious, and is unaffected by 
boiling. Since thi’ price of tinplate has risi*n so much, tUs 
material seems to offer a good substitute for the manufaiv' 
ture of small boxes, such as are used for packing tobacce^. 
drugs anil other materials. A waterproof varnish on the 
outside would (iteserve the homy rigidity of the parchment 
and al.so close the lid effectively^ It is not even now to- 
late to test this material, for which all the ingredients are 
produced in India .—The Indian Textile Journal,

Tiif.rk is OIK! characteristic of the ciiemical and mechani¬ 
cal pulp markets which may lx; said tf> sum up the situation 
here—the steady advance in prices of jiractically ail grades. 
Working coiiflitions in the mills have improved somewhat, 
but tiic output is by no means what it ought to lie, and it 
is still the fact that the demanrl from most paper-making 
countries largely e.xceeds the siijiply. This statement is 
corrolxirated by HmuMsIiilnitig, which recently expre-s-scxl 
with some cmpliasis the opinion that under existing con¬ 
ditions Sweileii could sell more pulp than slie is pnxlucing. 
One of the cau.ses of this ]M>.silion of attairs is the diiiiculty 
many mills arc ex]ierienring in obtaining supplies of raw 
materials. 

I’aiier is al.so experiencing a boom, for since the latter 
jrart of 1010 a great advance in demand has lieen in 
1 viden«-e and prices have g«>ne up enormously, the opinion 
being <‘xpressed that they will iiioimt still higher. 

During the year ended Deceiuix'r 31st last, according 
the Swislish IJoard of Trade Iteturns, the values of 
exjxirts of wood pulp, pa.steboard and jwj'ier amounte<l to 
385.t>i million kroner, comi>an‘d with 3.14.7(1 million 
kroner in 1018. 

The Sti>ra Kojijxirlierg ('<>., one of the most im])ortant 
industrud concerns in Sweden, owning large iron and .steel 
works, saw mills, celhdose mills, )>i(}X'r mills, and forest 
area.s, has issued ilelH'iitures for 30,000.000 kroner in view 
of considerable extensions and improvements which are 
being effected at several of their plants.

The situiitiun in the chemical pulp market lias unilergone 
little or no change of imjiortance, except that prices luivc 
gradually advanced. The demand is still largely in exce.s.s 
of the sup]>ly, and the .same may lx; .sjiiil with reference 
to moist and dry mc'chaniciU ]>ulp.s, only hmitcsl stocks 
being available. Most mills, 1 am told, have ilisposed 
of their output for this year, and a few have cntcrccl into 
contracts fur small (pian'tities for J021. 

The Iforregaard’s ('oin)>any's re|Kirt for i<ju> .shows a 
gross profit of no less than 15,077,550 kr., rvliich, after 
(icdiiction for interest, taxes, eti-., is brought down to 
10,456,826 kroner. I'rom this a dividend of 10 ^xir cent, 
is declnnsl, and the resi>rve is increased to 7I million kroner. 
The |x-nsion fiiiul receives ioo,ocx> kroner, and a further 
similar sum is voted to various cultural and charitable 
purpiwes. During the year the ISarrow factories have 
iK'en transferred to an English coin|>any, in which the 
IKirent retains a 45 per cent, intercsit, whilst the Moinlmcka 
factory, in which the com[Kiny holds an 80 jwr cent, interest, 
has }Kud a 15 ]H‘r cent, dividend.

In 1909 the value was two million yen, in 1913 it had risen 
to five millions, and in 1916 to about eleven millions. 
During the first three quarters of 1919 the figure was 7.5 
million yen, so that Swedish exports to Japan have again 
become normal. It must be borne in mind, howev6i-, = 
that the Ja]>anese are producing a number of the above 
articles themselves, anil will tlicrefore be able to compote ■ 
with Sweden on the Oriental market. Ja]xin is at present t 
building large pulp mills, and Iioixhs soon to l»e able to be '' 
independent of imported pulp. The erection of all these 
mills, will, however, call for the purchase of Swedish ^ 
maciiinery.

The Mas,sctt Timber C.o., l.td., is intending to erect 
a iiaper mill on Massc*tt lniet,lkQucen Charlotte Islands, 
where the company has extensive holdings of spruce and 
hemlock. This concern lias lieen producing timber for 
some time and cxjxirting to Cuba, Australia and England. 
Forty men arc already at work on the plant and within 
few weeks there would be 800 men and 32 steam logging 


rigs. The paper mill will be started’'next year, power 
being developed from the Company’s sources.

Car Shortage Afleoti Newsprint Supply. 

The car shortage is worse thmi ever, and the news print 
manufacturing concerns are experiencing great difficulty 
in ]x:rsuading the railway companies to let them have cars 
to ship out enough newsprint to keep the American papers 
running. In fact, shipments arc much below normal, and 
have resulted in drastic reduction in consumption by 
American newspapers. At the present time there are 
some 59,000 Canadian cars in the United States, and there 
arc only about 40,000 American cars on the Canadian 
roads. Thus the Canadian roads liavc a deficiency of 
19,01X1 cars. V

Inqairiw for Pnlp. 

(NqiHKiES arc lifting received from many new sources 
for sulphite pulp, and amongst the latest is om* from 
South .America. Spain is another country which has just 
sent representatives to Canada in search of ground wwid 
and sulphite pulp. As much as 90,000 tons are wanted, 
a little over half being mechanical pulp, for tlxirty of the 
princixial paper mills of that country. There is not much 
prospect of any large jiortion of this order being filled, 
as the sulphite concerns are now behind on orders, and 
ground wood plants are in the same plight. Prices are 
growing stiffer all the while.

Protecting Canadian Foreiti. 

The Ottawa River Forest Protection .‘Association has 
decided to construct joo miles of tclcx>hone line through 
the forests of Upper Canada. In a nqHirt to the association, 
Mr. Arthur J-I. Graham, eliicf lire insptx'tor, stated that la.st 
season was one of the worst for fore.st fires in many years. 
He said tliat fire lass in 20,000 acres, or 31 square ijples 
of valuable forc.st, was caused by uiicxtingiiished lunch 
fires, careless smoking by camiiers, travellers and berry- 
pickers, and slash burning withguUirc ranger's jR-rmit. 
'l"hc work of the Ottawa Riwr Forest Protective As.sociation 
was outlined briefly by Mr. Graham, who pointed out that 
in the year the association employed 200 fiiv rangci's and 
{latrollcd 21,000,000 acres, or 32,(x>o square miles, of forest 
land in Western Quebec. On this territory 227 fires were 
extinguished by tlieso forest rangers.

Gigantic Paper Machine.

THE RIORDON PULP AND PAPER CO. MERGE TWO 
OTHER COMPANIES. 

A Reuter correspondent at Ottawa, writing on May 31, 
states : " An announcement is made by the Royal Securities 
Comiiany of the formation of a £12,000,000 company by 
the merging of the Riordon Pulp and Paper Company with 
the W. C. Edward.s Qimpany and the Gilmour and Hughson 
Comjiany. The latter two concerns own great pulp and 
timber resources approximating 12,000 square miles of 
timber lantl, containing 25,000,000 cords of pulpwood, 
1,000,200,000 feet of standing pine and I50,ooo-h.-p. of 
watcr-jxiwer already develo}>ed. As far as is known here 
tile proiierties represent the largest available supply of 
puipwwxl under one control in the w-orld.” 

In tiio course of some aimments iijxin the amalgamation, 
a financial contemporary says; " 'I'lic best known of these 
I'ompanies in this country is the Riordon Pulp and Paper 
(kmipany, which was incorixirated in 1912 to acquire the 
uiirlcrlakiug of a Canadian com}iany of a .similar title. 
The aiilhori-secl capital consists of 6,000,000 dots, in shares 
of 100 tlols., 1,500,000 dols. licing 7 p.c. cumulative prefer¬ 
ence, of which 1,000.000 dols. liave been issued, as well as 
the wliole of the conimon shares. Out of a total of 6,500,000 
ilols. authorised debentures and Ixmds have been issued 
amounting to 6,435,000 dols. In January, 1919, it was 
estimated that the company's limits contained over 
3,000.000 cords of jnilpwcMxi, together with 10,000,000 ft. 
b.m. of pine, 50.000.1H10 ft. b.m, of hemlock, 1,200,000 ft. 
cedar ties and 340,000,01x1 ft. b.m. of various hardwocxls, 
while the cajiacity of their lumber mills was 25,000,000 
ft. b.m. jicr year.” 

The Riordon Pulp Company, was originally created in 
1859, and in 1910 absorlwd the kindred undertaking of G. H. 
Perley and C.ompany, whii:l» was founded in i8<><). The 
Comixiiiy owns two pii^) mills and three lumlier mills in 
tjiicliec, and possesses timber rights over 1,184 .square miles 
on tlic Rouge River, with plenty of water jxiwcr and very 
favourable transixirtation fac.ilitics. It also holds a con¬ 
trolling interest in the Ticondcroga Pulp and J’aper Mill 
ComiKHiy of New York and the Kipawa Fibre Company. 
'I’hc Jidwanls and the Gilmour and Hugh.son concerns are 
mainly timlK*r owning enterprises, and have conces.sions 
covering 12,1x10 square miles. 'J’he Riordon Company, 
therefore, will have its pulp resources enormously strength¬ 
ened by the amalgamation, which is to be ultimately 
capitalised at $60,0110,000.

The .statutory meeting of this company was held at the 
Birmingham Chamber of Commerce, New Street, Birming¬ 
ham, on May 17, Mr. J. H. Crompton (Chairman of Ecles 
Walker & tk».. Ltd.) in the chair. 

There were present also Councillor T. Bishop, Mr. M. H. 
Gething, and Mr. A. E. .'erry. Directors; Mr. W. H. Lydc 
Solicitor; Mr. Lucas, A.C.A., Auditor; Mr. S. W. Hart, 
A.C..A., Secretary; Mr. T. C. JI. Dale, Asst. Secretary. 
There was an excellent attendance of shareholders. 

The formal business of the meeting having bc-eii trans¬ 
acted, Hie Chairman addressed the meeting, aiul .stated 
that the company was the successor to the scheme tif co¬ 
operative buying which had been s<j successfully luloptcd 
by the Birmingham and District I'ajxv Box Manufacturers’ 
.Association during the jxiriod of the Great War. lie con¬ 
tended that by the proinjit and cfTective .stC{>s taken by 
the Executive Committee in this direction many firms 
had been spared from the necessity of closing down owing 
to lack of supplies, which had Ijcen obtained, and at mo.st 
advantageous prices. The new coinjmny, “ Paficr Boards, 
Limited,” with the advantage of cajntal, extension of 
o^xnations, sy.stem, and access to the best markets, must 
prove a valuable a.ssct to all engaged in the trade. A gexjd 
(leal of loose talk luul filtered round to lh<! cflect that the 
new company was out to cut ])ric(^s and wagi; coinix'litivc 
war against merchants and firms connected with the trade, 
lie wished most eniphafically to contradict this misap|);'c- 
hension. I*ap<!r Boards, Limited, was a profd-making 
concern, and a collective buying organisation for the trade, 
and whilst doing their best to meet the requirements of 
the trade by supplying everything necessary to the liox 
makers, they invited the merchants and any other firms 
who had anything of interest to sell, to semi their ipiota- 
tions and samples, and as these were put Ixdore every 
shareholder at fretpient intervals, there was no reason to 
suppose that any other terms, except business to mutual 
advantage, would ever arise between the company and 
other linns engaged in the trader He was ])lca.sed to be 
in a position to assure the shareholders that the pro.sjx:e,ts 
of the company were excellent. The contracts that he and 
Mr. Terry had been enabled to effect whilst in Holland and 
Belgium last year we.t“ now of considerabk’ value to the 
company, ami a fair volume of profitable busine.ss had 
been done. It was unfortunate that the strike in liolland 
should have Ixien declared at the coinmeiiceinent of the 
company’s o|x;ration.s. It was now, however, over, having 
lastt^d nearly three months. There wjis, as was only to 
be ex{x-cted, considerable congestion at the Dutch fxirts, 
but invoices hud been received of goods actually dcs]iatclic(l 
and notifications that other consignments wouhl follow 
within a few days, and he ho|)ed that they had now seen 
the worst of the trouble, although some delays niust occur 
for a time until things become normal. Arrangements had 
been nuule to stock in Birmingiuim, and very shortly the 
company would be able to offer considerable quantities of 
Strawboards, h'lints, and Enamel, Kraft, S.f.. Printing, 
and other papers, calico and other requisites from their own 
warehouse. In conclusion. Mr. ('rompton stated that the 
i.ssucd c'apital of the comfiany had been over-subscribed, 
and that the future outhxik of the cumputiy pointed to a 
largely-increased sphere of o{x:rations. iiis own opinion 
■was that .shareholders could look forward with every con¬ 
fidence, and he could tell them that this confidence was 
shared by his co-directors. 

Councillor Bishop congratulated the shareholders on 
the position and pro.spect.s of the company, and emphasised 
the advantages that would accrue through their well-placed 
contracts. He hoped the Chairman’s appeal for co-opera¬ 
tion and supfxtrt would be effective, and pointed out that 
those who had dealt with the As-sociation in the past 
ehould have a sound inducement to be equally interested 


in the new company. He entirely agreed with the various 
]x>ints enumerated in the Chairman’s speech, and he hxiked 
forward to a very successful year for “ I’apcr Boards, 
I dmited.” 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman was unanimously 
passed, and the meeting terminated.

A WOOD PULP SUBSTITUTE. 

Tim-: jxissibility of prcMliicing different kinds of j)a]X!r 
from |x;at ]>iilp was demonstrated to a small party of people 
interested in the |)af>er trade in flic Munche.ster ('ollegc 
of Technology on the afternoon of the jijth ult. Mr. J. 
Hiiebner, director of the dyc-liouse of the College, was 
careful to exi>iain that the College itself was playing no 
part in the test, except that of iiroviding the necessary 
facilities. 

The jiersons res]x>n.sil>le for the demonstration were 
Mr. A. L. Burlin, i’h.D., the inventor of the prtx^ess of 
reducing the raw peat to pulp, and .Mr. 'I'. ClKHitliam Brrxiks, 
a Manchester dry-salter, who is assisting Mr. Burlin to 
]>iit his invention to iiractical use. Mr. BitfUn supplied 
the pulp, ami the {laiwr-inukiiig luacliiiie or’Wit^ollege 
and its attendants did the rest. .According to the’^an- 
rhester (imirilian, a bleached pa|X'r was pnxiiiced vfhich 
some pre.s('iit evidently regarded as one of which the market 
could make gixxl use, for they spoke freely of the numlxir 
of tons they could use. The presi'iicc of small dark sjiecks 
in il was commeiited 011, but Mr. Burlin stated tbat these 
could easily Ix' eliminated by means of a sieve. 

In giving a short iuldre.s.s after tlie test, Mr. Burlin 
exhibitixl spoeimeiis of the |icat Ixdore ami after its reduc¬ 
tion to pulp, and s|x:civu*ns of different kinds of |Ki|H*r, 
viirioii.sly coloured, made from the pul|). The (xiat used, 
ho explained, came from b'ens I'iank, on the Ixirders of 
Shropshire and C.heshirc, and was not at all the liest for 
the puriMise. Irish peat would lx* infinitely lietter bocause 
of tlic siiixiriority of its fibre. Provided witli the iieetLssary 
apixvratus, be could turn out, within a month, at least 50 
tons of iinbleaeluxl piil|i, and within itiiotlier month 50 tons 
of bleached pulp in addition. .Mr. Burlin mlded that from 
the tough roots cxtractcil from the ixial a trade in briidies 
could Ix' developed, and that a I.omlon firm had already 
offered tojiay ton fortheliipiid exfractcsl from lliejxiat. 

Mr. Br(x>ks cxpre.s.scd a hoj-x^ that siiflicieiit financial 
lielp would Ix! forthcoming to enable the pr(x;e.s.s to be 
applied in this country instead of allowing foreigners to 
take advantage of it. In view of the great shortage and 
high price of woixl pulp, the inveiiUon would lx*, of value 
if it jx'rmittcd the manufacture of nothing luit brown i>a}XT, 
for the demand on wtxxl pulp for tliat pur|x>se would lx: 
relieved. It bad already Ixx'ii demonstrated tliat wall- 
paixrrs. iKipiir lx>ard, and a host of other things could lx; 
])nxluced from the ]x-at pulp ; and any maker of newsprint 
iiiiist admit that even if lie c'uild not get just the tpiality 
he wanted from the |x;at juilp it would lx- very valuable 
if the result could lx? obtained, say. by mixing 50 per cent, 
of jx-at pulp with an equal quantity of wikxI pulp. 'Fo 
handle the invention ude(|uately, he estimated, about a 
quarter of a million sterling would tic required. If that 
sum couJd lx: secured he thought it would all 1x5 returned 
in from eighteen months to two years.

WOOD PULP PROBLEMS. 


T is n«)t siirpiisiiig that in thfsi* trying times 
the oiithiisiastic amateur or the iiithistrioiis 
rosesireh man announces with monotonous 
regularity Iht' discovery of a substitute for 
wfwd puij). One of the. hist of these gentle¬ 
men who claims attention very fittingly remarks: 
" As tin* matter of si'are.ity of wood pulp and the high 
prices ruling for same to-day havt; clearly been eausing 
eonsiilerable anxiety to buyers and users of wood jnilp 
bftth in this country and abroad, I very naturally gave 
mv earnest consideration to a statement made to me 


>ulp for a long time aliead. During the last ten years we 
have .setm two British-made beaters, botli of which 
appeared to provide quite a new method of beating 
which, if successful in practice, would, so to speak, 
permit of almost imlimittHl adulteration of the paper 
stock in general usi\ but although in theory both these 
lieatcrs were capable of and had provided now scojic 
for investigation and incidentally also ]>rovided an outlet 
for t;xpendituro of considerable sums of money contri- 
butixl by very clever and practical ptirsons, to-day we 
are still relying in principle on the familiar and ancient 
tyjx' of beater with various improvements. Pajxir- 
makers in this and every other country will, we imagine, 
be quite, content if they can socurti adequate supplies 
«>f chemical and mechanical wood pulp at prices which 
will admit of a busines.slike and reasonable profit. One 
authority says the future of wood pulp lies in British 
C'olumbia, while another points to Finland and Russia, 
and it is common knowledge that at this moment enor¬ 
mous .sums of money are being spent in Sweden, Norway, 
and Canada on businesslike lines. As weA'i^arkcd last 
month, (lermany and Austria arc also to bg*y>t^J^qned 
with in the near future both as regards pa|Nir anapulp 
wootl. \ visitor receutly endeavoumd to interest 
British financiers in a very elaborate and fantastic 
scheme for a huge wood pulp imdi'rtakiiig in a part of 
Austria now practically under British eontrol. 

We venturwl to ex])ress the Iiojki that the i8th dinner 
of the British Wiwid Pulj) Association held in Lonilon 
oil June It) would provide us with some real information 
calculated to comfort jlajxir-makers who are, not un¬ 
naturally. greatly eoncerued as to the outlook. it 
cannot fairly he said that the gathering of the wood 
jnilp exjierts tendcfl tnati'Hally to brighten tin- situation. 
After all, wtKid pulp agents anil to a very large extent 
wood pulp producers are creatures of cire.iimstaiiees, 
and then* may be a tendency wheli wood pulp prices 
ajijHiar to he imrcason.ahly high that, takir^ the history 
of the pulp mills over a series of years, iuvi?stors in these 
undertakings are entitled to |X)int out that there have 
been viTy many lean years and that if figures were 
forthcoming to show the whole finaneial liistory of 
wood pulp mills in Scandinavia many mills now doing 
well may fairly cl.iim to n*('.oup themselves for the 
difficulties they have had to encounter over a ix-riod 
of years. It may fairly be said that although the 
si)ee(,hi*s made at the wckhI piilj) diniiiT (li«l not provide 
much material for very xleeji tliinking, they admirably 
answered the jmriioscs intended and after all it cannot 
Im* said that business men, having enjoyed an exeelleiit 
repast, are not entitled to bright and hrinizy orations 
enlivened by the tilting, say, of Mr. Joseph Dixon and 
the witty and bright ntpartee of Lord Riddell. ,\s 
Lord Ridilell very ajitly put it, the jiapcr-maker and 
pa|X!r buyer are entitled to have a little jiK ularity at 
each other's ex}x‘nse, and they are, generally s{H‘aking, 
good frienils at heart. The wix)d pulp dinner and the 


some weeks ago that pajxjr pul]) could bo produced 
in this country from raw material obtainable in abundant 
quantities, which has hitherto been practically ustiless,” 
etc. Wc must sincerely wish Mr. T. Cheetham Brooks

the milinspring of the Company's activities for over half 
a century and a piomrer in sulphite manufacturing in 
America. Mr. Kunxlon is also proprietor of The Mail and 
Tmf>irc ncws]iai.HT of Toronto, the leading Ifiiionist daily 
there. Among many other interests, Mr. Riordon is 
President of the Steel Arch Hritlge, spanning the Niagara 
Gorge ainl «>vor which is carrie«l the (irand Trunk liailway 
to the I’nited Stiites Ixirder.

]Mr. Carl Kiordon, Yice-Pre.sident and Man<aging Director 
of the Kiordon enterprises, the only son of the r*rcsident, 
is one of Canadii’s chief Qiptains of Industry. The Cana¬ 
dian (jovemment ap]KUntcd him on the Industrial Relations 
(.'ommission which sjxint two months of last summer 
collecting evidence from Vancouver to Halifax. Mr. C.iirl 
Riorflon presented a supplementary reiwrt containing 
views of an Jidvanccd character concerning the labour 
reforms he adviM-atwl, which met w'ith an interesting 
reception.

N extraordinary meeting of tlie Hritisli Wood 
Pulp Awociatum for the pur|X)sc of the elec¬ 
tion of President, wiis held at the I.oii<lon 
Cliamtxsr of Commerce Kiiildings on the i (>th 
ult., when the following members attended :

Secretary to read the minutes of the last 
annual general meeting, which were adopted. 

Ei.J'X’TJON Oh' PaiiSl OK.N'T. 

Mr. Nicol said that tlu* next item on the 
agenda was the election of f’nsiidcnl, and 
stated that relative to the minutes, which 
h.-id just Ix'cn reail, they would remember 
that Mr. Nordberg kindly consented to 
appnxu'.h Mr. Percy Denson with a view 
to a.scertaining whether he woidd ac<;ept 
the ixxsition of President in succession to 
the late Mr. Alliert E. Kecd. To (lie 
('.onimittee’s great regret, Mr. Denson did 
not see his way t«i fall in with their wishes, 
and it was eventually decided on the proposition of Mr. 
Diesen, to ask Mr. Andrews to become their IVesident. 
It was, of course, for that extraordinary meeting of metn- 
hers to decide whether they would approve of the suggestion 
or to make any other nominations, but he (Mr. Nicol) was 
of opinion that the consent of any other nominee sluudd 
Ix! obtained first, and tliat the vote should lx: taken by 
show' of hands. 

Mr. Die.sen then projxjscd that Mr. ].,. P. Amlrews should 
l)e elected President of the Asscx'iation. In view of Mr. 
Andrews’ able conduct of the l>usine.s.s of the As.sociHtion 
as Chsurman of the Committee:, he (Mr. Diesen) thought 
they could not make a better choice. They all knew him 
as a capable and highly expcrieiiceei man in their tnidc 
and admired his personality.

I'KINCIPAI.S. 

The President inlnxluced the subject of tlie taxation 
of foreign manufacturers Ihniugli their agents in this 
country as pro|X)sed in the I'inance Bill. It was a cpiestion 
which had ix:coiue very insistent and he was suic that they 
would have to de;U with it very s(H)u. The Ixindon Eham- 
lx:r of Commerce had luul the matter in hand, and the' 
textile section of the C.hatnlxir had brought forward a 
suggestion that such associations as theirs should siiliscribc 
to a fund to fight a test ciisc. He (Mr. Andrews) had 
{irotcsted against this on the ground if the Irinance Bill 
became law, any judge could only give judgment witliin 
the ])rovisions f>f the law. The Bill stated, in relation to 
the corporation taxes, that any {Xirson who was an agent 
of a foreign company must give full jiarticulars of the 
profits of the company iiixiii its ex]x>rts to this country. 
If he failed to do so he was liable to a fine of ^too and £% 
for every day in default, while a fine of £500 could lie im¬ 
posed for default of ^laymeiit of the duty. He (Mr. An- 
drew.s) recommended them to obtain a copy of the report 
of the Commission on Income Tax. They would there 
see that the Commission had turned down the evidence 
of the President of the Chamber of Commeree and others 
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who had fought against the proposal and had actually 
suggested its extension to brokers. That was perfectly 
ridiculous. He felt certain that when the Bill was passed 
they would have trouble, and they as an Association, 
should take it into serious consideration. He could not 
understand why the Oovernment should not impose an 
import duty instead of going this roundabout way of 
gating at the foreigner. The Scandinavians were very 
wise about it and there was no doubt that they would 
retaliate, and he thought there ought to be a general 
protest in all directions. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. S. Nia)l suggested that the matter should be con¬ 
sidered by the Committee at its next meeting, when further 
information might be available as to whether any joint 
action was to be taken. 

The I’resident said he quite agreed, but he was anxious 
to give the matter all publicity so that all their members 
should be made acquainted with it. 

Mr, Nicol saifl that when in Norway some ]>rominent 
shippers questioned him about the matter and were anxious 
to take every possible step to protect their interests. It 
was a question to which they could not close their eyes and 
he suggested each member should consult his .solicitor iqwn. 

The l^csidcnt jx>inted out tlie <lilticiilty of convincing 
Ijcople tliat they liad a grievance. Sir James Martin, 


cliairman of the Cliambcr of Commerce, had grasiicd the 
subject completely and yet the Commission had turned 
down liis suggestion. 

Mr. T. T. McCrow said that he certainly obtainml a 
statement of profits and was not asked by the Surveyor 
of Taxes to do more. 

The President said the principle of the thing vas ridicu¬ 
lous, It would, no doubt, involve some expense if they 
joined other sections in an endeavour to upset it, but it 
would not, he thought, amount to much as they were a sniidl 
A.ssociation. It was curious tliat the textile }x.-ople .seemed 
to be very keen almut it. 

Mr. McCrow; Do you not think we ought to make a 
protest to the Chancellor of the Exchequer ? 

Mr. Andrews agreed, and said he took it to lx.* their wish 
that they must do all in their jxnver to |irntest against 
the Bill; they must concentrate on the Bill. 

Mr. T. T. McCrow a.skcd whether the Committix: would 
obtain all the u.scful information available and circulate 
it among the memlicrs. 

Mr. Nir.ul: Yes, and 1 think it is likely the Committee 
will endeavour to keep memliers aclviseil on other matters 
that may come lieforc them. (Hear, hear.) 

A vote of thanks to the Ih-esident brought the proceedings 
to a close.

There was an old 
s:i3nng that lla' prosis.'rity of thr; paper trwle nwanl the 
prosperity of the wood pulp trade, ann, of cours»>, tin* fact 
that the' jiaper trarle was so pros|jerous was extn-ntely 
gratifying to tlu'in, as no doidrt it was to thr: Chancellor 
of tlb! Exciu'quer. (I..nughter.) He (the PresidrMit), how¬ 
ever, wanted rather to strike out on a dilTercnt line, for 
they had gone through a very extr.urrdinary time. He 
prurryxled to refer to tile manv memiiers of the paper trade 
who went out vtrluntarily to fight in the war, and he took 
that occasion to thank them for what they had done.

Not long ago 
Ik! was having a littk- ch.-it with a 
prominent member of the pap«>r 
tnide yes, he would siiy it—i.n 
Manchester, and during the con¬ 
versation about that dinner the 
gentiomnn w'as kind c.nougli to 
remark that he (Mr. Nicol) had 
recently been n|)pciintcd chairman of 
the; Committee of the Association, 
iind nsked how many nu-mbers tiic-re 
were in his " jolly little .Associa¬ 
tion.” Mr. Nicol replied: “Well, I Mr. S. Nicol. 

" think there arc about 40,” and the 
papi.*rmaker’s answer was : “ 1 congratulate you, Ali Balm." 
(Loud laughter.) That, he thought, was merely the 
I..aneashirc vernacular for “ old boy.” Referring to the 
difliculti(!K of the past few rc.-irs, Mr. Nicol said they would 
never hiive been overcome but lor the fact that the British 


paper trade possessed men of sterling character, outstanding 
ability, determination and enterprise. (Hear, hear.) Those. 
dilTlculties were ovecome by the men to whom he' referred, 
and although they all of them knew that perhaps even 
greater difficulties f.-ict-d them in future, with such men :it 
the helm they were bound to triumph. (Hear, hear.) Great 


Britain was justly proud of her papermakers, and they 01 
the Wood Pulp Association were proud to welcome them 
in their midst. He would also like to say a word of praise 
in honour of those to w'hom the trade owed so much— 
those upon whom had been cast the burden of keeping this 
market supplied with (he essential raw material of wood 
pulp. There were present that evening representatives of 
manufacturers of pulp in Norway, Sweden, tlie Dominion 
of Canada, and the United States of America. To their 
.Scandinavian friends fell, in the main, the tusk, during 
the dark years of war, of keeping up the supply of wood 
pulp, and Iw hu(K-d they would continue to give that aid. To 
their 'J'ransatlantic friends (hey extended a speeially warm 
welcome, because there were u great many of them who 
saw from that quarter on the hurixon a ray of hope, [x-rhaps 
indicative of tlie ])uiiai-ca fur some of the difficulties that 
now be.si-t tlx- paper trade. Mr. Dixon had thrown out the 
hint that if pulp prices were to i-ise any more he would jolly 
w<*ll make his own pulp in this country. (Laughter.) Mr. 
Dixon, of cour.se, was out of date. (Renewed laughter.) He 
I'ememliered, surely, that during the diirk days of the war, 
pulp was made here. Had they forgotten sawdust? 
(Laughter.) Nevertliek-ss, to .Sciindinavia, to Einlaiid, jind 
MOW, they must fervi-iitly hope, to the 'rransatlantie 
countries they looked for r.'iw niaterials, knowing that in- 
cre.'ised production and decn-.-iscd cost would make an*a|i|s-al 
to every thinking man. Mr. Nicol thought it would not be 
nltog«.-tiier out ol plai-e if, on ;ui occasion like that, lut asked 
tlx-in to pay a tribute to ethers to whom tlu: trade 

(luring the dark yi-ar.s owed so much. In extending a 
six-rial word of welcome to Consul Eckell of Norway, Mr. 
Nicol recall(-d that it was Norwegitin sailors who braved 
tlx- perils of tik- Huii-infest«-d x-as in order to carry c:irgoes 
of pulp and deliver the gixids. (t'ht-ers.) It mattered not 
wlx'tlier the pulp intended fur Devonshire hmdi-d in Aix-r- 
d<x-n; but at thul first post-war dinner lie wished to s|iccially ' 
ini-ntion and include in tix- toast he was proposing the 
Norwegi.'in sailors. (Chwrs.) Now, whsit should he say 
by way of welcome to those who, |>erhaps, some of them 
loved the most --the consumers of paper? Without them, 
where should tlxiy be-? Of course- l>x-y commisi-r.'ili-d with 
thcaii that their fiuxl was costing them more, but they were 
glad iilso to obs(-rve no diminution in their shadow. 
(Laughter and .-ipplause.) Then they ought to rem«>mlK-r 
tlie noble part which the newspa|N'rs pl.'iyed in the wiir, in 
the winning of which they had played a gn-.'it part. After 
oxtcMiding :i welcome to Lord Riddell, .Mr. Nicol said othi-r 
s(‘ctions of tlie paper tr:ide produM'd men of considerable 
intellect, men who were abk- during the war to devise 
m(-ans for the utilisation of piipi-r in many womh-rful 
inventions for war puri;osps. A great deal of that work 
was nen-.ssarily s4-cret; but if the whole history of the paper 
tr.'idi- were laid linn-, they would find that in that trade 
there were wontli-rful men who triumphed over extraordi¬ 
nary difficulties; and, although in tfx- future diffii-ullies 
might be immense, with such men at the helm the paper 
trade of this country must for ever pros|X’r. (f'hi-ers.) He 
coupled with the toast th<‘ nam<*s of Lord Riddell and the 
fk>nsul-Oe lernl for Norway (Mr. Eckell). 

On rising to resfxmd. Lord Riddell was accorded a very 
hearty reception. He said that it was very kind of the Com¬ 
mittee to invite him to enjoy their delightful hospitality, 
and he thanked Mr. Nicol for the very courteous things he 
had said about him. He (the .speaker) had nsked their 
President whether all the gentlemen present were engaged 
in tlie pulp tr.'ide, and he had replied, “ No, some were, 
but others were accessories after the fact.” (Loud 
laughter.) On looking round, no discovered Mr. Dixon and 
uth«?rs and at onre n-alised that the room w'as infested with 
papermakers. (Laughter.) It was always gratifying to 
note the prosperity of others although one’s feelings might 
be tinged with regret, and he must confess that he drank the 
toast of prosperity *0 the paper trade with certain reserva- 
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lions. (Laughter.) Tliey were all anxious that the paper 
trade should be prus|XM'ous, but tliey did nut wiint to see 
it loo prosiierous—(laughter) --and he doubted whether 
it was a good thing for the |>a{M>r Ir.'ide or tlie pulp trade 
to lie too prusperuus. He hsid notieed :i cnrt<M)ti in one of 
the papers, in which a gentkrnia-n was reprt:senle<l ns being 
shorn of everything but his shirt. \V<’I1. some of the paper 
consumers still had their shirts, though some weiv very 
short and tattered. (Laughter.) While Im- w.-is tinxious that 
lh<? pulp trade and the paper Irailc should continue to 
prosi«’r, la' ho|N>d they would, at ftny rate, endeavour li> 
le.ive them with tlieir shirts. (Loud laughter.) ('oiiliniiing, 
Loril Riddell referred to the rcm.-irks of .Mr. Dixon, who, he 



said, was alw.-iys interesting if one 
had a littk; insight into the 
ptsychology of .Mr, Dixon. (Ixiud 
laughter.) That gentleman had told 
thi'iii that lie htid Iwen engaged in 


res4'arch .and study, and lx* said that 
tht! pa|K'r trade o|S'ite<l up awnues 
of thought. (Laughter.) lie (l,ord 



Kiddi'II) Wits quite sur<‘ it did.

article.” Well, they were not quite fmisbed yet. (Rem-wed 
laughter.) Ref«-rriiig to the caustic obsi-rvations which lx- 
(Lord Riddell) said had b<s-n maile about (he prosperity of 
o-rtain sections of the tiewspa|M-r publishing trades, his 
Lordship admitted that it had bis'n prosix-rous, but, sjx'nU- 
ing quite si'riously, it was obvious that if new-spapt'rs had 
to pav curi-i’ni prii-es lor paper, it would be a practical 
impossibilitv lor any newspa|x-r to continue under existing 
conditions. IVrsonally, lx- did pot beliew that those prices 
w-ei-e going to last. They might last for some time, but the 
ncxl time Mr. Dixon came to him he hoiied he would come in 
his Ix'st suit. (Loud laughter.) lie hoped that wlx'ii he 
canie, lx- would bring some [-..qx-r with him, becauw Ix- 
mighl say, whi-n Mr. Dixon ame to si-e him in that aged 
suit to which referi-nin had bi-i-n made, Ix' came to <-xcus<- 
his non-delivery of pa|x'r. (Loud laughter.) Well, these 
things weri' over now. Though Mr. Dixon anil lx* occasion¬ 
ally liked to have a little jocul.irity at each other’s exfx'iise 
ihev were very good friimds. ih- (Lord Riddell) congratu¬ 
lated Mr. IJixon upon his a(>)x-arance. and he hn)x;d tlial 
the next time he saw him he would have put on anothc-r 
laver of prosperitv. Inik*i*<l hi- was oni' of those gentleiix-n 
Ix'tween 70 and Ko who exuded pros|X'rily at ever pore. 
(Loud laughter.) .Siieaking of the reliable chiiracter of 
British traders, tlx- six-aker s.iid th.'it while lie was at tlx- 
Pe.are Conference he was impressed with the f;irt that 
(hough the British, whetlx-r diplom.-itic, political, or rom- 
mercial, might not make so great .-1 show as otlx-r jx-ople, 
they were hard to beat. (Applnusi-.) British paix-rmakers 
had been passing through a period of unexampled pros¬ 
perity, and, consistently with the inten'sts of their 
’ customers, including himself, he sinceri-ly hoix-d (hat might 
continue. Tie h.-xl no doubt .-it all th.-it the wood pulp trade, 
being .a verv profitable (radi-, .as he could .see, must attrait 
capit.-d, and a great deal more wood iiuln would be manu¬ 
factured, .ind new and improved methods of mtinufaciure 
might lie iliscovered. Ho coiiid imagine, therefore,^ that 
the price of wood pulp would fall considerably, while at 
the same lime their jirofils would not fall in the same jini- 
portion. It was not their profit that the consumers objected 
to so much as to, perhaps, the price of (he pulp. They had 
not been able to distcover how much of the price was repre¬ 


sented by profit, and how much by raw material. However, 
he hoped they would still leave the pour newspaper pro¬ 
prietors and other consumers of paper with a shirt. 
(Laughter and cheers.) 

Mr. Waldemar Eckcli, Consul-General for Norway, also 
responded, saying that first of .ill he must thank Mr. Nicol 
for his generous rcferenix* lo the Norwegian people and. 
seamen for (heir p.-irt in the w.-ir. It was with particular- 
plea.surc that they were able assist this country, and he 
did not think they would have done it for any other. He 
had previouslv hsid the honour of responding to the toast 
of “ The Guests ” .'ll their dinner. That was some years 


ago, but he remembered their warm w'cleome. He wjis 
not suqirised then, because at that time pulp was chciip 
anil conditions were geiwrallj' excellent. Conditions wen? 
dillerent nowadtiys, as they all knew, and he had come 
tlxTO lliiit night a uneasy, knowing that he had again 

to n?s|HMid to the toast of " Tlx- 
Guests." He fell rtrther like a 
defenibuit answering a charge of 
prufiteering on -tlx- jiart of his 
countrymen.

Co., Ltd., Montreal, who w-'is reeeived with ii]>pliiusi>, 
lhanki'd ihosi- pres<'!it for tlx* weleome which had bix-n 
extended to him, an-.l said that he was pniud lo conk> from 
(lx- Dominion of Canada, whieh was a i-ountry of great 
promise to the Kmpin*, particularly in ri-gard to pulp and 
paper. Can.'xla hail assisted in supplying raw materials to 
the .Motlx-rland during tlx- w ir, and lx- was glad that lx* 
was able himself to eontrihule to thiit. He thought (hat in 
tlx- future tliey would b<* .'ihle 'o do still more, because the 
Company which lx- hsul tlx- honour to n-pn-si-nt now owned 
the largest resourtvs of any company in the world, having 
recently addefl to its n's<iurcvs lo.ntxi squan* miles of 
spruiv and pine land in tlx- Dominion.

THE PULP AND PAPER INDUSTRIES 
OF CANADA. 



MR. G. R HALL CAINE ON THE OU1LOOK. 

|HE recent visit of Mr. G. R. Hall Caine to 
Canada on behalf of a number of newspaper 
proprietors and others, in connection with 
the pulp and paper trades, has excited wide¬ 
spread interest, and upon his return a few 
weeks ago he was good enough to give our representative 
some of the impressions which he had acquired during 
the twti months tour in Quebec and other provinces of 
the Great Dominion. 

Mr. Hall Caine prefaced his remarks with the .statement 
that in Quebec alone there were 8o,ooa .square miles of 
Crown timber limits. This area was equivalent to 
51,200,000 acres, and, reclaining eight to ten corils of pulp 
wood per acre, was approximately capable of giving 
512,000,000 cords in the province. Assuming that 4,000,000 
cords jx:r annum were cut for all the paix:r and pulp mills 
of Canada, thessc! liml)cr limits would last 100 j^ears if all 
were cut down, regardless t>f size of tixse, etc. In addition 
to Crown lands there are, of course, tiunisands of miles 
of freehold limits. 

Hcpiying to the questirm as to the los.se.s occasioned 
by forest fues, Mr. Hall Caine said that it was calculated 
that Qiielwc hist 18 trees by fire for every tree cut with 
the axe, wliile in the we.stcrn provinces the estimate was 
somewhat higher, being 23 lrt*cs to one. This, he addc'd, 
was a very serious matter and was one wliich was receiving 
the attention of the forestry authorities in Cansula. 

('ontimiing, Mr. Hall Caine said that 200,000,000 cords 
would be siifliciciit for the prc'sent priHluction of pulp 
wiHid upon Qiieb«;c's forestry estimates of 40 years rotation 
cutting. Tt would, therefore, lie |xissible to double the 
present capacity of all pulp and pajicr mills in Canada 
and situate them in Quebec and yet have enough pulp 
wood if judiciously cut to last th.em to eternity. 

“ Then what about the timber shortage and the high 
price of pulp ? ” our representative asked. 

Mr. ] fall ('aiiie’s reply was, “ To the first (piestion I 
answer there is no tinilwr shortage, no shortage of pulp 
wood in Canada. There may be in the United States, 
whci’e the pulp wood will only last 13 to 20 years at the 
present rate of cutting, while in Scandinavia there may 
be a shortage. T don’t know whctlicr tliat is corr<‘ct, if 
Scandinavia is left to its own re.sourcc without imported 
timber, but I am told that there is need for conservation. 
In this connection, 1 might say, that all the schemes for 
protectiiin, reafforestation and coascrv'ation in Canada 
are but natural precautions." 

Concerning the oiitl<K>k with reference to mechanical 
pulp on the other side of the Atlantic, Mr. Hall Caine 
said that there were 37 mills making mechanical pulp 
with a production of 1,070,000 dry short tons. Thirteen 
of these used all their prrKluction—itbout 531,000 tons. 
Six used a portion of their output, selling the surplus in 
normal years. These mills pnxluced 314,000 tons, cif 
which they sold 36.000 tons, and the other 18 mills sold 
all fheir production of 232,000 tons. The amount of 
nrcchanical wood pulp for sale would thus be 268,000 
tons, but he thought it would be more correct to say that 
about 250,000 tons was available for export, and to his 
certain knowledge 170,000 tons wore coming to Europe. 
The normal average imports into tlie United States of 
mechanical ground wood over seven years was 220,000 
tons a year, but this year he could only sec 80,000 tons, 
or at must 100,000, coming from Canada; the rest must 
come from somewhere and the question was where ? 

With regard to sulphite pulp, the production of all 
grades in 25 mills (continued Mr. Hall Caine) is 699,000 


tons per annum and of this 164,000 tons are bleached, 
leaving 554,000 t<ins of unbleached pulp available. Of 
these, 13 mills use 216.000 tons and eight mills .sell their 
whole output 188,000 tons, which leaves about 300,000 
tons available for export, about 100,000 tons coming to 
Europe to his knowledge. Mr. Hall Caine then went on 
to speak of the production of newsprint in Canada and 
the United States. Fourteen principal news mills, he 
•said, produced 16,000 tons per week, of which 12,500 
tons went to United States. 2,000 tons were used in Canada 
and 1.500 were exptuted to South America, Australia, 
Japan and Europe, leaving, he was told. lc.ss than 7.000 
tons f«>r Eunqx; in the year. The output of newsprint 
ill the United States in 29 mills was 21,000 tons a week, 
l^actically all tlie newsprint is consumed in the United 
States, fiir he had been told that the only two exporting 
organisations—The International I’apcr Co. on the east 
coast and the Crown Willamette in the west- -^ere giving 
up all export trailcs. There were also 23 mills iii the 
United States making newsprint that did' not ordinarily 
do so, and their output was estimated at 5,000 tons a 
week. It was estimated that the pro.sent weekly coasump* 
tion of ncw.sprint in the United Stales was 40,000 tons 
per week or 2,080,000 tons per annum, of which ('anada 
provided about 700,000 tons. Great Britain's consumption 
was only about 450,000 tons. Most of the newspajxirs iff the 
United States and ('anada had agre«xl to cut oil 13 jxir cent, 
of their supplies in order that the smaller jiajicrs might b<! 
furnished with slock. Mr. Hall Caine added that a few 
ilays licfore he left a complete a'ltsus taken «if the 
United States newspapers showed (hat they were 23J per 
cent, short for the ne.xl three years. 

Discussing the price of newsprint, Mr. Hall Caine saul 
that in 1918, just after the Armistice, when no one knew 
quite where they were, k number of pjipcr mills, both in 
Canada and the United States, l.astily entered into con¬ 
tracts over two and three years at prices varying fnim 2 4 
to 4 cents a xxiund, with certain provi.sos which in the 
event of increased labour changes enabled the mills to 
raise their prices to the consumers, but in no case that 
he knew of w.t.s this rise to lx; mon: than 1 a cent a pound. 
Therefore, some papers in U.S..\. arc"receiving ixiper 
to-day at as low as 3 cents, while tithers are only paying 
4J cents during the operation of their contract. The great 
mills, like Spanish Kiver, Abitibi, and Laurent ide, now 
make most of their contracts on a (x> or is> days Ixisis, and 
the latest price wiis 5 cents a ixiund, while just before lie 
left Canada, it was contemplated to rai.st> the price to 
6 cents a jimind. All prices in Cainuia and U.S.A are 
reckoned at the mill. In U.S.A. the price was uniformlv 
higher. 

Continuing, Mr. H.-ill Caine stated : " The amount of 
])a]ier any mill sells under contract to one publisher is 
not sufficient to keep any of the great nowsiiapcrs fully 
supplied, so they have to go on what is calleil the ‘ sjxit 
market,’ where they pay 12 j or 13 cents for a profsirtion 
of their i>ajx:r. Indeed, 1 know' of one large czincerii who 
paid 15 cents for 4,000 tons just before I left New York, 
and I have an onler in my liag for any quantity up to 
2,000 tons a week at 14 cents a ixnnul. The largest indivi¬ 
dual consumer in U.S.A. uses 700 tons a day, seven days 
a week. I am not going to enter into a controversy 
of recrimination, but I think the newspaper publishers 
of both the U.S. and Canada will now admit that the 
artificial fixing of prices is largely responsible for the 
present shortage of supply, and the present high prices. 

I may be told that there is no shortage of supply, 

I cannot point to a single mill in England which has been 
clased down a single hour in the la.st twelve months through 
lack of supply. The same argument might be used tb 
say there is no shortage of foodstuff in the world because 
we have all we want to eat, while at the same time we 
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know that thousands in Austria, Armenia and elsewhere, 
are daily d)nng for want of food. We in England have 
plenty of food becau.4e wc look after the trans]x>rt, and 
above all are willing to pay for it. So we have pulp because 
we pay the top market price for it. But we know tliat 
in France, Italy and elsewhere little short of famine exists. 
And in America, I have mj'self seen mills shut down for 
a week or mure because they liad no wood pulp. 

" Hilt the United States are beginning to realise that 
supplies follow the price, and they are determined nut 
to go short in the coming year -witness the order fix’ 
newsprint to which I have referred ~ witness the emissaries 
they have sent to Scandinavia to buy wood pulp, and 
alx>ve aU, witness the strenuous efforts the individual 
publisher and combimition of publishers in the United 
States arc making to secure pafwr mills and pulp mills in 
Canada. 

" Of the 14 large ncws})rinl mills in Canada at the 
present moment, only five can lx; said to be British, con¬ 
trolled by a British or Canadiiin capital, producing only 
2 , 8 ou tons a week out of i6,oau. All the rest, except 
one Belgian concern, are S. owned an^l controlled, and 
more are to follow. 

“ The pulp mills jire in a somewhat belter position, 
but during the .short time 1 was in Canada 1 .saw four pulp 
mills taken ovet by U.S. capital, and more imix>rtant 
ones are to follow. 

" The newsjKiper publisher 4)f the. U.S. luis made up his 
mind that if he is to pie.servc his main projwrty /ir must 
control his raw material. He may l>e right in this, 
he may 1 k> wrong, 1 am not here to express a jx*rsonaJ 
o|>inion, it would be im(HTtineiit of me to do so unasked, 
I simply tell you the facts, which I am ready to prove up 
to the liilt. The last thing in the worlil 1 want to see is 
our raw material, our natural resources, pa.ssiiig into the 
lands of foreign c<ninlries, whether they be friendly or 
otherwise. And this is the hist thing the ('.aiiatiians 
theiusidvcs want to sw, but they are, witliout oiir help, 
|xiwcrless to prevent it. 

“ To think of the ]Kitx;r mills;of England dependent 
on the one. hand on Scandinavia and on the other on an 
Americani-sed (^iinarla, is to me unthinkable, and if some¬ 
thing is not done it means the end of economic ]Ki}x:r- 
inaking in England sixmcr nr later. 

'■ 1 sjiid, during the later ]x:ri<Kl of the Paper Control, 
that the price of newsprint in England would nut dro]> 
below 3d. a pound for five years. After studying closely 
the situation in U.S.A. ami Canatia, I make another pre¬ 
diction, I say that unless something is done, and done 
sptxxlily to relieve the tension, the ]>rice of news]>riiit in 
England will not, exccjit in isolated cases, drop below .||d. 
per }xnind for the next 10 years. And if nothing is done. 
I predict that 8d. a }xnmd will l)e generally charged during 
jtf'ji and 1922, while 1921-1924 will be, in my opinion, 
the worst years." 

Continuing, Mr. Hall Caine said that if he were asked, 
what was the |>ropcr metlnxl to pursue to find a solution 
of the present high price of newsprint and the threateneil 
great shortage of this commixlity, he should undoubtedly 
look for it in the wcxxl pulp situation. " Wc know,” 
he stated, " that a considerable number of |xi|wr-making 
machifies are being put dowm in Canada, the United Stales 
and in this country, for the manufacture of additional 
newsprint, but no one has yet tohl us where tite additional 
wood pulp is coming from. One can sec movements 
afoot, such as the latest combine of Biordon to manufacture 
more sulphite pulp, and in various other directions is the 
suljihite production being increased, but so far as mechanical 
wood pulp is concerned, 1 see nothing but a decrease facing 
us. As the great newsprint mills in Canatla get their 
new machines, jiot having increased their pulp ])roducing 
rapacity, they will draw from tlic market the ipiantitics 


of mechanical wcxxl they* arc now selling, and this will 
make the position worse. It tiierefore calls for the increas¬ 
ing manufacturing caixicity of mechanical pulp, and the 
print that has to lx; decided by capitalists in Great Britain 
is, whether the United States shall lx: allowed to increase 
this capacity for their own consumption, or whether 
British capital should put <lown mechanical pulp mills 
eitlicr in Canada or in Sicandinavia. h'or many reasons 
which 1 could give, Scandinavia is not so attractive a 
prujxNsition as Camula, resLsons which arc far beyond the 
sentimental leaning that we in Great Britain have towards 
tiie great Dominion.” 

" I hear, on my return to England,” proceeded Mr. 
Hall Caine, ” that some highly optimistic, but I fear 
singularly ill-informed gentleman has been telling news- 
]xii)er publishers that they can count on substantial relief 
in the matter of ncwsjirint from Canada in nyri. I com¬ 
pletely and alisolutcly deny that statement. Statistics 
and all the calculations which it is callable for far-seeing 
business men to make, prove, that if the pa|X3r machine 
manufacturers maintain ail their premises for new machines 
for Canada and the United States to the letter, the line 
of consumption and the line of production do nut meet 
until some time late in 1924. This is not a cheerful pro¬ 
spect, and it is not made more cheerful by the fact that 
wc know that it will lx; almost ini(x>ssilrie, if nut t)uiee 
impossilile, for the machine maniifactiirurs to live entirely 
up to their obligations. 1 need only mention the moulders’ 
strike in lingland as Ixiing one of the fai;tors o|x;rating. 
This, I am told, has had the effect of throwing all machine 
manufacture kick fur nearly 12 months. Again, in con¬ 
travention of the statement that piijx'r is to come in ample 
cpiantities'from t'iinada in i(i2i, I would only lx:g to .say 
that one of the greatest British }Ki|x:r-makers in Canada 
told me an hour Ixiforc iiA steiiiner sailed from ynebec, 
tluit he was very doubtful if he would lx* able to export 
to England in it>2i and i<)22 even lus much ]Xi|K>.r as he 
exported in 1920, and this was very little. 1 have other 
data which would prove Ix'yond mciusure the truth of my 
.statement. J am not, however, trying to unduly depress 
the situation, but only to tell ytai tin; facts ;is I found 
them, ami I should be Ix’traying the confidence which 
had lx;en jriaced in me did 1 attempt to lend you to 
lH;lieve things which 1 diil not myself believe.”

THE FUTURE OF CANADA'S WOOD 
PULP SUPPLY. 

In the course <jf apa|X‘ron " The Resources of Canada," 
reail by Mr. C. Price-tlreene. ('ommi.s.sioner of the Industrial 
and Resources Department of the Canadian National 
Railways, before a meeting of the Toronto Branch of the 
Stx:iely of Chemical Imlnstry, the author stated : Unlike 

the Unitixl States, Canada neerl not fear concerning the 
future of her wtxxl-pulp supply, provided that an extensive 
reaffon’station ]X)licy was at once put into force. The 
United States, on the other hand, was fust nearing the 
completion of her wrxxl-pulp r(;sf>iirccs, and another six 
or seven years at the mast would sec their finish. This 
was not surprising when it was considcreiJ that the United 
States .alone consiimcrl one-half of the world's sup]riy of 
white }mix;r, involving the yearly consumption of 5J 
million cords of wixxl. One Sunday edition of a Chicago 
pa]X!r usml tii; the pul|) ecpiivalent of 40 acres of spruce 
trees. For all ))urix>.ses, the Unitetl States consumed 
annually, of all kinds of w<xxl, 244 million cords. A 
inrominent American lumlx^r-tnan had informed the simiker 
that within the next ten years over 3,000 Inniher mills in 
the southern United States n<iw o{;eniting on pine would 
be forced to dose down, as the supply wtndd Ijc exhausted."

LTD. 

Tiir following report of an action heard before Lord 
Blackburn in the Scottish Court of Session appeared in a 
recent issue of the Supplement of “ The Illustrated Official 
Journal (Patents) ":— 

This was an action for infringement of Letters Patent 
dated the i8th of April, 1916 (No. 104,578 of 1916) for im¬ 
provements in and relating to the removing of esparto 
or the like from stationary digesters used in papermaking 
and the like. 

The Pursuers were William Morn^n Wallace, managing 
director of the C^irrungrovc Pafier Company, Ltd., )>aper 
manufacturers, ('.arrongrovc, Denny, in the County of 
Stirling ; Hiomas Marshall, engineer, and Andrew Brown, 
elei'tiician, Ijoth to the said ('arrongrove Pa|icr Company, 
Ll<l,; Bertnuns. T.Ul., of Saint Kalhcrine’s Works, 
Sciejuios, Rdinhiirgli, eng iiecrs, ami the .said Carrongrovc 
PajK'r ('nmpany, Ltd. The Defenders were Tiillis, Ktissell 
and Co., Lid.. pap«‘r tuaniifaeturcr.s. Aiiehmiily Psiht Mills, 
Markinch, l-'ife. 

Tlu‘ I’atenltfs were the l*nrsuers other than the Carrtu)- 
grove ('oiii{)iiny, Lid., and they a.s.sigiie<l the Letters 

I’iilent lo fheinselves and the Carrongrovc PajicT t'ompany, 
I.trl., hy Assignation dateil the Olh, nth, and 250! of 
Ik-eemls’r, 1918. 

The action was eoinmeneed on the .?olh of Oe.tolx'r, 1911). 
Tile Pursuers sotighi to intiTdiet the (lefendcr “ fn»m ii.sing, 
excTcising, or putting into praetict* during the eontinnnnee 
of saul Letters Patent and without the eonsent or lieenre 
of the Pui'siiers, any proeess, inetlxxl <iv appliunees for the 
removal of iligesieil grass from stationary grass <ligestcrs ” 
m infringement (J the Letters Patent, ami, in p<irlicul.'ir, 
" from using the process or method of apiilying jets rif 
water under pressure to disintegrate and break iij) the 
clig<-ste<l grass in stationary gras.>f <ligesters ami to wasli 
it out of till* digesters ” The siiimnons also conrludeil 
for an account of profits or alternatively for damages. 

Tlie P\irsiiers averred that the PiirsiKT, William Morgan 
Wallace, with the assistance of tlie other t'ntentccs, devi.s(si, 
after many e.\|M»rinienls, the process for the probs-tion of 
which tlie lajllem Patent were obtained. They elaiined that 
flu- jiroc;ess liad in praetii'c proved a gre;if success and 
tli.it a large saving in wuge.s, together with an inerease in 
the yield of pulp and an itii]>rovemunt in the manufacture 
of the pajxT, had resulted from its adoption in pajx-r 
maimfacliire. It was also averred as follows : l•'nrther, 

the intrixliiction of the. jiatented proi'ess has niiido it 
po.ssihle for the first time to adopt imicli larget digesters 
than the standard 9 ft. l»y >1 ft. boilers. This etfects a large 
saving in the cost of erecting new Ixjiler plant ami in tlie 
working cx])cnscs after erection. Target digesters with 
the ])atcntcd proeess are now being introdueed into several 
mills." 

The Pursuers averred further that the Defenders bail 
infringed their l.x'tters Patent hy using a jinx-ess or metluxi 
siilwtajilially similar to that of tlic Pursuers, and in |>ar- 
ticfilar " hy ai>]>lying jets of water iimler j>rt«siire to disin¬ 
tegrate and Iireak up the digested grass and wash it out 
of tlie digesters.’’ It was averretl that the I*ursue,rs were 
in the haint of charging a jiayment or royally of /j225 in 
resjx'cl of each boiler to wliich the iKitented pnaxas was by 
licence of the Pursuers applied, and that the Defemlers liad 
illegally applied the saitl pr(x:ess to twelve of their Ixiilcrs. 

The Defemlers denied the infringement and averred 
{inter alia) that tlie alleged invention was neither hovel 
nor iiscfiii, and was not the subject-matter of a grant 
of Letters Patent within the meaning of tlic Act. In 


particular they stated :—” The said alleged invention was 
not. at the <late of said lajtters Patent, of any practical 
utility and the Defenders believe and aver that the same 
has not in fact tieen put in use." They did not admit 
that digesters with sakl patented pnK:css wore being intro¬ 
duced into several mills.

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PRINTERS AND “THE PAPER 
SITUATION.” 


ADDRESS BY THE SECRETARY OF THE PAPER 
MAKERS* ASSOCIATION. 

At the annual general meeting of the West and North 
West London Master Printers Asswiation recently, Mr. 
A. W. Foster, secretary of the Pa]H!r Makers Association 
of (Jreat Britain and Ireland, addressed a large gathering 
of master printers on the subject of " The Paper Situation.’’ 
In the course of his introductory remarks, .Mr. I'ostcr ex- 
pre.sscd his pleasure in Uung askisi to s)«ak on the diiH- 
culties of the pa()er maker to the master printers, u]K)n 
whom to a very large extent the pa]x!r-making industry 
dependwl. In si>caking of the ignornnee of the 
difliculties of the paper-maker l)oth on the j)art of 
those who sold him his raw material and those who 
Iwught Itis finished product, Mr. P'oster mcnlioiied 
that he had never seen so iinpre.s.sivc an effect of 
gradii.'il revelation on }>eop1cs' minds ns on (he occasion 
of the investigations of the conditions of the ])a}X'r-making 
industry by tlie suh-c<imnntte'c apjTointod by the I’resident 
of the Hoard of Trade. That Coinmiliee was able to 
])r(Kliice an alwolutely uniiniinous roimrl for the nsison 
that, as the jiapcr-makcr’s diliicultics were reviraled the 
attitude of the consuming interests h.nl Iwcome more and 
more synip:ithetie. Hefoni the war it was estimatixl that 
20,o(x> tons ol pa|)t;r. excluding Ixiards, wen; made in this 
country every week. Alxiiit 30,000 tons, however, were 
used weirkl)' and we had therefore to imixirt oue-thiril of 
our supplies. Mr. h'ostcr incidentidly remarked (hat 
rouglily .t,5oo tons consi.sted of brown wrappings, w'hiuh 
the Government «)iticial <lid not regard as pa)x;r at all. 
A further 7,500 tons eonsistixl of " news " and lie expressed 
the o])inion that in order to .save the world from .serious 
jxijier shortage the |mjK-r for the daily I’re.ss should Ihj 
made from annual grasses in view of the woocl-pulj) shortage, 
('ontiiniing, Mr. h'oster .s.ai«l that the weekly output of 
British paixiv mills licforc the war included 1,500 tons of 
haiiil-ma<le and tnb-si/.ed writings, etc., and the remainder 
consisted of alxiiit 3,3tx) tons of esjiarto pa}x*r and 4,500 
tons of white printings. .Mthoiigh during the last X2 
months jxijier-niakers had not lx>en able to ]>r<xhice so 
miieh pajxrr as Ixdon? the war owing to the fact of maelniiery 
Ixiiiig out of repair and miieli wiuslage tx'ing rx-casioned 
by the change from the two-shift to the three-shift system, 
he tliought that to-day liie normal output was Ixiing 
appronclied. Other countries, however, were imt sending 
ns 10.000 tons of pajxjr jxir week, and tliLs led him to 
siicak of the difficult pisitioii in Scandinavia, ('anada 
and the fJnitixl States. Mr. Inisler also referred to the 
difference Ix'tween the prices for wood jnilji.now ruling 
in Scandinavia us C()m])ared with tho.se ])ai(l in 1913 and 
said the merchant was now allowed no credit and had to 
pay cash against shipping documents. As indicating 
further the financial {xisition of the paper manufacturer, 
Mr. Foster said that from the records of a number of firms 
it appeared that the financing of a ixqxrr business to-day 
demanded the Icxiking-up of rather more than three times 
the amount of money necessary in similar cases in 1913. 
He also related how the labour situation luul affected 
the industry. 

Mr. Foster then went on to rem>i.rk that we hail jn.st over 
500 paixir machines in this country, but between bo and 80 
additional macliities were now on order, and it was hoped 
would begin o})eration within 18 months. That, he said, 
would ease tlie situation, hut so long as present wixxl 
pulp conditions prevailed, he saw little hope of decreasing 
prices. 

Mr. Foster, who thought he liacl as much experience 
as most people of the inner working of tlie mind of the 


British paper-maker, emphasised his view that the paper- 
maker was not out to bleed his customers. He had. of 
course, to .secure a working profit, but in all instances in 
which prices had been enquired into, and of whicli he had 
anj' knowledge, they had been found to have been approved 
by any reasonable business man who investigate the 
position. In saying that, however, Mr. Foster said that 
he did not hold any brief for every agent, merchant or 
middleman coming between makers and ultimate customers. 
That jiriccs had been utuhily enhanced there wtus no doubt, 
and he instanced a case of one parcel of pajxT which during 
the control pcriiKl changed hands live times Ixjtwccn maker 
and consumer, the price of the mill lieing while the 

eventual buyer jxiid £1,750. lie suggested that the di.s- 
trilnition of ]>a)x;r should lx .so organised that the illegiti¬ 
mate mirldlcinan could lx eliminated. 

In conclu.sion, Mr. Foster cxpressetl the hope that in the 
reconstruction jxriod, ]xi]xr-makers, whole.saIe stationers, 
l>rinters and other ixqxr buyers miglit lx* bunded together 
to make their industry a model of organi.sation working 
for the Ix'iiefit of every unit in it, ailding that a few con¬ 
ferences Ixtwoen the iiapcr maker and his best friend, the 
printer, might result in .something Ixing clone witli that 
end in view. 

A brief discussion sidisccpiently took ]>lacc during whicii 
Mr. I'ostcT, in reply to a question referring to his snggcsticj^i 
that ]Ki]xr for the daily I’ress should lx; made: from annual 
grasses, alluded to the laixmr dinieiilties which hindered 
the ti.se of such grass<>s and said that fxirsonally he rather 
IcKiked to hamlxx) to supplement c.xistiiig supplies of raw 
material.

PROJECTED DEVELOPMENTS. 

At the second annual general meeting of Colthrop Board 
and Paper Mills, Ltd., on the 23rd ull., Mr. Shuley W. 
Cro])|)cr, the Chairman, remind^ the shareholders that 
as the result of the first nine months* trading they were able 
to pay a dividend at the rate of lo per cent, jxsr annum, 
ami it was now gratifying that at the end of a further 
12 months’ trading they shoulrl be able to recommend a 
dividend at the rate of 20 fx-r cent, per annum. This was 
after niiiking full provision for excess profits duty and 
income-tax and writing-oil one-third «)f the preliminary 
cx]x'nscs and carrying forward a sidwtantial balance. 
A large jxirtion of tlie sul)scrilx:d capital was issued only a 
few months ago and the aish resulting therefrom had not 
yet Ixjen capable of pnxlucing jx-ofit, having Ixsen employed 

in the purcha-st' and 
setting up of new 
buildings and machinery 
which were not yet 
productive. Jt was 
hoped that that stage 
would lx; reached witii- 
in the next six or 
seven monllis. He had 
no hesitation in staling 
his linn belief that tlic 
]X'cuniary resnils of it 
would fully re.'dise their 
e.\iH;ctatioiis. Indeed, 
the. s:i1e of the output 
of the mill, even when 
largely increased by tile 
nmiiing of tlu: new 
plant, was practicidly 
assurcxl by the kimlrc<i 
concerns, CropjxM- & Oi., 
Ltd., and Containers, 
Ltd. Mr. Cropjxjr went 
on to say that it was in the undoubted interest of the 
sliareliolders that the directors wore projxising the addi¬ 
tional Issue of ca|>ital to tlie extent of ,([124,000. in con- 
cluiling, lie formally moved ; " That the report of the 

directors and accounts submitted to this meeting tx: 
approved and adojitcd ; that a nnserve of ^^25,000 lx; formed 
for excess profits duty and inumie-tax; that a dividend 
at the rate of 20 per cent, per annum, less income tax, be 
]>aid on the issued shares of the comjiatiy from the dates 
tliat tlie v'arious calls on tlie shares were paid up; Uiat the 
sum of /2,o<)5 (>s. lie writtcii-olf preliminary expenses; 
and that the balance, ;^2,o28 8s. (xl. lx; carried forward to 
next year's account." 

Mr. F. W. j. Smith seconded the motion, which was 
carried unanimously. 


An extr.-iorclinary general meeting of the Comjiany was 
afterwards held for the purpose of submitting tlic following 
resolution ; —That tlu; nominal capital of the company 
lx: increased to £51x1,000 by the creation of 200,000 further 
shares of £t eacii." 

The Cliairinan formally movetl the resolution, which 
was seconded by Mr. F. W. J. Smith, and unanimously 
carried.

The nsuiil loyal tiwsts having been cordially honoured, 
Mr. Harry Becker, who presided, said it was his privilege 
and pleasure, on that their first gathering, to propose the 
toast of " The Staff." He was pleased to know that 90 per 
cent, of the men employed were discharged .scildicrs or 
sailors. It was sometimes suggested that discharged 
soldiers were lazy anfl indifferent: he would say that it 
was a wonder they can-ierl on so well as they did, in view of 
what tliey had gone through during the war. The French 
Paper Stock O). haci succeetletl in enlisting in their ranks 
men with their hearts in their work. The company had 
developed an extensive ixvper mercliant:/ business with 
a large number of departments, and each dejiartment was 
controlled in a most capable manner. They weie one of 
the largest importers of strawboarcls into the United King¬ 
dom, their go^s arriving constantly at all the princi]^ 
ports in the country. The success of the various branches 
of their business was extremely encouraging, one and all 
doing their utmost to achieve success. They had eight 


managers present with them that evening, and their work 
wsis warmly appreciated. It was also a satisfactory 
feature to recognise that there was no friction in regard 
to the several cic(Kirlmeiits. Although the primary object 
of biisinass was to make a pnifit, yet there was something 
more to consider, and tliat was to .study the welfare of all 
workers and to promote the mutual benefit of iUl con¬ 
cerned. In reviewing their ]xi.st achievements, the chair¬ 
man con.sidcrcd there was an enormous future for the 
comjxmy, and he linjied the present would lie only the first 
of manj' similar ha|ipy gatherings, (f-oud applause.) 

The j iinior member of the staff lieing called upon to res)Xiiul, 
Patrick Barry addeil to the enjoyment of the evening 
by a frank and bniezy rejily.

The name of Becker iiiaile business easy ami 
the progress, particularly in regard to strawhoards, had 
in a comiHvralively short lime been most gratifying. 

Mr, Chapjx;!! in .suitable lerins pro^xiscd “ The Branches " 
and said tlio.se in charge <if their bnmclies Inul generally 
had an uphill fight, but they had worked hard and the 
fruits were now a])pcaring. 

Mr. Ifobbs, who.se name was assixiiated with the toast, 
made a feeling sptH'cli jn respon.se. He ssiid that many 
young men like hims«df were faced with the problem of 
getting back into civilian lif<! and met many discourage¬ 
ments. Mr. Harry Becker, who ha«l seen a goml deal of 
the war, put his sympathy into practice and the s|x'aker 
saiil many «>f them were grateful t«» Mr. Boeker for giving 
them a cliance when they badly neeiled it. Mr. Bc'cker 
luul given them a helping liand aiul- iiad won tlieir affec¬ 
tionate reganl. (Applause.) 

The toast of "1110 Ladies]” was next Iionoured and Mrs, 

1 Tarry Becker briefly returned tliaiiks. 

Mr. (k-orge Buchanan said it gave him great pleasure 
to propose what was really the toast of the evening— 
" Health ami Prosjxnity t«) Mr. ami Mrs. TTarry Bixker,” 
their host and hostess. He hsul known their chairman 
since he was two years old and he was proud to sec liim 
in the jxisition he .so worthily filled tliat evening. Ttwas 
evident that Mr. and Mi's. Harry Becker had endeared 
themsclvcrs to those with whom tlicy came in c<intact, ami 
that gathering was a gixxl augury for the further success 
of tlic French I’aperstock ('o., which had already attained 
such importance and promised to considcralily expand. 
Mr. Harry had cvulcntly got round him a capable and ener¬ 
getic staff- -including those appropriated from 34, Liidgatc 
Hill (laughter)—and they iUf shurwl the hojie that the 
vigorous policy of Mr. Harry would still prosiicr, (Applause.)

After indnlgiiiK 
in a sumptuous luncheon at the ilollioru Kestauraiit, the 
partj' jiroceisleil by t;hars-a-l)anc to Holywell, thence to 
St. Asaph, DeniuKh, Corwen, Llangollen an<l Wrexluim, 
and finally returned to Chester at 0.30 p.tn., where an 
e.scellent dinner was provided at the <.'.rosv<‘nor Hotel.

somethiiif' else. Perhaps, he said, some }>articulars alsuit 
the firm would lie of interest to those who hail only joinisl 
tile firm lately. .As some of tlu'in knew, sixty years af;o 
.Mr. Joan l■'ells.'|■ started a business on a small scale at 
Hrazeimose Strecd. Manchester. H<‘ (Mr. I•■elber) always 
detected anythin}' of vital imtsirtaiice in the textile inai'hin- 
cry line, and he was also assiH'iateil with the makiii}' of 
heavy roller canls and revolviii}' Hat cards. He (the 
sfK'aker) rcmemliered some vears a}'o friends in Swislen 
tellin}{ iiim how Mr. I''elt>er in frock coat and while kid 
frloves exfilained to a recalcitrant overlooker the advantage 
of flat canls over those he was using. “ When 1 was on tlie 
road,” sawl Mr. Jucker, “ it wouldn't run to white kid 
gloves.” (].,uughter.) Continuing, he said that .Napoleon 
stated that every J•■|■ench private carried a .Manshal's baton 
in his kna|>sack, and he could say the same thing about 
his staff. The whole of the princifials had always come 
out of the stall, and as it had lx.*en in the (>ast he hojx-d 
it woukl lx* ill the future there was a chance foreverylxxly. 
The business first started in the machinery department, 
and they all knew how an iin)x>cuniou.s man in Sweden 
who wa.s unable to jiay offered them pafx'r in fiaymeiit. 
and .si*eing that they could make something out i>f jxiper. 
they accepteil the otter and to day they considered them¬ 
selves the jircmier linn in the traile. Mr. Jucker then 
supplied .some interesting details of the .success of the 
timix*r dejiartnient, ami explained that after the deal 
with the Irmlesman referred to, the firm saw no reason 
why they shoultl not im|K»rt Sweilish timlxir that was 
the commencement of the timlx*r department. Success 
atteniUsl their ellorls, and they later importisl timber from 
Kiga and America. The next step they fesik wa.s to ojvii 
a steamshii) de|Kirtnient and they were the first to run a 
regular line of stcamei's from the Baltic and also the first 
to bring a full cargo of pajx'r fnaii l■'inland. How they 
started business in South Africa was a mystery that he 
could never ijiiite grasp, but he expected that his uncle 
must have thought that as a numlier of jxioph* were making 
money out there there might lx; a chance for " I'ellKr's." 
However, when they started making money the South 
African and Biitisli Clovernments, who were always after 
money, got the Ix-st part of it. Dealing with the effect 
the war luul upon their business, Mr. Jucker said that they 


did considerable business with South Germany and Austrir,'' 
and in order to counterbalance this they opened the hard¬ 
ware department, dealing with Brazil. For the same 
reason again they ojieneil their asbestos cement works in 
Widnes, and it was interesting for them to know that their 
firm were the first in F-un)]X5 to make corrugated aslx^tos 
sheets. However, these sheets were made at Switzerland 
to f heir instructions and at their own risk and ]x;ril, because 
they could not find anyone in this country to make them, 
('oiicluding, he siiid that he did not like to Ixiast. but he 
was proucl to say that their turnover was a large one, and 
was no small ]>art of the businc.ss of the British Empire, 
and he attributed this to the care given to every transaction 
and the loyal services of his staff. (.Applau.sc.) 

Mr. Alston, in a short but approfiriate s)x*cch, iximnicnled 
u]Kin the last sjxiaker’s remark that the directors had always 
Ix-eii drawn from amongst the staff. It was comforting, 
he said, to know that when a new lx>y joins the firm 
he hatl the hojic of some day lx*ing a future governor. 
(A])jjlause.) He saw no reason why a firm such as theirs 
of (x) v’cars' standing should not go on for fxxi years, ami 
it was up to the present manageinent to train the stall 
.so that they could take their places in flu* management 
as the years roll by. (Hear, hear.) 

The party arrived home .safely at 10.15 p.ni., after having 
s|x*nt a most enjoyalile outing in ideal weather and siir- 
roimdinffs.

The. coiniiany, which was incorporated 
ill 1013, has been succi-.ssfiil throughout, dividends at the 
rale of 10 ]x:r cent. jx*r annum having Ih'cii paiil from the 
commencement, t'fwing to the ]>re.sent high cost of raw 
material and the neces.sity for carrying heavy stocks to 
meet the incrca.sing demand for the company's products 
(the orders in hami now amounting to ufiwards of yf 1,000,000) 
further capital can. for the time lx*iiig, lx; firolitably eiii- 
l>loyed, ami this issue of notes is made to repay the present 
overdraft to liankers and to provide further working 
capital. Including the pnK;eeds of the present issue the 
excess of assets over liabilities will cover the total of such 
i.ssne more than 2^ times. The directors anticipate a 
turnover for the present financial year of over /.'yoo.ooo, 
giving a net profit of upwards of £ioo,<x)o. and for next 
year of 1 ,'25o,ooo, with a corre.s{M>nding iiicrca.sed profit. 

At a im*<*liii|;of shareholders of th.e Wall I‘iiper Manufacturers, 
Ltd., rcc<-iilly, it was decided to incri-ase the ('a)>ital to (.‘.'j.fxxi.ixio 
hy the crratioii of i,(;(,o,ixx> new, ranking cleforrisi, shares. 
Air. Kd}rar Smith, who presided, said that owing to increasing 
costs more working ca]iital was retiuircd, and tf.ey desired to 
capitalise /,'<>} 1,030, money already used in the business and 
whieli was really ca}>ital : /;5or>,oix) of it was the lescrve fuml 
and the Iwlaiicc was undivided profit. Beinis sliares wciilcl be 
ilivided among tlie deferred sharehohlers, in the pro)iorlinn of 
one new share for each two existing si ares. Much talk was 
heard in these days ot liigh returns on capital, and if the share 
i'a)iital did not approximate to the real capital employed, the 
figures were apt to be nii.sloa<ling. It was only proix>.scd to 
issue /64 i,ixx) in shares, retaining the IxiUince for i.ssuc as 
reiiuired. The |X].sitioii of the comfsiny was very satisfactory, 
and its enterprises were developing. The company’s cxixirt 
trade was a very imjmrtant factor in pixifit earning. 'I'ho 
rcsoliitioiis were carried. 
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BELGIAN PAPER.MAKING INDUSTRY. 

A CRmaSM OF MR. W. M. JORDAN’S REVIEW. 

In our last issue there :i|>|)e:ired the rejwrt of an interview 
by our Northern representative with Mr. F. L. Wright, the 
manager of thti Manehi^ster branch of Messrs. Lenclrum, 
Ltd., whoj gave an interesting review of the situtition of the 
Belgian paixirmaking industry. In the s:ime numluT we 
also reproduced from the Convention Number of a New 
Y«irk conteni()orary “ .\ World Wide Review of the Pulp 
and Pa|)er Industry,” by Mr. W. .M. Jord.'in, Ph.B., con- 
eerntng which we said th:it though his statements in iIh' 
main were prol>:il>l>’ aerur.'ite, thost; ndating to tlie numl>er 
of pulp mills in the United Kingdom and to the situation 
of the pnix'rmaking industry in Belgium should, to s;iy lht> 
le.'ist, Ih* tak(‘n with reserve. 

We h.'ive now received :i letter from thi> .Si-cretarv of 
(.iroupement des Fid>rirants de Pates, Papiers .-ind Carbins, 
of 8(), Rue de lit MonUigne, Brussels, who is desirous of 
])ointing out the contradii'tory views held l>y Mr. Wright 
and Mr. Jordan. The .Secn-tary of the Btd'gi.'in organisa¬ 
tion, in his communic.'tlion diited June 8, says Ih.'it on cne 
side Mr. Wright ol)served, with reason, ihiit lie was gretitly 
surprised during his recent visit to Belgium to rin<l, without 
.•iny extvption, " that ;dl tile p.'iper mills were running on 
full production. They are at present working to mwl 
lioiiie requirements, and they liave sulVa'a'iit orders for home 
needs to keep th<*m going without further bookings through 
this year. Tln.-y ;ire, however, givitig some consider.'ition 
to tile e.Kport side and, .'iccordingly, have m.'ide .some 
biHikings for their old I'jiglish customers." On the other 
luinil, Mr. W. .M. Jordiin reports Ihtit ” Belgium prior to 
the w:ir, h:id thirt\-rive paper mills .it Brussels, six sit 
•Vntwerp, three sit I.iege iind one at lluy, nesir (ihimt, with 
sm estimated outjiut of i.p>,iKxi tons a yesir. In January of 
i<li<t. these mills were reported non-producers, as some had 
heen destroyed and other dismantled. Bt'lgium will he 
obliged to look to other nsitions for her siqiply of pa|M-r.’* 

Our correspondent thi'ii goes on to say that the statement 
of .Mr. Wright is preci.se (to use'his own langu.'ige) hut 
tli:il of Mr. jord.'in is entirely wrong with the exception of 
his reference to the annual output of i^o.ikm) tons. He 
then proceeds to slate that Belgium has twenty-si'ven pa|K'r 
mills, with 71) niachities, two pulp milts, and twelve 
factories making different kinds of boards. 

Till- p:ipcr mills tire situated at Wilkibroek, Huy-.\ndenne, 
Savenlhem, Duffel, tiastuclw, Nivelles, (lent, Knsival, 
Lim.'il, (ienviil, Droogenhosch, Virgiiiiil, La HuI|h>, .Mont- 
St-tiuilHTt, St-Serv.'ds, Rhode-St-(ienese, Noihrtit, Hal, 
'riiulin, Huyssingheii, Lemhecq, Diegheni, Braine-le-Comte, 
Midmedy, and (iis-fferdingen, tind adds: “ There is con¬ 
sequently no mill either .'it Brussels or at .\nlwerp. Twenty- 
four mills ari‘ running tit full 'production, two will take 
up business this month, and one is working with three 
machines insteail of si.x, the other three have his-n dis- 
niimtk'd liy the Boches sind not yet renewed. The output 
of the last month was nearly io,<kk> tons, of which tdiout 
2,iMK) tons were exported. We imported j,ikki. We are 
consi'qui'ntly far from lieing obligi'd, to lisik to other nations 
for our proper supply.” 


T-oitn DovitRDALii a native tif Bury, luis promised a 
donation of /.-(.ooo to the Bury War Memorial C<<mmittee. 

In the course of a reference to the announcement of the 
closing of the Chilworth Gunpowder Works, said to be the 
oldest existing Surrey private industry, the Observer states :

THE PAPER MAKING INDUSTRY. 

A NEW DEMAND FOR INCREASED WAGES, SHORTER 
HOURS, AND HOLIDAYS. 

On-July 20, the current agreement in resiiect of wages 
in the ]>aper-making industry comes to cnil, and on the 
24th ult. negotiations were commenced between the 
Employer’s hedcration of Paper-Makers and the employees 
organisations - the Amalgamated SiKiely of Pajxrr-Makcrs 
and the National Union of Printing and Pajwr Workers— 
upon a new demand which has Ix'cn presented by the latter. 

The new' memorial, we iindcrstaiul, asks fora mill week fur 
shift workers of 12(> hours, divided intothreeshiftsof 42hoiirs 
each, with a working week for day workers of .{4 hours. 

llnilcr tlie heading of wages for adult workers, a iiew' 
class (Class i.\) is pro|V).sed to Ix' addl'd to the following 
workjxDjile : Slittermen, reelermeii, cuttermeii, guillutine- 
incn, cidcnderiurn, tinisliers and first machine a.s.si.stants. 

In the existing .'igrcement these are taken, generally, 
from Cl.'iss 2, while spare Ix'aterinen are added to Class 1. 

Waohs. • As to rates of jiay, an increa.se of (xl. jx’r hour 
is asked for all grades of adult male workers with a minimutu 
as folliiws -.S/ji// ll'or/M'r.s : ('lass i, two shillings and 
fourjicncc lialf-jx'iiny jxir hour; Class 1 a. Two .shillings 
and thrct'ix'nce jx'r liour; Class 2, two shillings and one 
penny ludfix'imy |X'r hour; Class 3, two shillings |X!r hour.

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jSCOtriSH NOTES. 

[By our Glasgow Corrkspondknt]. 

It is rather curious at this late time of the day to find 
a Scottish pajier which in pre-war days sold for one jxsniiy, 
now announcing that it is reluctantly compelled to raise 
its price to three-halfpence. One wontlers how it has been 
pos.sible for any such nrwspa]wr to struggle along on the 
old price for so long. The news{>a]ior in ([iiestion makes 
the Ixiast that it is practically the last iiews)Ki.]]er in Scotland 
to raise its price, but 1 do not ryally think that this is any 
great compliment which it is ^laying itself for the reason 
that a Imck-slider as far as any price-raising was concerned 
did not do others any iwticnlarly gtxxl turn. “ Owing to 
the very high price of fiaper,” is a common announcement 
in any Scottish newsjrapers now making a second increase 
in price. " and to the great difliculty of obtaining supplies 
of news print from tlie |)a|XT mills, publi.shers of ncwsiKi|H'rs 
are fiicetl with man>' business anxieties and problems at 
the i)re.sent time. Kccently, f«>r instance, we had not 
siifiicient ])aix*r in sbx'k to ]>rint our Saturday edition 
until Thursday afternistn, when a small consignment of 
l>aixM, iKirt of an order placetl more than two months ago, 
aiiived at the gixxls .station just in time. The cost of 
|)a|x*r is now 7jd. |x*r jxiiiiul, or almost double the price 
at the beginning of this year, and notwillistanding the 
increase in price (which, by tlie way, i>nl\- g<x*.s a small way 
U'wards meeting the increase in the cost of pa^xir) the 
mimlx‘r of cojiies which we print weekly continues to 
increase while the ])a]M'r manufacturers are calling u|X)u 
us to reduce our tonnage.” 

There is no doubt that many newspa|x*r proprietors are 
linding themselves in :i very dillicult (xisitiou with regard 
to the -jnesent shortage of jiajwr supply, and 1 have just 
lx;en having a conversation with the jiroprictor tif a jKijx'r 
which first .saw the light of day no less than sixty years ago. 
Me tells me that so far he has never Ix'en in such drastic 
straits as not to lx- able to publish his nows(>ii]M.'r, but he 
fidly corroborates what is said in the alx>vc announcement 
namely, that often it is Thur.sday*night Ixjfore his supply 
of pa|X'r reaches him and that it is only by a gnsit hurry 
and hustle at the last moment that he is able to get his pa|KT 
out with reiusotiable promptitude. (Jiie week (he tells me) 
he had to 'jihone to his paper-makers no less than fifteen 
times in one aftenuxm before they could manage to send 
along even a iwssabic supi>ly. This jiroprietor, by the way, 
has just lx:en (xiiiiting out in the columns of his ncwspqxT 
that the prii.e in the co.st of i)a])er is making some ]XH>]>le 
wonder why the door-t«><loorcx>llectionsof wa.steiKijxThave 
Ixfen atKiiuioned. They were very lucrative, and hundreds 
of {xjuiuls was realised through them for war neetls. Why 
have they Ixjen dnipixjtl ? The hedgerows mund about 
the vicinity are littercil with jwjier, and quite a ti<ly sum 
would be made by anyone taking the trouble to pick it up 
and disjxjse of it to dealers. 

There luus just been formed into a limited liability 
concern the well-known anti old-established firm of .Messrs. 
Brown and Tl'.oinson to carry on the existing busine.ss of 
.pa])ar merchants, etc., at 01 a.sgow. The authorisc<l capital 
of the new coin{)any is placed at £(>,ooo, an<l it is a private 
concern with, among its first snliscribcrs, Mr. William L. 
Battison, pajxjr merchant, and Mr. James Inglis Hill, 
ixiper .salesman, both of whom for main years have been 
well-known in the Scottish paix^r-making trade. The 
firm in que.stion has always ranked as one of tlie Ixist-known 
concerns of tlieir kind in the West of Scotland, and I wish 
the House of B. & T. ever-continuing success under its 
new auspices. 

It is interesting to note tliat at a recently-held meeting 
of the Dumbarton Educational Authority a letter was 


submitted from the Clerk to New Kilpatrick School Manage¬ 
ment Committee making a recommendation regarding the 
provision of a class in paper-making next 8es.sion. This 
was reserved for future consideration, but I undemtand 
that the feeling of the memliers was strongly in favour of 
such a class lieing started. 'Hie recommendation to start 
such a class is certainly an imjxirtant one, and it will lie 
interesting to watch further developments" which, of 
course. I liojie to clironicle in these columns in iliic course. 

In last issue I had some interesting infonnation to offer 
regarding the flotation of the well-known Donsid'e I’a|)er 
Comjiany, Limited, and I notice that the editor of a Scottish 
news]Ki]M'r—in referring to the five-and-a-half per cent, 
debentures free of income-tax to form a first charge on 
the heritable pnqx-rty of the eomjiany says that this is a 
sixicially gixxl offer that will yield fo the investor a hand¬ 
some return. " I’ajxr mills are doing remarkably well just 
now, but even before Hie war Dmiside jwiid average divi¬ 
dends of over ten |x?r cent.." is a continuing comment by 
the same writer. Aleantime 1 am plea.s('d to luid that there 
has been a big rush for Doiiside shares, and that this enter¬ 
prising conqiaiiy is starting on its new can*er under the 
most jironiisiiig aus)>ices. 

.'\t a recently-held sitting of Glasgow I lean of Guikl 
t.'ourl a plan anil |xrt.ition were pri-sented on Ixdialf of Messrs. 
John Craig and Son. Limited, to erect a new ami u|>-to-date 
stable at their well-known jxqxT mills in the Maryhill 
ilistrict of the city, ami- as the plans were found to be 
all in order the civic (xTinission was diilv forthcoming. 
This }Mirticulur firm arc the proprietors of the Dawsholm 
I’ajxjr Mills, and here is carricci on a large ami flourishing 
bnsine.ss in all branches.of the ]>a|MT-niaking traile. The 
firm is managtsl with outstanding enterprise in all its 
deiiartments, and altogether it is one of these sound business 
concerns of which the city of Glasgow has every reason to 
feel proud. 

Itecently a well-known Glasgow morning |ia]X'r started 
a campaign against the alleged wiustefuliiess show u by the 
l.alMtur h.xchangi's, and as a result many rorres|xindents 
sent in their views— one such letter-to-the-Eilitor apjiearing 
in print with the heailing : " The Pajwr Husine.ss ; Oflicials 
who J.ivc by Making Work."

This work 
could not lx? given to a temixirary clerk, as these tcm]xira- 
ries hail always outside business exjHTicnce and might 
have lost any of those vital circulars of instructions ! If 
you had sticn the volume of confidential waste pajx*r which 
four managers and dcqnities tore up and slowed away there 
woiilil not be such a terrible noise about the useless Ex¬ 
changes. 'i he tons of wastc-jiaper (olil forms and circulars) 
which it was our important work to prejiare, ditl the |)a)X‘r 
factories an enorinotis amount of gixxl.” 

Deep regret has licen occasioned among his many friemls 
in the Scottish |)a]X!rmaking trade at the death of Air. John 
Hutchinson Brown, who for so many years axTed as the 
manager of the well-known and old'-establishcrl Dalmarnock 
Pajier Mills in Gla.sgow.

THE AMERICAN PULP AND PAPER ASSOCIATION. 

FORTY-THIRD ANNUAL MEETINa 


The furty-lhird annual c-onventinn of liwi American Pulji 
and I’apcr .Assiiciation was held in New York rerenlly, and 
was an unqualilk-d .success. The l’resid«-nt (.Mr. (;«!or(;e VV. 
Sisson, Jun.) presided owr the i)r«K'<s'dinj;s at the annual 
liusino.ss niei!finj«, aiid^ in tlx* course of his opening; .address, 
said that the association was j>rowinf{ steadily in nieniher- 
ship and innuence, .-m inen-ase of over 71; memhers Ix'iiifj 
reported. He went on to say that there was a f'rowinf* .wiise 
:dl over the country of the importance and vit;il news.sity 
of their industry and a hifilier appreciation chi the part of 
owni'rs and niana{{ers of th<‘ dignified position the industry 
commanded amonf; the industries of .America. The asso¬ 
ciation couki not, theix-fore, shrink from full |>articipntion 
in the )«real drama of flu- industrial life of the nation, hut 
must lake p:trt in the liroad activities and nation.'d problem 
of .American industry. In a reference to the Naition.-d 
Industrial Conference Hoard, .Mr. .Sisson .said that the 
scientific ch.-iracter of its r«-search work in the indu.strial field 
and lh<‘ value and soundness of the conclusions reached had 
lux'n iiicreasinfily recojjni.sed until the Hoard was widely 
acknowlerljied .-us the most constructive agency in tin- 
country, havinfc to do with the solution of industrial 
lirofilems. 'Hie Hoard merited tlu-ir active co-iiperation and 
fienerous financial supjuirt, and he would like to six- the 
.Assiicialion contributinf» not less than $i,o(k), and 'indivi¬ 
dual contributions from the paper industry to a total of at 
least $2o,(KK>. 

Reviewinfj the que-stion i.f indiistria] n- 1 ations, .Mr. .Sis.son 
said that capital and l.-ibour would reach the sure f<round 
of adjustment whenever, throiifjh sanity or sufTerinf.', they 
h.nd arrived at a wiliinf«ness to lu» fair. Fairness was 
absolutely necessary to tlie full development of industry. He 
went ®p to say that the trouble had been that the. specious 
and unsound argunu'nts of the n^eitator had iret^wilh 
practically no orfrani.sed opposition, and the po.ssibililies of 
a camp.aif;n of education, in the simplest terms, on the 
fundamentals of economies were indeed f!r<‘al. 

In the aiurse of a reference to the necessity of industri.'il 
education, the Pre.sident went on to say that manufac¬ 
turers realised that they were dependent for their future 
on a iKitter adjustment between education and industry. To 
keep pupils in school was not so much to-rlay a programme 
for keeping them out of industry as it was a programme 


for fitting them better to take useful pl,-»ces in industry, and 
he advocatx-d the vi<-w that in the broad field of public 
cHlucation provision should be made for the real devclop- 
iiM-nt of .social and economic system hv ixairses giving good 
training for gciu-ral citisi-nship. 'fhe nwx*ssity for trained 
in<-n in the pnjs-r industry had'been clearly ri-cogni.s<*d, and 
the .'issiM'ialion had already cxmimended the niurse in voca¬ 
tional i-duc.-ition in paper-making prepared hy the joint 
Executive Committee of the Technical .Association. 
.Arrangements were being made for giving iiisirurlions 
Ihrnugh the use of text bisiks in various localitu-s. Those 
text books bad bix.-n prep;ire<l by the best qualified technical 
men, and when coinpk'ted would give the pulp and paper 
industry the distinction of f)eing the fir.st great indusirv that 
had provided means for instruction in thesi- ossi-ntini jiro- 
(x-sses. The expense of the committix* had bix*n kept strictiv 
within the limits of $30,000, of which $2o,n(x> was assessed 
U|>on mills in the United .Stales. .-About $16,000 of this had 
iH-i-n contributed by some hundix'd pulp and (taper firms. 

Mr. Sisson also ix'fi-rred to llie technical research which 
was being conducted in the Forest Frodiirts T..'il)oralorv at 
Madison, the Rureaii of Standards in Washington, and other 
ways. With regard to forest conservation, lie said, that 
prodigal and w.-isteful methods in th<* past, both in their 
fi)ix*st and in milt (trocessi-s, had brought the industrv and 
consuming (tiiblic f.-we to face with an alarming roniiilion. 
remedies for which would be difTiciill to find. .At the .Asso¬ 
ciation’s business ronferencx- last November, a report wa« 
givx'n emliiMlying a |ii'o|his<x1 nalional foresirv (lolicy of com- 
(jrehensive srniio. Five thousand cojiies of this re|)orl won- 
printed and distributed widely over the l''nili-d Slates and 
Canada, and in com|):irison with the suggested forest (mlicy 
pro|>osi'd bv other organisations, the rommitli-e’s (dans 
.-qiparontly mot tlie demands of the situation in a very 
elTective way. 

.A factor having praclicallv the most im|Kirtanl hearinf 
on the future raw material su|>|>lies for .American pulp and 
paper mills, said Mr. Sisson, was the attitude of ('anada in 
(irohibiting the exfiort of pul|> wesid from Ic.-ised Crown. 
Lands, even where, these leases were purchased vears ago 
in good faith bv American m.anufacturors, and the further 
intimation in recent public utterances by men <-f note in 
Canada that exjxirt of wood from private land might also 
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I)f I'nt.'iiliMl. While this .statenirnt and attitude iiiif^ht not 
wflci't a ilofinitely .sfttli?(l |Hilicy, they dfst'rvcd attention and 
disrtission by the members of the assiK'intion. The markets 
of .\merica hail been fretdy opened t«) the products of 
('anadi.'in mills ami the industry there o\v»>d its phenomenal 
d<‘veIopment to that fart. It was further true that Canadian 
industry must have .\meriran coal, of which several million 
tons annually wen- sent across the line. ('o.4>|s-ration on 
:i lar}je anil magnanimous sc.'ile, ;md in the most sym¬ 
pathetic S])irit must be th<* rule if the industry was to 
pros|s'r in both countries, t'nmmon fairness intimated that 
access to raw material should not be ik-nied on either side, 
and a reslrict<-d |W)licy in excess of what was fairly neces- 
sary for national requiremisnts was not in acc-ord with the 
co-o|s‘rative spirit which must rule in International' rela¬ 
tions. The so-r;illed Underwood resolutions then before 
('oiif're.ss provideil for the appointment of a rommi.ssion to 
tidee up thesi* matters with the Canadian Government, with 
a view to working; out a fair tind equitable solution, had the 
oflici.'d support of the association, :ind they confidently 
looked for a succe.ssful outcome of their ne^iotintions. 

Before concluding, the President, referriiifj to fon-ij>Ti 
trade, said that to be rerii^nis<‘d ns a de|>endable exporter 
.-\merlcii must show «*qual consideration for tlie foreifin 
market in times of inllateil riomnnd at home as in times 
of depression, and now was the time to keep faith with their 
newly-.aequireil friends. 

The re|>ort of the Secn-tary-'I'rcasurer was a comprehen¬ 
sive record of the .Association’s work durin{< the year, and 
an inter<‘stin>4 re|)ort was submitted by the Forestry t'om- 
mittee, which staled that the produciion of idl kinds of 
paper in the United States in ujio was nearly 6,2(X),0(k> 
tons, or 115 Ib.s. {ler capita. In newsprint alone the annual 
consumption had increased from 3 lbs. per capita in ifWo to 
not less than .15 lbs. in ii)2o. Incrx'iises in the use of other 
grades of paper had bei-n equally strikin)>, and no one could 
set a limit to the possible <-xlen.sicin of the field for pa[M'r 
products. .\s had lieen reix-aP-dly emphasised, the bulk of 
the raw material for paper now is wood, and probably 
would continue to be wood so loiif* as wood could be 
obtained. In referenev to tin- National Forest Policy 
several .suj»fjestions were made, including those of -1. fxir- 
manent annual Federal appropriation of $i,(xxj,o(K) to be 
expemled in co-operation with the State for forest pro¬ 
tection, care and manaf<»-ini-nt; an annual appropriation 
of $5,<KK>,iKK» for the purpose of enabling tlio Federal 
(iovernmeni to make a complete anil accurate survev of 
all lands now included within the boundaries of the national 
forest, etc.; a permanent annual Federal appropriation 
of not less than $_{,imio,ixh> to Is' exjiended in the com¬ 
pletion of the jirogramme contemplated in the .'icquiremeni 
of forest are.'is of nax’igable sln-.-ims in New England and 
the .Southern .Appalachians; the extension of general 
autliorilv to the Secretary of .Agriculture to exchange 
National West land, stuiiipage, or timber certificates for 
P'-ivfiti* timbered or cutover land within or adjacent to 
existing national forests. 


Thr .Annijai. Banqukt. 

.At the annual banquet of the .Association, the President 
(Mr. G. W. Sisson, Jun.) pn*siding, the principal guest was 
the Hon. Irvine L. Lenroot, Ignited States Senator fri ti 
W isconsin, who, in the course of his speech, said that a 
healthy cotintry Press was one of the strongest safeguarils 
of the nation. With rare exceptions they were patriotic, 
order-loving and law-abiding, and he suggested that even 
if their business w.is not so profitable to paper-makers, the 
country Press should rei-eive their supplies of paper upon 
reasonable terms. Referring to the high cost of Govern¬ 
ment, Mr. T.enroot asked, “ Do you realise that this year 
the taxes imposed by the Government of the United States 
amount to more than $250 for every family in the United 


Stales? .And, strange to say, the administrative ufliclals of 
this Government keep asking for monev, as if we had not 
whipjK-d ilic Germans, and as if the War was still upon 
us.’’ After a reference to the relations existing beiweim 
capital and labour, Mr. Lenrixit i-nlered iqion political 
topics, and discus.sed the question as to why the .S-nate 
did not ratify the treaty which President Wilson brought 
bark from Versailles. He said there was a fundamental 
differenci- betwism President Wilson and the Senate as 
to the rc.'ison why .\merica entered into the War. He did 
not agree with President Wilson that it was becau.si' they 
had no grievances of their own, but tln-rc was a high 
philanthropic purpo.se. The .Senati! voh.-d for the declani- 
tion of War prim.-irily becausi- they felt it was nece.ssari 
to preserve lilM-rty in America. 'Mr. Lenroot, in som'e 
furtiK-r observations, said that of all tlx- nations gathered 
rounil the Peace table :it Paris there was only one nation 
that sought no advantage for itself, and th.-it was the United 
.States of .America. (.Applause.) 

Another guest was the Rev. Dr. Jeremiah Boynton, who 
!iildr«-ssed thosi' present iis his dear parisliioner.s, in allu¬ 
sion to the fact that he invariably attends the annual 
dinner. In the cour.se of his .sjieech. Dr. Boynton 
advociited the idea that .American people should cultivate 
the intern.'ition.'d consci«-ncc. Tliere wen- some people who 
were saying that they must ab.solutely lake rare of America 
willy-nilly and le.ive tlie international situation to take care 
of itself. It was not always .so. That w.-is not the thought 
of .Abraham Lincoln. The truth was that the world was 
greati'r than even the .American heart. He mentioned the 
case of a great New A'ork banker who h.-id gone over to 
London, Paris, Vienn:i, and other cities, to set- if anything 
could be taught him about finance. Th:it banker had not 
been gone one month bi-fore he found his fundamental ideas 
were wrong, and that they had tube ab.solutelv changed. If 
tliere were any iieople present who had never seen tin- 
situation as it exists to-day in I'rance, (lermany, Ik-lgium, 
;iiid l-'ngl:md, and who h:id reckoned tlw-mselves competent 
to make the great conclusion, tin-y were liki-ly to be mis- 
t:d{en, anil that was one of the grc.-it perils of .American 
life in all its departments. The first thing which was 
necess.-iry for .-America to-day was vision. What .America 
ins-ded iiiori- than anything elsi' was International know¬ 
ledge horn of International observation. In tin eloquent 
passage. Dr. Boynton .said: “How does it happen that 
.America, disinterested, magniliri-ntly sacrificial, appears to 
have withdrawn from the internation.-d situation, and 
be making an owrdone principle of her own national 
.'ifTairs? .-America, who the fortunes of AVar have favoured 
.'IS no otlier nation in the world, half of all the gold in the 
world in the treasuries of thi- I’nib-d States, and ;i thir-l 
of all the diamonds in the world glistening in the ears and 
on the bosoms of our women; .Americ.-i, whose losses in 
W!ir were so slight, so pathetic, for those that experienced 
tln-m, sixty or seventy ihous.-ind beneath the daisies and the 
poppies ill l-'rance and two or three hundred thoicsand 
more mained in one wav or .-mother, while Knghind with 
her 4S.cxKi,ooo in Great Britain, laid i,mxi,(Kxi of the flower 
of her country beneath the popjiies of I'landers, and has 
had ^,iK(0,(KKi maimi-d in mon’ or less degree for their whole 
life.’’ Continuing, Dr. Bovnhin s.nid they could not take 
the measurement of their girth and the temper.-iture of their 
bodies and just plan together about themselves and “think 
that evervthing was going to go on, and that they were 
going to he in a position where, wlien there was trouble 
in some other p.i.rt of the world, they could just siniply 
extend their lordiv dictum and the world would readjust 
itself according to their .smug and insular ideas. That was 
not the way influence went in the world to-day. Dr. 
Bovnton concluded bv appealing for an “ Internationale of 
Gentlemen,” and prayed that the day would soon come 
when there shall lie a real Federation of the World and a 
real Parliament of Men.

British Patent Perforated Paper Co. 

At a meeting of the Balmain N.S.W. Council, a letter 
was read from the British Patent I’crforatcd Paper Com¬ 
pany’s representative, directing attention to their applica¬ 
tion for permission to erect a factory on a site in the pr«i- 
posed residential area. It was pointed out that only clean 
paper cuttings was the refuse from the factory, which was 
at prc.sont cai'ried on in llamilitun Street, City. A fiara- 
graph was added to the effect that the (kiuncil coiikl not 
hope to prewnt these water frontages being utili.scd, because 
undisr the new Federal ta’-iff the progress of Sydney would 
be so great in the immediate future, that factories would 
certainly be established on them, some of them perhaiw 
of a noxious character compared with that of the applicants.

Foreitry Inveitigatioiii. 

The New South Wales Government has appointed a 
Committee to carry on forest research work. The ^neral 
direction of the inquiries and tests is to be the determination 
of the pulping and paper-making qualities oi inaigenous 
woods and material; to find by distillation the tar, oil, gas, 
and the other properties ol indigenous woods; and the 
investigation of starch, spirit, and other values in forest 
products, the chemical properties ut gums, resins, imd saps; 


and the fibre values of forest material. It is of interest 
to note as one of the results ol forest research that the jm}ier 
%hcx)l of the University oi Grenoble lias conducted an 
investigation into the possible utilisation ot Australian 
eucalyptus for paiier making. Immature trc(^s of IL globulus 
were use<l with very favourable results, and the experts 
there liclieve that the immature eucalyptus offer a gixid 
material for the establishment of a paiicr industry in 
Australia.

A Compen^on Claim. 

In the District ('oiirt, before Judge Scholcs, Ailcen Tere.sa 
Forrester, widow. Gore Hill, claimed £500 compensation, 
less £i a week already paid, from the Cumberland Faper 
Board Mills, Ltd., on behalf of herself and three chihlren. 
In her statement of claim applicant .set out that her hus- 
tmnd. Charles Forrester, who was employed as a carpenter 
at the company's factoiy at lAingiicvillc, fell from a height 
at which he was working on July 8, 1918. This, it was 
alleged, cau.st;d a clot of blood to form on the brain. He 
died on January 27, 1920. Notici; of the accident was 
not served on respuident, who, either the first or .second 
week after the accident, voluntarily i«Hd the first weekij 
iiuitalment of £1. The payments continued until abruit 
the end of Septemlier. Respondent denied liability. The 
only accident that ever occurred to deceased was that on 
July 8, 1018, in resixict of which respondent had paid eight 
weeks' compensation, anrl in regard to w'hich no notice 
of claim was made by deceased. Decision was rc.scrvcd.

A SeriooB Inrinnation. 

It is not likely that either the Federal or the Victorian 
Government will repeat in a hqrry the experiment of sending 
an official ahrmul to pure hast; supplies of paper that can 
be manufactured in Australia (says the Melbourne Age). 
lUectors, as well as manufacturers, are apt to l>c paincil 
by such a pniceccliug, and to remember it. The Federal 
Government, lucking the stable dwir after the horse had 
Ixilted, ordered an inquiry into the proceeding. The 
inquiry was held. The finding is in the possession of the 
Federal Govcrnmeiil. For some season or other the 
Federal Government has not published fully that finding, 
iuid manufacturers and others are curious to know why. 
The simplest explanation that tlie tiovcriimont can offer, 
it is suggested, is to ]>ulilish the report. Meantime State 
(ioveriiment circles arc inlcrcslcd in the statement made 
by Mr. Martyn (vicc-prcsiilcnt of the Victorian Chamber 
of Manufactures) at the annual meeting of the As.sociatC (1 
Chambwu of Manufactures at Adelaide, to the effect that 
he hswl asked a V^ictorian Government official what was 
the margin of preference for Australian goiKls, and the 
official replied, “ That depends on what 1 am going to 
got out of it.” The maniifaciurcr, Mr. Martyn said, " re¬ 
fused the bribe, and the order was placed outside 
Australia at a higher cost.” Questioned as to 
whctlier he proposed to order an inquiry into so serious 
a charge, the Premier (Mr. Lawson) said that he was inviting 
Mr. Martyn to say whether he liad been correctly reported, 
and, if so, to furnish the Goveniment with more definite 
information as to the official and tlie circumstances referred 
to.

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CANADA'S PULP AND PAPER 
INDUSTRY. 

It would tuke 344 years to exhaust the Canadian pulp 
wood limits at current rate of consumption, says the 
Montreal corrospomlcnt of Tfie Wall Street Journal, if 
the estimate of tlic Dominion Commission of Conservation 
be reasonably accurate!. 'J'he limits contain at least 
1,033,000,000 c.ords, a thinl in Quebec Province. 

Annual cut rose from 482,000 cords in too 8 to 2,104,000 
in 1917. 'I'he industry of manufacturiiiK wmxl pulp and 
ncwsjirint ranks third in consc(|ueni:c. Over 25o,tKH),ooo 
dollars arc invcstcsl in it. This iiichidus large sums of 
liquid capital. Upward of 100,000.000 dollars of the total 
visible capital is within the great Crown Province of 
QiielxH-, claimant of platinate privileges. Neither axe 
nor transport has touched more than the forest's edge of 
this undeveloped wealth. Aeroplane lire patrol has perhajw 
approaclusl nearest to a survey of capacity contents. 

A mamifiu'.turcr told a representative of The Wall 
Sirrrt Journal it lias always Ixxm the (xjlicy of the Dominion 
both to ct)n.servc these rtwources and to encourage the 
manufactuKi of wckmI pulp and newsprint jis a basic Cana- 
<lian industry. Therefore for more than ten years exports 
of pulp aiul w(kkI from Quebec Crown lands have been 
prohibiteil. iCxports from f(!C lands have not lieeii pro¬ 
hibited. but they have not la>en .stimulated. 

America’s I>i-:i>lktI';i> Ki-^sources. 

With the tleplction of American pulp wood resources, 
and the enormous increast; in American consum|>tion of 
newsprint, now siqiplied to 23,000 publications, a revolu¬ 
tion has taken place in the economic and strategic condition 
of the industry in North America. Eleven years ago the 
United States could rely on her own i>apcr mills fur all her 
rei]uirement.s, consumptive aiul ex])ort. She now buys 
from Canadian mills one-third of the newsprints .she uses 
herself or resells. The United Stales tj)ok from ('.anada 
in the year eiuUsl March, 1920, 838,732 curds of pulp w<x)d ; 
in the i«»i9 year, i,5«)7,o.(2 cords; and in the 1918 yc.'ir, 
1,002,127 cords. In the calendar year lyio the Uiiititl 
States imix)rt«sl, almost entirely from Canada, 180,383 
tons of mechanically ground pulp, 387,000 tons of chemi¬ 
cally trcatMl pulp, and 12,556,000 cwt. of news]>rint. In 
1013 imiKirts were : -167,739 tons of mechanicidly ground 
pulp, 373,567 tons of chemically treated juilp, anil but 
4,464,000 cwt. of newspi-int, or only a third of current 
im{x>rts need. 

Ex[xirts of Canadian jiulp w.khI to the American .side 
in 1913 cxcccdcil i,o(k>,(kk) cords, well alwvc the figures 
for both 1920 and 1918. l^ar shortages ;ind emliargocs 
figured in the 1920 decrease. But with the large and growing 
capital investment in mill jilaiit expansion, jiarainoiint 
importance hius been not unnaturally always attache d to 
the primary maintenance of the raw sup]>lics of Canadian 
mills as well as the protection of the manufactured output. 

Nor lias it been passed over without note (hat, whereas 
in 1913 the United States exported but 395,519 cwt. of 
woixl pulp and 1,147,194 cwt. of newsprint. .American 
1919 exports were 715,000 cwt. of wixid pulp and 2,205,898 
cwt. of newsprint. 

, Canada's Increasing Output. 

Canada is rapidly increa.sing her newsprint output. 
In the first three months of 1920 this totalled 371,745 
tons against but 689.847 tons for the whole year 1917. 
Meanwhile she says to the publishers: " Patience, kind 
sirs. How can each of six large gentlemen expect enough 
pie with but three slices to go round ? " After a while 
the Camulian pie oven will be large enough for even the 
American adviTtiser and the soporific crudities of the 
Sunday supplement. 

Now car shortage has been placed under relief agreement. 

' Collect" freight bills on all exports of pulp wood, pulp 
and newsprint are the order on the Canadian railwa}rs. 


Pourparlers and rationing paroles d’honneur have replaced 
threats of coal embargoes and other foolish sayings and 
doings, it is as obvious to Canada that national as well 
as world economics call for the manufacture of newsprint 
on the side of the St. (..awrence where the pulp wood tree 
grows, as that the Mississippi levees might not be a bad 
locality for the world's largest cotton mills.

NEW YORK.— A strong demand for chemical piilj) 
c(»ntinues to lx; e.x}H-rienc.ed, but during the early part of 
last month all grach's were very scarce, notwithstanding 
the efforts of domestic mills to cojx* with orders. Shij)- 
ments from abroad were, so light that they had little 
or no effect ujxm the market and imjMnters did not 
hold out any ho])C of any increase in tlie supplies from 
Scandinavia for the present, esjxxdally in view of the 
European demand. 


MECHANICAL 

NEW YORK.—'flic demand for mechanical puliJ 
continues to be in excess of all previous exiierience, and 
papt^r manufatdtirt'rs arc generally unable to obtain 
sufficient pulp to meet their requirements. Weather 
conditions are said to have been more favourable for 
grinding optirations, but traasport difficulties still 
exercise an influence on supplies. Some authorities are 
of the opinion that the presejit scarcity is likely to be 
accentuated in the near future. 

CHEMICAL. 

GOTHENBURG.—latest rejxjrts are to the effect 
that the. market has undergone no <diangc, prices being 
still firm. So far as this year’s products of sulphite 
pulp is concerned, there remains little that is not disposed 
of. It is reported here that something like 300,000 tons 
of chemicnl pulp have, been sold for delivery next year, 
and that large contracts have b<;cn made- with British 
and Continental c«)nsunu!rs for dt^livery ne,\t year and 
l()22. Easy bleaching is quoted uj) to krs. 1,150, strong 
about krs. 920, .and krafl krs. 725 Jind upwaiils. 

MECHANICAL. 

GOTHENBURG. - .\n extremely brisk demand is 
being e.xperieuced for nn;chanical pulp and numerous 
sail's have been effet'ted for delivery well forward. 
Moist mechani<-al is quoteif at figures ranging around 
krs. 315. Dry nKX'hanical meets with but a imxl- 
erate demand at prices uj) to krs. 700. 

CHEMICAL 

CHRlSTfANI.A. firm tone characterisiis the 
chemical pulp marki't and prices continue to advance 
stciulily. The quotations are. approximately as follows : 
Bleaching sulphite, krs. i.()25 ; easy bli'aching, krs. 1,220 ; 
strong, krs. i.ikxj; and kraft, krs. 8fK). 

MECHANICAL. 

('HRfSTIANIA.—The general situation in the me¬ 
chanical market has undergone no change, but may Ix^ 
^h^scribed as fairly quiet. Several sales of considerable 
volume havi^ been made; for delivery next year and prices 
up to about krs. 300 f.o.b. Dry mechanical is 
fetching about krs. 675. 


SUGGESTED MANUFACTURE OF WOOD PULP IN ARGENTINA 


The Buenos .tyn-.s correspoixlent of the financier writes :— 
“ 'I'hc utilisation of the forest.'il riches of Misiunes 'rerritory, 
.Argentina, for the nianufaeture of pa()er pulp is a suggi's- 
tion that has met with favour among those interested in 
developing this industry in the n>untry. .Adequate means 
of water trnns|x>rtiition is one of the i-sixx'ial advantages 
emphasised. This territory, containing about n.yiKi square 
miles, is in the extreme north-west of .Argentina, lying 
hctwwm the rivers Parana and Uruguay, which, in. that 
region, average about 50 miles .'qxirt. .Since the Panina is 
navigable for large steamers, water communication can be 
maintained with Buenos Ayn's, Monte Video and other 
fxirts. Misiunes is tropical and heavily wexided, more than 
700 varieties of trees having been aiunted; among these is 
an abundant tree, called caraguatazul, said to be very well 


suited for pafx'r pulp. .Almost all of .Argentina's supply of 
pa|x»r is rereived from other countries, and in projxirtion to 
the population thisre is a considerable consumption of pajier 
and paper prixiucts. Several local paper mills im|M)rt pulp 
.and waste pnxlucts to ii certain extent, however. The 
following figures give tlx' importations of pulp and of the 
rougher pa|M*rs for the six months’ period ending June 30, 
WcHxi jiulp, 7,050 gross tons; ix-ws pa|X!r, 17,745 
tons; wrapping paper, fMS tons; paste-board, 2,716 tons; 
Ixrnk pafX'r, 3,415 tons. Although the Torritorviof Misiunes 
is sp.'irsely settled, it is one of the sections to which immi¬ 
grants arc now turning. A holding, containing 416,81x1 
acres, covered with hitavy forests with an abundama' of 
.Araucanian pines 66 ft. high, was recently offert'd for sale 
at about 2 dollars per acre."

SWEDEN. 

[from our own correspondent,] 

Stockholm, June 33, 1920. 

Both secthms of the pulp market continue to exhibit 
a Arm tone, the demand being greatly in excess of supplies 
for deliveries within the next tw<» or three months. As 
a matter of fact, there is very little sulphite pulp of this 
year's production w'hich remains unsold, but large contracts 
have been entered into for delivery next year at prices 
below current figures, and some cases arc reported where 
delivery is not to be made until 1922. Very much the 
same may be said of the mechanical pulp market, “ Moist ” 
being quickly snapixid up at about Iffs. 315. There is, 
however, only a mcHlerate demand for the “ Dry ” variety. 

The Svenska Kullagcr A/B announces a net profit for 
1919 of 11.2 million kroner, against 14.2 million in 1918. 
The dividend is reduced from 18 to 15 per cent. 

Another reduced dividend is that paid by the Stora 
Kopparberg Company, viz., 15 per cent., as against 20 iier 
cent, a year ago. Ttie net surplus is 8‘i million kroner, 
as against ii'3 million kroner in 1918.

NORWAY.

Christiania, June 25. 1920. 

NoTWiTHSTANoiNti the fact that the market for chemical 
pulp continues to exhibit a firm tone, there has been some 
falling off in briskness compared with last month. This, 
however, is attributed to the summer holidays. Sales have 
been effected at full prices, and in view of the business done 
for the remainder of the year and 1921 it is generally 
anticipated that pru»s will continue high, jiossibly rising 
during the ciLSuing autumn and winter. 

With reganl to mechanical pulp, conditions have been 
somewhat quiet, and the siqiplies for shipment for this 
year are cxcixidingly limited. Current pruxis for moist 
mechanical range around krs. 330, while " Dry ” is quoted 
at krs. 735 and upwards. 

Considerable jierturbation has been caused among 
Norwegian papir manufacturers by the allegations of 
profiteering which have licen made in certain sections of 
the English press. In contradiction some of the statements 
made, it is pointed out that owing to the enormous growth 
of the demand and the increase in the cost of all raw 
materials, as •well as plant, machinery, wages and taxation, 
a position has been created in w'hich practically little 
margin of profit remains. One of the great difficulties 
has been the scarcity of freightage, but this has now 
somewhat improval, and it is suggested that the easiest 
way to reduce prices of paper would be for Great Britain 
to make Norway a more liberal coal allowance at more 
reasonable prices and with lc.s.s delay in delivery'. The 
quality of the coal should also be Improved. The point 
is emphasised^that cheaper paper entirely depends upon 
cheapCT, better and larger quantities of British coal.

FINLAND. 

[from our own correspondent.] 

Helsingfors, June 21, 1920. 

An event of considerable interest to the Finnish pulp 
and paper industiy has been the visit paid during thra 
month by representatives of British newspapers to this 


country. A well-organised tour has, I believe, been 
thoroughly enjoyed by the visitors, and I am told the 
hospitality of the Amalgamated Finnish Paper Industry has 
been very greatly appreciated. The Paper-Maker wUl, 
no doubt, have something to say with regard to the visit, 
seeing that your Mr. H. G. Phillips was a member of the 
party. 

Considerable improvement continues to mark the export 
trade in paper. Indications are not lacking that a return 
to more stable conditions will be made during; next year. 

Yon will already have received information that the 
Finnish Rikstad has called u})on the Government to 
immediately adopt measures for the removal of the in- 
crea.sed prices of p^r which were introduced after March 
I, the refusal of all unreasonable prices advance in the 
future, the prohibition of exports of paper until home 
requirements have been satisfied, and for the establishment 
of a State paper mill in which the Government would 
hold the majority of shares.

Pctrograil, June 16, 1920. 

There is little change or improvement to be recorded 
concerning the ]>apcr-making industry. Raw materials 
are very .scarce, transport is jiractkally at a standstill, and 
output is practically negligible. The .scarcity of all kinds 
of paper Is undoubtedly very .serious and it is doubtful 
whether the situation will be any brighter for some time 
to come.

SEA.WEED FOR PAPER-MAKING. 

The Thames Paper Company, limited, has carried out 
an exjieriment on the sqa-w’ced that is to be found in the 
estuary of the Thames, and which is a fairly common type 
along the shores of this country. This was dealt with in 
the Comjany’s laboratory, and the chemist's report is 
given below; from this it will lie observed that the fibre 
content of this sea-weed is practically nil. 

It is probable, however, that the type of sea-weed suit¬ 
able for this purpose Is somewhat different, for, as stated 
in various issues of The Board of Trade Journal, companies 
have been formed in Italy and Japan for the purpasc of 
exploiting sea-weed in this way. In 1917 the South 
Australian Deiiarlment of Chemistry published a Bulletin 
on the subject. As the possibility of utilising this raw 
material in the manufacture of paper is of great interest 
at the present time, further inquiries are being made into 
the question. The chemist’s report referred to above is 
as under:— 

. S am ples from tlie local foreshore have been carefully 
examined from the above standpoint:— 

Water content, 73.50 per cent, (as received). 
Bone dry weight, 26.30 per cent. 

This latter was chiefly dirt and foreign matter. Salt 
(sodium chloride and other halogens), and colloidal sub- 
stmices akin to gelatine. The amount of fibre was prac¬ 
tically neg^ible and was extremely difficult to isolate on 
account of the " colloids." Cellulose was not worth 
estimation, and the sample was aseless as a raw material 
for paper-making.

It is contemplated 
that this ('ommissioii, if apjxiinted, should report to the 
President in Dcccndier as to what action Congress should 
take to aid in obtaining a cancellation of the restrictive 
tirders.

Printing Paiier to be Admitted Free ol Dntjr. 

By a recent Act of Congress it is prrfvided that printing 
l>apcr, iinsiml, si/.cd or glued, suitable for the printing 
of IxHjks and newspapers (but not for the covers or bindings), 
not specially j)rovided for in the American tariff, is for a 
perksl of tw«i years from the date of the Act—April 23, 
11)20—'to l)C admitt(!d into the United States free of duty 
wiicn N-alued at not more than eight cents per lb., and 
to be subject to a duty of 12 ^)er cent, ad valorem if tlic 
value is more than eight cents ^ler lb. After the lapse of 
two years the provisions of tariff nuinlxTS 322 and 567, 
as amended, are to apply, and papier valued at not more 
than ftw cents js-r lb. will lx? duly fnie, whil.st that of greater 
value will jiay 12 pcT cent, ad valorem. It is exprc.s.sly 
stated that pa[K-r commercially known as hand-miulc or 
machine hand-made paiicr, and also Japan paper aiul 
imitation Japan paper, by whab^ver name it may be known, 
is excludcil from the jirovisions of the new Act.

Reported Shipments of Cotton Linters to England. 

It is iT-poiied that j»art of the American Government’s 
sUa'k of linters, r(‘pr<.'senting practically iin accunndation 
(f a year’s cutting at /i^o per ton, is gnulually 
finding its way to N'ew Orleans. l.a.. tor c.vportation to 
Knglaiid for the ^wijs-r tr;ide here. It is stated that ship¬ 
ments have alreiuly lieen made from ttiat ]>ort, and the 
IJ.S. Government’s .S.geiit is said to Ik; devoting much 
energy with a view of effecting furllter exportations. 
Relative to the (ju(!.stion of the jU'cMluction of hull fibre 
siK’cially for the pajx'r tr;i<le, the Memjihis Hull Fibre 
Company is cutting all the seed it can gel ]>urely for this 
ti'iule in England. The company is British owmxl anil 
managed, it is understood, and the apparent sms-ess of 
this lirm has caused no little consideration ot this market 
among the prominent oil crushers in the South. It is 
known that two shipments ol hull fibre haw Ix-en maile to 
Japan for a similar pur]>ose, thesi* involving lots ol 200 
and 2150 tons lor exjrerimeiilal purposes.

The Senate Committee and the PapCT Shortage.

Before the war these rates tif interest wouhl liave been 
citnsitleretl ubsunllv high. esjHTially when guaranteed 
by firms of the highest repute, but thise things serve 
again to ri'inind ns and all cimci'rned in financial 
o]M-raliiins, large or small, that we inn.-l realise that 
we have I'lilered on a tu‘w standard of values atulthat 
the concerns who in future years can only show a 
prolit at the pre-war scale will have It) seriously ctiii- 
sider their ]H)silioii. It i.- also extremely regridlahle 
that some of the laige hanks are making matters at 
till- moment more dilliciilt by lightening thi> marki't 
at a timt‘ when certainly everyont' in the pajxT trade 
iieetls four or livi' times the eapital for onlinary pay¬ 
ments. » 

These facts are sometimes overlooked when coin- 
nieiits are being math as to thi* intlaled priees being 
paid for British paix-r mills fully e«|iiip|)ed. More tliaii one 
I rilit apjiears to lose sight of the main fact that the mar¬ 
ket value of an imdtTtaking to-day is not what it was 
worth in ttji.j, hut what it would cost to put ilown a 
mill now or five or ten ye.irs hence, and tlittse who havtr 
any knovvletlge of the cstiinalt's of linildiug and maehi- 
nery will not he in iloiiht as to what astounding figure's 
the present values amount to. The same may he said 
regariliiig crilicisins of divideivls paid and jirolits 
earned liy pai>er-makiiig coneenis in this ami other 
countries. Pre-war standards must lx- forgotten, as 
they can have no relation to present and fiitnri; require¬ 
ments. In other words, they must have some apjiro- 
priate ratio to to day’s .eosls of eqiiipint'iit, main- 
lenanee and production, togiither with the fact tliat the 
jmrehasing power of money comes home as ilirectly 
to the investor as it does to the worker. .AjqKirently 
this self itvident fact is very frequently ovtu'ItMiketl. 
Just one other aspect of the ImiK-rial Pajx-r Mills' 
new iindei .akirig reminds ns that the leiideiicy of the 
time is for great undertakings to be self-contained. 
On the othiT hand at least two important concerns in 
this country - Messrs. Edward Lloyd, Ltd., and Mes.srs. 
Thomas Owen and ('o., f-td. havt; disjxsnsed with 
woixt pulp holdings in Scandinavia in recent years, 
and there is a gtHxl deal to be said for and agiiinst a 
proprietary siijijily as against purchasing in the ojHtn 
market. It is an ojx-n sitcret that there are other big 
Canndian projects in course' of develoj)inent, and Sweden, 
Norway, Finland and fit'rmany art' also keenly alive 
to the jxissibilities ol the growing demands for pulp 
and for jiapiT.

Returning to our respective hotels we began preparations 
for what was an event of considerable importance to us— 
the official reception of our party. This took place at 
Societetshusets Hotel at 8 p.m., when we were welcomed 
by Col. S^lachius (president), Baron Gustaf Langenskiold 
(vice-president), and Dr. Leo Ehrnrooth (general managing 
director), of tlie Amalgamated Finnish Paper Industry; 
Mr. Woltcr ^msay (chairman) and Col. Victor Favre 
* director), of the Finnish Roardmill Union; 

Mr. Jltt^ von Julin (chairman), and Mr. Walter Grasbeck 
(managing director), of the Finnish Cellulose Union: 
General Rudolf Walden (chairman) and Mr. Hjalmar 
Gron^k (managing director), of the Finnish Papermill 
Association. Others who received us with the utmost 
cordiality were the Prime Minister of the Republic of 
Finland, Mr. R. Erich; the Minister of Commerc'.e, Dr. 
Leu Ehrnrooth; the Minister of Communications, Mr. 
Magnu^IauKjnius; the Foreign Minister, Mr. Rudolf 
Hjjdsti; the liritiSivwl^mwter, Mr. Kidston; the British 
'Military Attache, Majo^Mits^s; First Swretary, Mr. 
Hicks Beach; aiul the llritish Consul, Mr. Cyril H. Mackie, 
who al.so accomiianied the party through the country. 

Inclusive of the British delegation there must have been 
some 200 guests at what was, indeed, a very interesting 
function, affording as it did an opportunity of meeting so 
many representatives of the ))oliticaI, industrial, aiul com¬ 
mercial life of Finland. 

In according a hearty welcome to the British rci)re- 
sentatives of the news])aper world, Mr. de Julin said 
tlmt they were also very glad to scs* there the official 
British repre.sentativ«!, Mr. Kklston, a nuiulMsr of ntembers 
of their own (Jovernment, including the Prime .Minister, 
}vhilc at the same time they had the honour of seeing as 
their guests in the ccjuntry so many prominent repre.stinta- 
tives of Great Britain. The relations between the United 
hffngdom and this country had always interested them 
very greatly. He need scarcely mention that the Finnish- 
.sawn timber, Finnish pulp, and Finnish butter had always 
found a goo(l market in England ; while on the other hand 
industrial products and raw material from the Unittsl 
Kingdom and its colonics had alw'ays been welcomed in 
I'inland. The textile industry used almost e.\clusivcly 
English machinery, and he would .say that there were 
exceedingly few of their industries in which they could 
not find machinery from I£ngland. Their steamers and 
mercantile marine came chiefly from the United Kingdom. 
They were driven by British coal, and before the war 
British coal was a’sr» used by the Finnish railways. The 
party were no doubt aware of these facts, but he could not 
•omit sayijig that evcrj'one in Finland who had done busi¬ 
ness with English people had recordc<l their <l,ecp admira¬ 
tion for English busine.ss methcxls. Remote and small 
as this country was, Mr. de Julin said it had naturally 
not been able to raise the same interest in the great British 
nation as either countries, which were richer anti had a 
better gcog aphicaf situation. Owing to the dependence 
of their country on Rassia during the last 100 years, it 
had been difficult for them to make themselves as well 
known as they should have wished. Russia had always 
tried to keep Finland in the shade. After the war of 
Independence of the year 1918, they t>btained freedom 
from their dependent position and, .so tt) speak, stood 
on their own feet. Since then they had tried to make 
their <»wn amntry known, and to inspire in other countries 
that confidence on which every gootl and lasting relation¬ 
ship must be built. (Applause.) They therefore valued 
very highly the friendly way in which they had accepted 
their invitation. With their permission he would ask 
their attention for a moment, in order to try and give 
them a short account of the progress of the paper-industry 


from the earlier ages. Civilisation and paper had been 
closely connected from the earliest times. The earliest 
writing on paper was believed to be the " Papyrus Roll,” 
preserved in the National Library in Paris, It dated from 
.1.50® years before the birth of Christ. It was, therefore, 
5,400 years old. and in these times paper was made of an 
Egyptian p'ant called Cypsnis Papyrus. China was 
believed to have been the first country to make paper on 
more or less the same mcthcKl as was now used in the paper 
mills. In the year 1640, when Abo l.'niversity was founded 
and the first real flower of Finnish civilisation saw the 
light, it was natural that paper came into the programme 
of advancement. In the first few years of the Academy's 
existence imixirted paper was used, and there were indica¬ 
tions that in 1665 the Academy reccivcil permiasion to 
import, free of customs duty, 100 reams of |)apcr, a quantity 
which was afterwards increased. The first known paper- 
mill in Finland, was founded as far as they knew, in 
iW>o, but it only worked for a short time. The oldest 
mill in Finland, which was still working, was founded in 
1770, and had bixm knmvn since 1852 by the name of 
J. C. Frenckell & Son f'omjiany. The next }iapermiil to 
be established was Terwakoski (.'ompany, which was 
founded in 1018. .\boiit ten other papermills wen* then 
founded lietween 1820-1860. but none of the.se still exi.sted. 
-All of them made ragpaper by hand, and it was 
not until i8()o that the first w(K)dpiil]> mill in Finland w'as 
established. In 18^10-1885 a number of pulping mills 
grew up in connection witli paiicrmills and most of them 
were still working. He might mention that among these 
was Wantta. w'hich was ourned by the G. A. Serlachius 
Company, founded in 1864, and Kymmenc Mills, founded 
in 1872-75. In the year 1885 the jiaiwr industry again 
entered upon a new era through the beginning of the 
chemical {mpermills. The first chemical paiicrmill (Natrum 
method) was built at Wa’kiakoski, and the first sulphite 
papermill at Nokia. The nineties of the last century 
formcfl another new pliasc in the history of the paper 
industry in certain sulphite pulp factories, which were 
still of importance in the country. They wTre built lietwccn 
i()00-i()i.t, and at this time sulphate papermills began 
to grow up in large numbers. C^mtinuing, Mr. dc Julin 
gave some interesting figures which showed the develop¬ 
ment of the payicr industry, ]>at>ermill. cardlxiard mills, 
etc., in Finland ilitring the last 35 years. In 1885, he 
said, they employed 2,100 workers; in 1905, 4,ii(); in 
11109, 9,117 ; and in 1919. 14.9.39 woikcrs. In 1885 there 
were 27 mills; in 1895, .37 I *‘”‘1 the 

number was 51, while to-day there arc nearly one hundred. 
Dealing with wages, he said that the amount t>aid in the 
paper industry in 1909 was 7,537,249.«)9 mark^ for 6,587 
workers; in 1914, 9.511.485.91 marks for 9.^32 workers; 
in I 9 i 9 . 54 . 3 . 30 ..SI 5 . 7 I marks for 14,939 workera. The 
sawing mill indastry had not such lengthy traditions in 
the country, but he would mention that in this department 
from a small beginning w'ith the watermills and hand¬ 
sawing, it had gradually grown since the middle of the 
19th century, when steam came into use. till it was nrw 
one of their largi'st and most important export industries. 
The support always given to this industry in Great Britain 
had certainly been the driving force of the development. 
He had not b(*en able to get the old statistics of the saw 
mill industry, but in i8<a> they exported jfto.ooo stamlards, 
in 1913, 624,000 standards, and they estimated the exprirt 
for this year at about 750,000 standarils. The wages 
paid in the saw mill industry were, in 1915, 7,106,297.59 
marks for 10,414 workers; in 1919, 46,254,436.93 marks 
for 12,009 workers. They would sec from this that Finnish 
industries had made swift progress during the la.st few 
decades. Moreover, they had courage to look forward 
to the future full of optimism because they did not con¬ 
sider that the progress wsis anything like finished. 
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(Applause.) According to calculations that have been made, 
the country still posse-ssed vast resources in forests that 
had not yet been opened up. They would be of gCMxi value 
for the supply of raw material for the pai)er industry in the 
years to come. One calculation that had been made 
showed that the private and state owned forests of Finland 
contain about 450,000.000 cm. of timber which was suit¬ 
able for pulp making. Acc«)rding to the present rate of 
production of this raw material it would last for 1.^5 yea-s 
without considering at all the annual growth, in other 
\V. the y c«iul<l easily double their production, without 
diminulinfig their forests. Jle hoped, continucHl Mr. dc 
Julin, that on the journey, the programme of which was 
already ui our hands, that we woidd sec the Archipelago 
which protected their coasts and a^so some of the ino.st 
imp:)rtant industrial centres in the country. They would 
also see their lakes, the natural water-ways, by which 
they brought the raw materials down to the mills. Their 
forests, which supplieil that raw material and the rajiids, 
which ’i;.the driving force.

The trip through the 
rnniish Archijielago was a delightful one an<I many were 
the expres.sions of admiration of the scenery we |)a.s.se(i. 
(.)ur journey endeil at 7 p.ni.. when we were rweived on tlur 
«iu;iy by .Mr. Mrofeldt, of the famous linn of (lut/eit & Co., 
who addn>s.s«'d us wifh a few words of welcome. Each 
member of the ]>arty was then presented witli a spceijilly 
printed cojiy of the Sotka Syhrtrr, a 4-page hx^al joiirnai, 
the leading article of which exteiuled " (Ireetings to the 
Hejiresentatives of the British Ih-ess.” .\ short history 
of the town stated that Kotka. the l‘'inni.sh word for eagle, 
i.-i the name of one of the thousand islands in the Uiilf of 
I'iiiland, and the town is built on the island. On account 
of its favourable situation, Kotka has lieeome one of the 
most imjiortant jxirfs in l-'inland for the exfxirt of timbt;r, 
’ lia|K!r anil wiskIjmiIj). It is here that the well-known 
firm of Akticbolaget W. tJutzeit & fo. have their head- 
ipiarters, owning three saw mills in Kotka and one saw mill 
in Kuttois, in addition fo a large soda fndp mill, the annual 
output of which is alxmt .to.ooo tons of .soda jmlj). The 
majority of the scares in this (',omi»iny belongs to the 
Governiiient of ^■inland, which ]>urcha.scd them from the 
Norwegian founders in 1018. The managing director of 
the firm is now tlonsul Herman Heiberg, the manager of 
the pulp mill being Engineer Olof tilcierscn. 'fhe mill is 
equipped with ten digesters and Uvo drying machines. 
An associated firm is Halla Aktielxilag, whose mill produces 
alxnit 10.000 tons strong and easy bleaching suljiliate pul]). 
Mr. K. Brofclilt is the managing director of this branch 
of tlie Company, which also possesses two saw mills, one 
at St. Michel and another at Mfintykarju. It was inter¬ 
esting to learn that both companies ai’c the ow-ners of large 
forest areas, the Gutzeit Ci>mixiny ]x>.sscssing about 
1,225,000 acres, while the Halls Company ownk alxmt 
55o,<x)o acres. Another important pulp mill is that of the 
karhula Osakeyhtio. whose works are situated near Kotka 
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by the Hdgfors branch of the River Kymmcnc. The 
pulp manufactory has a normal production of 7,000 tons 
of woodpulp and'cardlxiard, all of which is sold, I was told, 
through the Union of Finnish Woodpulji Mills at Helsingfors.

WOOD PULP SUBSTITUTES. 

STILL THEY COME. 

The Manchester corrc.s|xmdent of the Financier, in a 
recent issue of that journal, referring to the process for the 
conversion of ix>at into mechanical pulp, invented by 
Dr. .A. I,. Kiirlin, to a demonstnition of which we referred 
in our last issue, states that l>r. Burliu and his liackers 
are putting down works in 'Jrafford Bark, Manchester, 
for the exploitation of this new papermaking priKcss, and 
the results of the venture u}m)ii a comincrcial scale will lx* 
awaiteil with much intiirest by ixsiple interested in mechan¬ 
ical pulp, papermaking, etc. So far, the general jnihlic 
is not being askini to ))Ut u]> any cajiital for this peat-to- 
paper proix>.sition, as Dr. Burli'n has obtaineil siiflicient 
backing to enable him to bring the ]>rocess up to the com¬ 
mercial stage at least. 

Early last month, we were called upon by a lady who 
does not for the pre.sent wLsh her name to tie known, and 
who showed me a prejiarcd fibre substance u]X)n' which 
she hail obtained the following opinion from Messrs. Cross 
Jind Bevan :■— 

“ We have examined your prepareii fibrous material and 
find it yields on a small scale treatment, 57 jx‘r cent, 
bleachetl cellulo.se or pulp, as available for pa)K>r making. 
Treated by pa|x*r mill methixls we estimate the yield at 
50 |K-r cent. The raw treated libre, as receivtxl, is in a 
clean stale and satisfactory anil free from impurities which 
would lower the quality* of the bleached cellulose. The 
])ulp shows a giKxl length of fibre and gixxl general paper- 
making quality. At present rate we estimate it to Ix' 
worth )t3o-55 per ton in the fully air-dry state. With the 
small quantity you have sent as sjiecinien we are only able 
to e.stimate approximate value, and we can only iulvi.se 
you as .shown. I'or closer valuation we should require 
to know the .source and identity of the origiiuil raw material 
and in regard to Ix'st value on treatment we .should wimt 
informiitioii on the priH'es.ses which you have de.sireil 
adoiited." 

We understand that the substiince was discovered by 
the lady already mentionixi, in December, iix)8, and that 
it can be acquired in illimitable quantities. Great .secrecy 
was maintained as to the source and identity of the raw 
material, but we are informed that the matter has Ixjen 
jilaced before the authorities at the lm|X'rinl Institute. 

The Daily Trief’ruph states that from successful extxiri- 
ments which have lxx?n carried out at Bara it up]K‘ars that 
the fibres of a plant known as aninga, which r;row.s freely' 
in marshy districts of South America, are likely to prove 
of great value as a substitute for wtsiil jiiilp in th" future. 
The valuable qualities of the new fibres were realised more 
than ten years ago, but the rajiid development of the rublxjr 
trade has tc.nporarily overshadowed the possibilities of the. 
new and valuable source of celliilosi'. The chief advantages 
claimed by those who arc endeavouring to introduce the 
aninga pnxluct are that the abundance of the criqis, and, 
above all, the conqKiratively simple treatment neces.sary, 
will enable manufacturers to supply the jiaper pulp at a 
lower rate than it can lx? obtained from Norway or any 
other Euriqieati country. It is said that the quality of the 
ccllulo.se is very gixxl. and that the yield of paper is 20 per 
cent, greater than from Norwegian pulp. One prominent 
Brazilian chemist as.scrts that the aninga fibre can be 
treated so as to give a jiroduct superior to cotton, inasmuch 
as the filaments of the latter under the microscope apjx?ar 
twisted, while the Brazilian fibres arc quite straight.

E deeply regret to record tlie death of 
Mr. T. Y. Niittall, J.l’., of the linn of 
C^oke & Niittidl, Ltd., Horwich, and 
T. Y. Nultall, jKijHT iiiijK>rter, Manchester, 

. which took place at his residence, I’arkside, 

Whidnall, Darwcii, on the 2isl nit. Tlie <lcccased gentle¬ 
man was sixty-eight years of age, and had Ix-en ailing for 
a few years from heart trouble, but up to <niite recently 
he had visited the Horwich mill and the .Manchester oftices 
regularly, there Iwing no 
suspicion even by memliers 
of his family and intimate 
frienrls that the end was so 
iieari- .... .. •’lattcr of fact, 

“tlie deceased wuo .=it the 
Manchester olHce.s as usi,;.'. 
just four weeks previous to 
his death -his mental facul¬ 
ties being as alert as ever— 
conducting his business in 
his usual cheery way and 
showing no unusual weakness 
or fatigue. He was contined 
to his house exactly three 
weeks, gradually growing 
weaker, yet it was ho}X‘rl 
that a revival might follow. 

However, the day j)revious 
to his demi.se, ho]it> was 
alsuidoiusl when he la]\sed 
into iincon.sciousness, aiul at 
‘'elglit a.III. on VVe<.lnesday, 

July 21, he j>as.sed |H!ac(‘fuliy 
and ]>ainlessly away in the 
presence of his family. He 
lt!aves a willow, one son ami 
a daughter to mourn his loss. 

'I'he late .Mr. Xiittall was a 
native of Darwen and was 
the architect of his own 
lionourable {lositioii in life. 

Starting work at the age of 
eight as a half-timer in a 
local factory warehouse, he 
joineil the evening classes at 
the Old Mechanics' Institute, 
an establishment famous 
for turning out students who subsequently made their 
mark in the commercial w’orld. Being [of a studious 
turn of mind from his earliest ycai's, Mr. N'uttall 
made rapid progress at the claascs, and especially in 
commercial knowleilge. leaving Darwen at the age of 
nineteen, he liecame as.sociatcd with the Co-ojwrative 
Wholesale R.>ciety at the headquarters at Manchester, 
where he gained an cxten.sive and varictl knowledge of 
business methixls, including accountancy, which sUkkI him 
in good stead for his future position in the world of com¬ 
merce. Forty-seven years ago he first became ac.quainted 
with the jjaper trade in connection with the Darwen Paper 
Co., where he stayed for .some twenty-four years, attaining 
the position of secretary and salesman, which, needless 
to add, he maintaineil with conspicuous success. Mr. 
Nuttall left Darwen to start the jiaiier mill at Clondalkin 
in conjunction with the late Mr. Joshua Hacking, and after 
doing useful service there, he determined to commence 
business on his own account. He returned to Manchester 


anil founded the firm of T. Nuttall, still carried on under 
that title. His next venture was at Horwich, where he 
Ixx'ame a inirtner with Mr. Horace CiHike in 181*7. Here 
ho found full scope for his remarkable energy and varieil 
gifts. He rebuilt the mill, replaced the old mac.hincry 
by the very latest iqi-to-date plant, the water supply; 
Wits increased, and everything done to make the mill one 
of the best equip])ed anil most ii|>-t.p-datc ]xi)xir works in 
the country. 

As an employer, Mr. Nuttall had the rare qualities of 
heart and iniiiil to create eiithiisia.sm iti his staff. An 
enthusia.st himself, he had the gift of imparting it to others. 
Moreover, lie liad the keenest |X‘rceptive faculty in .si'lwtiiig 
his stall, and it is correct to say that lie never failcil to gain 
the resjiect, even alTectioii of tho.se who camo in close 

contact w'ith him at the 
olfice, mill, or outside. I lur¬ 
ing hi.s stay in Darwen ho 
iN-caine a prominent figure 
ill the town in the (K'riiKl 
when serious litigation 
occurred in coniieclion with 
the water rights anil water 
]K)llution liifiiciilties. Mr. 
Nuttall gave considerable 
care and attention to this 
matter, which hruiiglit him 
into dose contact with the 
legal profession. He fought 
the battle of the Darwen 
paper mill successfully, and 
at the same time earned liigh 
prai.se from tin' jndiirial 
ixMicIi for the aide manner 
in which he watelied and 
dideiidcd the interests of his 
linn. During that |x'riod 
in his career .Mr. Nuttall hai. 
dose trade relations with 
('ailiida, wliidi lie visited 
many times in eonnedion 
with the ('aiiadian pnl)) 
mills. To illustrate how 
thoroughly he went into 
things, he did not he.sitatc 
to go to the iKiekwoisls of 
the l•■ar West, and evi-n live 
the life of tlie rough log 
men ill order to gain know¬ 
ledge alMMit pulp wliieli he 
otherwise coulil not possibly 
have obtained. 

.Mr. NiitlaH's tliirst for 
general knowledge tixik him further alielil, to the 
Sontherii Continent, Sjudn, and llPortugal in order to 
.study I he fibrous materials, such as e.sparto. He al.sii 
visited Northern Riiro|x‘, as far as I'inland, wliidi 
naturally enlarged his already varieil anil valuable know- 
leilgc of I he jiajier and pulp trade. His coiineclion with 
the PajKT Makers' Association eovered a long anil iinixirtant 
]x>riod in its liistory. At one time lie acted as lion, secre¬ 
tary, and also sat on the Northern Committee for many 
yesirs, and acted as chairman for a considerable time, 
lie was a well-known figure in all jiaixT trade circles. He 
regularly attended its meetings and conferences, wliilc 
at till! annual dinners in Dindon he figured pro¬ 
minently, and his utterances were always followeil with 
deep interest. He was a fluent, racy sixsakcr, and had 
always something practical and arresting to proclaim, 
intcrspcrscil with real wit and humour. 

Acknowledged in the trade as a man of sterling worth, 
he also figured prominently in London among buyers anti 
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agents, and very often—almost every month—he was 
dealing with arbitration case.s, every confidence being 
placed in his decisions by Ixrth sides, whether favourable 
or otherwise. 

He was a regular attendant on Manchester 'Change 
and at a certain famous cafe near by. where all the pro¬ 
minent paper and pulp men meet in’conclave, etc., every 
Tuesday. 

Outside the p».pcr trade he had innumerable friends and 
^acquaintances, an<l took a warm interest in fill (picstions 
of the day, while as a native and resident c»f the lx>rough of 
Darv^on he ivas ever to the fore in any ginxl work for the 
welfare of the community, whether cluiritiible, religious, or 
fxflitical. lieing an enthusiastic mcmlier of the National 
l.ilxsral Club, Londmi, and a gixxl siieakcr, he had often 
been invited t«> .setrk I’;irli;imentary honours, find to 
lHH:ome a member of the Darwen .Municipal Council, etc., 
but he filwiiys «leclined, preferring to concentrate his 
attention on his business, to which he was wholly devoted. 
Somc,y'"ht or nine years ago he was ap|Miinted a borough 
>-'.,.g'iMrate. and rcjpiljirly carried out hisduties on the Ixinch. 

During the wjir, .^ll. yuttall, though in a jxxn state of 
health, look the whole control of the mill, and successfiill)- 
piloted it through tluMlifliculties then ex|x?rienced during 
the alisence of his son, Ca]>tain W. li. Nuttiill, K.A.I*. 

biogra|>hy of .Mr. Nuttall's remarkable career wtnild 
not be complete without due reference to one epi.sixle that 
illustrates his tenacity of pnr]X)se in meeting diflicnlties. 
About seventeen yciirs ago there wits a kind of onslaught 
made by the foreign pa]Kr-maker on an entirely new class 
of ]>aper termed kraft, made under what was then called 
a new j>rocess, vi/., chemical Wfxxl judp, but hitherto 
unknown to the J'.rilish pajx'r-maker, who was, up tf» that 
period, accuslonnsl to manufacture wliiit wiis termed 
sliitf pa|x-rs. The knowledge that Mr. Nuttall Imd gained 
in pul]) matters during his extensive travels abroad lireil 
him with the ambition to try to make pul]> ]>u|)ers fit his 
‘•!V,)rwich mills. After many long and weary ex|)eriments, 
he wiis rewarded by Ix'ing abh- to ])ut on th<‘ market a new 
wood ]>ul|i )xi]X‘r stvled Kralt. Eventually the whole 
mill's ]>r(xluction wiis turned on to this new pnxluct, so 
that to-day the firm is known as one of the rei)re.scntative 
I'.nglish Kriift makei's. 

Whenever the history of nnxlern inetlxxls of jkijxt- 
niaking comes to Ix' written, the names of such pioneers 
as Mr. T. V. .Nuttall, Mr. Jos. Turner, Mr. Jos. Dix«)n 
(drimsby), .Mr. Allx'rt Need, .Mr. J. K. Jejison, J.P., and 
Ijird Doverdale will h.ive honoured ))laces therein. 
The work they have done in the interests find develo|)ment 
of the ])aix;r tra<le of this country must never be allowed to 
pass into oblivion. Their great aim was to lx;nelit the 
J.tritish jiaiwr trade--to l)rLng it into line with tho.se foreign 
j-){i}X?r prtxiucts which cau.scd such a revolution in the trade 
nearly twenty yisirs tigo. 

One word more. Notwithstanding .Mr. Nuttall's bu.sy lif<-, 
he found time for even more. The deceased gentleman was 
a staunch su])i)orter of the Helgravc Congregiitional (’hurch, 
Darw'en, and wfts also a Sunday Sc1kx)1 worker for over 
forty years, and a trustee of the Church.

The interment took place at the Darwen Cemetery at 
noon on July 2^. A private .service wsis held at the house, 
conducted by the Rev. W. Morgan, minister of Helgravc, 
and a jiersoiial friend of the deceaswl gentleman, who also 
officiated at the C-emetery.

The LATE MR. ALEXANDER DAVIDSON 

It is with regret that wc chronicle the ileath of Mr. 
.'Vlexander Davidson, which tixik place on the loth nil., 
at St. tkirtholomcw's Hospital, as the lesnlt of injiiiies 
receix'ed by IxMiig knocked down by a motor car in Queen

In the golfing 
world he was widely known, and was ex-ca])tain of the 
Royal Wimbledon Golf Club, ami one of the founders and 
trustees of the Royal St. George Gulf Chib, Sandwich. 
I fe was during his j’oimger days an enthusiastic anil cxpi;rt 
rifle shot, Ix'iiig a regular coiiqietitor at the National 
Association rifle meetings at Wimbledon in the 7o’.s. 
Another of his pastimes was curling, when the .season 
IKTinitted, and he ix'iTipied the ])o.sition of President of 
the Wimbledon Curling Club. The news of his sudden 
death arou.sed in the district of which he was a resident 
feelings of intensi’ sorrow, as well as both inside and outside 
the paper world. The deceased gentleman is snrviveil 
by’ three sons and a daughter. Mr. W. D. Daviikson is 
a director of the firm, and is a resident in Aix'rdccn.

He 
was identified with the late Dr. R. F. Stephens in the 
vi'a'tion of the I.ower l..'iu.s:ds'?n China I lay an«i the 
Single Rose ('hina ('la\ ( o.. and a director of the Hallirat 
China Clay Co., and was the chairman of the North Cioon- 
barrow China Clay Co. Only a few days behjre his death 
he motored to .Newrpiay to attend a directors’ meeting, 
and it is surmised that he contracted a chill during the 
journey which laid him up. The liononr of explaining 
the process of China Clay proiluction to the King anti 
Queen when they visited the Duchy some years ago befell 
the tleceased gentleman. It was on the occasion when 
the Royal vi.sitors made it halt at the Nt)rth (ioonbarrow 
China Clay Works, and as Chairman of the Coin|Kiny that 
iluty devolved u|xjn him. 

The funeral, which t(x)l: j)lace at Treverlyn, was very 
larg<‘ly r«*])re.sented. The mourners were Me.ssrs. Mart 
Nicholls and W. T. Nicholls (sons), W. W. R. Nicholls 
(nej)hew), and W. Hullock (brother-in-law), aixl a con-

We have received a co|)y of the Swedi.sh ChamlxT of 
Commerce Year Ikiok (i<)Hj). which contains an 
interesting review of (he Anglo-Sweden commercial 
relations during the piust year. An excellent descrijitive 
ai;count is given of the Chamlx-r's '■ New Home ” in 
Trinity S<piare. The building is of triangular shape, and 
a considerable jxirtion is available for letting: from this 
a sidistantial revenue is anticiputeil. The ui)per floors are 
reserved for the Chamlx?r of Commerce. Tlie sei-ond tUxtr 
accommodati's „lhe ortita* aiul a<lministrativ** staff, while 
the thinl floor is* for the use of memlxTs ; the fourth floor 
contains the restaurant ami kitchen rooms. The Council 
ChamlxT ami Library is 45 ft long by zi ft. wide, and 14 ft. 
4 ins. high, and the' Italconies command one of the finest 
prosix?ct.s in Dmtlon. The lounge hall offers genonuis 
space for rest, conversation .iiid refreshment. 'I lu* restau¬ 
rant, with a floor sisiee of fully 1,400 siijx-r feet, will accom- 
iwxlate from seventy to eighty guests, and tx-ing imme¬ 
diately under the roi'jf, will lx; well lighted and ventilatwl, 
whilt? the fiiyades arc constructed of Portland stone, with 
simple massive ]>icrs resting tin a storey of deeply jointed 
blocks of masonry, crowned by a Ixild, dominant cornice, 
r.very tletail has been carefully stuilicfl, and the mcmlx-rs 
have umloubtc«llv a ‘‘ honie ” they rightly can feel proud

WOOD-PULP TRADE. 

The year km?) ojx'iieil with shipping .'irrangements still 
in the hands of a ('.ontroller, anti shipments were c«>n- 
se<piently restricted to some extent. However, all restric- 
tknis on iinixirts were withdrawn at the end of March, and 
the tra«le naturally kxiked forward to a busy time. 

h'or the following two months businr.ss was very brisk, 
so far as orders were concernetl, but there wtvs considerable 
delay in shipments coming forward, and this naturnllv 
hamjx?red forward biisine.ss. However, at the end of 
July, business revival and continiu'd gcxxl up to the close 
of the year. 

During the last thrw or four months of km?) there was 
a very brisk demand for pulp of all descriptions, with prices 
always advancing. The year closed with the immediate 
future prosjx'cts in a very ))roniising condition.

THE PAPER TRADE. 

The y<ar k>ii> was marked by greater extremes than 
almost any in the whole hisbiry of the paper trade. 

It Ix'gan with the same license restrictions as were 
prevalent during llu- closing months of 1018, and with the 
same a)Kithy on the part of buyers which had Ix'eii such a 
feature of the ixisition ever since the conclii.sion of the 
Armistice. The demand was still fiirtlu-r reduced, and all 
prices showed a weakening tendency. 

Towards the close of .^l.lrch the statemeni was issued 
that ail control would lx* removed bv April jo. ’This 
further depressed the market, and met with a good deal of 
o|>]x)si1ion from the English iiianufadurer. It was felt. 
tf)o, Ixith by |){i|X'r-maker and iin)K)rter alike, that a more 
gradual de-i-ontrol woxM lx* advisjible, and tend to more 
stable business. A Committee of Inquiry wjis formeil, 
representing Ixith m.inufacturer. wholesaler and coiisumeri 
anrl its findings ultimately resulted in a cancellation of the 
pnwious <a«ler, substituting a system of granting licen.se 
to imjMirt, baseil on a. ix*rcentage of piircha.ses from Mritish 
mills or mills in Jlritish ('oloiiies. 

This .system would doubtless h.ive worked well under 
the then existing coiulitions, but shortly after its inception 
then- was a very evident sign of an awakening trade.\vith 
the result that ultimately it Ix'came ele.ir that the Mritish 
mills, with their after-war coiulitions of lalxuir and 
machinery, were <piit.e unable to cojx' with the increased 
flow of business, the result of (his Ixring that licenses to 
imiMiit w«*rc not obtainable in anything like sufficient 
numlxu' to satisfy the demand. 

What at one time kxiked like becoming a !><.;rious iiaiier 
famine was. however, relieverl towards the middle of August 
by the welcome announcement Miat from the eiul of (he 
month iiufMirt wouki once more Ix' /n;e. subject to any 
alterations which might Ix; iiuule in an Anti-dumping Mill 
to lx- presented to Parliament in the late autumn 

This Hill has not yet materialised, and from that time 
up to the jiresent the history of the trade has been one of 
ever-increasing costs and prices, coupled with an ever- 
increasing and un.satisliable worldwide demand which 
.shows no signs of falling off. The problems the manufac¬ 
turer has to face to day, Ixith in the w.ty of Lalxuir diffi¬ 
culties anil augmented costs ami the scarc.itv of raw 
materials are such as to ]ioint to a .still firmer market for 
some long time to come, but. taken altogether the veir 
which oix;ned under such dej)re.s.sing conditions must lx; 
said to have retrieved itself considerably. J.K.

NOTABLE CANADIAN TOUR. 


N the invitation of tlii* F.xwntive of the Empire 
FTcss Union, the Pai-i;k-M aki-:k will be jiorsonally 
represented at the Imperial Prass Conference to 
be held next month at Otlowa, Canada. 

^ The first lin[XTial Press Conference took'place 

•iiT London in iyo<), under the presidency of the late Ixird 
Rurnham, and one result of the Conference was the c.stalv 
Ilshmcnt of the Empire Press Union, of which representative 
and influential Union the Iti^lit lion. Viscount Rurnham 
is IVesidenl: the Right lion. Viscount Northclitle, hon. 
treasurer, and Mr. Robert Donald, t.'hairman of Council. 

Refore the Union was constituted theie was no repre¬ 
sentative body which could siK-ak for the News]>a|)er 
l*re.ss of the Rritish Empire, including the Overseas 
Dominions, the Emi>irc of Imlia, and the Crown Colonies. 

there was no machinery available by which 
•itieir interests could lx safeguarded, their facilities 
increased, or their influence consolidated. 

It was intended to have the second Imperial Press Con¬ 
ference in Canaila in but that was made impossibh; 

by the war. 'J'he Civnatlian Press, under the clinirmansin]) 
of r.ord .Athiflstan, sent, however, an invitation to hold 
the conference in Canada during tlie summer of llii.“ ye.ir, 
and rerpiesttxl the Empire Press Union to arrange for the 
selection of delegates to repre.seni the Press of the Empire. 

It is ]>ro]x>sed to continue the work of i<)oi) by nieaiis 
of conferences where the common aims and interests of 
ilie Press will be di.sciissed from everv point of view. I'lie 
p.'HXT problem is one of tb(“ snbj<>cts on the ageiifla. aiul 
iiuirlentally the delegates will see somelliiiig of pa|HT and 
pulp production during their comprehensive tour. 

It is jiropased by the ('anadian Committee, willi tlie 
support of the Great Railroad Corporatiiais, to take 
the delegates (whose wives are also iiiviterl) on an t'xtendi-il 
tour through Canada, under the auspices of the ('anadian 
Government. 

During most of the tour the part\ will Ik; housi'd in two 
sjH-cial trains of standard sleejiers :itKl compartment ears. 
.At <)uelxM-, Montreal, Ottawa, Toronto, Winnijx'g, ('algary, 
V.anconver, Victoria and Edmonton aecommodatioii lias 
Ix'cn reserved at hotels, and tlie jvirty will lx- ncCfnnpanied 
throughout by a train manager and .hi c.xec.ntive member 
of the railway company or the Government. 

.Mr. Robert Donald has written a short history of the 
first ■■ Parliament of the I’ress," whieli. as idready nion- 
lioiied, met in London in ipoi). and of the work aeeom- 
plishetl by the Empire Press Union, which was eslahlishcil 
to carry on its mission. The first conference was held 
at a critical juncture in F'-urojxsin altairs, when the shadow 
of war seemed alrc.ady to lie creeping over the world, and 
.Mr. Donalfl aptlj' recalls the strikingly prophetic sja-eclies 
inad<; to the conference by some of our foremost statesineii, 
and how completely their confiil»;nce in the strength and 
unity of tlic Empire has Ix-en vindu'atctl by the e\-tnts 
of the last six years. U(X)n the overseas editors these 
utterances produced strong impression.s, and frf>ni their 
visit tlicy carried Ixick a new outlook on Empire ailairs.

threats of retaliation from tlic United States in the matter 
of the |>ul|)worKl embargo, and annoitnced in enipliatic 
terms that notwithstanding these threats, the embargo on 
])nl|)wixKl would lx; maintained in the Province of (jiiebec. 
.-At tlie same time, he said, the (Government would do all 
in its |x>wer to aid water jxiwcr di'veloitmeiit aiirl expansion 
of the iiiil]) and pa]x;r indii-stry. His reference to the 
ijuestion of emUirgo was as follows : .As for our forests," 

sakl he. ■' there are .(5,000,000 acres under licence anrl 60 
inillion acres under gt)vernnienl (iroprietorship." Americans 
lookcxl with envy at that wealth and they would like to 
give them what they called the big slick. Sim;e 1910 the 
(Goverimient had prohibited the e.\|xirtation of ])iil|)wood 
and they saw the happy results that day. "(jood charity 
begins at iiomc;" that is what they ha<l practised 
for ten years and proposed to jiractise d. in the future. 

Referring U) water jxiwer, he said that in the British 
I’linjiire there was water power to the extent of 30.000,000 
horse-]x)W'er, of whk:h Uanada jxisses.sed 23,000,000, seven 
inillion of it Iwiiig contributed by (Jucbcc.

PULP CONDITIONS IN SCANDINAVIA. 

VIEWS OF MR. L. EL RUSTAD. 

Mk. I,. Iv. liusTAD, a director of llte firm of Measrs. 
Johiisen, Jorgensen & Wettre, Ltd., has recently returned 
from a visit to Scaiulinavia, and when a rcjirescntativc from 
I'liii: Pai’I-.k-Makkk called u|K)n him a few days ago, he was 
able to elicit some particulars with reference to the eop- 
ilitions ]>r(‘vailiiig in the pulp trade in Norway and Swede---. 

" There is no lack of limber," saki Mr. Rustad, " although' 
prices conlimie to lx; very high, caused chiefly by the keen 
demand for tliLs comimxlity. Every attention is given 
to rt-'allorest:ition, and, coiisetpiently, a {n'riwtual supply 
is available " 

In re])ly to an cn(|uiry as to tlie market conditions in 
Scandinavia, Mr. Rustad sahl ; " The majority of mills, 
Ixilli cbemical and mecluinical, are well solil both for 
this and next year; in fact, for the present year there is 
very little pul]) unsold, and for next year tiie (|uantitics 
SI) fur .sold have 1m-<-ii dis]x>.sed of at very satisfactory ]>tices. 
The chemical mills, in ])articular, are short of stix-ks, 
scv(-ral having nothing at all, and are, therefore, Ixdiiiid 
in their ileliverics." 

" .At the ])resenl lime," said Mr. Rustad, " the Scandi¬ 
navian mills arc Ix-set with many clilliculties in ri-gard 
lo manufacturing. Not only is the- lal>oiir question very 
.serious, but the cost of all raw materials is constantly 
increasing. Lal'X)ur imre.st is kts.-ner in Norway than in 
Sweden at jirescnt, iis, in the former couiilry, in S])ile of 
the high wages now being i>aiil, fiirtlier deniaiids are e.\- 
IK-cled. taniitilions in Swetlen are not so un.settled, and 
the maiuifactun-rs there ar<- more ojitimistic.” 

" The fiic-l question is an eml)arras.sing one for the mill 
pi'o))rieti)rs in both countries. Cnal is only obtainable 
in small quantitie.s, and at <-xorbitant ]>ric<-s. Norway 
is DOW imjKirting coal from tlu- I'nitcd Stat.i-s." 

Mr. Itiislad asccrtaini-il, whilst in Scandiiiiivia, lhil^thr■ 
mills Ihi-i'e had |•(-cl•ivell sevei'al en(|uirics I’eceiillv fi'om the 
I’niti'd Stales, lx>th for chemical and nu-chaiiical puli'), 
and told our rejire.si-iitative that .some contracts had Iweii 
closed. He nl.so addeil that he tliiiiks there is no likeliliocxl 
of iii'icos falling for (ho time ; on the contrary, f.o.b. firices 
are steadily rising. There is always a lull in iiii.siness just 
at this (K-riod of tlu- year, but a general review docs not 
lead one to anticijiati- any fall in the price of either pulp 
or ])ajx-r. Kediii'cd fn-ights and tlu- favourable e.\cliange 
mav ai'coiiiil lor the former being slightly easii-r at the 
iiKinu-iit.

MAYOR OF GLOSSOP THREE-AND-A-HALF YEARS. 

A DISTINGUISHED CAREER. 


S On the 9th of November of liist year. Airs. Mary A. 
’artinglon, J.l’., of Tall)ot House, CHossop (diiiigh- 
tcr-in-liiw of tlie Kiglit lion. I.or(l i)ovcr<lale), deuiilcd 
to retire from the jMwition of Mayor <if Glossop (Derby¬ 
shire), a iMKsition she tiad 
licid with honour and 
distinction for three and a 
half years. Mrs. Partington 
accepted tlie otlice of 
Mayor after the lamented 
death of her husband, the 
1 :>P* -Mr. ('ouncillor llerliert 
I’artington, J.P., thcehle.'it 
son of Ia>rd Doverdale, 
wlio died after only a few 
days’ illness on May 5, 

191b, while holding oliicc 
as Mayor of Glossop for a 
third term. It w;i.s at the 
urgent and unanimous 
rtspicst of the memiajrs of 
the (.'oiineil that Mrs. 

Partiiigtoi'i accepteil the 
oftice iis Mayor, the duties 
of which had bec'ii carri('d 
out so ctlieiently anti zeal¬ 
ously by her husband, who 
was universjilly beloved 
by .the inhabitants of tlie 
iHirongh and surrounding 
di.stricts, iiTesjK'Ctive of 
race, (xililics or enied. And 
what applietl to the late 
•Mr. Partington.applic.'i with 
equal force, fully anil with¬ 
out reservatitin, to Mrs. 

Partington during the 
whole ]Kiri<Ml of lier niuni- 
cijial ollice. It m.'iy be 
atlded that in taking u]>the 
Mayoralty, Mrs. Partington 
not only acquie.stxd in the 
unanimous invitation of 
the Town Oaincil, but 
she received the heartiest 
a])pruvaJ of the mcmiicrs 
of her family, including 
Lord Doverdale. who, dts 
spite his advanced years, siq)|>orteo her throughout her 
long tenure of olhee, and even aceomjvinied her when 
making her various State visits to the J\'trish Church, or 
fulfilling other .special public and civic functions apjK-rtain- 
tng to die Mayoralty. 

Mr. and Mrs. Herbert Partinj^ton, therefore, (X-.i:ii]>icd the 
Mayoral Cluiir from 1913 to 1919, wliic.h more than covcreii 
the whole jieriod of the Great War. Their whole tenure 
of oilice covered undoubtedly an unprei^edcnted jieriod of 
stress and activity in the country, but they proved them¬ 
selves more than C(]ual to the abnormal demands maile 
upon them during those strenuous and historic years. 

_ The ofiicial duties of a mayor in this country are siilli- 
cicntly onerous in themselves in normal times, but during 
the period of the great war they were simply coloasal and 
bewildering in number and variety of duties and activities. 


It may be bettor iniaginod than dosorilH'd, the umoimt of 
sclf-saoritico oiitailod when .Mre. Partington conseiitctl to 
take up the ollice of Mayor at a time wlien ii.'iliirall}’ one 
would prefer to live for a certain |x'riod in strict retireineni 

while sull'ering from sev'ere 
and unexjK'cled lierejive- 
inoiit. How'ever, Mrs. 
Partington ]nit aside per¬ 
sonal feelings and liraced 
herself up to carry on the- 
duties |x;rformcd so ahly 
and elheicntly hy her 
husliaud, and she succeeded 
in her efforts in a reniark- 
ahle degree. So mueli so, 
that site was prevailed 
ujxiii to accept office for 
a second and then a third 
term, the duties of which 
were carried out to tlie 
eom|>l<!te .satisfaction of 
t>very section of the eom- 
iiuiiiity. No duty was 
sliirkcil or delega{e<l to 
others. Moreover, lier con- 
diK't ill tlie ('iiair, wlicther 
at Council or (lomniittec 
meetings. or elsewliere 
proved to evidence her 
tlioroiigli grasp of bu.sine.ss 
routine in all its details. 
'I'liis was purticiilurly shown 
ill her striking review of 
iiuiiiici|Kd work and public 
and eharitalile enterprises 
at the close of each muni¬ 
cipal year. It has often 
lieen remarked lliat if tlioso 
memliers of our wealthy 
and leisured fuiiiili(»i wlio 
sutler from what is eiiplie- 
niistically called ennui, 
Would <iuly take a leaf out 
tjf Mrs. Partiiigtoii’s Isxik, 
ill regard to public life aiul 
activities, tlicy W'oiild lx: 
Ixsnefittiug themselves and 
Society generally. There 
woiilil be fewer siaiidals, less idle anti mischievous g<issip, 
fewer tliviirces, etc., while wliat are known as s«x;ial 
jKirasites woiiki largi'ly, if not altogetlier, disap|icar. 

Hut to return. In recognition of her jiiiblic work, 
Mrs. Partington’s name apjiearcd in the first list <if latly 
Justices of the Peace, and she took her scat on the Magis¬ 
trates’ Htinch for tlie first time on May 17 last. I’or iier 
war work Mrs. Partiiigtfiii lias received official recognition, 
iiieliiding tlie O.H.Iv., also certificates of recognition in 
connection with War Savings, Hritisli Ketl Cniss Work, 
child welfare work, iilinfl civilians, tilind soldiers and 
sailors, jirisoncrs of war, etc. ’t sliould be abided here tliat 
tlie total amount of money raised in the .lloroiigh during 
the war for various ]iur|xises was no less a sum than 
;C'.o97.72r) i(»s. I id., !.<!.. a sum equivalent to ixir 
lieaii of Hie jxip'dation, a figure we «lo not hesitate to say 
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which is quite unique in the history of the pcri<xl in the whole 
r>f the country. In addition toall this work, Mrs. Partington 
has been a lady guardian of the ]'Kx>r since May ih, j<jo2, 
and also president of the T.2ulif!s’ Association of the Unitarian 
Church, in connection with which a handsome memorial 
stained-glass window was recently unveiled to the memory 
of her liusliand, the subject depicted being " The Good 
Samaritan." 

Mrs. Partington has recently licen appointed vice- 
])residcnt of the Glos.sop Division of the British l'’ed t ro.ss 
Society by the president of the Chi'shire Branch (The 
Marchioness of ('holnioiidelev), in succession to the 
1 ton. M Uriel J. I I'owanl, of ( lossop l lall. It is also interest¬ 
ing to note I hat Mr.s. Partington was the other day appointed 
a county magistrate for Derby.shire. 

During her .Mayoralty. .Mrs. Partington organistsl many 
charities, concerts ami other public gatherings in behalf 
of our soldiers anil .sailors, and also for the wounded and 
blind in the war. Christmas gifts to our heroes at home 
and abroad and at the war front were provided and distri¬ 
buted broadcast. Indeed, nothing seems to have been 
omitted by the lady Mayor of (flo.s.sop<luring the prolongcsl 
war and throughout her terms of ollice. In connection 
with the local \Var Memorial l-'inids, Mrs .I’artington is 
chairman of the working committee, who are arranging 
two menioriuls one at (ilossop and a second one at llad- 
liekl, while an elfort is being made tt) rai.se £;i,ooa or £(>,ooo 
for sc.holar.shi])S for soldiers' ami .sjiilors’ children. The 
committee were arranging, iluriiig the writer's visit to 
Glossop, for a big otTort in June for the collection of funds 
for the alK>ve object, in the form <if a " I'lower Day," etc., 
which I have since learned wiis an niiqualitied success. 

On the occasion of the ))eace celebrations at (riossop, 
Mrs. Partington was invited by the (.^cffixiration to plant 
an (Kik in the jniblic Park, and was presented with a hand¬ 
some .silver s]Kide, mounted on clK)ny. bearing the following 
inscription '' Pre.senteil by tlu^ Aldermen and Burgesses 
to the \Vor.shi])ful the Mayor, Mrs. .M, A. P;irtington, on 
the (X'.c.'ision of the planting of a tree in the Park, to coni- 
inemoratc the signing of the Treaty of Peace in the Great 
War, July it), n)i<).” 

Mrs. Partington, by-the-way, has a family of two daugh¬ 
ters, agetl resjHictively fifteen and fourteen. It only 
remains to mid that Mrs. Partington is an excellent, lliient 
s()caker at public inct'tings and on other occasions, her 
adtlresscs lieing always remarkable for clearness, directness, 
and practn:al common sense, sti that she can always com¬ 
mand serious and rcs]X‘ctful attention. 

U]> to quite recently the Borough arms were those of 
Ixircl Howanl of (>lossr>p, whose ]>rinci)>al residence is 
situate in the Borough and who formerly owiieil the 
I'owii Hall. When tne latter was purclnuscd from Ixird 
Howard and pre.scntcxl to the town, a new crest was de¬ 
signed.

PAPER.MAK1NG IN IRELAND. 

SHORTAGE OF COAL UKELY TO CLOSE THE MILLS. 

In a recent review of the Irish Paper Industry, the 
Statist contains some interesting facts concerning the 
making of pajxir in this country. Over half a century ago 
Ireland, cs|)ecially the southern part of the country, 
pos.scssed a large numtxjr of pajier mills. The.se mills, 
operatetl for the most part by small water-powers, had ar' 
very limited oiit])ut, and their diKap))caranee is not in 
any way in<Hcative of a <lcclinc in the im{V)rtance of the 
iiiilustry. Modern conditions, c.alling for a new {xdicy, 
kxl to the replacement of tlutse numerous small concerns 
by larger-sized mills, containing several pajHir-making 
machines, and .so .situated as to commaml gixxl water, 
cheap coal, and suitable railway accommcxlation. Expan- 
.sion of <'>iitpiit was thereby securetl, and a more than pro- 
INirtionate reduction was secured in working expenses. 

The most imjxwtant mills are situated in the vicinity • 
of Dublin and Belfast. Excluding other circumstances, 
a weighty factor in the determination of the sites of these 
mills was the abundance and purity fif the vvaler-sin)ply 
and the frceiloiii fr<mi smoke or impure atmosphere, b'or 
the existence of this pure water supply Irish paix?r, in no 
small tk’gree, owes its excellent reputation. In a census 
of Pnxiiietion taken in 1907, it was reix>rted that the Irish 
Pajx:r Trade amoimled in value to £187,000. coiiipare<l 
with /i3,(i2i,<xx) for the llnited Kingdom. As regards 
the actual pnxiiietion of paper, no details corresponding 
exactly to the alx>ve order eaii Iw given, but the total 
quantity of |xi)x:r and Ixxird made in the I'nited Kingilom 
in the censal year was estimated at K50.000 tons. A more 
recent pre-war estimate made by the Pajx^rmakers' Associa¬ 
tion increases this to 1,002.000 tons, or 28 ix:r cent., and 
there is little doubt that Ireland shows up siilistaiitially 
in this increase, as the jxisition of the industry therein 
was very much streiigtliencd after 1907. This is reilectixl 
in th(> {larticulars relating to the export trade. i-.arricd on 
mainly with Great Britain ; in 1912 the value of the 
33.5.l^9> ■>( 1>!>1>C>'> stationery, and milllxiards exported 

was reckoned at £270,105. 

It is, of eoursc. the main olijcct of the paix-rmakcr to 
pnx:iirc adeijuatc jxirtions of pulp at reasonable rales. 
This situ,ation is sufficiently emlxirrassing, but that of the 
Irish pa[X‘r-inaker is still more so. Shortage of wixxl pulp 
constitutes a serious disability, but shortage of coal is, 
if anything, the worse of the two evils. In normal times 
it was rci:lioncd that a ton of coal was required to pnxhice 
a ton of pajHT of nuxlcratc <|iiality from juilj), but the 
point is only of academic interest to the individual w'lo 
pos.ses.ses the pulp but is deficient as to coal. At present 
uncertainity colours the whole outlook of the Irish maker 
so far as coal supply is cnncerncil. The provision in hand 
is barely sulficicnt to last him a week, and the jxissibility of 
lieing forced to c.k).se down his mill Ls always tixi near to 
lie pleasant. In the interest of Irish ivaniifacturing in¬ 
dustries generally, it is highly desirable that means should 
Ixj found to lUleviate the present situation, otherwise the 
activities are likely to lie susjiended at any time. If, to 
encourage the import of wixxl pulp from foreign countries, 
it is thought expedient to increase the quantity of coal 
expxirted to these areas, a similar Ixxin should be extended 
to Ireland in order to stimulate its paper production. 

As a supplement to wood pulp and other materials, 
waste pa^x^r lias lieen largely utilised by Irish manu¬ 
facturers during the past few years. Needless to say, the 
repulping of old paper has not many attractions, as the 
collection, sorting, and preparation involved render its 
treatment an expensive one. As a means of making up 
for the deficiency of wixxl pulp it has advantages, but is 
not likely to be continued when normal conditions prevail.

After cordial greetings 
had been cxchangerl, the 
(xirty got alxiard, and in 
bright, fine weather, the 
l)oat mover! off and pro¬ 
ceeded down the (.-hannel, 
where drcrlging o|)craHoiis 
wen; going on. (ireaf in- 
lerest was manifested in tlio 
work, while Mr. Hoppcrton, 
accomiwnied by ^ir. A. 
Leach and Mr. Jas. Harron, 
explained matters. 

At the present time Ixiats 
of 5,000 tons arc able to 
navigate the river, and it is 
IioixhI that within three 
years from now, as the 
dredging goes on at present, 
b(.«its from b.ooo to 8,000 
Ions will be able to enter 
thedtK-ks. Considering tluit 
tramp steamers from Nor¬ 
way and Sweden average 
alxnit 1,000 tons, it will lx- 
at once seen what the 
Preston Drx'k Co. are ulti¬ 
mately aiming for. 

As tile J'rrsivcruHfP pro- 
i-eeclcd down the river, the 
pa.sscngcrs noticisl the huge 
stacks of pulp on one .side, 
and equally hirge stacks of 
timlx?r on the other, w'hik 
the stcam.ship Thyra, 
Ucrgeii, |>assed by to the 
docks, loadisl with timlxrf 
and pulp. A large American 
sailing boat was .alta^ to )>e 
.seen in the channel, ap|)ar- 
cntly coming for her ilis- 
charge. 

As tile jjarty witnes.sed 
the dredging operations, 
heavy clay was «>bserved 
coming up from a depth 
of 25 feet, which is dejxisitcd 
far out to form training 
walls some ten miles further 
down the river. 

Mr. Hoppcrton (who, by the way, is a Vorkshireman, 
and has Ixxm assix'iated with the Leith, Hull and Liverpool 
shi{)|nng for several years) succeeded Mr. Bilsboroiigh, who 
retired some eighteen months ago, and now resides at 
Lytham. Mr. Hopjjerton came with high credentials, and 
already has made his presence felt by the work he has , 
accomplished, at the same time earning the esteem and 
confidence of all who have business relatvms wi.th him,

way to tin' neighlKiuring 
towns and villages. Pniceed- 
ing through all kinds of 
wondf'rful sci'iieri', down di'ep 
descents and up sleep inclines, 
the parly psissi'd through 
niountsiin (isissi's, quaint and 
picturesque villagi's and ham¬ 
lets, including .\shopton, 
which is situated in beautiful, 
rich paslorsil country. Here 
tiM' rivi'r Di'rwent was I'rossed 
over and ovi-r again, while 
Derweni Hall, one iff the 
si'iits of the Duke of Norfolk, 
could bi,' .si'en embosomed in 
rich verduri'. Here it is pro- 
posi'd to dam up the deep 
Verdant valley lo form a 
waterworks for the .Midlsmd 
districts. Bamford and 
lialhersage villages were 
passed through, the latter 
iM'ing largely denuded of its 
Woods to provide tinilsT for 
war purposes. l''oxgiove wsis 
to be seen in gri'at display, 
despite ibe fact that its natural 
slu'lter woodl.'ind - had dis- 
appe.’iri'd. The parly were now 
passing in the midst of the 
Di'rbi shire estate of the Duke 
of Di'voiishire, with its inagni- 
lici'iit game pri'si'i'vi's and 
dense Woodlands and parks. 
The beauty of Ihi' vill.'iges, 
with their neat cottages, farm¬ 
houses, flower and veget.-ibk' 
gardens, etc., was duly noted 
and commented u|Kin." .Many 
war nii'inorials were to be 
seen, I'ither compleli'd or ill 
coursi- of erection, near the 
villagi' churches or gri'i'tis. 
I’■ngille trouble neivssilateii 
■si'veral slopjiages en route, in¬ 
cluding a stop at thi' village 
of Calver, with its water-driven 
mill, pridly hnusi's and 
giirdens, etc. Baslow village

sun made great efforts to break through the clouds, but only 
ptirtially succeeded. At any rtite, tln-re was no more rain.

Referring t<i one of the Com¬ 
pany’s early functions -tluatof " Tlic Training of the Crafts¬ 
man "■ -he said that together with representatives fnnn the 
various printing and kindred tnules organisation the ('com¬ 
pany will consider a .s<dieine under which training and 
etlucation in these timles will lie carried out.

It. A Austen-Leigh ((.'hairinan of the Livcta- C^tmmittee). 
the Ma.ster, Mr. It. J. Leyton, resp<iiiding. 

Mr. Stanley Machin, i'resident of the London ('h.'indKT 
of ('ommerce, repliecl to the toast of ” Tlur Visitors." Ifo 
said that tiu* Statiijiiers were making histt)ry, and Ihc! 
occiision under wlii<"h they nuT th.'it day w.as a historical 
one, for as far as he knew this was the tirst time that the 
Livery of a City Company had arranged a luncheon 
amongst themselves. He wa.s of an opinion that election 
to the Courts of the various Livery Companies should be 
by balhit, not seniority, for by such metlxKls they would 
be kept in chiser touc.ii with the needs of the times. 

.Mr. J. L. (ireav<‘s, reprc.sciiting the Livery Committee. 
Saul he had ideasure in pr«>])osing a vote of thanks to the 
Chairman. Sir William A. Wat<’rlow. for the admirable 
manner in which he had occupied the chair at the first 
Livery f.iinciieon of the Stationers’ Company in their own 
hidl. The Livery Committee were und<-r a great debt 
of gratitude to Sir William, who h.'ul attendcil I'very meet¬ 
ing of the Committes". and luul bi'cii e.\ln‘mely caridul 
to faithfully present the feelings of the Livery without 
hurting the su.sccjitibilities <if tlu- Court. Jlr. Greaves 
said that there could be no more admirable Chairman for 
a gathering of th.at kind than Sir William Waterlow. 
'the name Waterlow represented all that was best in the 
public and commercial life of this country. He wouhl 
also like to assure the Court that the Livery Committee 
wt!re not revolutionary ; in f.oct they ha«l the greatest

THE PAPER TRADE ABROAD. 

MAJOR S. H. ALSTON’S IMPRESSIONS. 

^fAjoK S. H. .Vi-STON, manager of the i’aiier Uepartnieiit 
of Messrs. Fellsir, Jucker and Co., Ltd., Peter Street, 
Miinclie.ster ami l.oiidon, who has rwently returned from 
a bu.sine.ss tour on the Continent, very kindly granted an 
interview to our Manelie.ster repre.seiita'tive at their |>alatial 
oflices, when the |s>sitioii of affairs in coniieetioii with 
the jiajier trade were discu.s.sed. 

The Major .said lii* was much impre.s.secl with the remark¬ 
able recovery of all industries which wa.s taking jifuce in 
Belgium and I-'rance, including the pajHir tra<lc. Orders 
were plentiful, but at present coiikl not lie executed for 
exjHirt on account of the Germans having, during their 
occupation, taken hydraulic presses and vital |>arls of every 
kind of iiiacliinery and )>lant which they could lay their 
hands uimui ami remove. Where they could not remove, 
they had wantonly dcslroyeil or damaged irretrievably. 

At the ]ireseiit time all undamaged machinery and 
])lanl are being restorcslTo Melgium ami I'raiice, so that 
ill the near future it was lio|K-d the various {Kifx'r mills 
ami other works would Ik- in a |)<isili<iii to e.xj)ort again. 
Ill the c:use of ]Kiper, the amount to lx- ex|x>rted would 
de|x-iid u|xiii the supplies of pulp obtuinablu ami other 
essential raw malerials. l-'or this pur|Mi.se both Belgian 
ami I'rencli buyers are kHikiiig far alu-ad and far alield 
for tlieir su]iplies. 

Both Belgian ami i-'roncli finiis wished to deal with 
tlieir British coimectiiuis in ]>rerorem'e to any other country, 
fiml at the present time tliev are most anxious to o(xm 
up again with their old British trailing friends. 

J'rices, no doubt, are naturally high, and 110 doubt will 
remain high for a very considerable ix-riod to come on 
account of the excessive cost of all raw materials. 

Regarding lalxuir on the Continent, they had ado]Aed 
the eight-hour movement, but they have got over the 
dillii ulty (J the -j-phour tlay by tlieir workmen working 
on twelve-lioiir shifts at time and a half for the extra four 
hours. Ho (the Major) thought it a great pit} that other 
countries li.ul not ado]>tcd the same melhod of working 
and thereby secured full ]iroductioii. 

In Sweilcn, for example, the work]x;ople were not allowed 
to work more than eight hours (this is a Government 
regulation), vhicli neccs.sitated having three shifts, for 
wliicli, however, they had not suflieieiit skilled men available. 
’The coii.setjuencc was, that both Belgian and l<'rcnch mills 
were securing full production against otlier countries 
]>art prixluetions. Naturally tliiN made a vast diilerencx 
in the output in favour of the Belgian and I-'rcncli mills. 

During his tour. Major Alston had lH:en fortunate in 
opening uji his linn’s old connections of pre-war days, so 
that Messrs. Fcllx-r, Jucker and Co., arc now in a ixisitiun 
to offer their clients jiaix-rs that liavc liecn ])racticably 
unobtainable since the outbreak of war in 1014- 

It is under-stiKxl that .Major Alston is alxmt to pr(K:eed to 
Scamlinnvia and Finland in connection with his firm’s 
busine.s.s interests. 
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SCOTTISH NOTES. 


Recently the members of the stall employed by the 
well-lmown firm of Messrs, t'ald'wcll and (?4>mpany (Inver- 
keitliing Paper Mills), accompanied by friends, had an 
enjoyable drive to Rumbling liridge. About fifty in 
number, the party left the burgh in the forenoon aceommo- 
dated in thret? brakes; a stoppage was raatle cn route fur 
lunch, and ultimately the destination was reached alter 
a most enjoyable drive through pleasant seen«‘r>’. The 
afternoon was passed with games and races, for which 
prizes were given, ami tea was i>arlaken of at the Rumbling 
Brulge Hotel. The weather conditions were ideal, and 
the party lingered mo long on the homeward journey that 
it was nearly midnight when home was reached. 

Members of the I’eiiiciiik Branch ol the N'atioiud Union 
of Printing and Pape-r Workers recently held a concert to 
mark the occasion (jf Mr. James Ifi-slop’s resignation from 
the chairmanship of the Branidi. Mr. ’I'liomas (.'lapjK-rlon, 
who jircsided, expreased l.is gratification at the large turn¬ 
out, while later in the proceedings Mr, Clapperton, referring 
to the brief history <»f the Branch, said that they had all 
benefited by the I'nioii and founil that they could get 
their grievances bc-tlcr attended to collectively than as 
iiulividuals. Their Branch (which had a tncmla'rsliip of 
one thousaiul) had been conii)limcnled by headquarters 
on the way it had been conducted, and w:us now .st'cond 
to none in Scotland. 


'I'liereafter Mr. James Hislo]) was prescnle<l with a 
Ix'autiful gold watch, suitably inscrilwd. and chain and 
]icndunt in tokisn of the appreciation of his services as 
chairman during the past twenty-two months, sind .several 
luemls’rs described the lec.ijuent as having made an ideal 
chairman wh<i did much to build up the branch. Mr. 
Hiship, in thanking the members for their gifts, felt he 
could n<il find wools to express his a])])reciation of their 
kindness for his humble ejforts. lie ho[>ed the Branch 
would iloiirish, and have a long life aiul many future 
succes.ses. 

t)n the occasion of the holding of the annual conference 
under the auspices of the Scottish N'ewspajxT Proprietors, 
.-Vss<iciatujn—which t«)ok place in the university town of 
St. Andrews—-a prolongctl discussion t«iok place on the 
threatened famine in ]>ajx'r. Instances were submitted 
where newsi>ajicr proprietors would haw had to shut down 
but for the help given them by those who happened to 
be bett«;r situated and could spare a little from their own 
supjdy : and one of the projwxsals iliscussed was that a 
dejnitation Irorn the Associatuiii should wait oij Sir Bolwrl 
Jforne (of the Board «if 'rnule) and .solicit his influence in 
supis)rt ol a scheme whereby the interests of all newspaiwrs 
would lie impartially considered, and no sticlion of the press 
would sniler be«;ause of the excessive stqiplies ol another, 
it was eventually resolved to recommend all the new.spapcT 
proprietors in the Association to iidojit standardised sheets 
and arrange w-itli the paper mills that the pa^KT Ik> supplied 
accordingly. 

Recently a serious outbreak of fire occurred at the Don- 
side Paiicr Mills at Alierdccn, when damage-—^wliich was 
fortunately covered by insurance - to an amount between 
£1,500 and £2,000 was done. It appeal's that the fire 
(which took place ui the yanl) originated deep down in a 
stack of J-ulac pulp, and it is tliought that a .spark from 
one of the four cranes which were busy lifting and depositing 
the bales was re.sponsiblc for the outbreak. The pulp had 
burst into flames before the outbreak w.as dLscovereil by 
one of the men in the lodge at the entrance to the mills, 
who immediately gave the alarm, and the brigade belonging 


to the mill was promptly on the scene and a copious supply 
of w-atcr was directed on to the burning mass. The Aberdeen 
Fire Brigade were tclcjihoned for as a precautionary 
measure, but before its arrival owing to the strenuous 
efforts of the workmen the fire was pretty well under 
control. With the aid of the Aberdeen Brigade additional 
hydrants were brought into play, and soon the outbreak 
wa.s complelely in hand. 


There was :i largo quantity of pulp in the yard—which 
is ailjacent to the wiirlw ;ind covers a large area of groiiiid — 
and the sti.ck of wood pul]i consisteil of about 10,000 
bales. It w.'ts obsc-rved that the outbreak had got a 
strong hold in the centre of the stiicks, and a number ol 
workmen, with the .'is.sistaiicc of the cranes, at «incc .set 
to work removing the bales in the vicinity of the (ire. 
Fortunately the lightness of the wind favoured the efforts 
of the firemen anil tended to make their work less streiuions, 
blit liad the circumstances been otherwise, probably the 
majority of the bales would have been doslroyed. As it 
was, lielween 150 and 200 bales (weighing four hundred¬ 
weight each) were destroyed. 

Recently the enqiloyees of the well-known Stoneywood 
Baiier Mills at Denny- -the proprietors of wliich arc Messrs. 
John ('olins, Limited - -held tlieir annual excursion in what 
fortunately was iileal weather lor a day's outing. The 
rendezvous chosen was the fair city of I*erlh. and four 
well-laden motors took a large party through the very 
pretty and picturesque scenery wliicli lined the route. In 
a little over three hours the tripjji-rK reached the fair city, 
where, after a luni'heon, sight-.sceing and boating occupied 
the .attention of the coiiqiany. .\fter an altogether enjoy¬ 
able stay till’ homeward rtiii was commenred, and at half¬ 
past nine tlie company arrived back in Denny. The 
committee wlio l(M)ked so well after the arrangements 
were Messrs. Fat McKenna, Jolin Cousland, William Kerr, 
.\dam Johnston and William ItfoiTison - -the latter eare- 
fully attending to tlie secretarial duties. 

An imiiortant apixjinlmeiit of which 1 have learned 
is that of Mr, Laurence Stewart—who for a lengthy ixiriiKl 
has lieeii associaletl with tlie I'unl Paper Works at Sunder¬ 
land—as the new general manager of the S(>ringficld Papier 
Mills at Mitllolhian. Mr. Slcw.art has hail a life-long 
cx^icricnce in all branches of the {>a|)er-niaking trade, anil 
he comes back to Seotlanil well qualified to take up the 
managemeiil of tlie inqHirtant mills in question, i-'ormerly, 
I understand Mr. Stewart was associated with the Chirn- 
siile l‘a]>cr Mills, and hisexjicrience in a managerial capacity 
has lieeii ixitli progressive and most im]X)rtant. The 
Springfield Mills rank as among tJic largest of their kind in 
this part of Scotland, and a very inqsirtiint trade in all 
the dcparliiicnts is carried on. 

In connection with the uIkivc apjxiintnicnt, i.'y the way, 
1 should also mention that for the jiast twenty-seven years 
the Springfield Pajicr Mills have ticen most excellently 
and efliciciitly managiHl by Mr. John Black, who has now 
retired from active service after a very worthy and honour¬ 
able record. l*rior to taking up this im]Kirtant appoint¬ 
ment, Mr. Black was foreman in the Valleyfield Mills at 
Penicuik, and 1 need liarilly say that he lias not been 
allowetl to terminate his long association with the pajier 
trade in this country without licing made the recipient 
of a tangible token of esteem. 1 understand that Mr. 
Black has been presented with a handsome gold curb 
albert and silver cigar case on behalf of the staff and 
employees, and Mr. W. Isles (the .secretary of the company) 
and Mr, U. Duncan, in making the presentations, paid higji 
tribute to his faithful service to the firm in question. 
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A very destructive outbreak of fire occurred some time ago 
in the factory of Messrs, Jebb Brotlicrs, J jmited, at Planta¬ 
tion, Glasgow, when damage to the extent of about ^fjo.ooo 
was done Iwforc the flames were brought under check. 
This firm are among the leading tlcalers in the West of 
Scotland in paper and waste materials used in })apcr- 
inaking, and the building iiivolvisl was of stone lime, con¬ 
sisting of six storeys and attics coinixised of oilices'and 
pressing nxims at one end, the remainder being used as a 
store for rags, puier, rope, waste and other stis-k. It 
was a very hard and strenuous struggle that the firemen 
hiul with the rapidly s]>reading flames, and from the first 
it was seen tliat the struggle for mastery was to lie a stern 
task. In a short s(>ace of time the fire spread to the large 
stiK'ks of inflammable materiiils in the Iksirs alxive and 
below the floor first iiivolveil, and the hungry flames iliished 
anil roared as tlicy devoured the st<K-.ks of paper and rags 
within the building and presently vicious red-forked tongues 
of lire showed in the upper .storey and sixin the entire 
building was ablaze.

After 
the battle had lieen in progress for about an hour the rixif, 
unable to withstand the rages of the flames, colla]>s(sl--' 
sending up myriads of sjiarks. All ho]x; of saving th<’ 
building was gone, anil the only thing that could Ixi ilone 
was to prevent the fire from spreading. J-'or over three 
hours the light continued with the firemen doggedly and 
relentlessly |K>uring water into tile burning building until 
they finally gained the mastery over the fire. It was 
inevitable in the circumstances that tluTe should tx.- heavy 
damage by water as well as by tire. Much of the contents 


of tlie five upper floors were destroyed, and at the end the 
building stex^ roofless. According to the fire brigade 
estimate the total damage amounted to about thirty thou¬ 
sand pounds, but ail is Iwlicvcd to lx: covered by insurance, 
lliis undoubtedly is one of the biggest outbreaks of fire 
wliich has occurred in Glasgow or the West of Scotland 
within recent years.

Chronicle Paper Mills), and Mr. J. Turner (Star Pajxsr Co.), 
have returned from their trip to the States. 


A Canadian correspondent writes to an exchange sis 
follows:—" The excellences of our juilp, however, are not 
allowed to be hidden under a bushel, as Cauiidian agencies 
in T.2)ndon are keeping them well before the trade. A new 
office has lx>cn ofiencd in Livcrjiool by a c«>m|xiny from 
this country, called the (Canadian Pulp Comjviny.” 

Mr. J. Itentley. J.l’.. of Radclille, I.ant;a.sliirc, whose 
death was lately announced, was well-known in the paper 
trade circles in T.tincashirc, and was chairman of the East 
r2incjishin; Pa]K*r Mill Co. He wjus also a mcmlier of the 
firm of Messrs. John Bentley A Sons, manufacturers, of 
Radcliffe, was connected with various local authorities, and 
was a county magistrate. 


Early on the morning of the 20th inst. it was di.scovcred 
that the premises of the West London Paper Mill Cn., in 
lilt's Koad, Chelsea, were on Are.

A considerable portion of this structure was burning when

siibrlued, but tlu' building was ba'lly damaged by Are, 
hc>a.t, smoke and water. The cause of thc’’outbrcak was 
unknown. 

Referring to our remarks in the last l.ssiic, relating to the 
succt?ss of the diviiiing-riMl at the Culter I’aper Mills, we 
understand that Mr. Thomas Matthews, of the Imperial 
Ironworks, West (lorton, Manchester, is now lioring a 
hole, 18 ins. in diameter, for obtaining the supply of water. 
It ap]K?ars that Mr. T. S. Tail, of Messrs. I'liomas Tail 
anil Sons, Inverurie, was also present at the divining 
c.\|X!rimcnts, and apfiearcd to be so .satisAmI with the results 
that his Arm have also instructed Mr. Matthews to bore 
a T2 in. hole. Mr. Matthews’s Arm at West Corton have 
been very successlul in water boring operations, and have 
obtained (|i.it.e a reputation for this class of work. 

Mr. C.. Waite, supcrintcwlent of the Daily Chronicle 
Paper Mills, who has made a tour of the |)a]HTmaking 
centres of tlic United States, with a mind open for ideas 
in the way of new machinery, thinks that ^rhaps some 
American-made inachinery will Ixs introduced into the 
mills in England. 'Hieir paper mills make about <io tons 
a day, and they have woixlpulp mills in Norway. Accord¬ 
ing to an American Excliange, Mr. Waite is reported to 
have said : "In all his experience and travels, he never saw 
so Ane a sheet of print paper as is turned out every day in 
the Montague Mills. He says England would give a good 
lot of money to possess the skill or material, wliatever it 
may be, to enable them to create such a product. He was 
a guest of the Marsliall Brothers here, having made their 
acquaintance when they put Marshall engines into their 
mills.’’ 


An inquest at the Cliff Hotel, Port St. Mary, Isle of Man, 
on Friday night, the 7th inst., touching the death of 


H. Mellody, 29, Iiookkeeper for Messrs. Diixbury & Sons, 
paiier manufacturers, Bolton, and who lived at ns.Turton 
Road, Turton, near Bolton, and was drowned whil.st bathing 
at Cha]xd Bay on Friday afternoon. Charles Robert 
Setldon, of Bury, ssiid he had known dccca^ intimately 
for thirteen years, and both went out in a boat for the 
pur|xise of Imthing. As deceased could not swim, he- 
measured the depth of water with his oar, and whilst 
witness was undre.ssing, he heard him jump in the water. 
He, however, jsiid no attention, but on hearing shouts 
from the shore, he looked round and saw deceased's head 
and arms above the water. The boat had drifterl about 
15 yards, and witness at once rowed to the spot, but de¬ 
ceased liad disap{)eaFcd. Tlie Ixxly was subsequently 
n'covererl from a^ut 3-ft. of water. 


On Tuesday, the 4th inst., a terriAc boiler explosion 
<K;cHrrcrl at the large SpringAcld Paper Mills of Mes.Hr.H. 
James William Marshall & Co., of Bolton. The explosion 
took place in the revolver or kicr hou.se, which is a building 
about 30 yards long by alxjut 12 yards wide, and which 
is completely wrecked. The force of the explosion was 
cxcecjlingly great, the roof being liftcil .some yards into 
the air, and falling back with a crash into the building, 
whilst evidence of the violence of ilie ex]>lo.sion can he seen 
in all directions. The cause of tiu* explosion is ns ^et a 
|x?rfcct mystery, as tlic work was proceeding exactly 
as usual, and steam pressure was not alxwc normal. 
Seven or eight ].)ersons were in the building at the time, 
all of whom suffer from shock, and .six who are suffering 
from bruises nl.so. After the explosion a rtsicne |xirty was 
immediately formed, a iloctor sent for, and the injured 
extracted from tiie ruins, and sent to the hospital. 1 happily 
there were no fatalities.

Many of these northern 
forests are coniixised exclusively of spruce tmis, growing 
so densely that, although very old, they do not in some 
sections attain a diameter th<at woidil make them .available 
for lumlier. Until tin* rapid strides of pulp industry <lrew 
attention to this raw inatcri.al awaiting the future dem.and, 
the.se forests were not largely taken into account in the 
stock-taking of the province, 'riiis is now changed, how¬ 
ever, and spruce rivals the great white jiine in the vulu(^ 
tti the state. It is now pretty generally conceded that 
('anad.a has the largest supply of .spruce, the great |>aper- 
making material in the world. As the supply in the United 
States liecomcs exhausted tlicrc can lie no doubt that the 
spruce forests of Ontario will prove a source of wealth to 
the province, the extent of which it is difficult to estimate."

THE PAPER FAMINE. 

PROSPECTS OF SEVERE SHORTAGE ON 
PACIFIC SEABOARD, 

TIu! Vancouver corrcspoinlcnt of the Times 
says :— 

“ .\ll newsj)aix:r from Stm Francisco to Alaska 
will face a scri<»us crisis within the next few iruinths 
t)wing to a laek of pajicr if the fuel oil famine which 
is ]n'of)liesicd comes to }>ass. The J’acific news- 
pajrcrs arc wholly dependent on the mills at Ocean 
l-'alls and on the 1 ‘owcll River, British Columbia. 

These mills, which protliice approximately 
100,000 tons jrer year, have been notified from 
California that no more cargiKM of oil are 
available for export after the present supplies 
are exhausted. Months mttst elapse before the 
plants can be converted for coal burning. Jm])ort 
from Kastern Canada is out of the question. 
.Already the British Columbia mills liavc been 
importuned to lend 3,000 lores of ncwspajicr ti> 
Middle West oaitcrs. Australia, which lakes 
approximately 15,000 tf>ns of pajx^r from this 
province each year, will also be alTected.

EMPIRE TIMBER EXHIBITION. 

AN INTERVIEW ON CANADIAN WOOD PULP. 


Sim:akIN'.; at tin.* ojiciiiiiKoF Ihi* lMni>iri-'l inilior IC.\liibitioii, 
vvliicli waK lidcl at Hollaml Park Skaliii)' Kink bust niontli. 
Lord ScllMiriic i-inpliasispd the iinini'iiso ini|M>rlaiicc‘ of 
dcvolojiinj' the Kiowtli of tiriilior, Tliosc wiio ran nows- 
|K9K:r.s, said lie, know tliat there was a likelihood of a 
kshorlaKi! of timber (or the world's (-.oiisuin|ition. Timber, 
although a cro|), was not one that eouUl lie realised in a 
year, or even 10 yeans, anil that was what made it such an 
iinprolitable speenlation. liefore the w'ar the annual 
eonsnmption of tinilKT in tliis country was 35 inillions 
slerliii}’, and of this ijo ]M>r cent, was imported. KiikIisIi 
amt Scottish forestry reijuired to l»e reiuiMlelksI and 
reorganised to meet our present needs. This would 
iK'aiitify the land, find employment for a tine race of 
i-oiintryinen, and insure against the national risk of a 
scarcity of timber. 

Wood Pim.I’. 

•An interesting collection of winKl-pulji was disjilayed 
at the Canadian exhii)it. h'rected in thei centre of the stall 
was a triangular stand which contained a large variety 
of samples of wood jailp. The three sides of the stand were 
alk’i ated to groimdwiHxl pulp, sulphite )>ul)> and kraft 
pulp resjxvtively. Kach particular side was sub-divided 
into three sw.tions and in each were shown the raw material, 
the rough product, and the finished article of the pulp it 
served to d -monstrate. A nninlxT of illuminated photo- 
^ graphs, illustrating the process of manufacturing pulp, etc., 
made the stand an attractive feature and commanded 
much public attention. 

Speaking to our rejircscntativc, the otheial in charge, in 
reply to a question, said that the ])a])ermaker would in the 
near future have aTiost of rivals to deal with in the market 
for wuckI pulp. There were numerous inventions lasing 
placed on the market, which would command the u.se of 
pulp in many directions, and it was his opinion that the 
{Kijictmakcr would shortly feci a more ae.utc shortage than 
that which existed at present. “ So yon fear there is a 
gloomy outlook for }Ki{)er maniiftictiircrs?" .said oiirreprc- 
sentative. " I flo," said he, and ]x>intiiig to the .stand 
said that there were many sample.s there which would 
substantiate his statement. Electrical conduits were 
already being manufactured from pulp on an iinprece- 
dentwl scale, and large factories were teing built for the 
purpose of utilising pulp for the nraking of fibre ware. 
'J'h^ two pnxlucts were being made from .sulphite pulp, 
while kraft pulp proved to be the rough product of twine 


and kraft ta|)f gum. (Continuing, he said that as pulp was 
licing ii.sLsI ill these cases a.s a siibstiliitc for hardware and 
leather, the manufacturers could natundly alford to {>ay 
a higher price than ]ia]XT manufacturers. 

Ill reply to a further <|iiestion as to whether he exijcctcd 
a pulp shortage, lie replied with an emphatic " N<i.’’ “ Hut," 
said he, " it tiiere is to be a shortage at all it will Ih* .i short¬ 
age of factories for making, wikkI pulp.

with the coming great demand. I wish you would, 
thmugh the iiu'ilium of your valuable paper, impress iqion 
iiritish financiers the necessity of British capital to liuikl 
and run those factories," wius his |)arting message, and 
tlien, said he, the llriti.sh jiapor market will Ix'iielit con- 
.sideruhly. 

There was also an interc.sting exhibition of pulpwcKicl 
in the Newfoundland section, under the auspicc.s of the 
Anglo-Newfouiidland Development Cfi. 'J'liere was a large 
variety of various grades of pulpwood, and two reels of 
newsprint which were mamifiudiircd for the iJaily Mail 
and haily Mirror. 

In the Hritish East Africa Section samples were shown 
of East African bamboo for the manufacture of pulp and 
jiajKT, and it w'as hoped also to shirw sjH’ciinens of the pajicr 
made from this lumrl raw material. Many hundreds of 
square miles in llio East Africa Driitectoratc arc covered 
witli tills bamboo, and arrangements liavc been mailc by 
tlic Imperial Jmstitute for teclinical trials of tlie material 
by papiT mamifactiirers in this country in order to deter¬ 
mine the suitability of the bamboos for pa])cr-making. 
It has been announced that bamboo pulp is now also being 
manufactured m Burmah. 

Indian Forhstky. 

Witli reference to tlie forests of Tndia, note may be made 
of the fact that, concerned as the Forest Research Institute 
at Dehra Dun is witli the advancement of scientific forest 
inaiiagcmcnt, it has not licen able to keep ])acc with the 
demands made on its stall and eipiipmervt by the recent 
indiistnal development of the country and the rapid 
expansion in the activities of the Indian Forest Service. 
It is also of interest to note that the state forestry of India 
covers no less than 250,000 square miles, and comprises 
more than 23 per cent, of the total area of India. The 
Institute at Dehra Dun has made certain proposals fur the 
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(*.\p;insi(in nf the n-scarth w(»rk, and the staff for this piir- 
po-sf, wfifii fully ivi;ruiti-d, will include s«)iiic ,p) officers 
aiifl will Ik' niider the c. nitrul of an officer of the rank tif 
(‘hief (‘.onservator. It will loiisisl partly of forest officers 
and partly of extra rlepartineiital specia'ists for resi-arcli, 
in ciiniiectioii with the seasoning, testing, and preservation 
of tinifHT. the technology of wo(m1 pulp and other cellnlos'’ 
tiiaiiiifac.tiires and tanning substances, as well as in tli" 
puH'ly scientific brain lies.

POSSIBILITIES OF PAPERMAKING 
IN AUSTRALIA. 

COMMONWEALTH’S HUGE PAPER BILL, 

'■ The newsjirint inaniifactiired by the |)a)H-r-mills of the 
worhl is not sunnient to meet the world's demand, and 
couse<iuenlly a world shortage is lik-dy to prevail for the 
ne.\t two years." Thisinformation wasgiveii loa nieetingof 
Pressmen at the .Millions ('liib, Svdin'y. .Xnstralia, receiillv. 

The chair was occnpieil by .Mr. Win. Hrooks, ,M.I..C.. 
who .said that the tnaiinfacUire of pa|H'!' in ;\nstralia was 
of the utmost importance to the ('omnionwealth, it hud 
lH*en frequently ami coiiliilently as.serted that it was 
impracticable to maiiiifacture paper in the country and 
no serious action bad Ihvii taken to ipiestioii the accuracy 
of this statement. The result was that paj«-r was dear 
and excisslingly hard to procure, evi*n when the price was 
IJaid. The newsi>apers and |M‘rioilicals of .\n.stralia reipiired 
ov(‘r 70,000 tons of newsprint aiinnally, and the pieseiit 
prices on that ipiaiitity repn-.sisited an increasi* of over 
/5.ooo.o(Kj. as coni|>ariil with pre-war rales. That wa.s 
a startling tigiire in itself, but the' ]i,i|K'r reipiired for 
maniifactiiring bags and other items re]>re.seiited a further 
increase of /,3,000,000. In other words, the .Australian 
paiM-r hill was on the same ipianMty mo.ooo.oihi more 
than it was in oii.). The (’loverninent's ex)K'rinienls 
had shown that they had the matiTials lo iiiak(‘ good 
paper in Australia, and with pro|>i-r (loveriiineiit eii- 
couragement he felt sure that the gn-ater fiortion of 
Australian paix-r reipiireinents could Ik- supplied within the 
borders of the continent. 

Mr. W. <;. Conley, general manager for John l-airtax 
and Sons. Ltd., referred to the ex)ieru'nce ol papi'r users 
under the Controller during the last year of the war and 
said that control would Ik- of no lienelit under existing 
conditions for the .siiufile reason that there was a world 
shortage of pa|H.*r. The ])o.ssible consumption was from 
J.3 jier ci.'iit. to jo |a-r cent, greater than the world's 
production, and i-onijadition sent up the price. Kegarding 
the (Missibilities of )Ki)>er niaiin hut lire in the Coinmon- 
w'ealth, he .saiil that ex{Kiriments luid iK-en going on 
since i<h> 7. The committee, of which he was a member, 
were satisfied of the practicability of nuinufacturing pajxT 
in Australia, hut many difficulties had ye* to lx‘ solved, 
and they woiilil soon lx- making a demand from the State 
Treasurer for cj.ooo or /jj.ooo to continue ex|x?riments. 
It had Ix-en .shown that jiafx-r could Ix' made from various 
.Australian gnesses and waste products, but the most 
satisfactory results for newsprint were rcceiverl from the 
pulp of a s|xx'ial kind of red gum. This was growing in a 
forest near Tiimiit. whore there was a gtaxl water siippK, 
and the committee were endeavouring toobtain a marketable 
pulp from it. Hut even if the (ioveriiment gave them 
everything they asked for it wouhl lx: at least three years 
liefore a reel of jxijxT could be manufactured. In the 


meantime there were a number of complicated problems 
to .solve. Five or six syndicatc.s were trying to get control 
of the raw material, but the {laper users were averse to any 
syndicate having control of the paper supplies of Australia. 

Mr. T. M. Shakesfx^arc, secretary of the Country Press 
Assix-iatioii, said that during the war Great Britain cut 
down supplies to about onc-.sixth of the ordinary, and France 
did flu* same. However, at present the Allies and lielli- 
gerent countries were all demanding {laixsr, and the world's 
siipfilies for the next two years hsul lieen practically 
cornered by American s|)eculators. Paper lieing sold ^1 
Australia at 4'70 ]x*r ton had been traced through five or 
six different agents to the manufacturer, who sold at £26 
jX'r ton. Sweden and Nonvay were the only countries 
exjxirling jMtjx’r and juilp, anrl their .supplies for tlic next 
iH months liail Ix-cn cornered, princi])ally by Americans, 
('oiitiiiuing, lie said that the next two years would be 
critical ones in the iiewspaixir and allicsl industries, and 
would reipiirc the most careful and (sionomic management 
|)o.xsihlc to pull through. 

A resolution moved hy .Mr. W. Cl. Omley, and sccoudeil 
liy Mr. T. M. Shakespeare, to the effect " that the Millions 
Clnh expresses its strong afiproval of the fact lhat an 
impiiry into the resources of the State in respect to the 
niaiiiifaetiire ol ]Ki)M‘r was now jmicoeding," was jnit lo the 
meeting and carried iinaninioiisiv.

A WOOD PULP SUBSTITUTE. 

AN ENTERPRISING BURY FIRM. 

While eliemists and other exix'ils interested in the 
l>ajsT trade are busily engaged in exjx*riiiu*iitiiig in various 
raw materials as a siihslitiite for wood fnilp, .\le.s.srs. Holt 
Hnis., of Wharf .Mills, Hnry Hriilge, Hiirv, have for .some 
time fiast been snoplyiiig jkiixt mills up and down the 
Hritish Isles with bleached and iiiibicaclied cotton waste. 
The material, which of eonrse is used for making the 
belter-elass pajiers, eonlaiiis viTv giKxl fibre, is hand- 
jiicked, and is free from all foreign matter. .Mills using 
wood ]>nlp have iiatnrally not the necessary plant for 
dealing with this waste product. With a little alteration 
of their |ilaiit, however, i1 would enable them to d<i so, 
lint tho.se mills using machiiierv for rags, etc., coukl easily 
adapt it for this material whicli, hy Hie way. is snitahlv 
packed in four liiiiidiedweight |>rcs.sed hales. Further, 
the material contains only alxnit seven to eight jier cent, 
moisture, and under luie per cent, of grease and mineral 
matter, while it is gnaraiiteeil 03 jxir cent, pure cellulose, 
iluis giving 10 jMT cent, more usable fibre than is obtainable 
in the case of wooii piilji. This fact will, no doubt, be 
taken into consideration when going into the (juestion of 
cost as Ixdvveen cotton waste and woikI pulp. It may lie 
added that the filant erectisl for preparing this material 
cost about ^,Ko,ooo. It will thus lx; easily recognised that 
nothing lias Ix'eii spared or left undone to pnaluce a .suitable 
raw niaterial, for converting into ixijHir and thereby saving 
|>n]H;r-makers as nuic-li trouble and eyjiense lus possible 
Ix'fore coming to the Ixiaters. 

Messrs. Holt Bros., by the way, have long been closely 
connected with the cotton trade in all its varied branches. 
During the war lioth brothers did valuable service to the 
Government authorities, tliroiigli tlieir thorough technical 
knowledge of the uses of cotton. As a matter of fact, 
Mr. K. 11 . Holt was s]iccially .singled out for commendation 
hy tlic War .Ministry for his services in ciinncction with 
the manufacture of gun cotton.

I Stringknt economy in the ust* of pajicr is now the 
demand of the military authorities. It is {xanted out 
I jat. owing to the world-wide shortage ami the increasing 
difficulty of obtaining suppli<»i, it is im{x;rativc that the 
yrloscst sufx^rvision be exercised by the rcs]x>iisible officers, 
to prevent waste of any kind. It has repeateilly come 
tinder notice that an unneces.sary numlicr of carlion copies 
of rnemoranda and minutes arc still twing taken by some 
siftions, anil it has also been oliscrvcd lliat fisilscap shei ts 
are freiiuently being used for memoranda of two i>r three 
lines, when a .smaller sheet would mi*cl rcijuircmcnts. 
These practices have been ordered to lx; discontinued 
. tmmediatcly.

To-day the ship]>iug is available but there is no iMijx^r for 
sale. .Australian and New Zealand uews|Kiix*r.s, liecause 
of the war, Ixs-ame almost entirely deixmdeiit u|xm the 
t'anailian mills iliiring lou) and Usiked to them to iirovidc 
siipjilies for i<i2o. Just when contracts were ready for 
signature, however, the shortage of newsprint in North 
America lx.‘cume ap]xircut. .Americ.an pajH-rs, having 
largely iiicreaswl their jrrices and tbeir advertising rates,, 
were able to pay bigber prices for tbeir materials, and the 
e.xcliange rate further gave them an enormoiis advantage 
over Australian and Hritisb conux'titors. Tims they bail 
cut deeply into ('anailain stocks, so that even t'anailian 
]xi]H'rs were confronteil with a jsissible famine. The 
t'anadiaii manufacturer, t'omjHdIed to sell in t>niiada by 
the ('•overimient at fj~ ix*r ton, naliirally laefeiTi'il (o 
place bis oitt|)u( in New York at X.n |K*r ton.

The Govern¬ 
ment was also urgeil to remove the duty from Scandinavian 
jiaiier until Canadian sin>plics were available in sufficiently 
reliable quantities.

GERMAN DYESTUFFS. 

GOVERNMENT POLICY. 

Ill the ifoiise of Coiniiions, recently. Colonel Pickering 
asked tlie Pn*sident of the Hoanl of Tnwle if he was aware 
that .America hiul arranged to iin|>ort a largo quantity ol 
German ilyewares ; if he was also aware that the country 
Wits urgfuitly in noorl of thesi- dyowares; would he state 
the reason why the Hoard of Traile had hitherto iiiforiricd 
all iu(|nirers that no (rt>rnian ilyewares were available for 
this comitry ; was it the definite jxilicy of the Government 
to eoin|H-l inanutacturers to ptirchasi' their dyewares from 
Itritisli Dyes, owing to the Government's financial interest 
in tlial company ; and w.-ts lie also aware that this company 
could not satisfy the reqiiircincnls ol manufacturers in 
certain dyes, and that the inability to obtain suitabh' dyes 
ieo)>ardised the sale ol finished produets in neutral markets. 

,Mr. Hridgemaii : I am awan* that America has arranged 
lo import a certain ipiantity ol (Jerinan dyestuffs. There 
is. no doubt, a demand for ('•erniaii dyeslull.s in the UjiiUnl 
Kingdom, but tny lion, iind gallant Iriend is mistaken in 
thinking that the Jtoard ol 'rriMie iiavi: stateil that tliese 
goisls are not available for this country. Since last Deceni- 
Ixr there has been no prohibition ol the import oi any 
dyestuffs into this country and we are securing .siqiplies 
ol dyestuffs from fiermany under the Rejiaratioii Sc.heme, 
liven during the period fif jirohibition of im^Rirlation, 
except under licen.se, s|xcial arrangements were imuie to 
secure from Swiss maniifaidiirers dyes which were not 
available from other sources. As to the relation ol the 
Govcrnmeiit to British Dyestuffs Corporation, tliey are 
under an obligation to salegiiard the dye indust''y in this 
country and for that jiurjiose to control importation. Tiiis 
obligation must be carried out in due coiirw. It is no part 
of theii policy to compi.‘l British maniitacturci's to piin hasc 
dyestuffs from any one British firm.

ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING. 


COMPUMENTARY DINNER AND 

MR. C. R. > 

The aiitiiial I'ciicral mt'ctiiig of the Employers’ l<edern- 
lion of Papcrniakois was held al Ihe Midlaad Hotel, Mau- 
rlicstcr, OH Thursilay, Noveinl>cr 4, when there was a 
ropreseiitalivc! Kallieiiiig of the Northern, Southern and 
Scottish sections. 

'J'he hnsincss (Kirt was transacted in the morning, Mr. 
('.. K. Sisldon (President of the I'eileration) occupying 
tlie chair. 

The Annual Re]N>rt of the Executive Giuncil for 
1919-1920 wiis as follows:- - 

Th)! business of tlie l‘'e(leriition li:is procceilnil with much 
activity, ami the work and transactions of the respi-ctive Boards 
have Uicn carried on efiectively. Very frequent incctings and 
conferences will) the I'nions have been held in all the districts 
to deal with questions which are constantly arising in connection 
with einploynietit, ami the ICxecutive Council have met on many 
(H-c.'isioiis to consider ({uestions in connection with the National 
Agreement with the t.'nions and other ini{>ortant matters. 
Since the last annual general meeting, three applications have 
been made to the Industrial Court to decide points arising out 
of the Old .\greenieut, ami to arbitrate upon questions arising 
on the terms of the new one. 

In the Southern .\rea, the constitution of the District 13 oard 
has been slightly altereil. Mr. 1 C. I’l.Tcy Reeil, who was Chair¬ 
man. having resigned in favour of Mr. .-t. Kalph Need, and Mr. 
Arthur Baker has been ap|)uinted Chairman. Mr. H. Creiner 
has resigned and the Southern Board have expressed to Mr. 
Ueed ami .Mr. Creiner their appreciation of their valuahlc services 
on the Board. 

'I'he Northern Boaril regret to record the loss of Mr. T. Y. 
Nutlall, wlio was one o 1 the founders of the I'edcratiim, and wlio 
greativ assisted in the ileliberatioiis of the .Board and whose 
valuable services were willingly pl.aced at the disjaisal of the 
■•Vderation. Captain W. b. Nuttall, his son, wiis appointed to 
till Ihe vaeaiiey. Mr. J. .M. Arnot, who ropreseiiled Me.ssrs. 
James Wrigley A .Son. t.td.. .ind Mr. John Dobson, of .Me.ssrs. 
Charles .Marsden iV Sons, Ltd., have resigned their }K)sili(ins on 
the Board, ami there are consequently two vacancies to Im- tilled. 
The Northern Board wish to place on record their obligation to 
these gentlemen ami their regret al losing them as colleagues. 

I'Toin theScottisIi Board, Mr. A. M. Ktitherford resigned, ami 
Cominaiidcr \V, B. I'lrie, D.S.O., B.N., was ap|x>iiited in his 
]>lace. Mr. Kntherford has given much time ami service to the 
Scottish Board, and has tilled the position of Chairinan with 
distinction. Mr. K. C. Cowan has been a|<[ioiiited Chairinan of 
the Scottish BoarrI. 

Mr. C. U. Seddon, who has bism the Chairman of the Northern 
Board since the inception of the h'l'ileration, has intimated his 
intention of relimpiishing this ottice, and the ICxecutive Council 
wish to record their liigh appreeiutioii of his devotion to the work 
of the Northern Section. 

The l•'ed<lratlon in general meeting decided upon the a,-plication 
of the I'aper Coating Mills to admit them to meiiibi-rship. 

At the lime of the last annual meeting, the National Agrce- 
inent with the riiions of July .m, 1010, was in operation. 

Owing to the eontiiiiied rise in the price of (onimodilies, the. 
ICxecutive Council met in l''el)riiary last and resolved to rerom- 
inend the payment of a voluntary increase to workers ranging 
from 2s. jier wis'k to boys ,ind girls, to (>s. per week to men. 
Hut this rlid not. in the opinion of the Unions, meet the increased 
cost, and tliey put in a form.'il ajiplication in March last for 
increases ranging from 4s. a week for girls, to 13.S. a wts-k for 
men. After negotiation with the Unions, it was eventually 
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decided to grant further advances of is. a week to Ixiys and girls 
up to 4s. a week to men, and these payments continued up to the 
expiration of the first National Agreement. In the month of 
.May last, having in view the expiration of the Agreement in 
July, the Unions made overtures for a New Agreement, and 
)>rewnted a memorial in which they claimed an advance of (id. 
]>..-r hour to all grad(s> of adult males, with corresponding advances 
to other clas.Hes of workers, ailditional percentages to piece¬ 
workers, increased payment for overtime, holi(la>’K with pay, 
and many other concessions. 'I'liis application was the siibjert 
of lengthy negotiation and much debate lietwcen the Council 
and the Ibiions, and counter proposals were submitted to them, 
but the negotiations, although productive of much good, came 
to an end without an agreement, and the whole quest inn was 
remittcfl for settlement l»y arbitration to the Industrial Court. 
The hearing took place in Lomloii on .-Xiigiist 18, and the award 
was issued by the .Arbitrator on .-August 31 last. 

At the Coi'irt the h'ederation was represented by Messrs. ('. Jf. 
Setidon, J. Dobson, E. AV. .-Allen, Coinniander A\'. B. I’irie, 
Messrs. .A. I-. Sliar|ie, H. Cremer. .A. Baker, J. D. Toil, 
Goldslraw, C. II. Sangiiinetti, D. Callender, A. AV. I*'oster, AV. 
Dyson, iitid J. 1 -. Merchant. The b'xecutivc Council beg to 
acknowb-dge their obligation to the delegates who attended the 
Iiidiistrial Court, and argued the rase on liehalf of the h'ederatioii. 

'I he .Award forms tlie Itasis of tile new .-Agreement with the 
Unions wliich is now on the point of roiiipJetiuii. 

During the negotiations with the Ibiions, the c|ue.sliuii of 
grading the mills in accordance witli their varying economic 
conditions was raised, and altliough it was found impracticable 
to introduce grading into the new Agreement, a clause has been 
endHidied under which the subject shall be ronsiilcretl during 
the ensiling six months. 

.-A recoininendation has been made by tlie J''ederatioti to the 
iiieinliers to employ disahlcd ex-Service men to the extent of 
a (HT cent, of the employees in accordance with the National 
Scheme. 

The foriiiatioii of a Joint Industrial Council has Ik-lmi held in 
abeyanc.e. A further effort is now in jirogress, and an applica¬ 
tion will tie made to the Tr.ide Board Section of tlie Ministry of 
LalKitir to authorise the furmatioti of a Council. 

The inemlKTship of the Kederation has been siistamed, and 
inui-h progress has been made in all the districts. The Execu¬ 
tive Council have confidence in stating that the older the 
hederation gets, the more vigorous and effective it becomes.--

Advantage wa.s taken of the occasion during the evening 
to nuikc some acknowledgment of the value and itn]>or- 
t.'incc of Mr. Seddon's work on behalf of the Imderatioii 
and the ]>npermaking industry generally, by presenting him 
with his ]xirtrait in oils, a reproduction of which will be 
found on another i>age. 

The oil painting is the work ttf Mr. George Henry, of 
Chel.sea, and is nioiinted in a handsome gold frame. The 
portrait is considered, by tho.se who have scicn it, to lie 
a really excellent, lifelike work, reflecting the highest 
credit upon the artist, who has already a high rc])u- 
tation for ]xirtrait paititing. 

To .show the unanimity of feeling anri desire to do honour 
to Mr. Seddon, there had liccn a certain amount of rivalry 
as to who should have the honour of making the presentation 
and it was eventually decided, in order that .Mr. Seildon 
might 1)0 assured of the cordiality of feeling from all sec¬ 
tions of the Federation, that inenibers from the Northern, 
Soutlicrn and Scottisli districts should iiiirtici^iate in 
making the presentation. Accordingly Mr. E. W. Allen 
(Northern), -Mr. Arthur Raker (Southern), and Mr. J. 1 ). 
Tod. J.P. (Scottish .st“ctioii) were deputed to carry out the 
pleasing function of formally presenting the isirtniit. 

Letters of apology from .several memliers of the l-'edera- 
tion regretting unavoidable alisence and .sending lies! 
wishes for a succe.ssful and happy gathering and long life 
and happine.ss to the guest of the evening were re.id. 

A feature of the gathering was the presence of several 
members of inc Paper Trarle Union. 

The formal presentation was in the Viands of Mr. E. W. 
Allen (Northern Section). Mr. Arthur Baker (Soiilhcrn 
Section), and Mr. J. D. Tod (Scottish Section). 

Mr. Allen said recognition for the invaluable services so 
ably rendered by their Chairman during the (xist seven 
.years as Chairman of the Federation was long overdue.

Mr. Allen 
referred to his 20 years’ friendship with Mr. Seddon, and 
said that he had always found him a man of his word, a 
true frienci, and a most valuable colleague in the Federation, 
or in uiiytiiing he put his hand to. (Applau.se.) 

Mr. Bilker siiid since he had known Mr. Seddon he luui 
learned to love and ailmirc his many qualities of mind and 
lieiirt, and he fully endorsed all that Mr. Allen hail said 
aliout his work in founding the I'ederation anil putting it 
on the sound footing it cnjoycil to-day. (Hear, hear.) For 
the hours and days he had devoted to the interests of the 
I'ederation and the jniiKir trade and the workers, they would 
never lie able to rejiay him or over-eslimate the value of 
his work. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Tod Siiid in the iiaiiie of (he Scottish Section of the 
l''ederation he heartily’ endorsed iill tliiit luid liecn said 
almut his old friend, Mr. Seildon. They had had the 
Ixiiicfit of his giKKl advice. Isirii of rijs* exjicriencc, w’hich 
hiul simjilv liccti invaluable to the work and success of 
the I'ederation, and he was delighted to lx- present when 
they were doing honour to one who was Ixiloved by every 
section of the jxijier trade. (Hear, hear.) 

The coinjKiny reci'ived the toast with musical hoiiour.s,- 
and the greatest enthiisiusin. 

Mr. Seildon said he had been deiqily touched with all 
the kind things that h,'ul Ikhmi said of him. which he sin¬ 
cerely appreciated. The iirtist, .Mr. George Henry, had 
Ixistowcd immortality uixiii his luinible features—(laughter, 
and hear, hear) ami ^le could assure them the magnitieent 
oil iKiiiitiiig would Ix! treasured hy liiinseif and his family 
as long as life remained, IxMiig a handsome exjiression of their 
goodwill towanls him. With regard to b'eileratioii work, 
he had done it freely, and had had many' ]>lcasant asso¬ 
ciations with his colleagues, and whatever dilTeriMices of 
views had Ix'en expressixl, they li;ul always {xirted the Ixist 
of friends and with the mo.st ix’rfee.t harmony, all lining 
animated with the licst spirit and intentions for the giMxl 
of the Federation and the |ia])cr trade generally. (Hetir, 
hear.) 

Mr. Seddon refcrreil to the valued services of their 
(General Secretary, Mr. Merchant, who h,'nl Ixieii of great 
assislaiiee in carrying on the meetings ami arranging the 
linsiiiess, etc. He was very' pleased to see representatives 
of the Workers' Union present (hear, hear). He was thankful 
that there was a Ixitter iiiidcrstanding iMitwetm the employers 
and the workers, and when thev met to discuss hours, 
wages, or whatever l)iisine.ss they had to transjul, there 
was always a reasonalile spirit shown on Ixith sitles, which 
enabled them to come to a eotiimoii agreement. He hoped 
the same friendly relations would Ixi always mniiitaiiieil. 
They had arrived at the time when the lamb ami the lion 
were lying down together -he would not attempt to say 
which was the lion and which the lamb (laughter). 

In conclusion, Mr. Sciidon Ixiggi’d to thank them for 
lining him the great honour of making him their President 
that day. He ixiuld only say he would continue to do his 
Ix'st for the I'ederation and the jxiper trade generally as 
far as (xissible, and his strength and ability would })ermit. 
He would never forget the kindness and honour they hail 
bcstowcil upon him on thiit memorable occasion.

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MR. C. R. SEDDON, J.P. 

A STRIKING SKETCH OF HIS CAREER. 


LIKE many other men who have attained to prominence 
in the paper-making industry, Mr. C. R. Seddon may 
certainly be said to have risen from the ranks. He was 
born on June 4, i860, his parents at tlie time living in a 
house in the mill yard at Arden Paper Mills, Wooillcy, 
near Denton. His earliest recollections and interests were 
naturally centred at Arden Paper Mills, and it was here 
he commenced working 
full time in I'cbruary, 

1872. For the first two 
years he was in the mill 
offices, but all his ideas 
and instincts lieing fur 
mechanical and practical 
work, he was transfer! ed 
to the mill to receive a 
practical training as a 
paper-maker. From 14 
years of age until he 
was 20 ho worked in 
the various departments 
of Arden PajKir Mills, 
including engineering, 
right throiigli from the 
])re])arat io 11 of raw 
materials to the machine 
housi*. Subscciiiently, in 
order to alTord him a 
more thorough mechaiii- 
c.t1 training, he left the 
mills temporarily and 
worked as an “ im¬ 
prover ” at a well-known 
engineering works at 
Hyde, ivlierc he was 
employeil in the turning, 
filling and <!rcxtio!i de- 
]>artmenls. It will thus 
Ix' seen that from Mr. 

Seddon’s experience and 
training in the practical 
work, lK)th of jiaper- 
making and engineering, 
together with the time 
he was .sjKsndiiig in study 
as a young man, he was 
becoming splendidly 
equipped for the position 
w’ldch he was to occupy 
so eminently in later 
years. 

It was intenoed that, after finishing his engiins?ring 
training, he Sliould return to Arden Paixx Mills; in the 
meantime, however, these mills had been dosisl, anil in 
January, 1884, he t<K»k up the position of engineer at 
Messrs. Yates, Duxbury & Sons, Hall-i’-the-M'ood, near 
Bolton, occupying tliis position until January, r8«8, when 
Messrs. Duxbury acquired the Heap Bridge Mills. Here 
he acted as an engineer, but in August of the .same year 
was appointed works manager, and he remained in this 
capacity until August, 1897. 

The decisive event in the career of Mr. Seddon was his 
taking up the position of Manager of the Ea.st Lancashire 
Paper Mill, Kaddifle. Here he quickly commenced the 
rebuilding, re-construction and rcTcquipmcnt of this mill, 
which he brought to the highest state of efiSciemgr, and which 


will always remain a testimony to his ability, thoroughness 
an<l perseverance. In .August, 1807. when Mr. Seddon 
liccamc manager, the business of the company was at its 
lowest ebb. No dividends had been paid for the previous 
seven years ; there was a heavy outstanding bank balance ; 
the market value of the £10 shares had fallen to between 
£2 and £3 ; the mill was working “ short ’’ time, and was 

handicapiicd with many 
tons of " dead ’’ stock ; 
the building and paper¬ 
making machinery were 
in a very bad condition ; 
the steam plant likewise, 
and most of the water 
for manufacturing ]>iir- 
)K)ses liiul to l)c taken 
from the river. Such ii 
condition of things would 
certainly disheatten any 
manager, and Mr. S<‘ddi>n 
frankly admits that at 
first he thought he had 
iinderlaken an im])ossible 
tusk. 

The estate now owned 
by the ^:a.st Lancashire 
I’ajx'r Mill Company 
covers 54 acres, of which 
the mill occupies iibout 
six acres. The water 
rights are c.onsiderable, 
the gathering ground 
extcmling five miles to 
the north of the mill, 
'riiere are three fresh 
water rescr\'oirs with ii 
total capacity of 50 
million gallon.s, with 
mechanical filters. River 
water is iiscul for boiler 
and rondensiUion ]>iir- 
piksi's only, and is stored 
in two large reservoirs, 
aiul after precipitation 
]>iis.s(!S through a filter¬ 
ing and softening plant. 
Thu whok’ of the Ituild- 
ings have been reno¬ 
vated and rc-roofed 
throughout; in many 
cases the walls have besen 
raised so as to give additional height, and large extensions 
have been made. An entirely new slc;am and power 
plant has been provided, togethei with electric driving 
and lighting. Of the originsd pa]Kr-making machinery 
there only remain a few cylinders in one machine. The 
whole of the plant and macliincry throughout tlic mill has 
been renewed. Whercsis the weekly output was 140 tons, 
to-day it is 310 tons. Whilst all these alterations and 
improvements have been carried out. the company, under 
the wise and able guidance of Mr. Sccldon, has been able to 
meet the cxiicnditurc year by year without raising addi¬ 
tional share capital. In fact, within the first six months 
of Mr. Seddon undertaking tlic management, the working 
of the mills showed a balance on tlie right side, and in 
December, 1898, the company paid a dividend, the first

tOur reproduction of the t)il I’ainling is from a photograph by

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for eight years. Since then, large amounts have been 
placed to reserv'C, and the dividends paid have averaged 
about 15 per cent, on the subscribed capital. The shares 
of the company are eagerly sought at a price which repre¬ 
sents ^40 on an origin^ £10 sliare. 

Mr. Seddon was made a director of the company in 
February, 1^2, and shortly afterwards was appointed 
managing director. It murt be exceedingly gratifying 
to Mr. Seddon that he has been able to sec the full fruition 
of his 23 years’ work at East Lancashire, and that he has 
been able himself to train his son, Mr, John Seddon, to 
follow in his footsteps. Mr. Seddon, junior, was appointed 
works manager of the mill in 1907, and a director in IQ12, 
and gives every indication of his ability to carr}- forward 
the excellent work which his father has accomplished. 

Up to a lew years ago Mr. Seddon took a great part in 
the work of tiic Paxter-Makers* .Association, and was 
Chairman of the Northern Section for twt) years, but 
latterly his chief interest has been connected with the 
Employers' Federation of Papermakers, with which he 
has b<!cn associated since its inccjition.. 

It was in the Thatched House Hotel, in Manchester, 
during April, 191.1, that he and several Northern paper- 
makers met to consider the advisability of forming an 
Employers’ Federation to enable paper-makers to bargain 
collectively with tlic Unions, and to encourage iiiiikirmity 
in wages and conditions of lalxiur. Mr. Scxldon was 
apiwinted to the chair, and he has since that time, with 
the unanimous support and approval of the members, 
held the position <jf President (»f the Federati<in. The 
movement sjiread to other parts t)f the kingdom, and a 
Ilistrict Ifoard was formed for the South of England, and 
subsecpicntly Scotlatul came into the h'ecleration under the 
direction of the Scottish District Ikuird. The lArderation 
is now completely rej)rescntative of makers of juipcr 
throngluiul the United Kingdom. Under Mr. SciUluii’s 
guidance, and with the loyal aisistance of his colleagues 
on the several l)oards, the activities of the h'ederatUui 
have advance<l to the ]Niint when it may be truly said that 
the whole of the I’aper 'J'rade is Fctlcrated, and in a position 
to express the views of the trade as a wliolc upon any 
question ad’ecting working conditions, and thus it is able 
to confer and to co-«)jicrate in its corimrate ca]>aeily with 
rejjresentatives of the Unions on matters relating to the 
cinxdoyment of labour. .Although .Mr. Seddon is regarded 
iis an e,\j)ert in everything relating to the manufacture of 
paper, there is no avtmue of the industry in which he 
shows more conspicuous ability than in dealing with the 
X>roblem of labour. Last year was the first time in the 
history of the trade when national conditions and standard 
rates were achieved, and it is largely due to Mr. Seddon’s 
knowledge of the psychology of the worker that this result 
was achieved. He is loyally supported in the chair by 
all members of the 0 )uncil, and Iw: attributes to this support 
the fact that two national agreements with the Unions 
have been concluded under the ausxuccs of the Ministry of 
Labour. Before the Industrial Court, Mr. Seddon argued 
on behalf of the Federation, and it is admitted that he put 
the case fur the employers with a skill and aptitude which 
could not liavr been excelled. His desire and intention has 
always been to deal fairly with the workers, anil in his 
conduct of the affairs of the Federation he has gained the 
regard and resjxsct of both the employers and emplo3«scs. 

During the war his activities were many and varied. 
W'hcii there was a great outcry owing to the shortage of 
shells in May, 1915. Mr. Seddon started shell-making at I-last 
1 .ancashire.'and delivered his weekly quota of 60 lb. shrapnel 
and 4*5 H.E. shells. In .May, 1915, when a Munitions Boaril 
was formed for Bury and District, Mr. Seddon was welcomed 
as a member, and hte experience proved valuable to the 
other members of the Board. Mr. Seddon was also chair¬ 
man of the Kadclifie Recruiting Advisory Committee 
from its formation to the end of tlic war. He wa^ on the 


committra of the Uaddiflc Red Cross Hospital. When 
the hospital authorities were called upon by the Gowm- 
ment to enlarge the accommodation, Mr. Seddon made 
hiin.self mainly responsible for the extension to accom¬ 
modate 30 beds. This to-day is known as the " Seddon ” 
Hall. Mr. Seddon was President of the Radcliflc War 
Wcaix>n Week, which raised £200,000 (equivalent lo£K 15s. 
]X‘r head of population), and at the present time he is 
Campaign President of the Hadclifle Y.M.C..A., the new 
premises of which are to be iqiencd shortly by 
H.H. lYincess Marie Louise. Ife is-also ITesident of the 
St. John's Ambulance, Riulclille,. 

When there was a scarcity of roofing felt during the war. 
to meet the needs of the War Office Mr. Seddon commenced 
making this material on a paper-making machine, and 
afterwards was appointed advisirr to the War Office with 
a view to increasing the ]irodiiction of rooting felt. .‘^4;ain, 
when the .Ministry of Munitions I''xplosives Depiirtment 
could not get sufticieiit strawboard, he also commenced 
making this material on a si'cond machine. Such is the 
war rcconl of a busy man. 

On the signing of the .Anni.stice, instead of finding that 
relaxation from his numerous and onerous duties wliich 
for his health's sake was essiuitial, Mr. Seddon found the 
greater ])art of his time taken ii]> attending confcrimces 
and mi'etings in Diiidim. Ilis work as Pre.sident of 
the Pajter- makers’ l<'ed(Tatioii was exceptionally lieat’y, 
and will Iw remembered for a long time. It included, 
with the assistance of his colleagues, the framing of 
the first National .'Agreement with the I'liioiis, which has 
been referred to as ” The Patx'rmill Workers’ Charter of 
Liberty,” and provideil national standaril rates of wages 
anil a reduced working week. In iuldition to the many 
meetings necessary to uegntiate this agreement, Mr. Seddon 
repre.siuited ]>a])Ct maiiiifai tiireis on the Natioiud Inilustrial 
Council w'hich was formed in l''ebruary, 19X), and on this 
latter w’ork alone s)X‘tit many weeks in l.oudoii atteiuling 
committees, often early and late. He was also a inomber 
of the Board of Traile Committee ajqMunted to " investigate 
the condition of the paixu' industry” in April, iijni, on 
whose rccomniendation the GoverninenI continued the 
n;striction on iuqHU'ts until such time as palter manu¬ 
facturers should Ik* in a |Kisition to conqa'te on fair con¬ 
ditions.

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PROTECTION. 


S BnHE word “ protection ’’ iippcArs to act as 
bH an irritant in certain quarters, but facts, 
m however unpleasant and unpalatable, must 
Ixr faced. We say qtiitc frankly there is 
little prosptN-.t of a protective tariff being put uix>n 
paper imported into this country, but it may not be 
impossible for paper-makiuE to suggest some form 
of justifiable protection. It must be realised that the 
large consumers of paper in Great Britain, as in other 
countries, have sufficient influence to make thdr wishes 
felt by those in authority. 


When a year ago we suggested that before the end of 
iqao Germany would be in the field again as competitors 
the idea provoked some ridicule, and a member of the 
Government lightly observed that British manufac¬ 
turers who desired that Germany, having sacked France 
and Belgium, and loaded this country with apjNilling 
debts—whilst cute enough to preserve her own mills 
intact—shoud be kept out of onr markets until we could 
compete on even terms, had no justification for concern. 
We were also told that the jxior broken German was quite 
out of the hunt—commercially- for a long time to come. 
As a matter of fact we have imported from Germany 
during the nine months of this year ending September 
30th, 15,734 tons of pajH'r of all kinds. 

To-day British {laiH'r-makers must realise that pajH'f 
is iH'ing'madc in Germany and sold for cj(|M>rt at prices 
which must compi'l st'riuus reflection. 

So long as the rate of exchange remains at anything 
like the figure it is to-day Germany can undersell the 
British mills and undermine the market. 

We are told that reiauit deals in (ferninn pu|X‘r can 
have no {x^rmanent influence on the gcMieral market. 
That optimistic view* eannot be justified, and British 
traders might consider wheth«‘r it is practicable to devise 
any equitable means of adjusting the exchanges. 

One correspondent suggi»its that reels and reams 
sliould bear the source of origin ■ plainly marked. This 
might do gixxl, but many buyers are, of course, well 
aware as to the source of origin, and it is no sts ret that 
many of the great wholesale stationers have placixl 
ordius for sulistantial quantities of (lermaii ]xiper 
lx)th for ex)x>rt and for consumption in this country. 
It is well to realise that (ierinany will shortly be making 
paptT in large quantities and are concentrating on secur¬ 
ing their lust markets. At this moment ]>a|.wr made in 
Germany is lx:ing sold by neighbouring eountries, 
and there is a goixl deal of money in this sort of business. 

The late President of tin* Board of Trade may have, 
honestly lx*lieved traders who asked that (iermany 
should be handirapix-d were timid alarmists, but the 
bogie has materialised, and iinhss some reasonable form 
of protection can be devised British iKi}x.T-mak(rrs may 
anticijiate very anxious tinns. 

Whether the promised Anti-Dumping Bill will lx* ot 
much value is doubtful-—so long as the exchangi^ are 
ujiside down. We jiredict that the next six months 
will prove to be a very critical periixl for the British 
paper trade, and even at this moment the position 
is a very anxious one.

J-AKCJIvI.Yatteiulctl mcotiiigof Sci>ttisli 
makcrs was held at the ('aUthiniaii Station 
Hotel, Edinlmrgh, on the olh nil., to mark 
the presentation a lhree-f)iiarter length 
l^ortrait in «)ils which was piT*sj'ntcMl to .Mr. 
\V. Leonard Tod, IVesident of the I'a jht- Makers’ .A.sso- 
i-iation of Orcat Britain and Ireland, on helialf of the f>ii(H>r- 
inakcrs of the Scottish Di.striet. The gift was made in 
i'(s;<igniti( n of the valiiahle services h»‘ liad f«)r many visirs 
rendered to the Tra«le. Tin* subscription list was ov«‘r- 
snlMcrilwd—tangihh' proof of the appreciation displayeil 
l)v the donors- -ami the l>al;in<'e after defraying tlie cfist 
till rtrait was handed 
Tod, to he applied 
hy him in ohtaining a 
nienieiito of the interesting 
occasion. 

The chair was oc.cujMed hy 
Mr. John f.istor, who said 
that they had met to do honour 
to the iiearer of an h<inotired 
name. The war. .said he, 
made heavy demands on the 
nation, iiiitl, though the com¬ 
ing of ])e:icedid not apin'ar to 
lighten their hurdens, they 
loiild not forget the trouble- 
.soimt times through which 
they hiul ]>as.sed, iind the 
many prohlems that came 
u|MHi them for solution. 

Some of those problems were 
personal, lint many of them 
attected the whole tnide, and 
called for iinittsl action. 

Miey had first the restriction 
of raw material imports, 
then the interference with 
the supplies of coal, metals 
'ind chemicals, and lastly the 
threat of free imiiurts, while 
other conditions also were 
ham]H.'ring their traile most 
seriouslv. These troubles 
called lor a leader, and he 
knew they were all proud to 
lie rejjresented by their friend 
from liskside. (Applause.) 

'Iliey were all aware that 
Mr. Toil had very arduous duties to jierform, but he 
w:i.s doubtful it all of them realised the very great 
amount of work which tie undertook on their Udialf. 
Perhajis he was Ixdter able than most of them to ajipreciute 
what he had done for the trade, and he was delighted when 
he found such readineas to give expression to their sense* 
of appreciation and gratitude. Me dkl not know that .Mr. 
I’ikI made anv claim to aiaistolic. suc<e.ssion, but he harl 
ha<l some of the cxiicriences which fiie A|X)slle J’aiil 
recorded of himself. J.ikc Paul he was " in journcyings 
often”—night trains ics well as day trains; "in perils of 
robbers”-- w«mkI pulp merchants, etc.; "in jHiiril of the 
heathen ” - the Bosch : " in jjeril of the City " -no hotel; “ in 
peril in the sea”- submarines; "in wearinc.ss and painful- 
ncss." (I.aughter ami apjdausi*.) One peril which Paid 
suffered from hatl Ixscn spared to their friend. He referred 


to " )R*rils amongst false brethren,” ami if he ha<l esca]icd 
that lie (the S]H*aker) was afraid he had come under the wex* 
pronounced on .mother certain class " Wix* to you when all 
men sjM*ak well of yon." Mr. Tisl, as he had said, Ixire an 
lioiionretl name, and had added liKstre to it hy Ids life 
of trans|iareiit honesty, ami unassuming willingness to 
serve. (Hear, hear.) He knew he would not thank him 
to use terms of llattery, hut he would excuse him saying 
that they all held him in the higlie.st esteem and counted 
him one of their stidwarts, as straight ami true in his inan- 
hiiod as ill his iKidily presetiee. (Applause.) They were 
very pk'aseil iiidei‘d to have Mrs. ’I'fMl with them, and they

Pa|’H‘r mannfiiclnrers of this country are indi'hted to Mr. 
C.ross 1(1 an extent uhieli nimiy but dimly realise. Ife has 
done far more to jiromote researeli and th<' technical 
investigation of i>a|>er-inaking jiroblems than any single 
individual in this or any oilier country. Ifis work on 
celliilo.se is a classic. Ills text-hook on ]iii.|M-r manufaetiire 
has a world-wide reputation. Ifis advice and assistance 
have always been fully given to the young worker. The 
Royal Sociely has recognised the. value and merit of his 
researelies, and I am certain you \'ill all agree that it is 
but fitting that we, in onr smaller way. should honour him.’’ 
(Ifear, hear and a]ipluiisc.) Mr, Baker then went on to

THE NEED AND SCOPE FOR TECHNICAL 
WORKERS IN THE INDUSTRY. 

The technology of paper iiiaiiufactiire first received the 
serious adeillion of the .tssoeiatioii wlicii, in iV'S), a smull 
('(iiiiiiiittec was a]>p()iiit(sl to investigate the reason why the 
examinations lield fiy the Cilv and Builds ol l.(indiin Institute 
led to sueh unsatisfactory results. 

The ('uiiimittee reeoiiiiiiended that in view of die geographical 
distrifiiitioil of the mills and the varied nature ul their products, 
the AssiK'iatiou should not attempt to organise any syslein ol 
education or training themselves, Init endeavour to reiidiT the 
then existing organisations more ellicieiit. Tlie i-xaminatioii 
dillicidty was met by a suggestion that the cpiestioiis set should 
be of a mure prae.tii'ul nature than had lieen the ( ise. 

It w'us lelt to .Mr. Cross to lay bare the real nsd cause. In 
the niituiiiii of that year he read a short paper belore the Scottish 
Section of die Society of Chemical Industry, iKiintiiig out that 
die trade as a whole was biased in favour of empiricism as 
again.st science. 

Pa{)cr-rnakmg, in coninuui with may other industries, had 
up to a certain stage lor the most part been developed without 
the aid of the technical man, and it is not dilficiiit to iinder- 
staiid wliy that attitude of mind prevailed. Paper-makers, 
like most other British inainifactiirers, were very jealous trade 
rivals. The individual employer feared the extension of any 
movement which he consiilcred might enable others to grasp 
what he considered as trade secrets. It was therefore rather 
to be exi>ected that strong prejudice would lie shown against 
the scientific worker, and in (larticular against the chemist, 
whose trained mind rapidly assimilated technology, and was 
readily able to give the rhyme and reason of many processes 
which luid taken years of practical trial and experience to develop. 

Even at the conuncnrcmciit of the twentieth century ours 
was, comparatively speaking, a closed industi^. A rapid change 
was soon to lake place. Marked progress in the development 
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of the paper iiiachiiK; on the enKiiteerinK side, coupled with 
the advent of yonnuer men wh«i had profited by better oj)por- 
liinities of Keneral and spix-ialiised ediicatiiin than had fidicn 
to the lot of their prud»-t«sors, In-Kan to break-down that tra<ie 
jealoii-^y which ha.t always been a fatal bar to rapid industrial 
proKress. 

The stress of cin iiiiislaiices brouKht alxiiit by the war, which 
li-ll w-ith i)eriiliar incidence ii]sin the paper imlustry of this 
(.itiiiilry, laiiKhi everyone tin- value of co-oper,-ition. and made 
il clear that in the future progress will be more atnl nior<! depen¬ 
dent \i|Kiii the application of science to industry. The reception 
aci'orded to the proposal to form this sec.tion at the (><'neral 
iiieetiiiK of tin- Paper-makers' .Xssix.iation in l-'ebruary la.st 
was a revekitiim to laie acipiainted w-ith th<- attitude of ten or 
lifteen yeiirs a>;o. The step taken, thoiiKh soiiiew-hat la-Iated 
was a movement forward aloni; evolutionary lines which will 
linallv tleslroy the old aversion to the ernployinent ol the scienti- 
tic worker. 

^'ou mav take it that tin- .\ssociation a.<a whole now recoKiiise 
it niu.'il take a h-adiiiK part in fosteriiiK the technical ilevi-lopnient 
of till- inilnstrs, ainl will welcome any stejis t.iken by this section 
Ui secnie that research and inventive )'enins are broiif'ht to 
b -ar ii|Min present processes and tin- problems aw-aitiiiK attention. 

SoiiKsme has saiil that “ modern industrial jmi^ress consists 
ill utilisiiiK with cver-increasiiiK economy .ind accuracy natural 
Jorces ainl mati-rials by more .-ind more si ieiitilic im-tiKHls of 
opi-ration and inanaKement, and in fiirnishiiiK productions of 
better tpialitv at lower cost." These remarks are particnlarly 
apt in relation to onr own biisim-ss ol pajM-r mannractnre. 

It is iirKenlly ni-cessary that tin- indiistrv :is a whoh- shoiikl 
Ih! broUKht thotoiiKhlv iip-to <l;iie, ami that everyom-. should 
co-operate to the Inllest possibli- extent for the common \v«-lfare. 
.\s a country we must procluce paper as i heap. il not cheaper than 
other coiiiitrie.s, else in the Ioiik run we cannot retain the 
tradi-. 

Itoth employer ami em]iloyee must have fair play. On the 
one hand there must be enterprise, modern maclimery, seientilic 
management, research .iml Irank iieoperation betwe-cn paper- 
niiiker, engineer and clii-mist. On the other hand adeipiate 
wait'-s, reason.dile lionrs of lalsinr nnih-r healthy coinlitions, 
with sniticient leisure time whilst full sco|h- must be Ircely 
uiven for the application of scii-ntitic methods ol ii.sint: mai liim-ry 
and labour lor miiximiim onipni. 

.\s never before, indiistrv ili-mands men of ability, character, 
coiiraKe and rc-sonree. Pvery dav operations arc liecoiiiiiiK 
mere complex in character, and lln-rcfore more technical in 
nature. The time is not far distant when the technical workers 
will need to reach a hii-h standard of excellence, and their 
i-eninneration will leipiirr to be such .is will attract and retain 
the I'iKlil type of man. 

.Mere academic trainiiiK is of on use. Those wlui come straiKht 
into the mill from the college or university possess more know- 
ledKe than wisiloni, and should realise that a scii-ntist wlai.se 
vision is limited bv w-hat can be classilied and arraiiKeil under 
seientilic headings is incomparably narrowei in all that matters 
than nianv a man of business who in-ver read a seientilic work 
11 his life. Il should never be torKolt<-n that w-lillsl a kilowledKe 
of science is most desirabli- in a leailer. e.specially in an industry 
like paper manufacture, still more valuable is a habit of clear 
anil ai'cnrate ri-asoiiiiiK. 

rroblems whicn conlront the technical worker are often 
i-cndered more iliHicult by lack of sup|Mirt or want of sympathy 
on the part ol otlier.s. 'I'his may In- most discouraKiuK, especially 
to the ine.x]ierieiv.'ed w-orker who has not learnt to make allowance 
for the human factor. In this coiineclion three causes niay 
operate; l-'irst, lack of technical trainini; or knowledKe on 
the part of the employer, leadiiiK to iuditterence or even hostility 
towards the worker who may hi; associated with any such move¬ 
ment. as the one we are carrying forward to day. Secondly 
hostility of practical managers and foremen to thixsi- who have 
had the privilege of technical training and endeuvoi,'. to apply 
their know-ledge. Tliirtlly, lack of sounil elementary or general 
education among the craft workers w-hich caii.si-s them to be 
averse to any change from long accnslomed routine. 

The first is a rapiilly pa.s.sing phase. It is astonishing that in 
the past employers have failed to appreciate the enormous 
commercial value of research. The second may be a very real 
iiild implea.sant ditlicully, but a knowledge of human nature, 
contbim-il with a sense ui humour, will go a lung way in allaying 
such fcidings. 

Signs are not wanting that it is becoming more generally 
realised that the practical and tucliuical worker are cumplL 


inentary to each other, and indeed that the former cannot reach 
maximum ellicicncy without the iiid of the latter. 

The almost iiniversid antipathy U-tween engineer and priictical 
papi-r-inaher in the mills of thi.s country is often due to the fact 
that they are iinahic to appreciate each other's {loiiit of view. 

With regard to the lack of general islucation among the 
workers, time alone will bring a change, provided they exert 
themselves to take advantage of such additional educational 
facilitie.s as may lx- supplied. 

To my mind (taper maiiutacture is a most fascinating business, 
even for the daily routini- witrker. In aildition to the techiii(|ue 
of (xiper-making, it einbraees the .-ip]>licalion of constructional 
ineclianical and |x>w'er engiiux-ring, chemistry, elcrtrieity, the, 
(irinciples of bleaching and dyeing, and, last but not least, the 
scieiK'c <d executive ailministralion or manageincnl. 

There is a distinct field in tin- inrluslrv for a type of man I 
woidd di-M ribe as the ''ideal manager" or technical lender. 
He will re(jiiire to lx- a man of broad liixtnd education, rather 
Ilian Ilf s]H-cialised ex)>eri(-ni-e in any one line. Thoroiiglily well 
grounded in fiindainental principles. Syin])allietic. towards 
laixmr, abli- to grasp, fully ajipreciatc and co-ordinate the work 
of his (iractical foremen, engineer and chemist to the highest 
commercial advantage, fiillv alive to the (xissibilities of ]>iire 
researcli, and ca)ial>le of indicating the lines along which ap)>lied 
research can (irolilably lake place. 

l-'or the daily routine technical worker the range is a very 
wide one. When one considers tlial paper maniifacturi- is a 
liasic imlustry, and that tin- annual increase in the coiisumplioii 
of paper in pre war days w-as a|i]iriiximately 7 per rent.- • a figure 
which will he greatly excc-ederl in the fiitiin-, and fnrtlier, tliat 
ill loi.t we already im|Kirted 58o,<k>o tons of paper and Ixiards- - 
it is evident there is |ileiity of scope for the future. 

l-'or the ap]>lieil n-searcti worker who deals with jirobleiiis 
having a di-lmil.<- i-oininercial end in view there is imliinited 
seo(H-. whilst for tin- (iiire ri-searcli worker there is a licld which 
deiiiaiids the liiglu-st iiu-iital attaiiiiiients, leading as il docs to 
exiiloration in tin- realm ol colloid clieinistry, a dithciilt brand 
of science, the |iiir.siiit ot wliicti is destined to throw an illuminat¬ 
ing light on iiajier making processes. 

This seetioii was brought into being at the psychological 
imimenl. It was not pirisitile previously lu-caiise the trade 
was not ripe fur il. (liven )iro|icr siiptiort and direction it 
can tx- of iiicalciilalile value to the .\ssocialion and the industry 
generally. It may, liy eiieouragiiig llie pure researrh worker, 
will) deals with tiindamental problems, tlic a)>]ilied ri-seareli 
worker, who deals witli the more clearly defiiusl prolilems of 
everyday experieiice, and liy {mividiiig a common iiiectiiig 
ground hit tiie exchange of ideas betwi-eii the tts-hiiical anil 
practh al men who are in daily contact witli the details of papi-r 
mamilat'liire, causecoiieliisions to be drawn from llieaccuiniiUiUsI 
experience of the trade wliich may jirove invalnalile to; the 
future. 

.\t the iiiomeiil we are in the tnnigli of a trade di-pressioil, 
blit o-ice the world ecoiioinic c.mditioiis lietome lielter adjusted, 
and master and man reasonalily coni|His(- their differenei-s, I 
lielieve we shall enter ii|)on a period ol lU-vehipmeiit in the jiaper 
trade in this country which will dwarf any acliievements of 
the past. See to it you put your full weight in the -lireclioii 
of progress. I to not look at tlie iiidiislry from a sellish (xiint 
of view as to how nitieh yon can take out of it, but rather as 
to how miirli, as lechnieui men, you can put into it. The lic.st 
is none too good. Tin- reward, if not entirely material, will be 
WorthV of the effort. 

1 sincerely trii.st and ht-lieve that this section will act ns u 
great sliniiilii.s for the leehnic.al developinciit of our industry. 

SECRETARY’S REPORT OF PROGRESS. 

The Secretary, Mr. A. \V. I-'ostcr, II.A., said the Tcclmical 
Section was iiiangnrated at the Midland Hotel, Manchester, 
on March 5, icijo, and the work ilone since tliat day by their 
IVovisional anti Executive Committee had necessarily been 
spade work. There luul been no great attempt to increa.se tlic 
memtx^rsliip of Hie 'I'ecliiiical Section as yet, but its present 
membership was ir>7,\vhich was already larger than the ment- 
bership of the Canadian Sister Section, wliicli had been in 
existence some live years. TlieiExeciitive Committee had been 
doing their best, during the past si.x months, to endeavour 
to .stimulate the members in the way of technieat classtis 
in t>a]x:r-making suctions. 1 fc might say that great activity 
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hail taken place in Aberdeen, Bury, Dartford, ami Grimsby 
arras, and he thought tl;cy might say their Terlmical Sec¬ 
tion was succeeding in reviving ]ia})cr-making clstssi's 
where they had used to exist, and getting them started 
where they did not exist before, (liear, hear.) Another 
itn|Mirtant branch in connection with the College of Tech¬ 
nology at Manchester was tlie paixtr-making section, but 
they were n«)t progressing so very satisfactorily tis tlu' 
Committee hoped, owing to circumstances over wliieh they 
had no control. The (Mty of London Guikls Instilute, he 
was picasi'd to report, was doing everything }>ossible on 
behalf of pa|K'r-making claases, and an excellent .syllabus 
liiul beim drawn up for the several grmle exaininations. 
'I'lie i’ajier-makers’ A-ssoeiation w!is also interested in the 
provision of suitable heath)uarhTS for the ]>a)x.‘r-niaking 
industry, and .steps had airciuly been taken in the way of 
]>ro\iding a lecture hall and new ofliccs where meetings 
conlil be heltl, etc., which woultl be a cretlit to the )>a)H-i- 
niaking industry. At I he same time the coniinittt'e was 
doing its best to )jrovide a .storehouse of |>a]x;r-inaking 
literature. In this connection Mr. Lewis l‘'vans had already 
come forwarti with the gilt tif a very e.xeellent ])a)H'r-muking 
library, which would form an im]«>rlant nucleus, and their 
Committee ho]X‘d that this exam[>le would lx* followed by 
other ]>a]X‘r-make.rs. (Hear, hear.) \’jirions i>ther matters 
were under discussion by the executive-. Kverything would 
be done, not only to facilitate the holiling of new conferences 
on the lines of that j)res(-nt one, but eliorts would be made 
to get ill touch with others who through various causes 
\M*re ii(d abl(! to attend these conference.s. 

In conclusion, ho wished in his own name and on behalf of 
the Committee to thank the Trade Press fur their valuable 
help in recording from time to time their jirocee iliiigs. I fe 
would not particularise any one journal. Ife ex|tres.s('d his 
grateful thanks to all fi>r jilaeing tlicir rc.sonrc<-s so gener¬ 
ously in behalf of the ix-w Technical Section. (Hear, 
hear.) • 

.Mr. W. Leonard 'I'ofl, J.P. (Pre.sident of the .V.ssoeialion), 
said it was very interesting to bear of the work of the 
coiiiinittee cif this Technical Section. They had ilorie very 
good work indeed, and the hearty thanks of the Society were 
due to them for tlw-ir work. Tliey had done a lot of really 
hard work -they bail gone into it with great industry, and 
put their backs into it. It was a most interesting meeting, 
and he was glad that the ollieials of the committee had been 
sufiported so well. Ife ho{x-d the next conferencx* would 
lx- even bigger, and a belter one. I.'e had been to a good 
many paixu'-makers' meetings anil knew- .some of the old 
faces pre.senl, but most of the faces he saw before him were 
new to him.

It was u]) to the members to show enthusiasm, 
to put energy into the movement and follow the exani]ile of 
the Aberdeen Section, who had shown what could be done 
to benelit the ]>afx:r-making trade.

'I'lir iiiiiii whose training lias been obtained in the works, 
without having acipiireil aiiv knowledge of the broader |iriiicipli-s 
upon which (he industry is liiiilt, is goncrally sati.slied with 
etiipirical inetIuKis, anil often tails to appreciate any juMsilde 
value ill variations of {iroeedure. Tie In-eonies imbued with 
the idea tliat there is only one way of roiidnctiiig his part ol 
the ])rocess iininely, (hat liy wliii h it has always been dune 
l>y his predeeessors and liiinself. II is dilhenlt for liini to eoiii- 
I'reliend tliat other inelliods iNised u]X>n defined principles may 
yield a hi-tler result at less cost, and with greater etlicieiicy. 

'file (eclinii at exix-rl wlio, in tlu* course of his training or liy 
ex|ierieiiee, has iicipiired a eertain aiiioiint of liusiiiess knowledge 
and the manager or director whose liiisiness (raining has Ix-eii 
aiigiiieiited l>v lechiiieal kiiowleilge are eacli in a |Hisition to 
ap|>reciiite and disenss tlie aims amt olijects of tis.'linical sug¬ 
gestions III |sissi1)1e iinproveineiits, not only from tile standpoint 
of their etiect u|xin tile maiinfactnring |)riK'ess, lint also the 
bearing which lliey will liave upon (lie ont]int and returns, 
eoininercial snceess and mannfactnriiig ceoiioiiiies will receive 
due share- of eonsideration.

The ex|x'rt etii]ikiycd to carry out the investigation declared 
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that a large profit could be obtained. Hie i>apcr-makcrs, how¬ 
ever, with typical caution, did not share the same confident out¬ 
look. Therefore the waste material is still a waste in the majority 
of mills. 

It is strange, if we do not care to admit the ]>aradox, that at 
the same meeting at which the utilisation of waste products 
was under discussion Mr. (^ F. Ooss made the allowing 
statement; *' I’aper-mills arc not run to make paper but to 
make money.” 

The scientific and technical education of [)a]H!r-makers will 
be the means of ensuring that better papers will be made ; the 
proportion of so-called waste products, or more correctly by¬ 
products, will lie diminished, and, iiicidently, paper-makers 
will make mont money. 

For specific purpo.ses it may not be desirable to increase 
technical knowledge, but let us ho}>e that these are the excep¬ 
tions which will prove the rule. 

The following once apfiearcd in the traiic I’ress referring to 

a particular grade of pa|X!r : - ■" No workman at the.Mills 

is allowed to understand more than one stage of the process 
of manufacture. The paper remains a mci;hanical mystery." 

It is a comiKirativcly simple matter to aci|uire scientific and 
technical knowledge, but when one comes to apply such to the 
manufiicturing process, handicaps l>ucomc very severe and 
numerous difficulties block the way. Fortunately, the techno¬ 
logist, by perseverance, clears one obstacle after another, and 
afterwards shapes a defined course for further progre.ss. 

ITie purely practical man is often a gixxl paper-maker, but 
under the strains ami stresses of tiio<lern iiidu.stry, it is .nlvan- 
tagoous that he sluiuld possess a knowledge of technological 
principles. If he d(M‘s not desire to gain such iiiforniation there 
is no sound reason why he should be the mcsitis of blocking ]iro- 
gress by constantly reiterating the old fallacy that theory and 
practice d«i not agree. If at any time we find difficulty in recon¬ 
ciling theory and prjictice, the liiscrepancy is entirely due t«» 
own inalnlity to rlevise means to Itring them into harmonious 
concord. 

There is a very limited amount of truth in the statement that 
prac.ticit can get along witlumt theory, but it is only movement 
in a circle, anil not progression. Practice without theory 
can never reach the true goal. .\s theory is the seieiice of 
practice, they are iii.sej>arable. The Koyal .\gricultural Society 
has iicknowledgcd this fact in the motto " Science with practice.” 

Up till the middle of the nineteenth century |>aper-making 
was an unscientific inilustry, conducted on empirienlly established 
motives bluntly ilesignateil " Kule of Thumb." 

We lie not desire to affirm that goiHl pa]>ers were not made 
while paper-making was includetl aiiiong the arts. Many old 
papers are really excellent productions, and bear evidence 
of marvellous ingenuity, practice and skill. I may here mention 
that the late Mr. .Mexaniler Cowan, of Valleyfield Mills (grand¬ 
father of the present generation), on being shown for the first 
time a sheet of paper made by machine, remarked ” It is a 
wonderful imitation.” 

PajKT-making has now ccaswl to be an art, and has Ixxome 
a science. This docs not mean that it has assumed a higher 
status, but rather that it has changed from an industry of 
individual skill to one of systematised knowledge arrived at 
by progressive observation and experiment. 

' Hy technical education we enileavour to apply science to the 
manufacturing processes, seeking to interpret anil explain every 
detail, so that the licst results may 1 m> obtainid. 

Many nianufactnnTs have the idea when the word science 
is useii in connection with paper-making that chemistry is 
the one and only object of reference. This is by 110 means 
correct. (Tiemistry, as one of the sciences (and not the least 
important), contnffs quantities and (qualities of all materials 
used and producetl. Physics, with its inexorable laws, demands 
strict obedience and close attention in every .stage of the process. 
The mathematical accuracy of engineering in all its Irranches 
bears truthful recoril of jxjwcr developed and used, in addition 
to all questions ]>crtaining to conveyance, transference and 
economy of energy. The work of the engineer is as truly scientific 
as that of the chemist. 

The practical sciences are contributory to each other, and 
perform rompicmentary duties. <!unjointly, the application of 
these is called technology. Various details require careful 
scientific study licforc we can appreciate and fully understand 
the processes involved in {taper manufacture, and when this is 
accomplished, we shall find that jtnper can be (iroduccd with 
the minimum of treatment and ios.ses and the maximum of 
yield and quality. 


Technical education does not mean that there is only one 
way of attaining the best results. The principles are wdl 
defined, but the applications may be effect^ in various ways 
according to requirements or desire, thus giving limitless scope 
for individuality and research. 

1 would respectfully suggest that all prospective foremen and 
managers should prosecute a course of technical instruction in 
pa]}cr manufacture. At the pre.sent time it would ai>pear that 
appointments arc frequently made from among the workmen 
according to no well-defined system of selection; and it does 
nut always follow that the best men get promotion. If it was 
a.scertaincd hy examination, or other suitable method, that a 
particular employee possessed a sound knowledge of the techno¬ 
logical {>rinci)iles of the process of manufacture, then undoubtedly 
that man would have definite superiority in qualifications over 
those who do their work in a routine or mechanical manner, 
merely as individual links in the chain. 

The generally rccogniseil evidence of technical training is the 
posscs.sion of certificates granted by a Technical College or by 
The City and (luilds of Loudon Institute, whose annual examina¬ 
tions arc held wherever affiliated classes are conducted. The 
syllabus is considered by many of us to I>c somewhat limited 
in its sco])c. The iin|xirtancc of the correlated sciences might be 
advantageously extended to include physics,applied mathematics, 
mechanical and electrical engineering, in so far os they have 
relation to the procass of {)a{>t'r manufacture. The object of 
technical training is not to make piper-makers into chemists 
or engineers, but to give sufficient knowledge of these sciences 
which will enable them to more fully understand the various 
stages of the prix-css, according to the degree in which they are 
controlled by, or Ixised upon, scientific principles. 

Many young men, after they have been three or four years 
in the. mill, show a desire to know something more about pa|icr- 
making than can be gained in the department in which they are 
onqiloyed. It is, however, extremely difficult for them to attend 
courses of lectures on |)ii|)er manufacture, cspmdally if these 
are held on the evening of one of the five full working-days. 
Owing to the .shift .system of eight hours, they can usually 
arrange attendance two weeks out of three, but this means that 
the student loses uiie-third of the instruction each year. I believe 
1 am correct in saying that the majority of such students do 
not tell the foreman or manager that they desire to or are attend¬ 
ing technical classes. 

Some time ago, during the course of a conversation with a 
managing director, i mentioned the fact that one of his men had 
attended technical classes for two years, the manager remarked ; 
” He is a nice lad, but I did not know he was attending the college.” 

Let us consider what this meant to the young man. It took 
him two years to get over the work which should have been 
done in one session, as he could not attend during the week he 
was on night shift : and in this he is only one of many. He {>aid 
class fees and travelling ex|iunscs for two years, when it might 
have been arranged that attendance during one would have 
Ix'cn much better from the educational {mint of view. As the 
full curriculum consists of three complete sessions, the shift 
worker will take six years to get over tlie course, and for this 
he ha.‘! to pay double expenses. Information gained in this 
way is intermittent and scrappy, therefore difficult to assimilate; 
something like the old lady who, after reading a few pages of 
the dictionary, said it was very interesting, but she could not 
see the thread of the story. Technical lectures arc not or should 
not be stereotyped, consequently a considerable proportion of 
the information would be lost to the student. 

One way of overcoming this difficulty is, if a sufficient number 
of students are in the same {Xisition, lectures might be duplicated 
each week at different hours. May we consider the question 
for one moment from the employers' standpoint f As the 
em{>loyer is bound to share very largely in the benefits which 
are to be derived by certain of his employees attending technical 
classes, 1 have no doubt that, if he was aware of the fact, he 
would see to it that every facility would be given to enable 
them to prosecute their studies. 

The subject of technical education has been brought before 
pa{>er-makers during the last thirty years, both in the form of 
lectures and as communications to the trade press. It was 
usually advocated chiefly on behalf of sons of employers and 
managers. It cannot be too much emphasised that they should 
undergo a thorough and systematic training in the sciences 
which exert the controlling influences U{x>n the qualities and 
{>ro{}crties of the finished sheet and the economies of the mill. 

While it is of paramount im{x>rtance that the twentieth- 
century managers and directors should have technical education

and experience in addition to the business training which must 
be undergone; it is none the less desirable that a reasonable 
number of employees and all foremen, general and departmental, 
should have proportional knowledge, and thus ensure that 
those who control the commercial destinies of the mill shall 
have the suj^rt of employees who can appreciate and put into 
intelligent effect those scientific applications which shall raise 
the standard of qualities, increase the output, and diminish 
waste. 

The simple study of the technology of paper-making will 
not make a student into a paper-maker unless he can gain the 
necessary mill experience, thus becoming practically acquainted 
with the applications of the theory and fundamental prmcipU*s. 
The possession of theoretical knowlc<lgc without complete 
practical experience does not justify anyone claiming that he 
has anything more than a suiierficial acquaintance with the 
technology of the subject. Theory and practice arc insc|iarable 
and any knowledge of one without the other is very apt to 
make one dictatorial and dogmatic. The ability to show by 
example any instructions given will always be of the greatest 
value. It is not only desirable, but it is also essential, that the 
student of technology of the process should lie able to demon¬ 
strate the results of his training in any department of the mill 
to which he may be appointed. Criticism of methods and 
processes may be very useful, but the full benefit can only be 
cstablishc.l by practical demonstration of the principles on 
which the criticism is liasisl. It is always advantageous Isith 
to employiir and employee when he is in a position to give 
practical effect .to his instructions. 

The technically trained man will lie able to reveal many 
wiistefiil methods at present existing on account of deficiency 
of technical knowledge and scientifically organised control, even 
though they had never given rise to suspicions of extravagance 
or inefficiency. 

The technical section, by fostering the claims of scientific 
ndiiratioii, is bringing before the leaders of our industry the 
only true means by which iiiqmivements and economies can 
be effected. 

Under the siil>-title, "Germany Trying to Find Her Way 
Hark " there appearecl in The World's Taper Trade liei'iew of 
August f> a few p.'iragraphs quoteil from The I'wnirhiiig Trades’ 
Organiser. .\s the subject dealt with had a very direct Iwaring 
u|X)n our subject, I (piotc two sentences 

" It is nothing short of marvellous that wall|>apers have 
actually decreased in price since 1018. This reduction was 
only rendered jxissible by standardisation and scientific manage¬ 
ment, concentration u}K>n every conceivable technical and 
mechanical device to facilitate production and super-organisation. 

We have here a practical testimonial to the value of technical 
education and strict attention to scientific detail. 

One of our cherished sources of pride, both national and 
indiviilu.tl, is that we have a praiseworthy history. Kecords 
show that our forefathers had the prosiMirity of future generations 
.dways in mind. Their progress wiis however circuinscrilxsl 
by the narrow limits of the technical knowledge at their dis- 
(Misal. In this country we live under vastly different conditions ; 
education (elementary and technical) has opened up to us a 
limitless field of action, and we are bound to extend our energies 
far beyond any dream of the paper-makers ot past years. 

It is no prophecy to say that those paper-makers who do not 
take advantage of technical training and applied knowledge, 
but continue to carry on the old empirical methods, will must 
assuredly be unable to compete with the scientifically controlled 
and technically organised mills. 

1 feel 1 cannot be t(x> emphatic in impressing upon you the 
paramount imixirtance of having your manufacturing processes 
founded on strict scientific principles, as by so doing you will 
be in a position to manufacture the best qualities of your own 
respective grades, and thus' be able to enter into healthy com¬ 
petition, instead of, as is sometimes reported at ]>rcsent, that 
one mill is doing its best to cut in under circumstances which 
may not be conducive cither to maintenance or improvement 
of qualities. 

In conclusion, may I be permitted to quote from the last 
paragraph of the report of the City and Guilds of I-ondon In¬ 
stitute ? 

" It is generally recognised that, in order to meet the difficult 
times that lie ahead, everything possible must lie done to increase 
the economic efficiency of the country, and for this purpose to 
gain the willing co-operation of all cla.sscs of workers. But it is 
still not sufficiently recognised how important a part the technical 
school can play in this direction, by arousing in the student 


a real interest in his trade. He is brought into touch with 
perhap only a small part of it in his daily work, but one of the 
chief functions of the technical school is to give him a knowledge 
of the more general principles of science underlying or connect^ 
with it... the hope may therefore again be expressed that manu¬ 
facturers and' employers will give to our technical collcgtw and 
schools in still greater measure the cordial support which they 
so well deserve. Apart from any immediate results thejr may 
bring by way of increased skill or knowledge, they can give to 
the young artisan the wider outlook which will interest him 
more in his work. . . . There are signs of increased interest 
in education generiiliy, it is earnestly to Ik* hoiied that there 
will he a fuller recognition of the great inqiortance of technical 
education." 

In the course of a discussion which followed, Mr. Parker 
Smith said he fully supported the sng^stion of holding 
evening classes, and in his district they had already arranged 
for such classes. 

^fr. Bacon said they would all welcome any effort to 
improve the relations bctwemi the chemist, the mechanic, 
the engineer and the manager. All had very important 
functions in their sevend departments. Anything that 
could lie done to co-ordinate the rcs|iocttve duties for the 
gimeral benefit ought to be done. I Ic thoroughly supported 
the suggestions thrown out in Mr. Aitkin's paper in the 
way of providing technical education in paper-making. 

Uaptaiii Nuttall said with regard to providing teclmical 
cilucation hr would suggest that the Oimmittce might 
help the cause greatly if they could give managers and 
directors a lead in making some arrangements to get over 
the difficulty of the three-shift system, ft would lie of 
enormous assistance if the t'ommitUx; could deliberate 
u[Mm the (inestion and give them the sulvantage of its 
o])inion, 

.Mr. Eckford said they started chusscs in their district 
when there wiis a Ixirtm iiitfavour of technical education, and 
the mills s<ir)n noticed the benefits derived from the classes. 

Mr. Strachan said with regard to evening classes, there 
were many difficulties in the way of forming one scheme. 
A g<iod deal depended iqxm the particular district and 
whether, there were technical schools or chuMcs within 
rr.'isonable dislanei\ ■ and whether students could attend 
regularly or «)nly intermittently, which made all the differ¬ 
ence as regarded success, lie woiihl suggest tliat the 
Committee obtain the opinions of several members—they 
could not ex]'>er.t the Committee to make enc|uiry of every 
memb<;r; let them obtain some practical suggestions 
towards forming a concrete scheme and he felt confitlcnt 
the paper-makers w'ould come forward and support it in a 
jrnictical way. (Ii'ear, hear.) 

Mr. 'r«Ml ssiid that if anyone tricil to get up some scheme 
on behalf of technical education in a ]>articular district, 
no doubt the £ s. d. difficulty would face them to begin 
with. But if some practical scheme or suggestion could 
be drawn up and they would apply to the Paper-makers' 
Associatio)' for help or support, he (Mr. 1 'od) would cer¬ 
tainly use his bt'st endeavours to sec that some financial 
suppijrt was given. (A.pplausc.) he felt iXirtain that the 
Paper-makers' As-sociation would be willing to do what they 
coukl to help in .such an inqxirtant matter. He had 
enjoyed Mr. Aitkin’s paper very much indeed. There was 
a great deal to think about; the many (mints required 
careful consiilcration, and he hoped a full refmrt of the 
conference papers would be gi'vcn in tlic Trailc Press. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Mr. T. D. Nuttall said he had had considerable experience 
in technical education and he had watched the careers of 
students attending technical cla.sscs. His conviction was 
that quite a large percentage of students who took advan¬ 
tage of these classes were handicapped at the outset by 
their deficiency in general knowledge derived from elemen¬ 
tary schools. The technical class subjects were so highly 
technical that they were quite beyond the ordinary student's 
previous school training. He thought there should be 
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dome standard whereby students cnuld be tested and scholar¬ 
ships offered by the Paper-makers’ Association, so that 
selected candidates o>iiId l>c helped in their technical 
studies. 

Mr. Alexander said he had been pleased to hear the 
sugi^stions thrown out how help amid be f'ivcn to 
stuclcnts who were far away from technical institutes or 
classes. He had Rrcat sympathy ibr mills which were 
isolated from technicid sch(K>ls and were thus handicapped 
in acquiring the nccc.<isary technical knowlcilgc which e.ould 
be so easily obtained in Manchester, Edinburgh, Alicrdecn, 
I/mdon, and clwwhcrc. 

Mr. Mowatt (Mcasrs. P. Dixon & Son) said that wherever 
there was a chemist in a mill, no matter how isolated was its 
sitiuition, they had the nucleus for obtaining a very good 
technical knowledge. Very gmid work was being done 
in the way of technical education in (Grimsby. They had 
<lonc much s])adn work there. The pa})er-making cla.ss 
at fine Technical C<illcge was attended by printers and 
stationers, but not by paj)cr-makers. Whatever was the 
cause of pafier-inakers not taking sidvanlage of the 
classes, he had never been able to solve. This yea' thc-y 
started class«*s in Grimsby, anil now they were living very 
well attended by paiicr-makers. .'Vs regarded tl'.e three- 
shift dilTienlty in connection with the cliis.ses, they adopted 
the plan of the students exchanging the lisl subjects and 
helping each other in that way. Ife was glad to say that 
the employers were taking a great interest in this technical 
w'ork. 

Mr. .Vitkin, in closing the discussion, after referring to 
the various points touched ujion by the sjx'akers, said the 
students' fees were not high, but travelling exjienses, of 
eourst', were higher than in jire-wjir days, but if students 
worked hard and successfully ivnd got diplomas, surely 
they got line reward for what they had paid as expenses. 
As reg.arded the general knowleilgeacquircil by the students 
iH'fore attending technical classes, after fifteen years’ 
ex|)ericnce in teaching paper manufacturing, he ’ne\cr 
found that his class (many attended from the paper mills) 
was lacking in the nece.ssary general education to follow 
his teaching. Whether it was that in Scotland they 
received better education in the day .schools, he did not 
know (laughter), but he must say the lads coming from the 
mill came out all right. (Hear, hear.) With regard to 
shift work, it w.xs certainly a trouble to get satisfactorily 
solved. He (HM'sonally objected to Saturday afternoon 
classes, for he did not think it was fair to any student who 
hud worked iu the mill all the week to be ex|iected to S])end 
his Siitiirday in studies. II'e would suggest that an em¬ 
ployer should do his best to see how suitable lads could be 
exempted, in order to attend day or evening classes, h'or 
example, where the back-shift or ten o’clock shift was 
adopted, suitable arrangement could be made, for the 
employer was bound to benefit in the end. (Applause.) 

SOME NOTES ON PAPER TESTING. 

The following " N'otes on Paper Testing,” by Mr. J. Str.e.han 
were then read : 

■fhe chief objiH ts of these notes is to point out the source 
of certain discrepancies in paper testing, anil In make some 
suggestions towards the eliminating of ” personal equation ” 
errors arising from nii'thods and instruments. 

I. K.STIMATION ok 1''|HR0(!S t'oNSTITUKVrs OF P.M’KR 
I’NDKR TIIK Microsi ope. 

{a) \ common error arisi-s in the microscopical situation 
of lignified fihri's such as mechanical wood when the fibres 
are stainetl with llerlzlxTg s motlitication of Schnltze's solution 
(rhlor. zinc • iodine). This is most marked with Ix'giniiers 
and.with those who us«' the nucro.seope infrequently and consists 
in over-estimation of the lignified fibres. This is e.inse.'l liy llie 
faet that most niirrosco]>ists use the " mental impression ” 
niethtHl of estimation, and that the eye is much more sensitive 
to yellow than blue. 


The remedy for this is the use of a blue colour screen used 
in the usual fashion. Either glass or a liquid filter may be used. 
A suitable liquid filter is a layer i in. thick of a one-half per 
cent, ammoniacal copper sulphate solution. This will be found 
invaluable in teaching l>cginncrs to form true mental impressions. 

(A) Quantitative errors also arise in using an objective of 
too high a |iower. It is suggested that the most reasonable 
]>owcr to use is that which gives sufficient definition to identify 
(with practice) similar fibres, consistent with the largest possible 
field of view. The average eye will find that a | in. objective 
(i6 m.m.) and an Xio eyepiece most useful for general work. 
This dooi not pmliide changing to lower and higher powers 
with the revolving nosepicce for confirmation of particular 
oliservations. 

(c) It should be noted that in using the i6 m.m. objective 
the draw-tulio should be set to give a field of view exactly two 
millimetres in diameter. Micrometric observations ns to the' 
average length of Iwatcn fibres can then be made during the 
examination, and after some practice the method of mental 
impressions is applicable in this department. 

(<f) Tn m.iking acenrate micrometric observations of the 
diameter of fibres and central canals it should be noted that 
chlor.-zinc-iodinc should not be used as a stain, ns it distorts 
the struetnre. An aqueous solution of an aniline dye is most 
suitable fur this work ami also for observation uf tine detail 
under the high(*st jxiwers. 

(<•) When it is tlesireil to keep a mount of paper fibres stained 
with any solution, particularly those containing iixiine, for u 
few days without eva|Hiration nr fading, the old-fashioned 
accessory known as a ” live Imix ” will be found most useful 
in tile mill lalioratory. 

• 2 . Mkasurini: ni'KSTiNd Strain or Stkenc.tii. 

The universal use of the bursting strength tyjHMif instriinient 
h,Ts given rise to discussions as to the relative merits of various 
types of ni.'iehiiies. In this conneetion, siillicient attention 
is not always paid in roinparative tests to methisls of testing 
and the eonseipiont occurrence of ” personal equation ” ilim 
erepaiH'ies, 

(rt) In testing th*- Imrsting-strength, at least lo tests should 
Im' taken at regular iiilerv.Tl!}.tfc»u.v.v the sheet, as in many papers 
there are zones of relative weakness and streiigtii ]iar:illel to 
the niiiehiiie direction, the origin of which is quite evident. 

(A) The paper must be clainpeil as tightly as ]M>ssil>le. In the 
type of marhiiie where the ]inper is clain|ied hy a si-rew, the 
strength may lx- anything from .5 lo ly per cent, too high tlirongh 
insutficieiit clamping. 

(<•) Siiidall and olliers have already jiointed out that erroneous 
results ari' obtained by bursting two or more slieets at once 
” to get .an average." Sindall states the average resulting 
from tills erroniuiis priwediire is generidly higher than with a 
single sheet. This may hold gcx>d with one particular type 
of machine, but from miineroiis tests I find that with two types 
of machine this average is gi iieraliy lower. 

(1/) .Mthoiigh regarded as erroneous for standard testing 
]uir|xises, this method of testing 1, j, i, etc., sheets is wortli 
further investigation, in view of the fact that the exa.-t nature 
ol the components ol tlie bursting strength are not exactly 
known. Hy plotting out the strength and siilistnnce graph in 
such tests I get lour types ol grajdis. 

No. I. Straight line (strength proportional to sutislancc). 

No. i. Rising curve (.strength increasing with sulistanee). 

No. 3. h'alling curve (strength deereiLsing with siilistance). 

No. q. I'nlling curve which rises after reaching a minimum. 

No. .p I liml to be the eoininoiiest type of curve. 

The question arises as to whetlier the lowu.st {xiint of such a 
curve is not a truer meiisiireinent of the ultimate bursting- 
strength than the higliest. I'ertain connections between types 
of curves and types of piqier have been olwervwl. 

(f) .Arising from this ipiestion comes Mr. Sindall’s recent 
attempt to correlate average bursting-strength with av«T.age 
tensile-strength. .-As one might exjxvt. he fails to find any 
regular relationship between the two in a variety of papers. 
If paper were an absolutely homogeneous sulistaiicc it should 
lie quite easy to establish a relationship, but the heterogeneous 
alriictiire of pa^lcr forbids this. The stretch and the tear of 
(laner arc certainly two factors which influence the bursting- 
strength as usually carried out. These components would 
be reduced to uniformity of behaviour- at least, I suggest, in 
a machine ilcsigned to test the shearing-strength of a definite 
thicknc.ss of pajicr obtained by firmly clamping the necessary 
niimlier of sheets tn give, say, i inch measured thickness under 
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a -definite measured pressure. In such a case, any departure 
from the theoretical sheariiig-stress (calciiintnl from the tensile 
strength) would be found to arise from peculiarities in the 
struclurcof the paper and thus indicate fiiults or special 4ualitics. 

3. MaasuRiNn the Thickness of I’afer. 

(«) The princi])al dLscrqiancy in measuring the bulk or thick¬ 
ness of pajicr ari.ses from two facts: (1) paper not lieing a homo- 
genedus sulMtance is compressible and (a) the pressure applied 
by the micrometer may vary and docs vary in practice with 
personal w|uation and type of instrument. Details arc sub- 
mittetl showing tests marie with 7 different micrometers on a 
variety of papers. The diflcrenciw vary from nothing at nil 
on a huiiiogencous compressed {uiptu- (friction-glaztsl) to over 
20 |>er cent, on a machine-finishccl paper, viz., a Ixsird incasiiring 
12 to 15.5 thousandths of an ineh according to the instrument 
iiseil and the methods of its use. 

Ninety jier cent, of the complaints in the trade concerning 

caliiwr ’’ arise from this fact. When paper is ordcreil to bulk 
either the micrometer used should be specified or the tliickuess 
of a definite niimlwr of .sheets under a definite pri’ssure should 
1 m> stateil. It shoidd l)e noted in this connection that tlu'rc 
is an inslruinent for this pur|x>se on the nuirket but is not 
absolutely necwsiiry. 

(ft) .Minor discre|Hinr.ies in the measurement of the thickness 
may arise from the condition of the iNiper. .N shis-t of v«Ty dry 
paper is nppnviahly thinner than the Siiine slusjt containing 
Its full content of natural moisture. Details are given showing 
that on a variety of pa|H:rs tested an error of 5 per rent, on the 
average may arise from this source. 

In opening the discussion, the f'hairman said he felt sure they 
would all agree that Mr. Strachan's paper was a most vahiabh* 
and stimulating one. He had evidently given mmh thought 
to its preparation and he had no doubi the methods he suggested 
for lesting and examining papers, fibres, elr., would be carefully 
considered and studied. I lis remarks alxiut testing the bursting 
strength-.of paper by the metluxls mentioiusl, including the 
.\merican tests, eti ., were very interesting and must be i-specially 
so to thosi who were more nearlv ronceiiied in Iheir ]ira<'tical 
iipplicatioii. 

.Mr. .\itken said he .should specially like to tlnink Mr. Strachan 
lor the interesting notes tlealing with pajier-tesling. He hail 
known cases where, when the slu-el was iua<le, at certaitt mills 
the cheniist hud never been asked to look at the finished shei-t. 
It was a great mistake to ado]it that practice, iK'catise thej 
wanted to know all about the finished paper as well as alionl the 
raw mat'erials. Keganling te.sting, the bursting strength of 
ptiper, they ha<l often Iwen told that the personal ftictor played 
a very important jiart. That we.s ipiite tutcessary, for if they 
were careful their ti*sts came out very uniform, 'i'liere was title 
little fault, however, in the paper-testing machines. It was in 
the construction of the machine, for it ought to have a hanille 
•t'.tached to the btirrel. 1 le rc.sortctl to a very simple contrivance 
by taking the pencil in his hand and turning the handle jigainst 
the pencil, which he held in the palm of his hand, and thus 
introduced the personal factor, and in that way they could 
overcome the difliculty. The burst was undoubtedly a burst 
.Tud a te-ir. r.sually, he likened the bursts coming out niugldy 
like the letter H, rather than a C. 

.Mr. Parker Sndth said he noted the dillerenci's in the tests 
made by -(lapermakers and stationers, and while the>- agreeil 
upon many subjes-ts, he shoidd like to get them to agree upon 
a test by th<- user. He would also like to suggest that whereas 
(ierinany anil America had their own testing iustruiueiits, the 
late war had shown that they had eipially giKid scientific instru¬ 
ments. Would it not lie well if they got .some scientific liritish- 
made instrument.^ that they could adopt throughout the country 
for use in the paper mills. . He would like to see one standard 
instrument iMiing used lor doing the different tests, of Hritisk- 
made. 

Dr. .Macdonald saiil they all agreed that paper-testing was 
one of the most important duties ot the scientific staff of a |>aper 
mill. He considered that paper-testing sliouhl not fall to the lot 
of the chemist. It was a physicist's job and not a chemist’s 
job, of course. There were one or two points he would like to 
comment upon, h'irstly, the need -the emphatic need—of re,- 
operation between the buyer, the sUiticmer, and the paperniaker. 
Kvery pa]>crmakcr got specilirations from the buyer for the 
elass €if iiaper he was recpiired to pnxiuce. That was more or lc.ss 
a scientific matter. The bursting and other strength 
rcs|uired to be tested, but it was very seldom they made mention 
of the type of instrument to be used in the testing. He thor¬ 


oughly agreed with the previoua speaker that it was advisable 
to try and get some standard form of instrument. For the last 
six months he had licen engaged in equipping his own estab¬ 
lishment with instruments, and he had ap}>lied first to British 
manufacturers. One firm ]«roniised to supply in a month’s 
time, but after waiting for two months, he wrote them again 
and they sent word they could nut get supplies. He then wrote 
to America and they promised fairly early delivery. Me also 
wrote to Oermany, and they promised delivery provided the 
money was sent very quickly, (laughter.) Hi* would rather 
get a British machine if he cnukl obtain it. But unfortunately 
the truth was he could not get one. That state of things should 
lie looked into, and he thought their technical section of the 
Aa.snciation might do a great deal to effect a uniform method 
for testing British-made paper. 

He might say that in his enquiries to get n machine from 
America, he had heard of a new one, viz., a Mtxliilcmegi'r machine 
and also a Widney machine. The first -nanieil seemed to be quite 
coinpreliensive in the tests, not only in the bursting strength, 
but in the intiMisive strength of paper ; it also carried out the 
surface t<*st and some arrangement whereby the sheets could 
lx* inensurod. It was also claimed for the machine that it eotild 
lx* used for testing other things- machine felts and wire testing, 
their .strength anil tearing strengtli. 

Mr. Dawe said he had made sewral cxpi*riments in testing 
paper, and a great deni had to do with (he ipialily of the p.iqier 
ami the way one niaiiipiilated the testing machines. There was 
certainly riMiiii for making s|)reinl enquiries nlioiit these ^several 
testing mncliities. 

Mr. Hart (Darwen) saiil iiiiiloiibtedly the peinoiml facliir 
entered largely into the correct testing of papi*r. IVrsoijally, 
he found that the l.eiiiig machine, made by Sclmpper, of l.ei|isic, 
was a most .scientifically-coiistructed one for testing paper. 

Mr. Baker said Kempster's of Bury had Iteeii aide to do their 
repairs most satisfactorily. They were, he helievinl, s]iecially 
adapted for iiiidertaking work of that kind. 

.Mr. Strachan. in replying, said Unit with regard to scientific 
iiistriinieiits, it. was a matter of surprise and regret'that there 
were so few ICnglish makerl in this country. There wtTe Kemp- 
ster's, engineers, of Bury, and one or two Arms in r.omhm 

-Miller and Andrews,' who maile good instruineiits. He 
had omitted to say as regarded the turning of the handle of 
the bursting machine. He thoiiglit tlie speakers hiul exaggerated 
ahoiit the use of the luavliine, for anyone with any engineering 
knowledge of scientific instruments would never turn the handle, 
regardless of time or care. He coiisiilered that two revolutions 
in II second gave a fairly good ri'sult. 

Ih'forc the morning session liroke up, the Clinirniaii proposed a 
vote of thanks to Mr. C. U. Seddon and fellow iliris-lors of the 
ICast l..-iiicashire Paper I'o., Badriiffe, for tlieir kind iiivitalioil 
to visit their works, the following tiioniiiig. The vole was 
lieartily curried.

The eompaiiy reasseiiiblisl at whi-n Mr. ( 1 . H. flemmell, 

I'M.C., read the following paper: 

THE TESTING OF WOOD PULPS. 

Mv first eonlrilnition on the Testing of Wixxl Pulp was made 
hcforc the SiR-iety of the Chemical Industry in iSijo. Since 
then, in the Techn’i<;al Press anil in other ways, 1 hnvi repeatedly 
expressed my views as new inethoils have lx*in suggested. 

The very large number of claims for exci*ss moi.stiire, or more 
correctly, short weight, on ilelivcries of wood pulp, during the 
past two yc.irs, renders it iiiinece.ssary for me to apologise for 
again intrixliiring a rliscaission on this well-worn subject. My 
exiK'rienee tells me that there is dissatisfaction on Isith sides : 
on that of the makers of the wcmmI pulp, who affirm that the 
claims are excessive and unjust, though they take the grciitcst 
jiossihle care to see that the deliveries are sent out of correct 
weight. Abo on the part of the buyers, because of the annoyance 
and trouble of making these claims and tests, and the fesding 
that the seller is dclilxirately sending deliveries forward short 
weight. ■ There is also the fact that not infrequently, after one 
or two tests by their own chemists, where short weight is found, 
the officially appointed analyst certifies correct weight, or ovci - 
weight, of pulp. 

A movement is on fisit, on behalf of the sellers, at the present 
time, to amend the WixicI Pidji Contract Note, and it is with a 
view of arriving at a more certain and accurate method of testing, 
that I am making this contribution to the first conference of the 
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Technical Section of the Paper Makera’ Association of Great 
Britiun and Ireland. 

I want in the first place to make it clear that I hold no brief 
for the paper maker, and that most of the views staterl herein 
have been already expressed to the pulp makers, or their repre¬ 
sentatives. 

Giiring the i>a.st twelve months, I have made tests of wood 
pulp in presence of five representatives from the Continent, one 
at the port of delivery, the otiicrs at paper mills. In one 
instance, a duplicate sample was sent to the makers of the 
pulp. In the others, at my recpiest, the representative accom¬ 
panied me to my laboratory and saw the samples weighed and 
dried. In none of these cases was any exception taken at the 
time, or Hubs(s|ucntly, to the methods adopted. 

One point which ban liccn particiiliirly (‘inphasised is, that any 
error in the test is primarily due to the sdcction of the bales, 
and my ex{)criencc tells me that this is the weak point in the 
present method of testing wood pulji. The " Ofiiciul " wedge 
mcthnil of sampling leaves little to he desired in the way of 
improvement, if due care is exerci-sed. We h,ave records of a 
large numlier of duplicate tests nuKh; from the same bale by 
ourselves, and mill chemists, and it is rare that the difierence 
exceeds o.t per cent. 1 have iH^casionally had complaints from 
the mill that my test cku’s not show so much excess moisture 
as the milt test, but when 1 know that these tc.sts are often made 
by the store-kcc|H-r, or tlmc-kce|K'r, nr olliee lM>y, I naturally 
take no notice of such complaints. 

As I liave frequently (tointed out to representatives of the 
pulp makers, all causes of dillerence would be eliminated if 
boles were sent out uniform in weight and moisture, in accoriiance 
with the contract note, which they iidmittcdly arc not. Where 
you have a )Mirre1 containing thick and thin }>al<»i, moist and dry 
Imles, hciivy and light bales, the final result of the test obviously 
cUuieiids on the kind ot luiles selected, and on this matter the 
otTicial analyst has not an entirely fres; hand. Theoretically, 
he is entitled to cliiH)se any bale h<- desires, hut in practice he 
eannot always do so. On arrival at the (uiper mill he may ti'ul 
a stark of from vors) to .‘i.uoo lades. 'J'his .stack has taken a 
week or more to iiiiild up. Obviously then, he cannot h;ive the 
stack taken ilowii and rebuilt, so that he may select bales from 
all ptirts of the I'argo, but must .select them from on or 
near the top. He will then get an undue ])roportion of Isiles 
from one part of the cargo, which may la* wetter or drier, heavier 
or lighter than the average. If there is a variation in the .size 
of iKiles, he can by inspection approximate the iiiimlu'r of thick 
and thin hales, anil sample liales in pniportion. 

.As indicative of variations normally met with, the following 
arc taken from our Ixmks of a cargo of pulp delivered to thres! 
mills

It is frequently noted that a light or thin bale is also a moist 
Iwle, though this is not always so. A particular brand of pulp, 
of high grade, which is usually delivered correct weight, was 
during a jUTiod of some months deliviTisI .short weight, and 
niimcrons claims were made. At one test, 1 particularly noticed 
a variation in the size of the bales, and selis-.t<>d a thick and a 
thin Iwde for individual tests, with the following results

I could multiply the instances where, because of the irregu* 
larity of the weights of the bales and the moisture contents, the 
result of two or more tests vary, whereas, in other cases, because 
of uniformity in weight and moisture, duplicate teats agree. 
When we know that in certain brands of pulp, claims are rarely 
made, whereas in others there is always a claim for short weight, 
the inference is obvious, and the makers have no just cause of 
complaint. It must also, I think, be agreed, that if anyone 
stands to lose on the transaction it is the }>apcr maker.' As 
the result of an official test, the pulp maker is paid for the air- 
dry fibre he delivers, but if no test or claim be maile, ho may lie 
paid in part for water instead of fibre. 1 know of mills in 
Scotland who regularly receive pulp on which claims arc made 
by others, yet who never thcmsclviM test their pulp. These 
ca.scs arc a clear gain to the pulp maker. Again, whore there 
is excess moisture, the buyer has to pay freight for water instead 
of fibre, and 1 understand that up to thi! present he has been 
unable to obtain delivery of the short weight. (.)ver a contra<-l 
of r,ooo tons, where there may lie a short weight of 20 to 30 
tons, if he cannot get delivery to make up for this shortage, he 
is at a decided loss, on a rising market. At one of the tests 
previously referred to, the representativi* present on behalt of 
the sellers, was a chemical engineer, who was rcs|K>nsibIe for 
IIm! {Kicking of the pulp. When asked what was the reason why 
certain bales contained more moisture than others, he stated 
that the sheets in the moist bales were thicker than in the drier 
bales, and when run off the machine, they were not dried so 
effectively. To determine whether this was so, we took 20 
sheets from a moist bale and 20 sheets from a drv Imle. The 
results were as follows :— •

It will lie noted that though the moist sheets were heavier 
than the dry sheets, they did not contain more fibre. The excess 
weight was due to water only. 

It is the usual practice in Norway and Sweden to invoice, or, 
at any rate, to infer, that the pulp contains 90 jier cent, dry 
fibre and 10 per cent, of water, or for moist pulfis, 45 {ler cent, 
dry and 55 per cent, water. On a recent occasion, 1 made a 
test of a delivery of pulp and found an excess of water. The 
short weight was so large that I decided to exercise the option 
open to the analyst, to take a further sample in order to confirm 
the result. When the pulp makers received the certificate,- 
they wrote saying they could not understand why there was 
such a shortage, and that their chemist’s test showed that the 
average air-dry test was 98 per cent., yet they had invoiced the 
parcel at 100 per cent. 

Some Canadian pulps, and, before the war, most Oerman 
pulps, had each bale legibly stamped and numbered, and also 
^ave the weight and air-dry or bone-dry test per bale. Accom¬ 
panying the parcel was al.so sent a specification of the bales and 
their contents. If the Scandinavian pulp makers would adopt 
this plan, there would be fewer complaints of incorrect results 
from the choice of abnormal bales by the official analyst. The 
avCTage weight and air-dry percentage of the whole parcel 
being known, the analyst could then take half the bales below 
™d half above the average, or, if needs be, at very little extra 
labour, sample and test individual bales. 

1 have thought of various plans for overcoming the difficulty 
ari.dng from irregularity of the weight and moisture contents 
of the bales, and the above appears to me to be the most satis¬ 
factory solution for the analyst, as well as for the buyers aifd- 


sellers, and 1 put this forward for the careful consideration of 
those to whom the amendment of the Contract Note is entrusted. 
In connection with this proposed amendment, I would also 
suggest that a small committee, consisting of representatives 
from the Hritish and Scandinnvian Wood Pulp Assoi-.iations, the’ 
l'a.(ier Makers’ .Association, and two or three representative 
official analysts, lu- appointed to draft the amended Contract 
Note, and submit to the two Associations. 

I would briefly draw vour attention tu some of the |)oints in 
the present Contract Note which 1 consider should be more 
clearly specified : 

Clause 3. ■ - Packino and Weiohinij. "The pulp to be 
packed in Ixilcs of declared uniform weight, or a siwcification to 
be given stating the weight and number of each bale. ..." 

Is the analyst justified in rejecting abnormal bales ? I 
lx‘licvc it is the practice of some analysts to reject all Italcs 
28 Ills, over or under the invoiced weight. 1 can quite under¬ 
stand, and have frequently rejected heavy Imles, hwaiisc they 
showed evidence of exlemiil wetting ; but if a light Imlc is intact, 
with wrapper, wires and number, on what grounds should it 
be rejectwl ? 

t^atise 3. par. 3.- 1 ntai:t Hales. ’’ Thi- samples to be 
drawn from accurately weighi-d and intact liales, as nearly as 
|K)ssible in the manner agreed upon by the Hritisli and Scandi¬ 
navian T’lilp and Pa]H>r .Associations." 

Some of my paper-making friends have protested because 
we reject bales which have lieen wetted or otherwise damaged 
in transit. My contention is that the analyst slioiild, as far as 
lK>s.sible, select bales in the same condition as they left tlfk- pulp 
mill. To olitain an avc-rage sample is difficult enough under 
normal conditions, but is far more difficult where damaged bales 
are to lie include'] in the test. 1 would, therefore, suggest that 
the clau.se reads : ’’ intact and undamaged Iiales." 

Clause 3, Par. 3 (last part).■■ ’’ The analyst may, at his dis¬ 
cretion. within three 'lays, test a further 2 per cent. €if the parcel." 
This is not sufficient time, and 1 would suggest that at least 
five days' time limit be given. 

Clause 8.- Time Limit. "All claims must be made in 
writing within 14 days after the delivery of the consignment 
at the consumer’s mill, wharf, or station in the United Kingdom.” 
Poes this tiiean from the time the {iiilp arrives at the j ort of 
ilelivery, or liegins to arrive at the milt or wharf, or after the 
whole consignment has lieen received by the buyer ? 

These may lie looked u)xiii as minor ];oints, but if friction and 
unpleasantness are to lx* avoided, no effort should lx- S])arcd to 
make the new contract note as conqilete and specific as possible. 

In cnnclusion. 1 wish to c-mjihiLsise the jKiint that if the pulp 
maker wishes thi'se pulp claims to cease, he has the remedy 
in his own hands, but that under the conditions existing during 
the past two years, as evidenced by the alsivc figures, he has 
no just cause for complaint. 

Piiring 1919 we sam)>led 235 deliveries of wo<«l pulp, riuire- 
senting 29,000 tons: of thesi- 214, or 91 per cent., were snort 
weight, and 21, or 9 per cent., over weight. Tlie short weight 
amounted to 975 tons. At the prices existing during 1919 
this reiiresented credit of at least ,£30,000 to the buyers. The 
excess weight on the 21 deliveries was 20 tons. It is <|uite well 
understn<Kl that these figures do luit mean that >ji per cent, of 
all deliveries are short weight, Ixxaiise as a rule we are only 
'-ailed ill when a previous shortage has been found at the mill. 
I have no doubt that other official analysts could give corre¬ 
sponding figures, and the fact remains uiulispute<l that large 
deliveries of pulp have been, and are now Ix-iiig, delivered short 
weight. We all realise, 1 think, that tlu: pulp maker has had 
difficult times, and has lieen working at a disadvantage owing 
to the high cost of coal and other troubles, but after the evidence 
of these figures, can he justly complain that he has not been 
fairly dealt with. It is, perhaps, unius'essary for me to point 
out that the official analyst takes the utmost precaution to 
get an accurate risiiilt. The scales are examined, and from time 
to time tested against standard weights. At the laboratory, 
our system of checking and cross checking all weij^hts and 
calculations makes it practically imixissible to certify incorrect 
results. It is immaterial to us what the result is, our only duty 
is to ascertain the truth, and report it, and in doing so we some¬ 
times differ with the paper-maker. On several occasions the 
buyers have protested because we reject'll a large number of 
damaged and wetted liales, and only consented to sample dry 
bales. Another buyer insisted on placing lieforc us the result 
of his own chemist's test, and indicated that if our test did not 
give the same result it was our duty to return to the mill and 
Acaw another sample. A third buyer had the pulp weighed at 
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the port of rleHvcry by a sworn weigher. He claimed that the 
gross weight shonhl W taken as the buis for calculating the air- 
dry fibre after the test for moisture. A long correspondence 
ensued and the matter wa.s referred to me, and f decided against 
the paper-maker. It is only by retaining oiir independence of 
judgment that we are entrusted with this work, and it is in this 
spirit that 1 have contributed these remarks to the 1^x|lcr-makers’ 
Amnciatinn, but I am well aware that they will be read by a wider 
audience through the Prcs.s, and both partim to this controversy 
will have the facts before them. 

Discussion. 

The Chairman said there was a committee sitting at the present 
time, trying to come to some arrangement with the Wood I'lilp 
Si-.mdin'avian Association for the pur|Kise of drawing u]> contracts 
in n more suitable form than at present existing. 

Mr. Itacon hopwl the suggestions thrown out by Mr. (lemmcll, 
in regard to the i|nestion of s{H!c.ifications of wood pulp shipments, 
woiihl 1)0 carricil out by all shippers. There ought also to l)e 
uniform weights, ns at the present time the weights varied 
enormously, which greatly added to the work of the oflicial 
analysis uiicl others. They were greatly indcbtcil to Mr. (lem- 
mcll for his admirable paper, and he felt sure its publication 
would be highly valued by the |>aper trade generally. 

Mr. I.laker considered that it would pay every mill to employ 
a chemist to test pulp, .seeing that news mills claims on 
pnlp av<-ragcd ]K*r month. They should altiT the con¬ 

tract clause to read that only normal anil intact l>ales should Is; 
taken. As to the i|uestion <if speciricatiuns in the case of chemi¬ 
cal ptil|)s, the suggestion thrown out could Im adopted, but of 
coiirsi* in the case of mechanical pulp that wotdd be an im]X)ssi- 
liility. .\s to a re-test, he considered a period of three days was 
not sulTicient. He thought five ilays would lie more desirable. 
.Mr. (iemmell's recommendations would be carefully considered 
by the Association. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Moor ((Irimsby) referrexl to the varying weights and moist 
and dry conditions of pulp parcels, and ssiid they liad to consider 
eaeii condition. Then again, in the case of duplicate samples 
they found tlie test of their clicmi.st did not always correspond 
with the report of the analyst. Tlu-n witli regard to definitions. 
What was an al>norinal Iialc ? Wliat was an isolatisl Isile ? 
What w!is a representative samjilc ? Mr. (iemniell said three 
days was not siiffirient for testing. He agreed, for where there 
was a l)ig iwrcel they retpiired at least five ilays. livery mill 
ought to have scales and weights. 

Mr. (iemmell, in reply, saitl there wei'e a great many ileliatabic 
]Miints in eonnection with that subject. 'I'he (piestion of intact 
and damaged liales was a very diifienit matter to discuss. It 
the analyst was in a |v>silion to select l>alcs which showed no 
signs of damage in any way, and lie examined an ample pro|ior- 
lion, three days miglit be eonsiilered ample lime, that is from 
the time lie certilieti his result, lie always reckoned three days 
from Die original time they tfsik the sample. It they took a 
sample on a Friday it would be Tuesday Ix’fore they got the 
region off, so that Die Diree days was exceeded. It was an 
awkward clause for the analyst; but lie (tlie speaki'r) seldom 
returned to the mill to get another sample. If he did, the piiip 
maker and paper maker wanted to know why. He. admitted 
what Mr. Dsieon had descrilu'd as the lienrthreaking trouble of 
getting liales when there was a s)>iH'ifieation It was no doubt 
diltic.iilt. If lliey got representative bales, they had to turn 
over u great many, and tlie analyst hail to make a careful report 
and in one or two days he had got to lio it. 

Might he malic a suggestion with regard to the diflicnity of 
getting bales from all jairts of the stack ■ he did not put it 
forth as a perfect solution- -that at Ihe |K)rt of delivery -they 
knew hales came out in four slings and that one out of twenty- 
five Dial came out of the ship was laid aside the .stevedore be 
instructeil to stamp with some partieiilar mark with n stencil 
supplied liy the AssiK-iatioii, and wlien arrived at the mill, set 
iisiiic. Tliere were olijts’lions to siieli a scheme, bill hi‘ put it 
forward for iliscu.ssion. Tfiev would at least get four out of every 
loo taken from all (lurts of the cargo, and tliore would lie no 
dilTicully in saying tiiey were not representative of the whole 
cargo. In conclusion, he msiiiitained that they tiaik such 
iirecantions in chis'king aiul testing tliat they could not send 
ill inaccurate results. He said it definitely. (I.auglitcr and 
hear, hear I 

Mr. Tml said that as the outcome of a committee meeting 
the following resolution had In'rn drawn up fur their acceptance : 
" This meeting of the Technical ftcction recommends that the 
committee now apjiointcd to draw up the new Contract Note 


should consult official analysts before the Contract - Note is. 
finally agreed upon, in order to ^t their vkws regarding the 
provisions for sampling and testing." 

This was second!^ and carried unanimously. 


STRAINERS FOR PAPER-MAKING 
MACHINES. 

Mr. A. McTvor, M.I.C.E., followed with a paper on Machine 
Strainers, illustrated with lantern slides. 

Of all the accessories of the paper-making machine it will 
proluibiy he agreed that the strainer is an easy first in the trouble 
it lias given to the paper-maker and his engineer. 

If a priKif of tliis assertion be required, one need only refer 
to the very l.irgc number of (latents which are recorded in 
connection with this particular adjunct, a few of which, a-s a 
retrospect, 1 hope you will permit me to mention and explain. 

I have Iieen imahle to find any indication of the first use 
of any strainer in paper-making. The ancient prints showing 
hand pa|)cr-inakers at work arc fairly full of detail as regards 
the pre]iaration of the .stuff and the forming of the sheets, hut 
nowhere, so far as I have fn*en able lo examine, is Diere any 
sign of a strainer. 

1 have two particularly goixl drawings, showing a chain- 
mould ]Xipcr-mnking machine, dated itti.!, in elevation and 
plan ; these drawings are of very special interest for themselves, 
and show in clear detail that at Unit early date all, or nearly 
all, of the now existing fcafitres of Die |ia'per-niakiiig machine 
had been thought out. 

Vet althoiigli the mixing liox for stuff and w.ster are clearly 
shown, and the mixture is delivered to the bri>as1 Ixix aiul thence 
to the wire moulds, there is no arrangement for ratehing the 
knots. 

Here, if one may mention etymology, it may lie permitted 
to question which of the words in common iisi- has the lies! 
ratlieal right to describe oiir ixirticul.'ir ajiparatiis: 

First -Strainer: tliis comes from a l,atin word {itriiigo) 
signifying to draw tight, hence to press or sijiieexe; tliis 1 Diiiik 
hardl\ descrilu's the operation : 

Second- • I'icker, which *1 think is peculiar to T,ancasliirc, 
and lias no apparent conneetion wiDi any ilescrijitive r<Kit-word, 

I tliink it comes to the {laper trade from the cotton mills, wtiere 
a marhiiie of that name is used for rleaniiig eotton ; 

‘I'hird- Screen. a)iparently an American im|x>rtation, whieti 
has some elaiiii for consideration, coining as it iUh's from a 
(•ernian nsit-word {.scAraiiArr), meaning a railing or liarrier; 

l•'ollrtll and tu-it in my opinion, is Knolter, which deserils's 
the desinsi liinetion, and is more fully desi-riptive in tlie (lernian 
version signifying Knot ('ateher. 

When, or by whom, the first strainer was invented 1 have no 
information, lull without doiil)t it was Of the yet familiar flat 
jog type, now mostly iisixl as an auxiliary for re-straining the 
stuff rejected by the main strainers. 

It would, of course, Ih* evident lo the paper-maker that no 
kind of woven faliric would lx* of use for sorting the stuff, as 
a sheet of |>aper would immediately lie formed on its surface. 

.Almut io years ago. while 1 was engineer to a firm in the 
North of I^ngland, then approaching their centenary, 1 
found among tlie lirass in my store a iiiimtior of brass casting.s 
about iK-in. long and j-in. thick, somewhat like a miniature 
firebar ; these were finished straight on the top edge and sides. 
On close enipiiry I found that they formed the original strainer 
plates, and had ix'cn invented by the then firm of Aniiandalcs 
in eonjiinction with Mr. Henry Watson, a brass founder of 
Newcaslle-oii-Tyne. 'I'hesc liars were placed side by side, 
with thin discs or Wfashers of brass of the tliirkiicss de.sirnd to 
make the reijuired .slits, and iNiIteil together to form Die bottom 
of the jog knotter. 

.At a later date wo have the record of a patent having been 
granted to the same Henry Matson and Joseph Millboiirii of 
Hartford, in May i86a, for forming these bars in a scries of 
sections instead of in one complete bottom. 'I'hus we sec that 
this method survived until a fairly modern date, althougli prior 
to 1850 we know that plates had lKsm made of solid cast bi'ass 
with sawn slits. 

Hut during these early times two inventive minds were 
collaborating on some revolutionary'developments in the North 
Country whence wc got our gdlf and whisky and many other 
inventions, some good -and others not so good.' In 1856, now 
64 years ago, (jeorge Bertram and M'illiam McNiven of Edin- 
liiirgh olitained Letters Patent for two notable inventions. 
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being improvements on which they called " the knotting 

machine.” 

The first was to make the jog knotter to lift bodily in the 
vat, to which it was connected all round by a flexible' “ hag,” 
or as wc would now call it ” a diaphragm." 

The second invention was for the use of a cylindrical meve 
disposed so as to revolve hori2ontall)r in a vat containing the 
stuff to be treated. The two end bearings were hollow trunnions, 
one of which wa.s to be connected with a pump or other exhausting 
apparatus, the other was to be supplied with steam or air pressure. 

'II1CSC two inventions nre clearly the progenitors of most of 
the modern types. 

The latter one, the first of the revolving strainers, was evi¬ 
dently not quite successful and in little mure than a year we 
find the same inventors with a patent for an improved revolving 
strainer with a set of cylindrical Iwllows ** like thosi! used in 
smith's sitops.” This notable invention ran for (|iiite a long 
time—in i8(si we find another patent by Ceorge Herlrain and 
Michael r*aiterson for the use of an auxiliary flat knotter in 
(umjiinction with the revolving strainer, a continual small 
stream of sedimentary stufl being drawn from the Ivittom 
of the strainer vat. 

The original bellows were found to Ix' troublesome, and we 
lind various attempts Iwing made to obtain greater reliability. 
Henry M'atson in 1875 pniposod to omit the liellows and to 
snl>stitut(‘ one or more metallic cylinders with pistons ; .and 
ill 1877 James .Annandule replaeeil the bellows by riibls-r discs. 

Moth methisis were extensively used, with various niisiirua- 
tion, but all were found not (|uite satisfactory ; the power 
rispiired was considerable, and the wear was serious, .\nother 
fault was that the action on the strainer plates was too much 
localised, and the slits «|iiickly became wider in the vicinity of 
each set of ilisits. 

So we find other inventors, the brtithers John niiil RoIxTt 
Wood, in 187.! bringing out a strainer which had an external 
])ump of large diameter and short stroke to ]>rovidc the necessary 
agitation, to distribute which they litttHl a cylindrical copper tid e 
inside thi- strainer, which tube was perforated all over with 
small holes graduated from i-jjiid inch diameter nearest the 
pump up to ,)-i<>ths inch diameter aj the far end, all with the 
intention of eipialising the action over the straining surface. 
This, again, was stkiii found to be wrong, the dirift action on 
the stuff being too much for the machinery to stand, and they 
siHin gave up the copper tiilx', substituting a large rubber 
rectangular (or later a triangular) sectioned bag, the pump having 
nothing else to do than alternately inflate anil deflate the sides 
of the bag. This produced a good and smooth .jictinn all over 
the plates, but eventually it was found diflicull to keep water 
out of the interior of the b,ag. 

in all thi-se revolving strainers much trouble was experienced 
with the packing fif the trunnions ; thi! whole strainer was heavy 
and costly, being of solid brass. The trunnions wore ipiickly, 
the packing got into the stufl, and the stuff ran out of fhe glaitds. 

The reciprocating nm^hanisiii suflered much from wear, 
aggravated by the inevitable splashing of water and stuff, iinil 
fhe cleansing or repair of the inside parts was a serious business. 

(■onsixpiently, a return to the more simple form of a flat plate 
strainer was welcomixl, and during the "eighties” that type 
in various forms came greatly into favour, .sometimes with 
s]iray-pipi;s to hasten the removal of the surface de])Osit, or with 
a slowly-travelling brush or sijiieezcr for the same purjw>se. 
Here, li'iu, the reciprocating mechanism was subject to i-onsiiler- 
ablo wear ; but the. comparative simplicity of this type has Ixs.-n 
the cause of its survival to the present ilay, although I think 
no new ones are Iming made here now, but in America their own 
type seems yet to be the standard : characteristically, their vat 
is made of wooil, and their plates and rubber diaphragms nre 
fixed with carpenter's wihhI screws, so that their expes-fafion 
of life is not long. However, they have one gixwl feature in that 
they use a fuur-|x)inted cam fur jogging the diaphragm; the 
hammer being m.ade of hard end wixrf, si> avoiding the difficulty 
of lubrication to a great extent. 

.Another modification of the flat diaphr.agm machine came into 
favour in the early " nineties," the oscillating strainer patented 
by ,Mr. John White, in which the flat vat was slowly tiltcil to and 
fro, thus washing the deposit from the surface of the plates into 
one or other of the side channels and therefrom into the auxiliary. 

In i8(t3 a strainer on apparently quite original lines was 
fsatented by Kobert IIutchi.son, then engineer at Thomas and 
(ireen's Mill in Hucks, in which the straining surface was of a 
conical shape, fully immersed in the stuff to be strained, with the 
outlet at the big end ; the top of the truncated cone was level. 


and the whole cone was yibmted endways, the open ends of the 
cone being scaled by rubber diaphragms. • 

Why this strainer did not come into more general use I cannot 
toll, but perhaps sotnr information on that point may come out 
in the discussion which I hope to hear on this present occasion. 

I’O^bly the introduction of the Wandel Strainer in its various 
modifications may have overshadowed it. 

ITiis latter machine had a great vogue and is even yet largely 
in use. Its early forms showed up the great difficulty with most 
strainers in kixiping water out of the working parts, notwith¬ 
standing all the carefully devised protections dcsigncii liv the 
rankers. 

The effect of the jar of the cams on the necessarily lightly 
constriK'iixl drum w.is found to cause early iletcrinration. 

.All ingenious inodifiration of twin Waiulcis was made by 
Walmsley, the driiins Iwiiig mounted on a jiair of opimsed lx*lf- 
erank levi-rs, thus iii.H*ding only one cam shaft, but in spite of 
the elnlxirale provision of water shie>ds 1 have found it iiiipo-ssihle 
to keep the cams and sliaft safely lubrieatcii. 1 may mention 
one uuex|x>et(sl result of gearing Ixith drums together--I 
notir(.>il the level of stuff in Hie lireasl Ixix rising and falling alxiiit 
lialf-an-inch regularly in step with the revolulinti of the drums ; 
Hiis I nsrrilK*il to some less elTeetive (airfare in Ixrth drums, 
fxissibly caused bv elogging of the slits, nlHiniigh nothing was 
easily visible. 

Moth drums rcvolveil at exactly the same sjxsKl. so the defect 
was remedied by making one spur ring witli an extra tixith--- 
" a hiiuliiig cog,” as the old millwrights used to call it, .and the 
variation of flow ilisap]H‘arrd. 

•As we are now ap]iroacliing tlic consideration of the present- 
day tyix-s of machines, it may lx- in oriler liere to mention that 
any criticism of such m.achines is entirely from the. luqKir-mnking 
users' point of vii-w. ami quite free froiii any personal favour or 
objection to aiiv maker. .\iid I need hanliy add, that all who 
may feel inclined to join in any later discussion .should approach 
the subject strictly in the same spirit. 

In th«* later form of the Waiulel Strainer, the Watford firm 
has made aiiotlier attcm|)t Jto kceji water away from the me- 
chunisin by revolving the drum with a ratchet'motion derived 
from a sealed crank. Anotlier inacliine made at (•lossup 
specialises in a very large diiim, 11^1 to five feet diameter, thus 
enaliling a single strainer to serve a targe paper making maehinc. 
*l'he weiglit of the dniiii is, of course, consideralile, hut is partly 
balanced by tw.i strong spiral springs. Tlie jogging motion is 
derived from eccentrics instMid of cams, thus providing an easier 
motion, and the nitatiim of the drum is tiy a link eliain from a 
worm reducing gear. Sonic thought lias been given to protection 
of the working (larts froiii tlic water ami sliilT, but from a long 
experienee of similar di>.sigiis I fisir tlie sncci'ss eatinol lx- com¬ 
plete. One good fc-itiire should Ih’ iiotisl, and one which no 
other maker appears to have ado|ited, nanielv, tliey provide 
fill' a sliort endlong traverse of the spray pipe, tliiis coiitiniialiy 
changing the line of water jets into tlic wliole of the slits. In 
another imidilicatioii of tlie Wandel Strainer we have that of 
1.aniort, in wliieh any [lositivc nicclianisiii (or revolving the drum' 
is quite omitted a very desirable thiiig if successful, as it is 
elaimeil to Ix' in this case. 'I'lic drum is siispcndeil on a flexible 
tiami around each iiiiHithpiis e : one end of the bund is raised 
a short distance by the .small crank alHiiit fxio times a minute; 
tliiis the driiiii is carrissl round a small fraction of its circumference 
on the iqiwani stroke, .nid its inertia sc<>ms to Ix' sufficient to 
prevent its return witli thi- bamt on the ilowii stroke. Thus it 
would apjicar that the (le.striictivc jar of the cams having lx<e.n 
eliminated, tlie drum can lx- made lighter, ami tlie makers claim 
that they ran r>'iiisi<lernbly inere:is«> the nunilxT of slits. 

Of the iiiwaid flow ty|x’ of driiin strainer, |H-rhups the earliest 
nuxlein example was the licinieke ami jas|X'r, which enjoyed 
cotisiflcraiile favour for some years, but the parking glamix in 
which tlie driiin works have liccn lilanicd for causing '* rolls ” 
and knots ; ami there is a larue number of pins ami joints to 
keep in oriicr. 

The Hictricli and SeyUild strainer has received a large degree 
of favour among the inward-flow machines ; the drum is revolved 
by direct worm gear ; tlic drum-ends are sealed by the kind of 
linnds used on cylinder-mould machines, and the stuff is induced 
to pass througli tlic slits hy fla|>))ing wings underneath the drum. 
In practical working, this machine is said to lx* tixi much " Draw¬ 
ing Office '' in design ; no proper provision tx'ing made for ready 
dismantling for re|iair. and t(x> many wheels and levers being 
driven on to sunk feathers, with, in many cases, doadeye bearings 
in between them. 

Another machine of about the same date is that of Voith, 
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who rotates the drum from one end, which is entirely closed, 
and the strained stuff is delivered at the other end, which is 
quite open, and sealed, in this case, by two lands in the cylinder- 
mould fashion ; a vibrating flapper is ]irnvidc<I on each side of 
the drum, which in the earlier examples wore worked from a 
rocking shaft fixed on the top of the vat. ICvidently, however, 
it was found that the effort on the flapper was too scvctc for 
this construction, and the later machines show that while the 
flappers arc yet hinged from the t<q> of the vat as before, the 
effort is transmitted through the shell of the vat, a rubljcr dia¬ 
phragm being used to seal the joint, as exhibited in a recent 
mat^hinc of this type made by Walmsicy. There is quite a lot 
of engineering work aixmt these machine's, and hence thijy are 
accordingly costly. 

Another machine made by Banning A- Seylxild—the l-chmaiin 
Strainer—has the novel feature of the vat itself performing the 
work done by the fl,appers in the previous examples. The vat, 
which is of plate-metal construction, evidently to reduce the 
weight, is hung on fixed hinges on one side, while the other siile 
is moved up and down by a crank arrangement. The advantage 
of dispensing with diaphragms or flappers is itoubtless very 
consiileralde, but 1 am ready to believe that the power reipiircd 
to vibrate the vat and its contents takes a great deal of jTOwer, 
and that the wear and upkeep are correspondingly large. 

l.,ater makers have been trying to produce something that 
would eliminate the obvious defects of these inward-flow ma¬ 
chines, among which are Bertrams of Leith, whose prominent 
detail is in niechiinism for vibrating the pl.-ite, which in this case 
is directly beneath the drum. This is very ingenious, and ap|M‘ars 
to provide a sure protection of this mo.st inqHirtant part, la'ing 
(|uitc waterproof, and working with all its parts in an oil hath. 
By means of a movable, fulcrum, the stroke of the plate can Ik- 
varied while running. A possible objection in this machine 
is that tlie arms which carry the drum from its Ixiarings may be 
the means of collecting so'iis from the .already strained stuff. 

The latisit machine of which the writer has knowledge is that 
of the Watfonl firm, in which the drum is carried on levers 
somewhat like the Wandel type, but instead of a vertical jog, 
the drum receives a sidelong motion as well as viTtical, from a 
jiair of reentries, (he exact desc;ription of the resulting motion 
being elliptic. This appears to be effective in kee|)ing the slits 
clear, and is eerlainly very easy on the gear. Tlie drum lies 
rather deeply in the stuff, and is revolvetl liy a ratcliet motion 
driven from a reducing gear running in an oil Isith, and consider¬ 
able attention has Ih-oii given to the protection of working 
l>arts from water. Provision is made in this strainer by scum¬ 
ming from the surface as well as from the laittom of the vat. 

In closing this brief review of invention extending nearly to 
thrcc-(|uarters of a century, the writer is aware of some utnissious, 
but enough has proliably bin-ii shown to make good the opening 
statement of this paper regarding the importance of the strainer 
problem. 

It appears impos.siblc yet to say that the ]>erfis:t strainer has 
appeared. Many of those liere' mentioned have given gri>at 
satisfaction for a while and until re|iairs biHiame intolerably 
troublesome, when they wouUI be scrapped and rephici-d by 
another new invention, whicli in its turn would share the same 
fate. 

The old (ircek dramatist Sophix'les sumnurd up the (|ucstion 
of human happiness in saying that" no man should be eonsidcrtid 
to have l>een blessed by the pates until his life was couqdetely 
finislietl; ” and similarly the present writer, warned by many 
years of extx'rienee, advises a strict rctieence reganling the 
INirformanee of new strainers. 

Mr. Baker, in optming the discussion, cxpre.ssed the liopc tiuit 
the illustrations woidd lie piibiisiied, as they showed the evolution 
of machinery from 1812. He (the speaker) had been looking 
up some iKMiks in his library and be had come across siweral 
intere.stiiig facts. From Hoffman's well-known work it would 
appear that I.etqxiUi Crack, in 1820. was the first >ivciitor of a 
strainer plate, which was used, and aixmt 1830 Iblxitson invented 
the Iblxitson screen, and was the first piitmr-maker to use it. 

, Mr. Tixl ssiid he had followctl the pajx'r with extreme interest, 
and it must have been (a|ua1ly so to those present wluise memories 
went liack to forty years aiid more, and rcmemlicrcd the older 
strainers which liad been shown on the screen. He remcmbcrcxl 
a g<xMl many of the cuntrivanci's sh<iwn, es|K'cially the old 
machine dating front 1812, which was of the Fourcirinicr type. 
Some thirty years ago he rememlx^red that William Bertram, 
son of t'lixyrge Bertram, erected a machine at Springfield Mill 
which was the tirst attempt to make j>a}M?r otherwise than in 
the ordinary hand mould. It was of the Fuurdrinier type, and 


if Mr. Mclvor could find out if this was the machine that was at 
Springfield, he would be greatly interested. 

With regard to the reinforced concrete vats they had introduced 
at Springfield through the Bertrams, he was pleased to say that 
so far they were working very .satisfactorily after three or four 
months’ working. 

Mr. Arnot (late of Jamc.s Wriglcy & Sons, Bury) said the 
machine referred to by Mr. Tod as having been erected at Spring- 
field Mill was by a local inventor at 1 ,as.swadc. The moulds 
travelled on an elliptical railway and they received from the vat 
their quota of pulp, then travelling round the railway, reverted 
to the horixontal; the paper was couched on to the felt, and the 
moulds then returned to their original position. 


Evening Session.

THE ECONOMIC UTILISATION OF 
HEAT AND POWER IN PAPER MILLS. 


One of the most im|X}rtant and, to many of us, one of the 
most interesting prohlems attached to the manufacture of 
paper is the economic utitisation of heat and jxiwor in the mill. 

The time has come when it is very necessary that the source 
of heat and {Miwer, which in tliis country is coal, should be 
economised to the greatest possible extent. Until rccniitiy 
ciNil has been so plentiful nml so cheap that the question of 
its economical use was not very pressing, t>ut in view of the 
present .shortage in sup))lips, t.he rising prices, and oiir ever 
dwindling national reserves, the (picstion iKH^oines one of the 
greatest importance. 

If by the most modern plant, under scientific control, wr can 
save even a small amount of coal per ton of paper produced, 
it is obvious that a coii.sidera1ile economy will be shown at the 
end of the year, iind of course a reduced consumption of coal 
means diminisluxl charges for handling Ixith coal anil ashes. 

The fuel cost per ton of pajwr priMliiced is one over which 
the i).a|H-r-maker has more control than he hiUi over the other 
main co.sts of paper produc4;ion, .such as raw material and lalxuir. 

A very short time ago a census was taken of the coal consump¬ 
tions of the different mills, and at that time tlie following results 
were considered as gixid practice : --

There, arc few mills, however, that reach this standard, but 
there is no doubt that with moilerii pl.ant, rightly installcfl, 
these results l■.onld Ix! not only reached, but surpassed. 

A more correct way of comparing coiisiiin]itions would have 
been on a B.Th. Unit basis, or from the commercial {xiint of 
view, on an " I..s.d." Ixisis, as the heat value of coals and the 
cost of same vary considerably. 

Fuel i.s wasted in most mills by inefficient Imiler plants; 
by uneconomical steam plant; by uimcce.s.sary absorption of 
(xiwer ill driving the plant; and by'dissipation of heat in various 
parts of the mill. 

Use of Heat in the Mii.i., 


Heat is utilised in the mill for various operations: — 

1. As an aid to the chemical disintegration of the fibrous 

raw material fur the extraction of cellulose. 

2. For the recovery of the active agents U'md in this chemical 

(|isintcgralion.' eg., the recovery of soda from the waste 
liquors in the digestion of grass, etc. 

3. For tirying the web of paper after formation on the machine, 

4. To warm the air for absorbing the moisture evaporated 

from the paper during the drying. 

5. .\s the source of the mechanical and electrical power by 

which the |uipcr-making plant is driven (except where 
water power is used). 
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6. For various other operations, eg., to accelerate hypochlorite 
bleaching; to " free ” the ])aper stock, so that it may 
more readily part with its water on the machine wire, 
to warm the mill buildings, etc., etc. 

The most suitable agent for distributing this heat is steam, 
principally owing to its large heat-carrying capacity (disinte¬ 
gration heat) at convenient tcm}>eratures, and to its proiierty 
(chaiijge of state) of being able to part with the greater portion 
of this heat (latent heat) at constant temperature. These 
two jiroperties of steam are of the greatest importance when 
used for cases i, 2, 3 and 4. 

The heat carrying capacity of steiim, or " the total heat *' 
varies very little with the presuinrc. the values at the higher 
pri*s.sures being only slightly greater than at the lower pressures. 
The " latent ’’ heat also varies very little with the pressure 
but is slightly greater at the lower than at the higher pressures’ 
Steam kor Digestive Purposes. 

When steam is used to aid the digestion of rags. gras.scs, 
wood and other fibrous materials, tcin^ieraturc, twessure and 
latent heat are very important factors for successful operation. 

In practice the most suitable tein|>cratures and jiressure 
have been fairly well determined for the different raw materials 
and usually lie within definite limits for each material, Ixnling 
agent and desired product. 

To obtain these temperatures, steam is us«>d either " iliri-ctly ” 
or ” indirectly " in the digester. 

The advantages and disadvantages of Imth methods are 
fairly well known, but in cither case the steam must suppiv 
the necessary heat to bring up the cfintents of the digester to 
the required temperature and pressure. 

l.ive steam is generally usc<l for digestive piiiqioscs, but for 
low temperature boiling {e.g. Kag foiling) exhaust steam could 
1 h! more economic.Tlly used. Kven in the case of the higher 
tcnqicraTurc digestion, low pressure exhaust steam could c.on- 
veivently, and with great economy, lie used as a preliminary, 
and the final temperature attained by the use of either higher 
pr««ssure exhaust or live steam. Thus, for example, if the final 
digestion temperature be 300" Fah., and the initial temperature 
of the digester contents be fio“ Fah., then exhaust steam at 
10 lbs. gauge pressure wiiiild Ik* able to supply almost 75 per 
cent, of the total heat nspiireil for tlie digestion. 

Steam for flKATiNO the Dkyinc; Cvlindeks. 

To dry papiT satisfactorily the steam supplied to the dryers 
should lii- within certain limits of temperature. If the steam 
is at tt)o high a temperature there is always the great risk of 
" c(M:kling " and burning the ]xiper ; whereas, on the other 
hand, the temperature must not 1 ki tex) low, or the rate of drying 
will be considerably retarded. The usual range of tcmjNjratures 
corresixnuls to alwolutc pressures of from 15 to 25 lbs. j>er 
stpiare inch, but for some classes of pajier prt*ssures ii]) to 45 
lbs. are used. 

Another factor affecting the rate of drying is the presence in the 
exhaust steam of <jil. This is ultimately (iepnsittxl as a film on 
the inner surface of the cylinder wall, and will greatly retard 
the rate of heat flow from the steam to the paper. To compen- 
■sale for this, higher tem(>erature steam is required than is 
necc-ssary when exhaust steam free from «iil is used. 

Heat Availaulr for Drying in Kxhaust Steam. 

When steam has done useful work either in a steam engine 
or steam turbine, and has exhausted at a lower pressure, the 
heat convertcti into work is only a very small percentage of 
the total heat in the steam, so that in this exhaust steam there 
is a large amount of heat that can l>c used for drying purposes. 
Suppose, for example, we lake 1 lb. dry steam at an absolute 
pre.ssure of 200 lbs. per square inch (185 lljs. per square inch 
gauge pr(».sure). If this is expanded adiabatically- -say in an 
ideal engine—and exhausted from the engine or turbine at 
an absolute pressure of 25 lbs. per square inch (10 lljs. gauge) 
the heat units converted into work would be 155 B.Th.U. If 
this steam he then passed into the drying cylinders of the })apcr 
machine, ami discharged therefrom as water—say at a tempera¬ 
ture of 240” F,—the heat units available for drying will be 834 

aTh.U. ' 

If, however, instead of using exhaust steam, live steam be 
UMd reduced to the lower pressure by means of a reducing valve, 
then passed into the drying cylinders of the machine, and 
exhausted therefrom as water at the same temperature, the 
heat units available for drying would be 089 B.Th.U. 

A comparison of these figures will show that steam which 
has done useful work in the engine has almost as much heat 
available for drying as there is in the live steam. 


It is interesting to go further with this by making a comparison 
of the value of steam used in the following way :— 

(1) .— I lb. of dry steam, expended in an ideal engine from 
an alnoliitc pressure of 200 lbs. per- !u|uare inch to 25 lbs. per 
square inch alisolutc. 

Heat Units available for work .• ... 155 B.Tli.U. 

This steam is then passed into the drying cylindcts and 
discharged therefrom as water at a temperature of 240“ F. 
Heat Units available for drying.834 B.Th.U. 

(2) .—I lb. of dry steam cxi>anded in an ideal engine from 
an absolute pressure of 200 lbs. per sipiare inch to a condenser 
prc.ssure of 28 in. vacuum. 

Heat Units available for work .336 B.Th.U. 

(3) .--1 lb. of dry steam is reduced bv means of a reducing 
valve from an absolute pressure of 200 Ills, per square inch to 
25 IIm. per s<|uare inch (absolute pressure) and is then used 
for heating the drying cylinders. 

Heat Units available for drying.qflq B.Th.U. 

I'roin these results it will \te readily seen that i lb. of steam 
used under the conditions (i) is eipiivaleiit to 1..30 lbs. of steam 
used under conditions (2) and (3) 

Similar results will Ih‘ obtain^ with steam at other initial 
pressures, and also in the case of siqierhcated steam, only more 
heat is .'ivailablc per lb. of steam Ixith for work and for heating. 
These results demonstrate the great economy of using exhaust 
steam fur drying in preference to fresh live steam. 

Si’FERiiEATKn Steam and Pafkr Drying. 

Su]H!rlieatcd steam lias lieeii suggested for drying papw, 
but there are many objections to its use. For instance, its 
hcat-carrying ca|>acity is very little greater than that of saturated 
steam, unless the tem|)erature Ixi unreasonably high-- •e.g., 
saturated steam at 10 llis. gauge prtsisure contains a total heat 
of r,i55 B.Th.U., at a temperature of 240“ F., and su|>erhcated 
steam at the same pres.sure and a temiieratnre of 300” F. (lieyond 
which ii is inadvisable to go) contains total heat of I,l8f B.Th.U. 
—only 2«j more than the saturated steam. Again, if siqierheated 
steam were iias.sed into the drying cylinders, it would proliably 
cau.se the overheating of the end of the dryer, and thereby 
damage the pafier ; and as s>hiii us it came into contact with the 
water, its superheat would immixliately 1 h: lost. Also, if the 
dryer could Ixi tilled with siqierheated steam, it would la* unable 
to give up any of its heat without a lowering of temperature, 
tiiul this lowering would take place until the steam became 
saturated. As previously stated, for successful drying the 
temjierature of the steam within the drying cylinders should 
remain rxnistant. 

Another (xiiiit against the u.se of superheattxl steam, csi^ially 
in the case of the exhaust steam from reciprocating engines, is 
that with the usual type of oil separator, it is iiiqMissible to 
remove the bulk of the oil aintainixl in the steam. In the 
case of steam by-jnwscd from a " ble<*der " turbine, however, 
there is no trouble experienced on this account, as it docs not 
contain any oil, and if it Imi siqierlieuted at all, the degree of 
su)K!rheat .should be only enough to ensure dry steam at the 
furthest point in the heating mains. If live steam, which is 
already superheateil, Iri reducerl in pressure by a reducing valve, 
it will at a lower pressure be further sn|Hirheatcd, and licforo this 
is usixl as a " make-np ” for heating the. drying cylinders, moans 
should be adopted to reduce its temperature. 

Steam useo for Generation of Power. 

The very jwoiRTtv of steam, i.e., its large latent heat capacity 
— -which is so u.sefui when steam is used as a drying agent—-has 


nothing like the same value when it is ustsi for jMiwcr pur)Kises. 
The value of steam for |Miwer puiqxises de)M'nds mainly on the 
range of pressure and tcm])crature that can be worked and 
very little on the total heat of the steam. Tlius, if steam be 
used in the most economical engine or turbine there is always 
a large percentage of heat in the steam pa.sscd over to the con¬ 
denser. 

Greater economy in steam consumption can lx- obtained by 
adopting high initial steam pressures with further ailoption of 
higher superheat, combined, of course, at the other end of the 
scale with tiic most perfect conciensing arrangements. It is 
very common now to mstal plant with gauge pressures of 200 
to -250 lbs. per square inch, superheated to a total temperature 
of boo" F., and to work this expansively in the case of turbines 
to a vacuum of 28| in. to -29 in., with the barometer standing 
at 30 in. 

It is interesting to examine the available energy in heat units 
that can be obtained in an ideal engine «dth steam at different 
initial and condenser pressures. From a heat entropy curve 
for steam at different pressures and superheat the heat drop 
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can be readily dotcmiinod by expanding steam in an engine 
working on the “ Kankin ” cycle vnth adiabatic expansion. 

In practice, however, no steam engine or turbine is capable 
of converting the'same amount of heat into work a.s is shown 
for the ideal engine. 

SirPERHEATEl) StEAM FOR I’oW'KH PURPOSES. 

SuiMrlieiited steam, although of little viilue for heating and 
drying, is, however, of considerable v.alu(: in the generation of 
power. If the steam supplied to an engine Iw sii|M^rheated to 
only a small extent, so as to ensure its being dry at the engine, 
then for evfsry io“ 1*'., of actilecl ti‘ni])erntiire there w'ill be a reduc¬ 
tion in steam ron.siimption of not less than t |K‘r cent. Thu.s, 
with 100° F. of su]H!rheat at the engine, a reduction in steam 
consumption of aliout 10 |H*r cent, can Ik; obtained, as compared 
with dry steam. 

Superheated .sttsim used in the steam turbine also shows a 
marked decrease in steam consumption over dry steam. Fur 
example, too*’ F. of su|H‘rheat reduces the steam consumption 
by ^^5 per cent., us cuin|>iircd with dry steam. 

For rcciprociiting engines, sii)H'rheated steam as high in 
temperature as 500" to 550" !•'. can In- safely useil and will show 
considerable. ec.uiiomy and siiUMither worlting of the engine; 
for turbinc.s temperatures as high iis (xKi'' !•'. arc now in coniiiion 
use. 

The steam supjdicd to the engines driving the ]ia)ier machines 
shoukl only be siiiuirheated to a temperature whicli will ensure 
dry steam in the exhaust pi|M-. 

til order to a»'oiil excessive wear of the cylinder, piston rings, 
valve rings and packings, when using su)»erheated stcinn in the 
engines, it is very necessary to increase the supply of oil for 
internal hibrieuliou. 

('hoick ok I’owkk I.'nit. 

'I'lie )iapur mill can tie driven in many different ways, and by 
the u.se of ixiwer units of various tyis-s. 

Ill the case of existing mills the " layout " of the plant generally 
determines the method of driving and the most suitable type 
of unit, but in the I'ase of new mills tin* plant I'aii be. arranged 
in the must conveiiieiit way to suit the ela.ss of paper being 
nianiifactunxl. and the niethoil of driving arranged accordingly. 

In determining the most suitable type of jsiwer unit the lirst 
essential is to make a correct estimation of the jiower atul heat 
rec|nireiiieiits of the mill. 

If the heating load exeeisis the power load then the thermal 
efficiency of the engines is of little iin]Nirtance, but if, on (he 
cither hand, the power ksid predominates, (he thermalelliciency 
of the iNiwrr units is of the greatest im|x>rlnncc. 

The economy of engines, or turbines, in regard to steam 
cunsiiniption )H>r unit of power will always Im> a most imixirtaiit 
factor ill detennining the relative value of different types of 
engines and turbines, and their application in mill diiving. 

.\part from the steam consiiiiiptioii, loss through .stopimges; 
cost of maintenance, attendance, rejiairs and depreciation ; 
and the initial cost have all to hi' considered in estimating the 
real commercial economy. Kcliabilily and efficiency are the 
most important (actors, and should not Ik' sacrificed in order to 
save, a little in initial cost of the plant. In fact, reliability 
shoukl come first of all in any |>ower scheme for |iupcr-miil 
driving, ranking of more ini|Nirtnnce than steam eiaiiioiiiy. The 
loss of production bv unreliable plant would sism counter balance 
any saving in steam economy or initial cost. 

SlEAM IvNOINE AS I'OWEK I’NIT. 

The steam engine in »iii' «/ its many different types has lieen 
universally employed as the (lower unit in steam-driven |in]K;r 
mills. 

The choice of iyiie as main (siwer unit was varieil greatly, 
de{H-iiding in some measure 011 the sjiace at dis|io.sal in which the 
engine wax to be fixed, and also on the .s|ieed of rotation. 

Where ffiMir s|Kice was limited and the height (lerinitted, the 
vertical ty|X' was the only alternative : but when the space was 
not limited, the horizontal slow s(ieisl type was generally (ire- 
ferred, tH'ing the more convenient of access ; and as it occupied 
a larger floor area, the engine was more likely to be free from 
vibration. 

llie economic use of the steam in the engine de(iends mainly 
on the ratio of ex(Kiii.sion, the leakage (last the (listoiis, valves 
and (lackings, and on the i(uality of the steam sup()lied. With 
regard to the ratio of ex(iansioir, it is (lossihle to carry this too 
far in cotidcti.sing engines, lus'essitatiug the use of very large 
cydinefera; and twyond a certain (xiiiit whilo showing an ini* 
(iroved result p«‘r l.H.P. —this does not show an iniproveil 
mult per U.H.l*. 


The mechanical efficiency 0/ engines varies according to the 
type. Slow speed horizontal engines will show an efficiency of 
only 80 to 85 per cent.; whereas, the ^ick revolution engines 
with forced lubrication will .show an efficiency up to gz to <>3 
per cent. I'hc highest efficiency of any engine is at the full 
rated load, as the jxiwcr rc((uired to drive the engine remains 
practically constant at different loads. 

Steam Turbine as Power Unit. 

Within the last few years the steam turbine has become a 
very serious competitor of the reciprocating steam engine us the 
main (Hiwcr generating unit for }>aper mill driving. Two types 
of turbine readily lend themselves to (}a[ior mill service, vi*.; 
(1) The " Kxtraction ” tyfic and (z) the "Mixed Pres.sure ” 
type. The former, somctiinos known as the *' pass out" or 
" bleeder " tyjic. is arranged so tliat the steam, after passing 
through one or more stages of the turbine, can be by*{Kissed at 
suitable pressures into the heating mains for heating pur|Nxses 
ill the mill, and so that the excess steam can be paxxcd through 
the lower stages of the turbine to the condenser, in those cases 
where the power load is greater than the hciiting ln<ad. 

This ty(>c of turbine can thus work <as a high-pressure machine, 
if no steam is wanted for heating, or as a liack-pressurc machine 
if all the steam necessary for jxiwcr production is wanted for 
heating. The amount of heating steam can consei(uciitly 
fluctuate lietwcen these limits. 

When working as a lHick-(>rcssurc turbine, there is always a 
small quantit'y of steam (Xis.sed through to the condenser so as 
to kee(i a slight steam flow and eliminate troubles that arise 
when working in a vacuum. 

Tlie steam by-(inssed into the heating mains can lie readily 
controlied liy a variable, valve o(ierated by the governor gisir 
of the tiirliine. When the heating or (lower re((uiremcnts of 
the mill lliictuate, they arc readily and almost instantaneously 
accommodated bv the sensitive governing gear on the turbine. 
Thus, with eonstfinl kii.pl, if more steam .is rci(uiri'(l for heating, 
it is aiitonialii'ully suiicilicd by the governing gear admitting 
more live steam to the. Iir.s( stage of tlie turbine, and allowing 
le.s.s steam to (ia.ss tliroiigli to the condenser. On the other 
lianil, if the iteniand for heating steam is reduced, some of the 
live steam is automatically cut off, iind more steam pjisses 
through the lower slage.s Ui the condeii.ser. .\gain, if the deniaiul 
for heating .steam remains constant, but the (luwcr kxid varies, 
the governor gear autoniaticidly controls the steam su(i('ily 
to tlie turbine and through tin- lower stages to the condenser. 

The steiiiii ciui be by-(>ii.ssed at a iixed (iressure, and this 
(iressiire niainlaiiied constant irres(iective of the steam demand 
for lieating, or tin- lliictnating (lower deinaiiil. When this 
pressure has In-en fixed, (he de.sign of the turliiiie does not very 
readily (lermit of its In-ing altered without a .sacrilice in .steam 
economy, but if the (iressure of the lieating steam Ik- lixed at tlie 
maxiiiiinn that will be required in the mill, it can readily be 
adjusted by means ol a throttle valve for the lower (iressure 
r(*i(uireiiients. 

This is the ideal condition for the siqiply of heating steam to 
tin- mill : and, inore'iver, this steam iK-ing free from oil, can be 
admirably us<^ for tin- digesters, drying cylinders, hot air (ilant, 
<ir for any other heating r«(iiiremejits of the mill. 

Such an arrangement iif " by-(iasscd " steam (lerrnits of great 
economy, as the steam for heating (lurpuses has already given 
u(i a (Kirtiun of its energy in the turbine previous to its entering 
till- heating main. This steam for tlic same (iressure drop dcK-s 
not give out as much energy as is the ease of steam u.scd under 
the same conditions in a reri(irocaliiig steam engine, and lliis is 
.one of the utij(H.-tionx urged against the use of tiic turbine. 
liowev(-r, having given ii() less heat in the form of energy than 
tin- steam from a r(-ci{>rocatiiig engine, it contains more heat 
available fur drying. 

A well-di-sigiied r(M-i(irucatiiig eum|iouiid engine working down 
to alHiiil atnios]ilieric (irt-.ssiire is a more efficient machine than a 
tnrbim- working inuier the same initial and terminal pressures; 
but iH-tween the atm<is(iheric. and condenser pressures the tur¬ 
bine IS far iiiorc economical, as it is able to c.\()and the steam 
down to an absolute (iressure of less than i lb. per sijuarc inch, 
while the ri-d()Tocating engine working condensing does not 
ex)>and to much liclow an absolute pressure of 8 Ills, per square 
inch. 

In order to cx(>aii(] to lower pn-ssurtM the low-pressprc cylinder 
would have to Ik- inordinately large, and, therefore, costly, 
while the increased kiss from cylinder exiiidcnsation and radiation 
would more than cotiiiterliaiance the gain due to a greater 
expansion. For example, in most condensing engines the saving 
over nun-condensing conditions does not exceed 25 per cent’ 
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to 30 per cent, under the most favoura,bIe conditions of load, and' 
on over-loads the saving by condensing is much smaller. 

From this it appears that a combination of an engine and a 
turbine will give higher economy than either an engine or a 
turbine working through the whole range of jwessure. This 
leads us to the. mixed pressure type of turbine, that can lie 
readily used for paper mill driving. 

Mixed Pressure Turhiwr.-—The mixed pressure turbine can 
l>c employed in conjunction with reciprocating, non-condcn.sing 
engines. Thu engines ('.ould l>e used for driving the machine, 
the lieater shafting, etc., and, being compounded, would nlisorb 
the greatest )K>ssiblc amount of power from the steam before 
it is exhausted into the heating mains. The excess exhaust 
steam that w«>uld result from the use of these engines could then 
be used in the iiii.xcd pressure turbine for the generation of the 
eh'itrical energy for the eleidrical hjad of the mill. 

In those mills where the power loswl exceeds the heating load, 
this is often the most economical metluKl of driving as regards 
stcair, coiisumptioii, since the steam available for driving has 
Iwen used through reciprcK-ating compound engines, and the 
excess ]>as.sed over to lie taken full advantage of in the mixixl 
pre-ssure turbine. .\ny additional steam rc<|uired for the elec¬ 
trical load is aiiUiniatically provided by the governor and valve 
gear of the mixed pressure turbine. 

In many niills where the main jxiwer unit is a coiuixuind con- 
ilensing engine, a iiii.xml pressure turbine could be .xpplied with 
considerable success. By working the engine non-condensing 
and passing the steam iiito the turbine, the |iowcr output by 
the coiubiiiation might be increased .to |ie.r cent, to 50 jier cent, 
without any increase in the fuel consumption. This is especially 
so in these ca.ses where the engine was working under over-load 
conditions. This combination is one of the most attractive 
iuethu<Is of iiK.reiising the steam ctricieiicy of an existing mill, 
as the exhaust steam from the engine coidil Is' ustsl as a " mstke- 
u|i ” supply for the heating mains and the excess passed into 
the turbine. 

Hfftciency »f the Turbine.— Tlu' clliciencv ratio of a turbine is 
tdoscly connected with the sizi“. Within the lust few years 
great iiiiprovenicnts have been made in the design of the turbine, 
jiiid tnrhines are now huill with ellicicncies as high as 75 per 
cent, for very largg outputs, hut f«ir liiwer powers the ellieiency 
is not so gocsi. Turbines of i,o<kj k.w. and over show ellieieiicies 
up lo ami even higher than 00 per cent, l^iw pressure or mixed 
pn*ssure turbines, working Iwtweeii ifi Ihs. per stpiare inch 
absolute with «lry .steam and 27 ins. to 28 ins. vacuum show a 
higher eWiciciicy ratio— for machines of moderate output the 
figure runs from 08 jwr ccnl. to 70 per eenl. at full ItKid condition. 
('I'lii' efticii'uey mtio of a turbine is the ratio of Ihc lieat actually 
transformed into ineciiaiiical work to the heat availalilc for 
ineclianieal work liy tlie ndialaitic expansion of the steam from 
the higher lo the lower pressures.) 

The meelianiral ellieiency of the tiirliine is generally as high 
as 05 per cent, and sometimes liiglier. 

Ccnerally speaking, Ixdow an output of about 50*1 k.w., a 
rix-iprocating condensing engine drivisi generator is more 
Oisiuomieal in steam consiiiiiption, ami less costly than a turbine 
driven generator, lint above this output thc’turlxi unit has 
tlie iulviiiitage. 

rNii>-Low Knoink. 

The " riiiilow " ICngine luis Ih'cii npiilied to |)apcr-tuill driving 
with consideralile success, ]xirticularly for driving the beater 
sliaftiiig, either directly connected or tlirough ropes. 

Tile (levelopment in the application of the iiniflow engine 
principle for pa]X'r-niill driving has liccii the introfluction of a 
coin|)uund extraction ty|ic engine, having a high pressure cylinder 
for i:xiNiiiiling the steam down to the low pressure recpiireil 
in the heating ina’ns, and a low prtsisurc cylinder on the " uni- 
llnw ” principle for using the excess steam not re<|uired for 
heating pur|xi.ses, and ox|)anding this to the fullest extent of 
the ciiiidenscr pressure. The steam rc(|uircd for heating pur- 
|N>.ses is thus taken from the receiver Ixstwecn the two cylinders, 
and the lialancc of .steam is passed out lo the low pressure or 
" uniflow " cylinder. 

If the deniand for_ boating steam continues, a munientary 
reduction of pressure is caused in the receiver, and immediately 
the " uniflow * cylinder valve gcair comes into action, cutting 
off the steam supply to this cylinder and simultaneously the 
s)x-vd governor increases the “ cut-off ’’ in the high pressure 
cylinder and more steam is admitted. 

A reverse opemtiun ix'curs when the heating steam deniand is 
reduced, and <i similar automatic adjustment of the steam supply 


takes place when the power load increases or decreastsi. 'Ihis 
extraction _ type comixmnd " iiniflow ” engine, therefore, in 
common with the ordinary coin|x>uiid engine, is able to abstract 
fnim the heating steam the grciitest amount of heat as work for 
a certain drop in ]iressur«, and it is also able to supply the 
exhaust steam nvces.sary for heating pnr)Hises. In addition, 
the excess steam can lx* expanded to a far greater degree in the 
" Iiniflow '' cylinder than is ixissihle in the low pressure cylinilcr 
of an ordinary coiniNiiind condensing engine. 

SrKA.M Engine Drives fur I’aprr Machines. 

I’a|)cr machines arc now almost universally ilriven in two 
iniiiii scctiinis; (a) the ixiiislant sptxxl portion, whieh includes 
the machine stuff chests, stuff, liaek water, vacuum and sheet 
pinups, with shake ai>|Hiratus and strainers ; and {h) the variable 
speisl (xirlion, which congirises the body of the maebine from 
the breast roll lo the reel. 

As inachitu's vary considerably in size and speed, de|HUKiing 
on the class of )ia)H‘r Iicing made, many |xiiiits have to be taken 
into consideration before lixing the most suitable ty|Hi of driving 
engine or motor. The ino.st cfiininon practice has been to arrange 
for the constant-spei‘d portion of the iiiachinc to Imi driven by 
a eonstant speed engine, generally of the totally enolused, 
iiivertixl vertieal, simple expansion ty|H.‘, and the variable spixxl 
IKirtiuM to hr driven by a similar ty|ie of engiiif', arrangisl with 
a speisl variation device, so that the |iaper iiiacliinc may Ih> run 
at varying sixusis to suit the substance being made. • Ikitli 
these engines are of the back-pressure ty)x;, exhausting into 
a main nianifohl pipe which feeds the ilryiiig cylinders with tho 
beating steam. 1'he usual range of txick-pressnre for these 
engines rangi's from 2 or j lbs. up to 20 llis., and sometimes even 
as high as 30 llis. per .sipiare inch gauge. 

I'p to n few years ago, the Isiilei stcaiu pressures in |Ki|H;r mills 
did nut exceiHl too to 120 Ills, per sipiare inch, and with a liack 
prexsnre of say, 10 Ihs. per stpiare inch in the exhaust pipe, the 
simple expansion engine was, and is, tlie most serviceable type. 
Of recent years, however, paper-mill steam plants have Ix-eii 
rencweil, and the teiideney has been to instal steam Ixtilers 
to work at higher pressures ^ many mills to-day are putting in 
jilant for pressures as high as 200 Ihs. }x’r sipiare inch. With 
these higher steam pressure eonipoiind engines on the tnacliinrs 
are worthy of ciiii.sideralion, Ix-ing more eeonoinical in steam 
eonsnmpti'on. Oenerally speaking, however, these conipontul 
engines do not pa.ss enough steam (or drying jiiirisises, anil the 
exhaust has to lx; supplemented. If it can he siip)ileineiitisl by 
exhaust steam drawn from some other source say from the 
main mill engine or turhine, then it is a decided economy to 
instal coinjKiinul engines, provided, of eonrsc-, that the initial 
steam pressure permits of ('oinpounding. If, however, live 
steam would have to he nsisl as a '* inak<‘-u(i,” it is advisalile to 
ictain the simple ex|Kinsion engines. 

.\iiothor factor iiuist he taken into consideration with regard 
to the use of steam engines, viz., the variable amount of exhaust 
steam. The power reipiired to drive the constant speed (Hirtion 
III the machine varies verv little, being praetically inilojienilent 
of the spoilt of the inaehine : hut the jsiwer for driving the 
variable speed jsirtion varies almost ilirwUy as the spei-il of 
the machine. 

For iiistam e, when the inaehine is inakiiig heavy substances 
its spi-ed is low, and generally sjienkiiig the jxiwer reipiired to 
ilrive it is also low, conscnjiieiitlv the ainimnt of exhaust steam 
]iasM!d is relatively low ; while' when light weight snbstiiucea 
are Ix-ing made the spccil of the m.aehine is eunsiderahly increased, 
and the power taken to drive the machine is prii|Hirtioiiately 
increased, with a coiiscquent increase in the amount of exhaust 
steam )xissi!d. 

Now, the steam required for drying remains practically 
ciinstiinl and indejiendenl of the sjx'ed of the machine, as the 
output of paper from the maihinc varies very little ladween the 
lowest and highest s|xieds. Therefore, witli simple ex|Kiiisioii 
strain I'liginc ilrives we either get, on the one hand, tixi little 
steain for drying jiurposes, or tixj much- then; being only one 
juisition of eipiililirium. where, the steam piis.s(!d by the enginer 
is iHjual to the amount required fur drying. This position is 
rarely attnineil, and generally a " make up supply of live 
steam is used when running at the lower s|X'eds, and the exi'ess 
steam is blown away to atmosjiherc when running at the biglies 
speeds. 

From an ecoiiiiinieal jxiiiit of view, Ixith practices arc bail, anil 
the ideal scheme wiinlil lx; to lx- able to draw on a constant 
amount of exhaust steam for drying purjxwes in the former rase, 
anil to And a use fur the excess exhaust steam iu the latter casi!. 
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Inteknal Lubrication or Steam Engines. 

The oil uwhI for the internal lubrication of the ennines is 
carried over into the heating mains by the exhaust steam, and 
should be removod by some efficient type of oil separator before 
it is allowed to pass into the drying cylinders. 

It is pos.siblc, but not generally advisable, to dispense with 
internal oil lubrication. I'or instance, graphite can be used 
where the wearing surfaces are soft and {xirous, as it fills up the 
pores and smts as an efficient lutiricating medium, but it is less 
successful where those surfaces are of hard, close-grained cast- 
iron. 

Hronsc piston anil valve rings may lie employed, especially 
when u.siiig saturated steam, but this means increased steam 
consumption, due mainly to leakage of steam past the valve 
and piston, owing to the lilisence of the seal ordinarily produced 
by the oil film. Even then it is iici-cssary to At oil flush taps 
for stirvicc in starting up after the week-end stop(iagc. 

Power Distribution in the Mill. 

The nio.st efficient generation of power can be very readily 
rendered ineffective by an efficient niethnd of distribution. A 
consideration of the methods in use will therefore be of interest. 

Electric driving has lK.‘en extensively adopted in the paper 
mill, es|>ucially fur the scaltereil auxiliary plant; and in the case 
of new plants, the adoption of all-electric ilriving deserves 
e.areful consideration, esju'clally .so when the extraction type 
turbine is In'ing installed ns the main |Kiwcr unit. 

With this method of power distribution, the whole of the 
generating plant can be centralised in one )x>wer house adjoining 
the iKiilcr plant. Merc the electrical eiu-rgy is generated and 
is distributed by iiisulatcxl cables to the various motors in the 
mill. This makes a very flexible si'heiiie of jxiwer distribution 
which is under perfetd control. Many of the machines in the 
mill may be indiviiliially driven, while others could be groiiiied 
and driven by a single motor through ropes, belts, shafting or 
gears. 

The ipiestion of whetlier the current should Ih* alternating 
or direct, is a matter open to discussion. If the all-electric 
s heme is adopted for driving the mill, .\.t'. current shoiihl, 
■indoiibterlly, be employed, as the greater (Mirtion of the power 
losuJ will lie at constant speed. t')i to a few years ago, it was 
imiKissihle to obtain variable speeil A.C motors, and it was 
necessary to transform to !).('. current for the variable s|H'ed 
work of the mill. 11 is now |)os.siblo, liowever, to otilain very 
efficient and reliable variable speed motors; but as yet, 

these have not Iwen developed on a commercial scale to give a 
speed range greater than .t to i, and this range is not great cniiugh 
for tint driving of some paiier machines. 

In the case of niiPs using a steam intgine with liiieshaft drive 
h>r the preparation plant, then D.C. current for the paper 
machines and auxiliary machinery is probaldy more convenient, 
owing to its variable s|H‘ed feature and to its generally slower 
s)treds. On the other hand, however, there is commutator 
truiildc and the iip-kccp is greater tlian with motors with 
current. .\s a class, .A.C. motors run at higher spewls than 
D.C. motors, and have less wearing parts; hut have inherent 
{lower factor trouble, which, while not affecting the running of 
the motor, ii«-ccs.situtes a greater generating unit. A.C. motors, 
therefore, should In; run continiKiusly at their full-rated load, 
if {ios.sible, so as to kce.|> a giwHl ligiife for the. {x>wer factor of 
the |dant. 

The turbo-alternator is Ix'st suited for large instailntions 
of llw .\.C. ty{)e. as it reipiires less care and maintciiaiice ai,st 
than a D.C. generator; hut if the electrical load is not very 
great, a geared turbine driven D.C. generator will make a very 
•wrviceablc and etxinoinical unit, es{n‘cially if tliis turbine be 
of the mixed {iressiire ty|)e, using tlie excess exhaust steam 
from the com|Knitul iinii-coiulensing engines on the machines 
and lieater shafting. 

With the " all-elwtric ’’ system of driving (here is a double 
transformation of energy Iwtweeii the prime mover and the 
pa|)cr-mill macliincry, viz : - 

(а) the generation of mechanical energy in the turbine 
or engine; 

(б) tlie transformation of this energy into electrical 
energy ; 

(c) and the regeneration of meclianical energy by the 
motors in the mill. 

The efficiency of (A) often reaches oj i>cr cent, and of (c) (90 
per cent.) at full load. 

Many of the motors used in paper mills can show a fairly high 
cflicicncy, in some casas as high as 00 {ler c«;nt. at their full rated 
load. Lineshafting and belts throughout a paper mill cannot 


improve on this efficiency, even when in perf^ alignment, and 
if there should be any want of alignment, the power necesaary 
to drive the shafting considerably increases. In some mills the 
alignment of the shafting, condition of the bearings and tiie 
design of the drives are so bad that a large amount of power is 
unnecessarily wasted in friction. 

There is no disputing the fact that electric machinery is more 
complicated and exiiensive, and requires more attention than 
the mechanical; and if it be neglected to the same extent as is 
generally the case with the mechanical eciuipment, the results, 
both in reliability and economy, would not com|)are with tbs 
latter. Thus, unless electric machinery can be guaranteed 
every attention, it is us well to make use of line-shafting where- 
cver'pos.sible, .say to drive lieaters and breakers and to drive 
other {Nu-ts of the plant, such as super-calenders, re-reelbrsi 
cutters, etc., by electricity. 

Economics. 

So far we have considered general principles only, but it 
would lie interesting to apply the conclusions arrived at to 
practical mill {lowcr and heat problems. Suppose, for example, 
we take a 4-iiiachinc mill for the manufacture of news print . 
paficr from wockI pulp. The plant for a news mill has now been 
worked out to something like finality. Table 2 gives the heaf 
and {lower re({iiiremeiits of the mill. 

Scheme i. 

Tlio eliictrical load of the mill is supplied by a 500 k.w., D.C, 
mixed {ircssurc geared turlxi gcncTator, arranged to run cither 
as a liigh-{>ressiire machine or under mixed pressure conditions, 
using the excess low (iressiire steam from the mill. 

Tubio 3 shows the steam and ]H>wcr requirements of this 
scheme. 

Scheme 2. 

The alternalivc scheme of driving is the " all-electric " drive, 
with extraction ty{K> steam tiirlio-driven alternator. The 
steam and power rc({uireiiients arc slioivn in Table 4. 

Only two alternative methods of ilriving have Iiecn r.om}»r«d. 

It is {Missible, however, .for the mill to he driven in other ways, 
and other niodilications of the methods shown, e.g., instead of 
the mixed pressure turbine lieing used in Scheme t, a high-s()ecd 
steam engine driven D.C. generator could have been installed. 
This, lioweviT, would not have shown a greater economy in 
steam consiim{>lion when usiii); high {iressurc steam than the 
mixed {iressiire turbine, and it is ((iiite unable to use the excess 
exhaust steam available from the mill in such cases as when 
felts are lieiiig washed, &c. In a case like this, the excess stedm 
would have to Ih- blown away to the atmos{iherc, and only a {fiart 
of it could Ih- saved by ii.se in the feed water heater. 

Ill the figures of these two schemes, it will be seen that the 
total steam rei{uired for driving the machine and pnqiaration 
{ilaiit (ifi.ooo Ills, {ler hour) is equal to the amount of steam 
rc({uired for heating the drying cylinders and for the hot air 
{ilant. Thus, the {lower rc({uired to ilrive this part of the mill 
{ilaiit is obtained, as it were, as a " by-product." In practice, 
liowever, the amount of steam for drying and that pa.s.sed by 
the engines would not exactly cnincide, so that in the one case 
live steam would have to lie used as a " make-upi,” and this 
should {ircferably be used in the liot air {ilant, and ot' the other 
hand, when steam {lasscd by the engines exceeded that m]uircd 
for drying, this excess steam would be used in the low pressure 
stages ui the mixed {iressure tiirlKi-geiierator. ^ 

In clioosiiig the b<»t .scheme for the driving of a {»pcr mill, 
other factors must he taken into consideration. Keliability, 
as {>rcviou.sIy st.atcd, comes first of all, but initial and main¬ 
tenance cost must also he fully considered. As regards reli- ' 
ability. Scheme i may, without hesitation, be considered more 
reliable than Scheme 2, for this reason : if anything goes wrong 
with the steam end, the electrical end, or the condenser end of 
the main {xiwcr unit in Scheme 2, the whole mill will be shut 
down, unless there be a complete " stand-by ” unit: whereas, 
if a similar thing should take place in Scheme i, the greater 
{lortioii of the mill can keep in efficient o{>eration. 

Again, the compound engines in Scheme i are equally 
reliable as the motors in Scheme 2, so that, if one of them fails, 
it will shut down only that particular machine, and not interfere 
with the rest of the plant. 

As regards initial cost, there is no doubting that Scheme i 
is considerably cheaper than Scheme 2. • 

Alteration to Driving Arrangement or an Existing Mill. 

Sup(>osc we consider what economy coidd be obtained by 
altering the driving arrangement of an existing mill, e.g., let us • 
take a four-machine news mill of the same size as before, vihetJ 
the machines are driven by simple expansion non-condeBSing 
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engines, passing the steam into the drying cylinders, the " make¬ 
up” being supplied by live steam. The breakers and Jordans 
are driven from a lineshaft in the basement, which in turn is 
driven by means of ropes from a cross compound horizontal 
condensing engine. The electrical load of the mill is obtained 
from a 500 k.w., D.C. generator driven by ropes from the 
lineshaft. 

Tlie steam requirements for this plant arc shown in Table 5. 
If the simple expansion enjpnes on the machines he replaced by 
compound engines; and if the main engine be converted from 
condensing into non-condensing, the exhaust steam bitng used 
as. 4,' *' m^e-up ” supply for heating the drying cylinders, etc., 
and the excess passing over to a " mixed pressure ” turbo¬ 
generator for the electrical load of the mill; then the steam 
requirenaents would be as shown in Table b. Here it is seen 
that 18,000 lbs. of steam may be saved per hour by this alter¬ 
ation of plant which at 9 lbs. of steam per lb. of coat gives a 
saving of z.ooo lbs. of coal {icr hour, e(|ual to a saving of 2} 
cwts. of coal per ton of paper produced.

Selection, Purchase anii Use or Coal. 

The .selection, purcha.se and use of coal arc imixirtant factors 
in the economical operation of the mill. Very few paper mills 
take the trouble to analyse their coal supplies, or to test their 
calorimetric value. They generally pay every attention to 
the testing of moisture, etc., when purchasing wood pulp, but 
the coal is purchased with little regard to its quality. 

The limits of choice for any mill arc. of course, governed by 
its locality, but goncTally there arc several classes of coal to 
select from. A sample of each should be tested for moisture, 
ash, sulphur and volatile matter, and in addition a calorimetric 
estimation of its heating value should be obtained. These are 
the factors Which must be considered in judging the relative 
values of the coals, although there are many other pcffnts almost 
of equal importance, such as their behaviour on the grate of 
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the boiler, the amount of air required for combustion, &c. All 
these points should be cunsidered in conjunction with the price 
of the coal (including freightage), and the most economical coal 
is the one which gives the largest amount of heat per unit cost.

Coals of different varieties should not be mixed together in 
storage, liccause some varieties of coal have a greater tendency 
towards sixmtancous combustion than others, anil would 
jeopardize the safety of the entire pile. 

Coal should cither be piled to permit of a free circulation 
of air, so as to carry off the heat due to the oxidizivtiun of the 
carbon, or else (lacked so closely that air cannot enter the pile 
and stimulate this oxidization. For ordinary bituminous fuel, 
the pile should never be over 12 feet in height, and no (lart of 
the interior of the pile should be more than 10 feet from an air- 
ciHilcd surfai:e. 

'I'hc constant wetting and drying of coal stored in the open 
tends to ra]>id deterioration, and it is thought that this is tlie 
main cause of s(Mintaneous combustioi^ 

Tn order to ensure tlie greatest economy in stacking coal, 
reguhir iiis]iection is necessary, and if the tem(ierature rises 
milch above 150“!''., it is advisable to remove the coal to some 
other (lart, and thereby cool it down. When coal has once Ix-en 
weatherisl and rooted down in this way, it very rarely causes 
any further trouble.

Coal when burned in the iKiiler gives out heat, which is either 
absorlied by the boiler itself, or is dissipatisl up tlie stack into 
the ash pit, or into the air surrounding the lioiier.

No boiler (ilant is complete unless economi.scrs and super¬ 
heaters are fitted. The economiser has long licen established 
in practice, and little need lie sai<l as to its great value in increas¬ 
ing the efficiency of the boiler plant. Suiierh • aters, while not 
incrca.sitig the efficiency of the boiler, are conducive to the 
greater efficiency in the (xiwcr plant. 

Modern steam raising is really a process in three stages. The 
economiser should suiqily the boiler with feed water as near the 
tempieraturc as possible of that of the steam in the boiler.

Another frequent source of loss of heat is a short-circuiting 
of the flue gases, owing to leakages in the Ixiilcr settings. 

Heat is also lost by radiation from exjMsed parts of the boiler, 
uncovered steam pi]ies, valves, dtc. All these should be insulated 
as far as (xissible by thick insulating material, es(iecially in the 
case of pi(ics carrying high pressure steam, as this, being at a 
high tom^Tatiirc, readily loses heat to the surrounding cool 
atinns{>here.

The Chairman had shown where this 
co-otier.ation might take place. Their coal consunqition was 
an all-imjiortant factor. The cost of lubrication was another 
serious item in exiienditure, and while engineers as a whole were 
rather sceptical in thinking that the chemist could very materially 
assist the men as the user of the oil was the engineer, he (the 
s{ieaker) believed the chemist might give them a tip or two as to 
its use. During the first year a vast deal of work had been done 
aliout lubrication ami in the matter of digestion and the 
treatment of raw materials such as es(>artu or rags. In future 
there must be close co-o(icratiun between the engineer and the 
chemist, so that these matters could be dealt with more scientifi¬ 
cally than in the (last. Such <]uestions as how much steam they 
could use economically for the process of digestion, whether rag 
or whether raw material, such as cs(iartu. This was largely 
an over-heated treatment. They knew very little about fibrous 
matter when treated with liquors. That was a very important 
point where the chemist and engineer could co-o(>erate. The 
lecturer had dealt with so much matter that he‘feared he had 
bewildered him, as he was only a chemist. (I..aughter.) 

Mr. A. B. Mallinson said Mr. Adamson's {}a{^ brought out 
prominently the advantage of having mills on ouitc ah ambitious 
and costly scale. Unfortunately, the old mills were still- here. 
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and it would cost money to bring them u^to-date ou the won¬ 
derful I^es Mr. Adamson had skikched out. Every mill woidd 
have to be considered on its own individual merits, and improve¬ 
ments would have to be effected whenever opportunity presented 
itself. As regarded boiler plant, there was more lost in boiler 
plant than in any other portion of a mill. The boiler-house was 
mten in a wrong position, which necessitated a long steam pipe 
and consequently much waste of steam, which in some mills 
cost a firm £133 per week for coal. The lecturer had dealt with 
the need of electrical apparatus for registering the temperatures, 
etc., but it would be necessary to have a smiled man to look 
after it, and that alone. The saving in coal urould be con¬ 
siderable. With regard to electric driving in paper mills, there 
was a certain amount of prejudice against it, and one might find 
himself in a hornets’ nest. This prejudice was largely due to 
the inefficient experiments of those who had gone too early into 
the matter of electric driving. There was no doubt that it was 
equally reliable with steam in driving paper machines, and he 
had yet to find the mill to go back to steam but they had got 
to consider the whole thing from A to Z. With regard to tur¬ 
bines, they had found that even skilled engineers had turned 
them down on account of brtsakdowns, and as they were afraid 
of having all their eggs in one basket, they preferred to keep their 
old steam power going while the engineers were fiddling round 
to make the turbines right. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Tod said that concerning the reliability of turbines, they 
introduced them in April, 1913, and he did not think there was 
any power more reliable. Moreover, since they put the turbines 
in, they had reduced their coal consumption by one- half. 

Mr. I’arker Smith said with regard to turbines, he thought 
firms should decide upon having a standard ty^Hi. (Hear, hear.) 
Were a standard type adopted the question of repairs would 
resolve itself to a minimum of time and cash. What a saving it 
would mean all round. 

Mr. T. H. Nuttall congratulated the lecturer on the subject 
of his paper. He himself had already given lectures on the 
subject of lighting and heating at Stockholm, Sweden, and 
London, twenty years ago. When undertaking lighting, they 
could not consider the heating requirements. Some mills 
required great heat and smaller power, and others a groat amount 
of power and a small amount of hca*. It requirjed every effort 
to balance the power and beat, and while they should be 
linked together, to give uniformity, it was a very difficult thing 
to so unite the two. Two years ago he obtained a patent for 
balancing up the two, but ho had not been able to do anything 
yet. They wanted to keep the two united together and not 
destroy the mill itself as a dry unit and a power unit. He quite 
agreed with Mr. Parker Smith that a whole day should be devoted 
to a discussion on the subject, because it was a question of 
paramount interest, especially when they considered the coal 
trade position. 

Mr. Baker said it would be quite a good thing to arrange two 
or three months hence fur two days to discuss this very important 
question first of all the steam generation and the use of the 
steam when once generated, for which they would require 
specialists on both sides. The dale's proceedings had shown 
that they had real technical experts in their industry, and paper 
makers would now rccogni.se by force of circumstances that they 
had competent lecturers, engineers, chemists, and the rest of it. 
(Hear, hear.) That day's procccriings would bring it home to 
them, as it had never l>een brought home before. They had 
reason to congratulate themselves on making such an excellent 
start. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Adamson, in reply, said the subject was a big one lor one 
lecture. When he was asked to give the lecture on that subject, 
he found immediately that he could not deal with power and 
heating requirements separately. In the case of a " news " mill, 
where esparto was largely, if not entirely, used for heating and 
digestion, steam was the most useful agent where they could 
get all the power required for paper-mill work. 

Mr. T. Parker Smith felt that tnat meeting was the opening of 
a new chapter in the British paper industry. Something had 
been said about having new mills. He sincerely hoped that the 
demand lor British paper for export would be doubled and that 
twice as many mills as they already htid would bo required, for 
they had as good traditions as paper-makers as any other country 
in the world. He proposed that a cordial vote of thanks bo 
tendered to Messrs. Adamson, Aitken, Gemmell. Mclvor and 
Strachan for titeir excellent and exhaustive papers, to Mr. 
Arthur Baker for his conduct in the chair, and to Mr. W. Leonard 
Tod (Freaident of the Fapermakers' Association) for his presence 
and aeaistanoe at thia the firat conference of the Section. 


Mr. Alexander, in seconding, said he had attended many of the 
meetings of the Association. They had had sectional meetings, 
browns, printing and news, but never had he seen such an 
enthusiastic ga^ering or section of the trade. They had 
held a meeting that day which he hoped had inaugurated a 
successful future for the industry. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Baker, in returning thanks, said he was sure Mr. Tod's 
report of the Conference to the Association would show what 
value he attached to that movement. They did want to get 
the paj^r-makers, engineers, .ind others to sec the value of these 
discussions and pajicrs. (Applause.)

THE HELE PAPER MILL AND A 
FLOODED ROAD. 

At a meeting on October 15 of the Bridges and Main 
Roads Committee of the Devon County Council, at Exeter, 
the Surveyor of the Eastern Division reported *that he 
had, as requested, made an inspection of Hcle Bridge and 
the lung raised approach from the railway bridge to Hole 
Paper Mill. The length of the approach road between 
the river and railway was about 150 yards, supported on 
retaining walls with ornamental iron pallisade fences 
four feet above the adpiining marsh land, witli three 
openings under the roadway for carrying off flood water. 
From local information he gathered that the river fre¬ 
quently overflowed its banks, and the marshland was 
submerged. It was aintended by the proprietors of the 
flele I’aper Mill that the prcsciit-day flood openings 
under the roadway arc not sufficient to carry the water 
in time of flood, and tliat additional oiienings should be 
provided. The Surveyor was of opinion that more open¬ 
ings would not effectually prevent the land from being 
submerged, but an improvement could be made by clearing 
the adjoining channels and ditches. As a considerable 
amount would have to be done to strengtlien and rebuild 
the retaining walls of the roadway, the Surveyor suggested 
that a sub-committee should meet on the site to discuss this 
and the matter of additional flood water openings. 

Mr. Gent said all mill-owners were subject at times to 
tlic trouble which appeared to have overtaken the Hele 
Paper Mill by recurrent flomls. It was one of the draw¬ 
backs of mill working, and the proprietors must put up 
with it, just a.H jieople liail to put up witli many things now 
without calling on a public body to smooth over their 
trials and difficulties. If the County Council undertook 
this work, it would be found that other milling interests, 
suffering in like manner during wet seasons, would bo 
appealing also for assistance. While he had every sympathy 
with any firm whose business was interfered with by floods, 
he was not going to vote the money of the public to obviate 
it. He warned the Committee that if they took up this 
grievance it would be only the first of a series of cases for 
public assistance in the same way. 

The Committee decided to take no action at present.

Every mill would 
have to be considered on its own individual merits, and improve¬ 
ments would have to be effected whenever opportunity presented 
itself. As regarded boiler plant, there was more lost in boiler 
plant than in any other portion of a mill. The boiler-house was 
uitm in a wrong position, which necessitated a long steam pipe 
and consoquenuy much waste of steam, which in some mills 
cost a firm ^132 ^r week for coal. The lecturer had dealt with 
the need of electrical apparatus for registering the temperatures, 
etc., but it would be necessary to have a skilled man to look 
after it, and that alone. The saving in coal would be con¬ 
siderable. With ri^ard to electric driving in paper mills, there 
was a certain amount of prejudice against it. and one might find 
himself in a hornets' nest. This prejudice was largely due to 
the inefficient experiments of those who had gone too early into 
the matter of electric driving. There was no doubt that it was 
equally reliable with steam in driving paper machines, and he 
had yet to find the mill to go back to steam but they had got 
to contader the whole thing from A to Z. With regard to tur¬ 
bines, they had found that even skilled engineers bad turned 
them down on account of breakdowns, and as they were afraid 
of having all their eggs in one basket, they preferred to keep their 
old steam power going while the engineers were fiddling round 
to make the turbines right. (laughter.) 

Mr. Tod said that concerning the reliability of turbines, they 
introduced them in April, 1913, and he did not think there wa.s 
any power more reliable. Moreover, since they put the turbines 
in, they had reduced their coal consumption by one-half. 

Mr. Parker Smith said with regard to turbines, he thought 
firms should decide upon having a standard type. (Hear, hear.) 
Were a standard type a<luptcd the question of repairs would 
re.solve itself to a minimum of time and cash. What a saving it 
would mean all round. 

Mr. T. T>. Nuttall congratulated the lecturer on the subject 
of his paper. He himself had already given lectures on the 
subject of lighting and heating at Stockholm, Sweden, and 
I.nndon, twenty years ago. When undertaking lighting, they 
could not consider the heating requirements. Some mills 
required great heat and smaller power, and others a great amount 
of power and a small amount of hea*. It required every effort 
to balance the power and beat, and while they should be 
linked together, to give uniformity, it was a very difficult thing 
to so unite the two. Two years ago he obtained a patent fur 
balancing up the two, but he bad not been able to do anything 
yet. They wanted to keep the two united together and not 
destroy the mill itself as a dry unit and a power unit. He quite 
agreed with Mr. Parker Smith that a whole day should be devoted 
to a discussion on the subject, because it was a question of 
iiaramount interest, especially when they considenm the coal 
trade position. 

Mr. Baker said it would be quite a good thing to arrange two 
or three months hence for two days to discuss this very important 
question first of all the steam generation and the use of the 
steam when once generated, for which they would require 
specialists on both sides. The day's proceedings had shown 
that they had real technical experts in their industry, and jmper 
makers would now recognise by force of circumstances that they 
Itad competent lecturers, engineers, chemists, and the rest of it. 
(Hear, hear.) That day's proceedings would bring it home to 
them, as it had never been brought home before. They had 
reason to congratulate themselves on making such an excellent 
start. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Adamson, in reply, said the subject was a big one for one 
lecture. When he was asked to give the lecture on that subject, 
he found immediately that he could not deal with power aud 
heating requirements separately. In the case of a “ news " mill, 
where esparto was larguy, if not entirely, used for heating and 
digestion, steam was the most useful agent where they could 
get all the power required for paper-mill work. 

Mr. T. Parker Smith felt that that meeting was the opening of 
a new chapter in the British paper industry. Something had 
been said about having new mills. He sincerely hoped that the 
demand for British paper for export would be doubled and that 
twice as many mills as they already had would be required, fur 
ttey had as good traditions as paper-makers as any other country 
in Bie world. He proposed that a cordial vote of thanks bo 
tendered to Mnsrs. Adamson, Aitken, Cemmell. Mclvor and 
Straeban for their excellent and exhaustive papers, to Mr. 
Arthur Baker for his conduct in the chair, and to Mr. W. Leonard 
Tod (President of the Papermakers' Association) for his presence 
and aesistanoe at thm the first conference of the Section. 


Mx_. Alexander, in seconding, said be had attended many of the 
meetings of the Association. They had had sectional meetings, 
browns, printing and news, but never had he seen such an 
enthusiastic gathering or section of the trade. They had 
held a meeting that day which he hoped had inaugurate a 
successful future for the industry. (Hear, lutar.) 

Mr. Baker, in returning thanks, said he was sure Mr. Tod's 
report of the Conference to the A.ssociation would show what 
value he attached to that movement. They did want to get 
the pa}»r-makcrs, engineers, and others to see' the value of these 
discussions and papers. (Applause.) 

The Conference concluded about 9 p.m. 

On the following morning a party of inspection visited the 
Stuart Street Electric Power Station, and the remainder of the 
Conference members proceeded by train to Radcliffc to visit the 
fine mills of the East I.ancashire ]>aper Mill Co., Ltd., at the 
kind inviution of the managing director, Mr. Charles R. Seddon, 
J.P. Needless to add, the visitors were <ieeply impressed, and 
a hearty vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Seetdon before leaving 
for Manchester.

THE HELE PAPER MILL AND A 
FLOODED ROAD. 

At a meeting on October 15 of the Hridges and Main 
Itoads Committ^ of the Devon County Council, at Exeter, 
the Surveyor of the Eastern Division rciiortcd'that he 
had, as requested, made an inspection of Ifcle Bridge and 
the long raised approach from the railway bridge to Mcle 
Paper Mill. The length of the approach road between 
the river and railway was about 150 yards, supported on 
retaining walls with ornamental iron pallisadc fences 
four feet above the adjoining marsh land, with three 
openings under the niadu^ay for carrying off flood water. 
From local information he gathered that the river fre¬ 
quently overflowed its banks, and tlic marshland was 
submerged. It was contended by the proprietors of the 
flclc Paper Mill that the present-day flood openings 
under the roadway arc not sufficient to carry the water 
in time of flood, and that additional openings should be 
provided. The Surveyor was of opinion that more open¬ 
ings would not effectually prevent the land from being 
submerged, but an improvement could be made by clearing 
the adjoining channels and ditches. As a considerable 
amount would have to be done to strengthen and rebuild 
the retaining walls of the roadway, the Surveyor suggested 
that a sub-committee should meet on the site to discuss this 
and the matter of additional flood water openings. 

Mr. Gent said all mill-owners were subject at times to 
the trouble which appeared to have overtaken the Heie 
Pa|xsr Mill by recurrent floods. It was one of the draw¬ 
backs of mill working, and the proprietors must put up 
with it, just as people had to put up with many things now 
without calling on a public body to smooth over their 
trials and difficulties. If the County Council undertook 
this work, it would be found that other milling interests, 
suffering in like manner during wet seasons, would be 
appealing also for assistance. While tic had every sympathy 
with any firm whose business was interfered with by floods, 
he was not going to vote the money of the public to obviate 
it. He warned the Committee that if they took up this 
grievance it would be only the first of a scries of cases for 
public assistance in the same way. 

The Committee decided to take no action at present.

He was edu¬ 
cated at Darton Oraniinar 
SchiMil, near Itarnsley, and 
commence. I his bu.sinc.ss 
career as a railway clerk, in 
the service of the l.4inui- 
shire and Vorkshire Rail¬ 
way. hut he had already 
received an experience in 
colieries and also with a firm 
of brewers and spirit mer¬ 
chants at Waketield. HLs 
entry into " I’aperdoin " 
was made on January (1, 
i8t(o, when he joined the 
stafl of ('has. .Marsden and 
Sons at the CakU'r drove 
l*iijH*r Works, Wakefield, as 
junior clerk. Sixteen years 
later he was appointisl 
works man.iger, when Mr.

At 
great personal risk, and when the flames were shooting 
through the rcxifs and windows, a plucky fireman forcetl 
his way into the office and brought out the books and 
princi]]^ }>apers of the company. A fire also occurred 
at this mill in May la.<it, when extensive damage was done. 


A CORRESPONDENT of thc Yorkshire Post states; “ 1 
learn of a big scheme by which the supply of newsprint, 
tlie paper on which newspapers are printed, is to be insuretl 
at such a cheap rate that the price of newspapers themselves 
will proliably be reduced. But not for a couple of years 
or so. This is the result of a gigantic scheme of develop¬ 
ment which is being arranged in Canada in the wckxI pulp 
industry. Latest advices received in London state that 
during the past week yet another company has been re¬ 
gistered with a capitalisation of nearly ;f4,5oo,ooo for thc 
pnxliiction of paper and pulp." 

The death occurred at Otlcy (Yorks.) on October r 
of Mr. David Fulton, who throughout his life of 58 years 
had been closely associated with ttc paper-making industry 
in both Lancashire and Yorkshire. For the past eleven 
years Mr, F'ulton had charge of a department at thc pa^r- 
maklng mills of Merars, P. Garnett St Co., at Wiarfesidc, 
Otley, previous to which he was employed at Bury and other 
towns in Lancashire. He was at work as usual up to 
9. so on Thursday night. Soon after leaving he was taken 
ill, and died within a quarter of an hour from cerebral 
hemorrhage. He leaves a widow and grown-up daughter. 


An interesting presentation took place at the Darwen 
mills of the Wallpaper Manufacturing Co. on September 30, 
when Mr. John Berry, the cashier, was thc reapient of a 
smoker's cabinet on thc occasion of his retirement from 
the firm after fifty years’ service. Mr. Shorrock, the 
manager, paid a tribute to Mr. Berry, and said that he was 
respected by all. Mr. R. C^ioper, Mr. J. Lyons, Mr. J, 
Anderton, and Mr. J. Shuttlcworth also spoke. Mr. Berry, 
in acknowledging the gift from Mr. Shorrock, thanked 
everybody for the kind words said about him, and in a few 
appropriate words referred to his happy association with 
the firm. 


The committee of the Stationers’ and Papw Manu¬ 
facturers' Provident Society have for some time past 
desired to increase the annual sums payable to a member 
or widow of members to meet the constantly rising cost 
of living, and have now completed the necessary formalities 
and ol^ned the requisite official sanction enabling them 
to make an additional payment up to £1$ 15s. per 
annum. This, to several annuitants, will be a very 
welcome ben^t, some having no income beyond that 


received from the Society. The committee would be 
glad if more membws of the trade could make it possiUe to 
support the Society by becoming members or subscribers. 

The Germans are evidently bent cm getting as large a 
quanti^ of dyes into this country as they possibly can briore 
legislative steps are taken to restrict imports. A measure 
with this object will come before Parliament in the autumn. 
Returns show that the monthly imported dye-stuffs 
increased from 9,511 ewts. in January to 93,74a in August, 
while intermediate products increased from i,oaa cwts. 
to 7,050. Although the figures do not show the source, the 
bulk comes from Germany, though Switzerland and 
America have doubtless contributed. The present imports 
are stated to lie in excess of tlie demand, but tiie increase 
is likely to be maintained until restrictive measures are 
applied.

There was a dramatic sequel to the recent fire at the 
Darwen Paper Mills, at Darwen police court recently, 
when an ex-soldier named Henry Darlington was chargei^ 
on liis own confession, with having set fire to the works. 
It will be recalled that thc fire resulted in extensive damage, 
which was valued at ;£250,ooo. Thc prisoner voluntarily 
confessed the crime to a detective in tlie street saying 
" he would like to get thc thing off his mind." In the 
|)oUcc station he explained that towards the end of August, 
after tramping thc aiiintry for months looking for work, 
he arrived at Darwen. Ateiut two o'clock in the morning, 
according to prisoner's story, he went inside the facto^ 
through a window. He struck several matches and set 
fire to some paper which burnt rapidly. Afterwards he 
noticed that thc mill was in flames. Prisoner was remanded 
for a week. 

Again we have to record the death of one of America’s 
pioneer paper makers w'ho hailed from the " old country.’’ 
This time it is Mr. Samuel Dickinson, senr., who died at 
the home of his son, Mr. Thos. H. Dickinson. Lisbon Falls, 
Maine. He was born at Kendal, Westmorland, on July i, 
1837, and at the age of 14 years he commenced his appren¬ 
ticeship to paper-making at the mills of Messrs. Cropper 
and Co., Burnside, where he remained five years. In 
1857 he went to America, first settling at Paterson, N.J. 
Mr. Dickinson, who was one of the oldest paper-makers 
in the country, had been connected with many mills. He 
retired in 1907. He is survived by four sons, Charles R., 
who is associated with the Pejepscot Paper Company, 
Pejepscot, Me.; Thomas H. and Samuel, Junr., employ^ 
at the Lisbon Falls mill, and William O., superintendent 
of the Donnacono Paper Com[«ny, Donnacona, Canada; 
two daughters, Mrs. A. W. Keirstead, of Wiscasset, Me., 
and Mrs. Harry Alwood, of Lisbon Falls, Me.: seven 
grandchildren and two great grand-children. His burial 
took place at fbe Hillside Cemetery, Lisbon Falls, Me.

the late sir t. vezey strong. 

As was annutiiicecl in our last issue, the death tw>k 
place on the 3rd ult. of Sir T. Vezey Strong, K.C.V.O., 
K.H.E., an ex-l.ord Mayor of Ixmdoii, and a member of 
the Stationers’ Company. In business the dcceascti 
gentleman was the hea<l of the firm of Messrs. Strong, 
Hanbiiry and Co., wholesale papp merchants, in Upper 
Thames Street, and liecame prominent in public or muni- 
ciiml matters in the year 1897, when, on the death of 
Sir George Tyler, he wsis electctl .Mdermaii of Quecnhitlie 
Ward in the City. 

He displayed so much interest in magisterinl duties 
that he was selected by his colleagues as chairman of the 
Licensing Justices, and dischargee! his functioiLs in that 
resjiect with ability and discretion. Tluwe who prislicted 
that, lieing a lifelong alwtainer, he would show animosity 
to existing or future license-holders, had to admit their 
mistake, for no one could have l)een a fairer or a more 
imiKirtial chairman. While l..oril .Mayor he completely 
effaced his <iwn .strong views as a temperance reformer, 
aiul at his tKUU|uets and entertainments there w<is no 
diminution in either the quantity or the quality of the 
M-ines and other Ix'verages ordinarilv supplied to the 
guests, though the host and hostess were of course ab¬ 
stainers. Sir N'ezey served the ofTice of Sheriff of the City 
ill the mayoralty of Sir John Pound in 11)04-3, when the 
Idle King of Portugal, anil afterwards King of Simin, visited 
the City, and Sir Ve/ey Strong, with his colleague, rec«ivi>d 
ilie honour of knighthood. Me l)ei:ame Uird Mayor in 
Miio-ii, and the loading event of his mayoralty was the 
t oronation of King Croorge, when he tisik jsirt in tlic services 
at Westminster .\hlx;y, carrying the City's scejitre in the 
Koyal Pageant. The deceaseil gciitlcnnin was ollicially 
)ires<.'nt at the unveiling of the (jueeii N'ictoriu Memorial 
at Miickinghain Palace, at which the German ICnqieror 
was jiresciit. He was made a Privy Councillor at the time 
of the Coronation, and was also created a K.C.X’.O. before 
leaving office. Sir Vezey tried to save Crosby Mall for 
the City, atid got ])roini.ses of yj()u,uoo towanls the cost, 
hut tliiit was not enough, and the famous old hall dis- 
apix'ared from Hisliop.sgate, and was .siihsequciitly re- 
erec.teil at Chelsea, off the Knilianknient. Me was a 
memher of the Stationers'and Plu)nl>ers'C.oin])aiiies, and 
served in the Mastership of the former when it celebrated 
till- 500th anniversary of its existence. I)cceast*d l««ik a 
great interest in the work of the Idindon rem|KTance 
I lospital, anil iM-canie its chairman. I Ic was al.so chairman 
of the Hospital Saturday l-'und, theVisiting Justices at Hollo¬ 
way, and tile King Edward .Memorial l-'und. During tin- 
war he was the chairman of the Kecruiting Trihiinal in 
the City, and for Iiis services in that res|xK:t he was madi- 
K.M.K. Me was a director of the United Kingdom Teiii- 
l>eraiice and General Provident Institution, and hot), 
colonel of the ist I.ondon Brigade, Koyal I-'ield Artillery, 
lie married in lono Lillie, daughter of the late Mr. James 
Hartnoll, who was a j)ioneer in the erection rif model 
dwelling houses. They iiail no children.

an iinpnivcment in the foreign 
iiiiirket was ex)xictcd. Jl'he 
" Svensk Handelstidning " 
ti lieges t hat English cnstoiners, 
with large stm-ks in hand, 
were pur|)osely holding liack 
in oriicr to force Sweden to 
cut her prii:cs.

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COMMERCIAL MOTOR EXHIBITION. 

BENKnmNG by the experience gained during the war, 
opportunities have been taken advantage of by com¬ 
mercial motor manufacturers in evolving tlie production 
of post-w’ar road vehicles into what can best he descril)cd 
as ■' a fine art.” Visitors at the above show, which was 
held at the Olympia last month, were amazed at the 
wonderful progress made in the production of these vehicles. 
There were motor coaches fitted and furnished in a most 
luxurious style, and capable of carrying ns many as 45 
]>a8sengers. In these were dining tables, card tables, and 
practically everything which could possibly lie added in 
order to ensure comfort cluring the journey'. 

Commercial vehicles, both electric and petrol driven, 
have also attained a high standard of perfection, and 
lorries with a carrying ca]>acity of live to eight tons, were 
offered for sale at a price ranging about the ligiirc of £2,000. 

One of the most striking displays at the exhibition was 
that of Straker-Squire, I.td. There were several 
vehicles on show in the stand, and one of the must inter¬ 
esting to our readers would be the Strakcr-Stjuirc “ A " 
type. One of the outstanding features of this vehicle is 
the new overhead-valve motor, designed and built 
throughout in the firm’s own works, it represents the residts 
of 18 years' experience with internal combustion engines. 
The cylinder bore is 4} ins., and the jiiston stroke <>} ins., 
which gives 65 h.-p. on the t^ke, the jxiwcr curve showing 
the standard each motor has to reach liefore Ixiing {xissecl. 
The same features which enable such a hirgc fon-c to tie 
obtainerj from an engine of moderate dimensions makes 
for great fuel economy. Out of this vehicle 70 ton-miles 
}>er galkm of fuel have been obtained, with full load doing 
7 to 7J miles for gallon on the straightaway runs, while 
unladen, as much as 10 miles {xt gallon has been .secured. 
One gallon of engine oil is sufficient for 500 miles. 

A gully wagon (petrol driven) also commands a great 
deal of interest. It is well built and has a water capacity 
of 1,200 gallons. 

“ Orwell " trucks which were shown represented the 
latest and be.st in electric lorries and trucks. 'I'he 
electric vehicle uses one of the cheapest forms of 
jxjwer that can be obtained. Electricity is luiw {iriMluced 
at very low cu.st in large generating stations eipiipped 
with the most efficient appliances. The combination of 
the nuxlcrn storage liattery. the imitors and the vt;ry 
sim])le mechanical transmission u.scd in the ” Orwell ” 
chassis is very' high, and enables 60 t«> 70 per ctuit. of the 
energy "put into the liattery to be applied to the roafi 
wheels. No energy is consumcil when the vehicle is at 
a stand.'itill, which is of con.sidcniblc importance when the 
car is u.sed for a service with frequent stcqis. ' 

Another branch in whicli this firm specialises is 
the production of electric trucks. Great economies 
can be made in many instances by employing these 
electrically operated trucks. Each truck is capable 
of replacing a number of labourers, and it is claimed that 
such saving within a few months payrs the initial cast 
expend«l. Electric trucks with trailers have already 
become a familiar sight on railway platforms for the trans- 
"port of luggage, and they are likewise rapidly proving 
their indispensabiliw in ^tury operation. 

The Bergougnan 'tyre Co. also had an interesting display 
at the exlubition. ‘Ihese tyres were fitted to 85% of the 
French lorries during the war, and it is claimed that they 
gave double the miuage of any other tyre, and in many 
instances treble the mileage—this under the most severe 
road conditions conceivable. Further. BerTOUgnan tyres 
achieved what no other tyre has ever done before.—when 
it was seen that the Allied guns could be fitted with solid 
rubber tyres these tyres were selected and fitted. If they 
could carry, as they did, these enormous weights over 
eve^ kind'of road, it is finaUy certain that when fitted to 
lorries th^ will deliver mileage far beyond the wdiruury. 


SCOTTISH NOTES.

I LEARN that Messrs, jcdui Craig A Sons, Ltd., of tha. 
Dalsholm {lapcr mills, are embarung on an important 
scheme of enlargement of their old-estaUished premises. 
At a recently hdd meeting of the Glasgow Dean of Guild 
Court this firm presented plans showing the details of 
their building scheme, and civic permission was duly 
forthcoming, ‘flie proprietors of the nalsliulm works 
continue to carry on a very successful and flourishing 
business in all branches of tlic payier trade. 

l>i-:i:i* regret wius occasioned among his many friends 
ill the Scottish ]iaiier-making trade ■ -indeed, in tlie British 
{laper-niaking trade it may well he said-- at the death 
recently of Colonel John Hirrell. For many j'ears 
Mr. Hirrell was one of the prominent fiaper manufacturers 
in Scotland, and his was a lifelong association witli this 
particular trade. As a youth he commenced his appren¬ 
ticeship with the old-established firm of Messrs. A. Cowan 
and Sons, I.td., at the Valleyfield l^i|icr Mills, and in the 
year 1882 he started biiHiness on his own account and 
udo]itcd the firm name of Ellangowan I’aticr C'omiiany, 
which he carried on until his death. The deceased gentle¬ 
man was fur twenty-eight years a member of Milngavie 
Town Council, and he was I’rovost of the liurgh fur six 
yimrs, showing in the discharge of his municipal duties the 
greatest energy and initiative, ife was honoured a number 
of years ago by appointment as a justi<-e of the Peace, and 
altogether he was a gentleman who was held in the highest 
esteem awl resiwct by all who knew him. 

Some time ago a dispute was in progress - ovor the 
somewhat lengthy |icriiMi of eight weeks at the Inverurie 
Fa|ier Works, but 1 am pleased to say that this was settled 
thcTcafter on terms mutually agreeable to Ixith jiarties 
conccriuHl. (.>nc stipulation of the settlement was that 
the old employees would be re-engaged as opportunity 
and circumstances permitted, and the full settlement was 
reached after a long conference which took place in the 
Palace Hotel at Alicnicen. 

At the recently-held Valuation Court for C.upar and 
St. Andrews an ajipeal was nuidc by Messrs. Tiillis, Russell 
and Co., of the Rotlics and Aiichmiity J’a]icr VVorks at 
Markinch, against the proixised valuation of these premises 
at £8,500. In the course <if the evnlence, Mr. Hapjier 
(engineer with Messrs. Tullis, Kuasell) said that tlie coin- 
])uiiy had 2,000 yards of railway sidings, ami he h(.>ard with 
astoniNliment that the Assessor had pul down the valuation 
of the railway at one ]xnind ]ior yard. Witness hekl that 
10.S. or los. <m 1 . ]ier yard was the cost of laying tlic line 
which WSLS put down eight years ago, and the present value 
was only 6s. 6d. per yard. Another witness was Mr. 
Taylor (engineer), and in his evidence he stated that the 
Assessor v^ued the steam piping at the power-house and 
to Auchmuty at £1,200. It was tempirary piping he 
thus assessed, and its value was only £40. 


Following upon further evidence on both sides, the 
Chairman said that the members of the Appeal Court 
agreed that the Assessor, on the principle he had adopted 
bad carried out his duties correctly, and, with proper con¬ 
sideration for the parties, had worked out in a proper 
method the figures by which he had arrived at the valuation. 
For various purposes, however, they proposed to restrict 
the valuation to £6,300. In r^ard to the division of the 
sum the valuation rc^ showed the valuation of the different 
subjects divided according to the different works, and 
they proposed to adhere to that distribution. 'The adjust¬ 
ment thw had not been able to get correctly, as it required 
some little time, but when the roll wwi published it would 
show a division such as they thought was fair and reasonable 
to the various works.

('.onliuiiing, lu‘ said thal there was at present a great 
demand for " S.Iand all they were now prislucing 
was practically alreaily sold. This hore ehxiiient testimony 
as to its (|ualitif*s, anil those who had alrearly tried it were 
1 lud in their praises and felicitatioas. Kconomically, it 
was al.so a success, as it was chcajKT tluiii any adhesive 
at present on the market. Among the many mills interested 
in it were the Dutch strawlssird mills, and they were already 
testing it with the view of replacing the ('•erinan water- 
glass glue which they were using at present. 11 hud idso Ixicn 
itsisl with great success for |iastiiig and lining Ixiards. 


"S.D.Q." was a perfect adhesive, and it could replace 
animal and vegetable glue, cereal paste, compounds, gums, 
etc. With being a hre-proofing material it was colourless 
and odourless and could be used in all workshops at any 
temperature. 

" This prorluct .should be of great interest to paper box 
and liag makers,” said our representative. " Certainly," 
replied Mr. Bradley, and continuing said that in these da)rs 
of keen competition paper box and ba.g makers had to 
carefully .study economy, and here " S.D.Q." commended 
itself very favourably.

I might .say, however, tlmt 1 
sjxmt jinu'tically the whole of August aiul some jKirt of 
fk'jitemlxT in making a most ex1**nsive tour through 
Germany. .My tour was for the Isuielit, 1 I'ertniiily lielicvet 
of this comjKiny. I chargeil the comjiany nothing for it. 
Now’, sir, what *lid I liiKl in Germany during my travels 
of some thousaiuls of miles ? 1 foiiiul that' the German 

jxijicr mills weie in a very Uul con*liti*in. They were 
jiracticully without coal, and the mill-owners told me, 
with a certain sa*lne.ss in their *;y*‘.s ; " We cannot make 
jMjxir as long as the ^'rench *;omjx*l us from Moiulay morn¬ 
ing until Satiinhiy miiUlay to shiji them by tuglxiats some 
2,ono,rKni tons of coal jxt month." 1 foiinil that one of 
the largest jiajxfr mills 1 visitcsl hail not lx>en running for 
seven montlis, and only ha*l enough *:*uil to run two <»r 
thrix’ days, lint, gentlemen, the ('terman c*kiI question 
anil the jiaiier trade, so far as it *',oncerns fids country, is 
only on*, side of the matter. 1 want you to consiilcr 
another si*lc, an*l it is this : As you know, there have Ixxm 
great fluctuations in the mark on the exchange, manipu¬ 
lated, in my view, liy the international Jew. When 1 was 
in GcTmar.y I bought the mark at something like i(to nr 
170 to the £; it has siiiir lx*cn something like 2.J5 to 240 
to the £. That, in my view, is an imjxirtaiit factor as 
affecting tiie jKijxir inilustry of this country. So long aa 
wc have that i 1 uctuati<in in the German exchange we have 
to be on oiir guard, an*l as a Ixiard wc arc determined, along 
with other jiaixu-inakinr* in this country, to lx; *m our guard ; 
for, Ixslieve me, the German dfxis not miiul the exchange 
licing down at 235 to the £. Kathcr *l*x*s it concern the 
British manufacturer. 

Till? Qukstion ok Domkinc. 

It is UJI to us to sec that tlic German who Ixiugbt bis 
pulp in Finland at 150 marks to tlie £ and can now dump 
it in this country with marks at 235, thus getting more 
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marks for his sovereign, is not permitted to do so, and I 
for one am going to take good care that the pa|)erniakcrK 
of this country combine togetlier, if nece-ssary, to stop this 
dumping if it ever takes place. But we are in this position : 
There is no cliance at tlic moment of large dumping of 
German jiapcr, although you get isolated lots otiered to 
you at far less than tlie Britisli ]:)aperniakers can quote 
you. liut the Cierman, from my study of the .situation in 
Germany for nearly a month, is still a very wily individual, 
and wc will take care, in combination w’itli other mills, to 
see, if ncceasary, that the fluctuation in the German 
exchange is not going to help him. Sir Robert Carlyle 
and myself, along with other delegates, are leaving on 
i'riday for an extended tour in Norway, Sweden and Finland 
to stiKly the situation there on txdialf of your company, 
Ixicause we realise, as a txianl, that the key to the situation 
ill the future pros|xtcts of any jiaper mill which is pro|X!rly 
conducted in this country lies in people who arc ilirecling 
the com}xiny knowing how to ]>urchase and when to pur- 
chasi; the raw materials for your mill. Wc want to study 
that situation. 

(!onti!MI*latki) Pokciiase or Pulp Mii.i.. 

Sir Kobert, at one meeting not long ago, rcferretl to our 
contemplating the piircha.<i(> of a pulp mill in Norway or 
Swwlen. That is an important matter, in my opinion, 
for the future pro.s|>crity of this comiiany. A shareholder 
has raiserl certain questions, and I should like to say that 
so long as I am cm this Ixiard 1 will always vote against 
the jiayment of excessive dividends. I lidievc in con¬ 
servatism. If you get from H jier cent, to 15 jmr cent., 
knock oif your debentures, gentlemen. That is the principle 
so far as wc are concerned, and it may send our friend 
away happy if he knows that we could have paid for this 
half-year, not li^ jht cent., but over ^o per cent., and 
then got ready at tlie end of the year to make a big hole 
in the delH'iitures. We are sutlering from F.bM). We are 


going to pay it; we cannot help ourselves. That is the 
position, but there are other companies—hundreds of them 
- -which do not state wliat their E.f’.D. is. It is an unfair 
tax, and one which I hope will be put an end to by the 
end of March, 1021. In conclusion, adl 1 can say is that 
no stone will be left unturned to make this company a 
prosperous and a dividend-paying concern. We are not 
concerned about the value of the shares; but we are 
concerned to fiay a good dividend year in and j'car out to 
the shareholders. That is our principle, and the result 
we liave to aim at. (Applause.) 

The proceedings then terminated. 

The East I-ancashire Paper Mill Com{mny, Radclifie, 
have provided two shale tennis courts fur the employees 
opposite the mill, and next year two gra-ss courts and a 
bowling green will he ready for use.

Major W. Baird, Air. J. M’yuitty and tther directors of 
the firm were also present.

T'he Chairman, after ex]>laining the object i>f tin* 
assembly, dealt with the uiiiiliatAl prosperity and success 
of the Belfast Telegraph 

Air. R. H. M. itaird, in replying, said he hardly knew 
how to thank them for the kind expressions conveyed to 
him by some of the sjieakers. It was gratifying to find that 
after fifty years, thirty-four of them being, might he .‘'ay, 
under his own direct management, the Belfast Telegraph 
liad progressed .u« it had. 'I'hey would lx; plcaseil to know 
that the return for the last quarter constituted a rei'ord 
fur the Belfast Telegraph as far as circulation was con¬ 
cerned, and also, notwithstanding the Isiycott in many 
parts of Ireland, it wiis a record |x'ri<sl for the circulation 
of the Irish Daily Telegraph. (Applause.) And all that 
notwithstanding the hict that the price of the Telegraph 
had been increased from id. to i|d. during six weeks of 
that })erlod. (Applause.) TIuy had had for some yi'ars 
past the must inten-sive circulation of any new.s]si|X!r in 
Britain, and he doubted if there was a ]xipcr in America 
that could touch their record, namely, tliat in the city of 
Belfast they supplied daily one cojiy to every six «>f the 
|x>pulatiun. (Applause.) - During the career of the Tele¬ 
graph they had had many opjaments. Six or .seven news¬ 
papers had loomed into existence, and all disappcaml one 
after the other. They had many .strenuous fights and 
many important decisions to make. 'Jlic jiroprietorsof the 
Telegraph always rcx;ognised th.at they must give the public 
value in the news-sheet, and steer clear of politics in their 
news columns. They were newsmongers and newstmper 
prcKlucers, and it was not the jirivilege of any news|>apcr 
man, no matter what high {xisition he holds, to dictate to 
the public.

Tlio iinlortiiiiiitf ctMil strike is the topic tif tlie nuinient, 
itiid at the time of writiuK it is im))o.ssil>lc to predict how 
long the strike will lust or whut will U- its ultimutc ciTei;t 
u]siii the imhistry. With two ttms of coal rerpiirnl to 
turn out tine ttui of ]>a]icr, it will lie seen that only in 
cxeeptional east's tan mills carry snnieient stcK'ks to la.st 
for more than a few wt^ek.s. Ajiarl fnnn the strike tlie 
|)iilK*r iiuhistry sliows Irae.es of misettleinent. 'I'here is 
prsictically no s)H't'iilative hiiying-ahearl. and there arc many 
cases of iwjier litiing offered helow its original cost. So far 
as the mills are ronccrntsl any reduetion in price is cau.sed 
by a tle.sirt‘ to get order iNxiks full again, the home demand 
having fallen away. l‘'x}>ort ortlcrs are plentiful. It 
should lie noted that the high prtKlnction costs remain 
practically as before, and there are no immediate signs of 
a {lerinancnt fall in the prices quoted by the mills, 'ilie 
ciutc of agents and merchants, htiwever, is snmt'what 
different, and it is here that s«>me lines of {lapcr arc lieing 
ottered at a sacrifice, fxirtly owing to the fear of foreign 
imiNirts and partly to the iicces.sity f<ir ready nu iicy. 

Manufacturing stationers find bu.siness fairly giKxI. The 
envelope tra<lc is busy, and stationery bookbinding is 
quite brisk. It is not generally consiilere<l to be a time 
for launching into fresh enterprises - an impression wliich 
may be a mistaken one— but rather a jxiriiid for marking 
time, ^laiiy competent authorities consider that what 
is Fe(|uire<l is a return to the pre-war principle of a small 
margin of profit on a large turn-over rather than a big 
percentage on small scales. ^ 


A gtxxl deal of unemployment exists in the letterpress 
lieparlment, due to the fact tliat the publishing trade is 
adversely affected by the abnormal costs of production, 
and in a lesser degree that the consumers arc cutting dua-n 
their business for catalogues, etc., also owing to the high 
costs of supply and distribution. 

• • • 

The hoxmaking trade is on the whole busy, with firms 
here and there complaining of a reduced demand for war¬ 
time stitsialitics. S])caking generally, however, there is 
not much to complain of, and the immediate prospects arc 
considcrcxl to lie quite bright. 

* • * 

Trade exhibitions are apparently in favour. In Edin¬ 
burgh, fur instance, Messrs. Mcl.agan & Gumming, the 
well-known lithographers, recently gave an exhibition of 
showcard desigits, etc., in one of the central Art Galleries. 
The original sketches were for sale. The collection alto¬ 
gether comprised many hundreds of designs, and it is 
understood that the venture was a decided success. At 
the time of writing, Messrs. George Waterston & Sons, Ltd., 
are conducting an office appliances exhibition in a public 
hall, where they are featuring their own specialities and 
various modern devices <}f office systems. The exhibition, 
of course, is free, and the attendance from day to day must 
be pleasing to the promoters, both because of its numbers 
and of its representative character.

In Edinburgh, rumour says a wdll-known firm of 
wholesale stationers, the tenancy of whose premises shortly 
expires, and who have been unable to secure a renewal, have 
succeeded in buying the premises of a rival firm across the 
way. The latter firm, who are now looking round for new 
offices and workshops, did not learn of the ** deal ” until it 
was an accomplished fact.

As my readers are no doubt aware, the pulp market 
continues very depressed at the time of writing, and, as 
far as the writer can ascertain, there is absolutely no 
business passing, unless it is ronfincd to a re-salc of some 
parcels coming over here which the original consignees 
find it difficult to provide funds for. 

• • * 

Undoubtedly the question of money is entering largely 
into the way of business, and 1 lielieve it to be a fact that 
assistance will be needed in more than one case to cover 
shipment contracts which are expected before the end of 
this vear. 

* « * 

T am given to understand that Uwlay the various Isinks 

are throwing out hints to merchants and manufacturers 

that stocks lying round mills should lie converted into 
money instead of their further borrowing. 'Diis 
undoubtedly accounts in great measure for the lack of 
new business. 

* • * 

In pre-war days it was quite an ordinary thing lor a 
mill yard to contain a value of pul]> which would easily 
cover the capital of the company, and in the.se days of 
enormously high prices, that coiuliticm of affairs is easily 
reached. 

* • * 

It is interesting to note from the Custom House returns 
the vast difference in the prices entered for ('ustom pur¬ 
poses. 

* • * 

I noticed in one cjise that tlry nuxhanical pul]) was 
iTitereil as high as £45 per ton, whilst Hie moist coinnuHlity 
was entered at uiuler £ti per ton. It would lx: very 
interesting to hear an explanation 4 >f the great ap]mrent 
dtscreixincy between the two. 

* * « 

With regard to ruling prices, notwithstanding the lack 
of trade, as I have stated Ixifore, the price is maintaincti 
for easy bleaching pulps, and last week I noticed as much 
as 1,500 kr. f.o.b. was quoted for the first quality ca.sy 
bleaching pulp (Norwegian). It is a true indication of the 
strength of the forwa^ market, and it is un<loubtc<ny a 
fact that little remains unsold for next year. 

• • • ■ 

If any weakness is to be found in quotations fur pul]>. 
it applies to sixla pulp, wliich seems to lie offering rouncl 
pretty freely. 1 cannot ascertain at the moment tliat any 
quotations exist for mechanical pulp. 

* • • 

With respect to freights, the quotations f«ir forward arc 
certainly very easy but as, regards any anticipiitions of a 
still further decline, those responsible for chartering 
steamers would appear to be holding off still. 

• « « 

If the coal strike lasts for any time, it is going to seriously 
handicap business. At the time of writing we arc in the 
throes of it. It is anticipated that many mills will have to 
close at the end of the week. 

• * • 

A good many of the bigger mills will be able to run on 

a few days longer, but it is feared that the whole of the 
works will be at the end of their resources in three weeks' 
time. 


Opinion, of course, is divided as to the length of time 
the strike will last, and whilst most of us hope that it will 
be of short duration, a gixxl many people on 'Chaique this 
week were of ojnnion that it would be fought to a finish, 
and would last probably for a month.

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THE CORNISH CHINA CLAY 
INDUSTRY. 

From our St. Austell Correstonuent. 

For several weeks past the dcinancl f«r the a)rnish 
China (Mays has been very brisk, and in so far as this 
applies to the Amcriean-Canadian an«l Continental markets 
it is very gratifying, showing, as it docs, that there is an 
improvement in the facilities for transport. Tlic honjc 
markets, however, may have l>een arcii mutating some 
st«»ck in view of the threatened coal crisis, and thus can 
only be regarded as being temporary. I am informed 
that the presemt prii*s ruling throughout the industry are 
to be maintained for another ]X!riud of six months, which, 
with falling freight, should lielp our sem-horne trade c<»ii- 
siderably. The industry is overshadowed by a cosil crisis, 
and cannot but be iiffcctcd in a few weeks. We under- 
staiid that the majority of clay firms liave aiwupleof months’ 
su]>])ly, an«l i)rovidiug tliere are no restrictions c‘nfora*d 
by the (loverninent in the way of shipping and transport 
there will Ix! no stopiiage this side of ('hrislmas.

Mr. l^ochin informed me that he had had tpiitc a 
satisfactory tour in ^ the United States, and al.so 
('anada, and succeeded in arranging a deputation of 
American importers of China (May to meet at the British 
Embassy in Washington with a view to .accelerating the 
despatch at the various English xxirts, with the result that 
a letter has been sent to the members of the British 1 fouse 
of Oimmons showing conclusively tlie great anxiety of 
the American ex}x>rters on securing a more regular sup]ily 
of the Cornish clay rather than chance the substitution 
of domestic clay. Mr. Pochin expressed the opinion that 
the British Government fully apprehended the importance 
of maintaining our large export trade, and can be relied 
upon to render the industry all the assistance it rcquireil. 
With regard to the coal crisis, Mr. Pochin said his firm had 
secured a fair and reasonable stock, a ^Msition which, he 
believed, was general throughout the industry, and as no 
stocks were in hand they would be enabled to carry on 
until Christmas providing there arc no restrictions enforced 
upon them in transport and shipping. Mr. Pochin said 
the bunker coals for the boats may present some difficulty, 
but it was probable that the American boats would obtain 
sufficient supplies from their own collieries. In any case

AUSTRAUAN CUSTOMS TARIFF. 

DEPUTA-nON OP PAPER-MAKERS MEETS MINISTER OF 
CUSTOMS. 

We reported in last issue, in the course of an interview 
with an Australian paper merchant the fact that the new 
Australian customs tariff was causing a deal of discussion 
amongst the pajier-makcrs of this country. Many clauses 
in this tarifi were bitterly resented, and it was stated that 
the ultimate end, if this Act was passcil, would be the 
ruination of the paper trade. The new duty chargeable 
was considered exorbitant, and objection was also raised 
to the ttd valorem clause. 

A deputation from the provincial Preas recently waited 
on the XHnister of Customs (Mr. Massey Greene) on this 
subject. The Minister gave a sympathetic reply, and 
said that, so far as his position would permit him to 
commit himself, he promised them relief. 


Capt. Bruce, M.P., said the provincial Press of Australia 
was having a hard struggle owing to the h^h coft of 
material. It wiis cssentitd to tltc country districts that the 
small pajiers should tic kept going, as they voiced public 
opinion on matters of purely local interest. 

Mr. J. Ryan. M.I..C., of Litligow, said tliat the deputation 
sought some relief from tlie burden imposed by the heavy 
exist of pajxir and the consequent heavy duty which had to 
be paitl. In pre-war days large indents of paper cost £ti ros 
a ton and small lots £1^ los. a ton. Last year they bought 
paper for ^3<) 13H. .fd., and this year Scandinavian paper 011 
Contract exist £^2 ms. a ton. It was estimated that in six 
months'time tlie price would be £'93 a ton. Their idea was, 
however, discouraged by the answer given to Dr. Page, 

M.]'., by the Minister in the 
I touse recently. As an alter¬ 
native they now suggested 
that the duty should be 
levied on the home consump¬ 
tion value of tiu* country 
exporting. This was the case 
in regard to Caniuia, but not 
in regard to Scandinavia. 

Mr. Greene ; If that ts so 
it will be altered. 

Mr. Ryan : We arc glad to 
hear that. In 191 ■( the duty 
on Scandinavian jiajier was 
i.|s. 0(1. a ton, while at 
present it was £8 los. a ton. 

Mr. W. A. Whitehciwl 
(president of the Victorian 
Provincial Press) said that 
they S)Kike for the struggling 
country imiiers and not for 
the wealthy city firms. 

Mr. Greene : S’ou recxignisi* 
that there I'aii be no dis¬ 
crimination. Tlie duly 
must be the same for all. 

Mr. Wliiteliciul: Thai is so, 
hut we are putting the case 
of tlic struggling )iu]K’rH 
rather than that of tliose 
that are well able to look 
after themselves. It is 
hoped that in the next twelve 
montlis prices of jiiqier will 
be nearly normal. 

Mr. Gnsnie said he recog¬ 
nised the value of the Country 
Press. What they were 
really suffering from was the 
shortage of paper. He hoped that the time was not far 
distant when Australia woukl be able to produce its own 
paper. Investigation was proceeding in that direction, 
and he hoped tlmt as the result of the passing of the Science 
and Industry Bill some good results would be obtained 
in this respect. He could give them an assurance that 
the Customs Department would charge for Scandinavian 
paper on the .same basis as for Canadian. It would not be 
the same amount, but on tlic same basis —the home con¬ 
sumption value. The question should then be gone into 
whether, in tlic circumstances, it was deiurablc to make any 
alteration in the schedule whicli was before Parliament. 
That was a matter upon which, even had he made up his 
mind, he could not smak to them, but their representations 
would receive careful consideration. It was a purely 
revenue duty, and was in no way protective. The whole 
question, therefore, was whether they were getting too much 
revenue from that source or not. In the meantime, 
they would get relief on the home consumption value 
basis.

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PAPER-MAKING IN POLAND. 


THE URGENT NEED FOR MACHINERY AND RAW MATERMLS. 



|HE great liattle of Iiidcjicmlencc which 
I’olarul iias waged recently proniisesi at last 
to come to a successful iasiic, and the 
{Rissibilities of production of pa]X!r by the 
Polish paper-mills liccome the cynosure of 
all eyes in " Paperdom.” It would then be well to revise 
this country’s pre-war activities, and one finds that the 
piiixir industry then pnxhiced not only for home consump¬ 
tion but also for exjxjrt. At the present day it produces 
only 20 per cent, of its usual output, 'flie inrliistry was in 
the old day's unevenly distributed, tieing most actively 
represented in Congress (Kyssian) Poland. In 1910 
Congress Poland jxissessed 3.1 establishments, employing 
6,200 workmen, engaged in the manufacture of }>a|>cr, 
cardboard, and cellulose, with a production of 39,100,730 
francs (37,546,443) ; and in 1914 there were eleven largo 
{>apcr mills locat^ in the Provinces of Warsaw, Piotrkow, 
and Radom, with a yearly output valued at 3,244,000 
roubles ($1,670). The older mills arc found near Warsaw 
at jezierna and Soczewka, whereas the newer ones, owing 
to changed conditions of prcxluction, have located near 
coal regions or supplies of cellulose aiul wood pulp.' Wlocla- 
wek, where several paper mills have grown up around a 
large cellulose plant, is an example of such a point. With 
the exception of certain high-grade specialities. Congress 
Poland produced practically all the better grades of paper, 
including office stationery, elegant papers of medium and 
high gr^e, and blotting paper. Very little print jiaper 
for rotary presses was manufactured in this district, and 
that only recently. A large amount of newsprint aiul 
cheap wrapping paper was formerly imported from Russia 
and Finland. Much office stationery was also imported. 

. During the three years of 1899 to 1901 the export of yiajxir 
from Congress Poland amounted to 12,000 tons, while the 
imports from Russia were 18,700 tons, and from abroad 
3,100 tons. Ten years later, during the three years from 
1909 to 1911, exports amounted to 20,000 tons, and imports 
from Russia to 3,100 tons, and from abroad to 4,300 tons. 
Polish exports at this time were insignificant and limiteil 
to the border districts. Paper mills in Congress Poland 
are principally in Polish hands, belonging to Polonised 
German families or in part to Jewish families. The 
workmen and the technical experts employed in these mills 
are also cxclutivciy Polish.

Tlie Galician mills Ixifore the war pnxluccd all grades 
of iK4x;r, and tbe manufacture of newsprint was more 
brcxidly developed than in C2mgre.sN Poland on account of 
the abunilance of wcxnI and water ]xiwer. Heside large 
amounts of cigarette jxiper and mouthpiece!!, almost ail 
Galician factories turned out w«kx1 pul]>. Galicia, thougli 
yiartly able to satisfy home consumption, imported from 
other sections of the Austrian Empire, and had also worked 
up a fairly yirofitable ex]x)rt trade in Turkey ami the Bal¬ 
kans, reckoned at 6,000,000 crowns ($1,218,000) annually. 
The workmen in Galicia were generally Poles or Ruth- 
eniams, but among the owners, as well as the experts and 
higher class of workmen, there was a notable percentage 
of Jews and Germans. In 1914 there were 12 paper mills 
running in Galicia, among them four large ones cmi^oying 
more than 500 workmen each. The principal centre of 
the pulp and payxsr industry was Zassow, in Eastern 
Galicia. In the 'Tcschen district there were before the 
war three pa]x:r nulls, while {Russian Silesia, Poznania 
(Posen) and East Prussia possessed no paper industry 
wortli mentioning, though omsuming more paper per 
head than any other Polish district, owing to the high 
jcvel of populiir education. 
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Paper-making machines were formerly imported 
exclusively from France and England. For a number of 
years preceding the war, however, Germany controlled 
the sale of this machinery in Polish territory. American 
firms were a>mpeting in the sale of rotary presses. 

Both native and Russian rags were used in Gmgress 
Inland. Some selected varieties of cotton rags were also 
imported from Germany. J.arge shipments of rags were 
at the siime time exported from Russian Poland to Germany 
and Austria. In the jwritvl i<jog to ion this export 
amounted to 9,300 tons from Russia and 4.400 tons 
abroail. Imports amountml to 21,600 tons from 
Russia and 14,4110 tons from abrcxul. This last figure 
represents almost exclusively \v(K>llen rags which the paj^er 
industry does not use while the import from Rus.sia com¬ 
prise (taper (linen and hem|)) rags entirely. There is but 
one cclhdose factory in Congress 1*01x1111, located at 
Wloclawek and belonging to the Berlin firm of S. & M. 
(.'assircr. It engaged 700 workmeu, but its productions 
were insufficient for l(x;al requirements. 'I'he prcxluction 
of cellulose in ('.ongress Poland in 1910 amounted to 20,000 
tons, in 1911 to 22,600 tons, anti in 1912 to 2<>,2oo tons, 
an increase of 31 (ter cent, in three years. The dis{xisal 
of the chemical residues from cellulose factories has bmn a 
hiiulrance to their foundation in Poland. The country 
was, therefore, de()entlent on Rus.sia and foreign countries 
for a suiiidementary sup{ily of cellulose pulp, and in 1911 
5,150 tons were inqxirtcd from aliroatl and 10,000 tons 
from Rii.snia. It is estimated that Galicia can now (inxlucc 
half the amount formerly purcliascti abroad, and the cost 
of {Ki]K!r (inxi action should also be materially lowered by 
direct ini|s»rtations of h'innish pulp by water through 
Ifansig. In Dcccmlier, 1919, (ilaiis were on foot at Danzig 
for the formation of an eight-million mark sttxik comiiany 
for nuinufacturing newsprint, wra{>(>ing ]xi{x^r, cardlxiartl, 
and roof Ixiarcl As 1 >unzig is estimated to consume 3,300 
tons of news(>rint a year, the organisers (ilan to disixisc of 
one-third of their output lix:ally', sell one-third in the 
former German Ifrovinccs, and ship the rest to Poland and 
the adjacent Russian tlistricts. The shortage and seizure 
of factory machinery (iracticeil by both Russians and 
Germans in Congress Ptfiand has ctmtributed to the disin¬ 
tegration of the ])a|x;r indu.stry, which rec|uires not only 
machinery, but also felt, brass rivets, anti resin. The 
monthly ]>roductir>n of the Polish ]>ii{Xir intliistry in March, 
1020, was estinuitetl at 95 carloads, tir 20 ]x:r cent, of 
(ire-war output. The situation in Galicia is more favour¬ 
able for pnMluction than in Congress Polantl, owing tti the 
(irescrvation «>f machinery.

AUSTRALIAN NEWS. 

Another WooA>piilp Sabititate. 

The suitability tif Australian mountain gum for paper 
manufacture was touched upon in a reply given by the 
Government representative to Dr. Creed in the Legislative 
Council. Mr. Kavanagh said that 12 tons of mountain 
gum had been sent for a test to M’Gill University, Canada, 
in 1918. Only one progress report had been received, 
showing inter alia that the rate of growth of the Australian 
tree was much greater than that of spruce. The lignum 
miitcnt was low, and the cellulose content fairly high. As 
no further re(K>rt was expected, a Government committee 
was arranging for a small pulping plant to be laid down to 
try out a bulk parcel of timber on a semi-commercial basis. 
* * * 

Finanoe. 

An im(X)rtant amalgamation of two Melbourne and 
Sydney industries has been agreed upon by the respective 
controlling boards. Negotiations carried on by the directors 
of the Australian Pajicr Mills Co., Ltd., Melbourne, and of 
the Sydney Paper Mills Co., Ltd., have resulted in an agree¬ 
ment for the amalgamtakm of the two concerns. It is 
(iroposcd to form a new company, to be called The Austral¬ 
asian Pa]x;r and Pulp Co., Ltd., with a nominal capital 
of ^£950,000, which will acquire the assets of both companies, 
and issue .shares pro rata to the shareholders of each com¬ 
pany in payment of same. 'I'hc amount of the pai<l up 
capital has not yet been fixed, but will be based on the 
valuations of the assets of the two companies, which at 
present have not been fully completed. The new company 
will be registered in Victoria, with its heail office in Mel¬ 
bourne. The directors of the Australian coin]>any point 
out that one of the lessons of the war has been to impress 
ii{)oii the Australian (icople, and particularly manufacturers, 
the necessity for obtaining in Australia as far as possible 
those things essential to tlic carrying on of their industries. 
During the war ]>criod one of the commcHlitics tlic want of 
which was most seriously felt was paper. The scarcity 
anti high price were felt by every section of the community, 
and the mills of both companies were taxed to their utmost 
to relieve to a small extent the seriousness of the situation. 
Since the termination of the war the position in this regard 
has not improved, and the scarcity is still great. In addi¬ 
tion. there is a world shortage. Australia is affected 
seriously, and the directors consider that the proposed 
amalgamation is the first step towards meeting the defi¬ 
ciency, as it will make possible a much larger expansion 
of the Australian industry.

LARGE JAPANESE PAPER PULP 
OUTPUT. 

A Reuter’s Trade Service states: The demand for pulp 
for ()u()crmaking in Jai>an is increasing yearly on account 
of the pa]X!r manufacturing industry. The {>rodttction 
of wood pulp in this country, though gradually on tlie 
increase, is not in keeping with the large and growing 
demand, and the national f)a(X!r industry has to look to 
im}x>rts of the foreign manufacture to fill the shortage 
in the supply of raw materials. According to the latest 
official investigations, the total output of wood pulp 
in Japan last year was 235,227 tons, against 169,039 tons 
in the previous year, impart of the foreign manu¬ 

facture during last year reached 40,581 tons, while 1.106 
tuns of the Japanese (voduct were exported abroad during 
the same year.

Thk Commercial Secretary to His Majesty's Legation at 
Athens rc|)orts that a local engineering firm is desirous of 
getting into touch with United Kingdom manufacturers of 
machines for producing paper of all trades. Further par¬ 
ticulars may l>c obtaincil from the offices of the Department 
of Overseas Trade, 35, Queen Street, London, S.W.i. 

It is rc}»rted that the old sugar mills of Para have now 
lioen tiinied into a pul)> producing factory. The shortage of 
woixl pulp is undoubtedly stimulating invention in other 
ilirections. and in addition to the South American product, 
ex]M!riinents arc being trieil out with peat and seaweed. 
I'roni Canada, one of our sta])lc sources within the Empire 
of pulp supply, conies encouraging news of still greater 
priKluction. while American eiiterjirisc is apjinrently to 
exploit the wixxl re.sources of Alaska. 

The Journal Ojfficiel for October i contains a Presi¬ 
dential Decree approving a Ddiberation of the Council of 
New Caledonia w hich provides for the establishment of an 
internal consumiition duty on playing cards, whether 
imported into or manufactured in the Colony. The rate 
of the duty is as follows :—On French cards : I’er pack of 
more than 30 cards. 2 francs; (jcr pack of 3f> cards, or less, 
I franc 50 cents. On foreign canls : lA:r pack of any numlier 
•if cards, 2 francs. The tax on iniiioi tcd cards is payable 
at the same time as the Customs import duty. 

.NoTitMC has been given to the Austrian Government 
of the adoption of the Clearing Office scheme for the. 
si*ttlcnient of pre-war debts between this country and 
•Austria. It is not intended to adopt the Clearing Office 
scheme in the case of Bulgaria, but British creditors 
who, after taking all reasonable and proper steps, are 
unable to recover the amount of their delits froin their 
Bulgarian <lcbtors will be entitled to rank for dividend 
against Bulgarian jwojicrty in this cfiiintry chargwl in 
iU'cordance with the Treaty of Peace. 

Dkalino with the trailc and economic, {xisition of Turkey, 
Trade Commissioner C.apt. C. H. Courthope-Miinroc, in 
his report, states that in pre-war days this cmintry obtained 
its paper supplies from Sweden, as the United Kingdom 
was unable to compete. The obvious reason for this was 
that the United Kingdom imported pulp from Sweden for the 
manufacture of paper, and importers of this article in Turkey 
found it cheaper to buy the paper direct from Sweden and 
thus avoid, the middleman. A certain amount of paper 
was also supplied by Austria and Germany. At .present 


raper is being received from Sweden, and also, through 
Trieste, supplies of w'hat is presumably Austrian paper. 
Swedish Arms have notified that they arc not in a position 
to supply newspaper in sheets, and if British firms arc in a 
position to do so they would find a gootl opening. 

The manufacture of pulp and paper is developed in 
Rumania to a fairly considerable extent. This country 
in pre-war days was self-supporting in regard to most 
lines of paper, only certain specialities, such as letter paper, 
blotting pa)ier, wallpaper liond papers, etc., requiring to 
be impirtod from abroad. On the other hand there was 
an export of cellulose fnim Koumania amounting in 1013 
to 3,610 tons, valued at $i04,<)()i. At the time of the 
(terman occufiation there was the pulp and pa()cr mills 
in operation and one mill under construction. The quantity 
of puipwcxxl consumed by the mills in 1013 W’ns 75,000 
tons. The prcxluction of newsprint )xi]icr in tliat year 
was 56.54 tons, valued at $2,110,303. At the present 
time only four {Kiper mills arc in oiieration and there is an 
acute shortage of {ihixt of all kinds, es|)ecially news)>riiit. 

The Cuban market for ]ia]xir and ]in))cr pnxluc.ts was 
treated exhaustively in an article which recently i{p{X!ared 
in the Canadian ll'ee/tly HuUetin. It was there pointed 
out that Cuixi promised an excellent market for many 
varieties of {Kifx^r priKliicts. Except for neivH|>rint, how¬ 
ever, the American preference would make it difficult 
for ('an.-idian paper |>rtKlucts maiiiifactiirers to com|X!tc 
in ('iil)a. t'ontracts for 2,000 tons of ('anmlian newsprint 
have been nuule by riilKin dealers, out of an estimated total 
consumption this year of 10,000 tons. As the Unitetl 
States ha.s itself to bii^ such large quantities of Canadian 
newsprint, it woiilil ap])ear to lie wise for Canadian manu¬ 
facturers to enter into cimtracts direct with Havana pub- 
li.sher.s to supply all their newsprint. This would mean 
a greater degree of indr|icnclencc for Canadian foreign 
tr.ade and more business for Canadian vessels.

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THE WOOD PULP MARKETS 


CHEMICAL. 

LONDON.—'fhe market is very unsettled, and this 
unsatisfactory condition is greatly accentuated by the 
trouble with the miners. Business generally is slow, 
and probably odd lots may bi; picked up at slightly 
easier figures. Bleached sulphite is costing from £80 
to £82 per ton in the mill, and easy bleaching is quoted 
about £52 to £55. There apjiears to be little prospect 
of the market settling down for some time to come. 

MECHANICAL 

LONDON.—Bu3nng appears to be “ hand to mouth ” 
as regards orders placed recently, and £17 5s. to £17 los. 
is somewhere near the cost of moist mc'chanical to-day. 
Tliere is a distinct disposition on the part of buyers 
to take matters easier, and as regards the " news" 
mills they are not disposed to take undue risks in view 
of foreign competition, which is having a serious effect 
on the outlook. 

CHEMICAL 

MANCHESTER. -Market dull and very little change 
to report. The fact that a number of mills are hatlly 
affected by tlu; coal strike has made a ditTicult ]iosition 
wors«‘.

Pai’EK .\Nn Its Constitdk.nts : .\, Manual of Technical 
McIIukIs. By Henry Acuoiis Bkomi.ky, F.t'.S., of 
H.M. Stationery Office. Published by E. and F. N. 
SiMiti, Ltd. lA'ice, i_ss. not; 15.S. 7d. jjost free (I'.K.), 
and i6s. |M>st free abroad. 

As stated in the author's preface the greater part of 
the matter in this text book ap}N;ared originally in the 
pages of Thk Papgr-Makkk from February, i()i4 onwards, 
and we heartily congratulate Mr. Bromley upon having 
yielded to the numerous recommendations he has received 
to collate the articles in lM>ok form. This he has dune, not 
forgetting to include the most up-to-date aspects of the 
subject within its .scope. The contents are divided into 
three parts, the first consisting of a reference to the chemistry 
of cellulose and a description of the common pa})er-making 
fibres. The second part covers general chemistry for 
pa})cr-making, analysis of raw materials, bleaching agents, 
and bleaching, mineral pigments, dyestuffs, etc., while under 
Part Ill are dealt with such subjects as the microscopy 
of paper, the physical and chemical properties of paper, 
the quantitative chemical analysis of paper, and special 
claws of paper. Altogether, the work serves a very useful 
purpose in that it will help towards an understanding of 
paper problems and their solutions. Mr. Bromley's work 
docs not attempt to be a classic, but is, nevertheless, a 
creditable contribution to contemporarv literature on 
paper>making.

It is announced by the l.utvia Ixgation that in order to 
obtain a licen.se for the cxjxirtation of timber-from Latvia 

Uic applicant must cither :.(1) Undertake to import into 

Latvia within two months, with the proceeds of the ex- 
{mrted timber, gcKxls required in that country; or (2) place 
at tlte disposal of the l.atvian Government 75 to 80 per 
cent, of the foreign valuta obtained for the timber (the 
export prices f.o.b. I.atvian }x>rts lx:ing fixed by the Latvian 
Government). In exchange for this deposit the exportre 
receives from the Latvian authorities Lettish roubles at an 
officially fixed rate of exchange, which appears to be con¬ 
siderably below the current market rate. In addition 
to the above regulations, an Order issued on September 22 
increased the duties on timber exported from Latvia to 
the following rates:—Hewn and sawn wood 35 per cent, 
of the value; pit props and wood for Daper-making, 25 per 
cent, of the value.

Diiry and Co., for a pair of inverted ioini>ound steam engines 
of a very powerful tyjK' for their 1 le.ap Bridge Mill. Messrs. 
Walmsicy and ('o.. Ltd., arc making a big reputation for 
steam engines for jiaiwr mills. 

Mr. Peter Lowe is another of those who have joined 
tlie great majority since our last issue. This able and 
exjRrrienceil manager of C. and (1. J. Potter’s important 
eiiginiRsring department at Darwen tlied uncxjiectedly 
on Novemlier 1, after a short illness, in the course of which 
lie underwent an o^icratioii. which there was every reason 
to believe had been successfully performed. 

A COMPANY is about to lie formed in .New York, it is 
saiil, in order to nuiniifactiire ^Ki^icr bottles. These can 
lie produced, it is stateil, at about one-half the cost of glass 
bottles, arc practically imbrcakabic, save expenses in 
{lacking, and may be used for everything for which glass 
bottles are now usetl. Another paper novelty, a bicycle 
saddle, will shortly be placed on the market. 

Mr. William John Porritt, senior partner in tlie 
Arm of Joseph Porritt an<l Sons, of Itelmshore, manu¬ 
facturers of paper-makers’ felts, died on October 30, at 
the age of 68, after suffering two months from a malaily 


brought on, or at any rate aggravated by, overwork. He 
was one of the founders of St. Anne’s-on-Sea, a flourishing 
little watcring-placc on the Lancashire coast between 
BlackjMiol and Lytham. 

On November u, Charles Iforbury, iy»cd 17, met iiith 
a fearful death at the Old Mill ]>aper works of Marsden 
and Son, Barnsley. Deqeased, who was engaged in cliargc 
of a (lamping machine, driven by a strap and pulley from 
the central shaft, which revolves at a great spqcrl, mils 
caught in the strap, whirled violently round the puiicy, and 
dashed bleeding and dying to the floor in a couple of 
seconds. One arm and one leg were torn oil. At the 
inquest it was elicited that the deceased was repairing a 
strap, a {irocceding which he had been repeatedly cautioned 
against. The jury considered the occurrence purely 
accidental, and returned a verdict accordingly. 

National Union of Paper Mill W'orkers. —At a 
meeting of paper mill workers in the A.lcxandra Hall, 
Maidstone, on Sunday, the ist inst., Mr. John Potter in 
the cliair, the following resolution was unanimously 
adopted: "That this mL>cting of pajicr mill workers of 
Maidstone and district hereby expresses its conviction that 
the best practical way to obtain the two o’clock system 
generally is to make an organised application at one date 
to our employers, and wc pledge ourselves to try and 
carry this out by actively supporting the efforts of the 
National Union to organise all paper mill workers not 
iUrcady in any society. We therefore resolve that a 
branch be now opened for Maidstone and district." A 
similar meeting was held at Bury on the 8th inst., Mr. W. 
Boss, general secretary, said the Union was prepared to 
deal with all complaints as regards the hours, etc., if the 
men would only organise tlicmsclves effectively, and lay 
their casc.s before the branch committee. The relations 
between the two societies in trade were next discusned, and 
it was resolved that the branch committee be instructed 
to draw up a scheme by which amalgamation may be 
effected. 
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SWEDEN.

Stockholm, October 23, 1920. 

Both departments of the pulp market arc in a curious 
position which is difiicult to describe. With regard to 
sulphite, quotations arc firm and unchanged, sales continue 
very quiet, the only buyers Iwing the U.S. A. It is reported 
by one authority that the coal crisis in England will, to a 
large extent, paralyse export trade to tliat country, and 
altogether conditions afford grounds f<ir some anxiety. 
The mechanical pulp makers appear to bc^ to a v’ery large 
extent relying upon the United States, and the possibility 
of the sale of large quantities to America will probably clo 
much to stiilen the European market. 

With reference to the paper trade, there arc quite a 
number of machines idle. One correspondent, ho.vcvcr, 
says that tliis is probably caused by the present uncertain 
political state of all leading European nations, with the 
exception of Sweden and Switzerland. 

Another authority states that several mills arc sold out 
for the whole of the year at a higher price than those at 
present existing, and cannot place what they have unsold 
at reasonable prieos. 

There is, no doubt, an increasing dtq)res.sion in the paper 
trade. Paper mills of Oothenburg and Western Sweden 
arc beginning to close down, and it is probable that great 
numbers of workmen will be thrown out of work. It is 
reported ttuit the Swedish mills arc waiting for a revival 
of trade with Great JlriUiin, cxi>ccting this will come pretty 
soon, because! it is understood that the British buyers have 
intentionally been holding back with a view of inducing 
Scandinavian exporters to acettpt lower prices. 

The Stockholm Dagblad, a <laily newspaper which has 
appeared in Stockholm since 1K24, intends to close down 
by the end of the year, owing to the high price of paper and 
the enormous increase in wages.

NORWAY. 


[from our own correspondent.] 

Christiania, October 25, 1920. 

The mechanical w«Jod pulp market is at presc'iit under the 
dual influence of the coal crisis in England and the fact 
that there is a .strong demand from America. In the first 
case it has the effect of making the market comparatively 
quiet, and in the second it has the tendency to make prices 
firm. The paper market alst> exhibits a quiet tone, this 
being attributed to the restricted demand from England. 

As a consequence of the coal strike in Great Britain the 
freight market is reported as being very dull, and one 
authority states that if the strike continues shippings of 
pit wood from Norway to England will be temporarily 
suspended. 

It is rumoured that the Borregaard Company have 
purchased the works of tlic Poland Paper Company, ol 
Mechanical Falls, Maine, United States, whose annual 
prmliiction of sulphite paiwr is 13,000 tons. 

It may astonish some pco]ilc to learn that Norway 
jmssesscs a total forest area of 15,000,000 acres, of which 
9,000,000 acres arc pine forest. In normal times the value 
of the Norwegian forests was estimated by cxx)erts a.s 
between 1,000 to 2,000 million krs., but in these days the 
value is, of course, very much greater.

Helmngfors, October 21, 1930. 

It is extremely gratif3ring to note from the recently 
published returns that Finnish imports and exports for tlie 
month of August indicates a favourable alteration of the trade 
balance, which sliows an excess of exports over imports 
ol 127,000,000 Finnish marks. 

It is understood that the Association of Finnish Wood 
Pulp Manufacturers, through their l2>ndon agents, have 
taken a £^00,000 loan to be issued in portions, and to be 
used partly for purchasing raw materials. Owing, how¬ 
ever, to the decreasing demand, especially from Great 
Britain, it is stated a number of paper mills have restricted 
cqierations and dismissed part of their staffs or closed down 
entirely.

Lucky German Publishers 1 

Accokding to a despatch from the Berlin corre.spondcnt 
of a New York daily, newspaper and ])criodicaI publishers 
in Germany arc now able to buy print pa])cr at thrix: cents 
a pound and the sup]>ly is said to be exceeding the demand, 
and as a result German manufacturers are hoping to sell 
to America if they can got the Government to grant the 
necessary export jicrmil.s. One large sale contract for 300 
car loads, says the rcjKirt, has just been placed in the United 
States.

Unsatisfactory Gwman Paper. 

The bid which was submitted to the Government 
Printing Office some weeks ago by the Mathers-T.amm Paper 
Company of Washington, D.C., for Gernian-inadc paper has 
been rejected. Officials at the printing offia; state that the 
paper was rejected because it was found to contain all ground 
wood, and this would not have been suitable for the piir- 
l>oses for which the paper was required. The officials 
admit, however, that the ]>apcr could have been used for 
many purposa^s. It is understood that a quantity of this 
class of pa})cr is now being sold in this country.

InvMtigation into the Newsprint Situation. 

Another investigation is to take place shortiy into the 
newsprint situation. It is believed that this investigation 
by the Department of Justice has beep instigated partly 
by tlie report which was made some months ago by the 
Federal Trade Commission and partly by the report of the 
Senate Committee on Manufactiirers, which was made 
public at the adjournment of the last session of Congress. 
No doubt officials of the Department of Justice feel that 
at the forthcoming session of Congress considerable atten¬ 
tion will be given to the newsprint industry and they wish 
to forestall any criticism which may be made of the depart¬ 
ment for inactivity on their part, 
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future of the paper industry. 

DEMAND LIKELY TO INCREASE. 

Interviewed as to the future of the I’apcr Imlustr}- 
Mr. Wessel, managing director of Borrcgaard. Norway, 
said that the market for the paper industry was somewhat 
otiscure. The dcmaml during the last month had l>ccn 
small, hut wnild probably increase later on. The Nor¬ 
wegian position was at pre.sont.very favourable, owing to 
the rate of exchange. Tlicre had Iweii a cuiLsiderable 
demand for Norwegian jxiper and cellulose from the United 
States, South America and the Par East. The jaiixT 
prices had been continually rising since 1915, except ftw 
some small relaiwes in 1918-19, but the great rise in prices 
of 500 per cent, up until now, and from now with J-300 
jier cent, adilitional, was a direct cniise(]ueiu;c of the 
increased cost of pnithiction. 'I'liiis kr. .55-57 jn'r cubii; 
metre had to lx; paid for timber delivered at main rivers, 
and kr. <*5-70 for timber cleliverwl at the factijry. 

The high prices caicsed more timlwr to 1m* felled, but not 
so very much, liecaiuse tlie mills could t.'«ke oidy a limited 
quantity. As far as lie knew there were few new mills 
ill Canada and the United States, and none in Norway and 
Swcilen. Tlic great expenses were pnihibitive for new 
building and enterprise.

NEW WEST INDUN ENTERPRISE. 

In'ul'ikiks have lieeii made in several of the West Indian 
colonies by British paper makers regarding the ]M>sKil)iliti<'s 
Ilf the ImuiiImmi indn.stry in the Caribbean, says a corre- 
sjioiulent in the 'J'iuies Trade Suf>f>lrment. 

Two representatives of an English publishing hon.se 
were receiitli’ in 'I'rinidad and (Grenada, for the piir|Mi.s(> 
'I'lic ]>roprietors of this liou.se st.trtcd to plant iKimlxKis 
on an extensive scale in Trinidad in 1913. They have 
established a ]>]antatioii of i.oon acres in one district, 
and it is stated that very shortly a plant for the production 
of iiaper will be established there. In every West Indian 
colony the Iximboo plant is to lie found, and the people 
of (Grenada hoix* that British capitalists will be indnceil 
to develop the indn.stry in that island. One West Iiidiaii 
journal says: — 

If })apcr manufacture can be brought to the West Indies 
we are sure that a profitable industry will spring up. . . . 
flambuo may soon claim its own as a plant of value, and 
those who cultivate it should keep a watchful eye on every 
tree they now jxissess. 

In connection with the Imperial W.-u* Mu^um, which 
has been attracting so much attention at tlie Crystal Palace, 
I may mention that the Ixnulon correspondent <il the 
Glasgow Herald hail a passing paragraph regarding the new 
exhibits of paper clothing which had just been added as 
specimens of a German wartime production. " These 
paper clothes,” remarks this correspondent, ” recalled to 
my memory experiences during the Armistice advance in 
Belgium—for tlw l.'ist time I saw the product was with the 
soldiers during that period. In some of the villages which 
the Germans had evacuated after a prolonged occupation, 
they left elaborately equipped billets, and in nearly all the 
beds there were strung and clean paper palleiasss filled 
with w(K)d shavings. Quantities of rope (also made of 
paper) were discovered in different places, and the finds at 
the time were of the greatest interest to the Scottish troops, 
who had not previously known of their existence. The 
Crystal Palace exhibit 1 arc of higher quality, and include 
such articles of clothing as men's striped trousers and ladies' 
blouses and night-dresses. In appearance many of them 
arc almost identical with creations of more lasting material 
—Coloured insertions helping considerably to add to the 
deception.''

On the 27th ult., in the King’s Bench Division of the 
High Court of Justice, before Mr. Justice Bailhache, an 
action was heard, the plaintifis being W. C. Powers and 
Co., Ltd., and the defendants Lcpard &’Smiths, Ltd., both 
of Ixtndon, and well known in the paper trade. Mr. R. A. 
Wright, K.C., and Mr. D. N. Pritt appeared for the plain- 
tiffs, and Mr. 1 ). C. I.eck, K.C.. and Mr. N. L. Macaskie 
for the defendants. 

From the pleadings it appeared that by a letter of 
Deccmlwr 12, 1919, it was agreed that plaintiffs should 
sell and deliver to defendants certain paper, c.i.f. Ixmdon, 
from a Canadian port at prices stated in sterling, plus the 
difference on such prices between the rate of exchange 
subsisting between Canada and London at the rate of 
per pound. Plaintiffs had delivered, and defendants 
hsid accepted and paid for, large <iuantities of paper under 
the agreement, and defendants had also paid differences 
of exchange thereunder. Plaintiffs said that the suppliers 
had not always drawn u^xm them as soon as the shipments 
left the Canadian port, but had on some ucca.sions drawn 
upon the plaintiffs one month afterwards, and defendants 
h^, on such occasion, paid plaintiffs differences of excliangc 
based upon the rates at which the plaintiffs had Ixsen 
charged and had paid their suppliers fur such paper. The 
plaintiffs contended that, by making such {laymcnts, and 
by letters of June 25 and 28, 1920 , it was agreed in mcMlifica- 
tiun of the agreement that the differences jxiyable by the 
defendants to the plaintiffs should be Ixtsed upon the rates 
at whicli plaintiffs from time to time paid their suppliers. 
Defendants were further indebted to plaintiffs in respect 
of exchange differences l)ased upon the rates at which 
plaintiffs from time to time paid their suppliers in the sum 
of ^1,420 I IS. 9d. Alternatively the whole of the exchange 
differences on the deliveries ought to be calculated upon 
the basis stated in tlie letter of l.)cccmbGr 12 , 1919 - Upon 
such basis the whole of the differences amounted to 
£t,t8<i IS. rd., on account of which defendants had paid 
£203 ic)s. 4d. Further, in addition to the paper paid for, 
plaintifis had sold and delivered to defendants 42 cases of 

n ier of the price of £482 9s. lod., and were entitled to 
urther sum of £78 if)s. (>d. fur differences of exchange. 
The defendants, in the course of their defence, siiid that, 
save for a small portion of Ixmd imper a>mpriscd in the 
orders referred to in the letter December 12, 1919, per the 
S.S. Scotian, the remainder of the goods shipjKid consisted 
of art patxsr, which was not the subject matter of the letter 
referred to, and was not subject to the provision fur the 
calculation of differences in exchange contained in that 
1 ittcr. Defend;uits contended with regard to the jilaintiffs' 
liter shipments, in respect of which plaintiffs claimed 
£1,120 IIS. 8d., tluit the difference in exchange below 
$4.70 must be calculated on the basis of the rate of a sixty 
days sight draft drawn at tlie date or dates of shipment. 
And there was further due from defendants to plaintiffs 
for loss ol exchange at most £599 13s. lod., plus tlie sum 
of £40 IS. 9 < 1 . for ^erence in ^hange below $4.70 of 
a draft drawn on ^jdntifis at t»r Montreal house one 
month after shipment for tlie in«ce price of £3 '.2 4s. 8d. 
of a parcel of art paper shipped oy the S.S. Venusia, and 
not nMjyMect matter of the contract of December 12,1919. 
The mlHants admitted that there was due to the plaintiffs 
tile sum Of £482 9s. lod., but denied that they owed the 
sum of £78 16s. M. for differences in excliange below the 
rate of $4.70. Among other orders accepted by the 
plaintiffs was one for 7^ tons of Canadian Bond Azure (not 
water-marked) paper at 7id. per lb., and defendants alleged 
that the plaint^s shipp^ on or about May 25, 1920, per 
S.S. Mottisfont, to the (Mendants, not 7I tons, but 147 cases 


of the said paper, weighing about 25 tons, which were 
invoiced at £1,672 17s. 6d. The defendants agreed to 
accept the 25 tons in the belief induced by the lepresentatkm 
of plaintifis that the paper was Azure Bond. On August 6, 
1920, the defendants paid the plaintiffs £1,672 178. 6d., 
the invoiced price of the 25 tons of paper, and incurred an 
expense of £47 17s. for landing char^. Subsequently, 
on three occasions the plaintiffs supplied the defendants 
with out-turn sheets of me paper purporting to show that 
it was Azure Bund. Defendants contended that any Azure 
Bond paper was never sent by plaintiffs, but shipped about 
25 tons of white paper, a considerable qn^tity of which 
bore the water-mark " Martin Bond." hereupon defen¬ 
dants, by letter of January 3, 1921, rejected the paper, 
but on the request of the plaintiffs agrrcd to sell it for the 
account of plaintiffs. Defendants were only able to dispose 
of 1,390 lbs. of the white bond paper at the price 
of £42 13s. id., and after giving credit for that amount 
defendants claimed that they were entitled to a balance 
of £1,678 IS. 5 d. 

Plaintiffs, in their reply, repudiated any breach of 
contract, and said they delivered the 25 tons to defendants 
in or about June, 1920, and if the same was not Azure 
Bond piiper, which was not admitted, the bulk corresponded 
in all respects with the out-turn sheets mentioned in the 
amended points of defence and other out-turn sheets sup¬ 
plied by plaintiffs and accepted by defendants. Defendants 
had not suffered any damage as alleged, inasmuch as the 
25 tons referred to were wortli, when delivered, not less 
than they would have been had they answered to the 
contract. Further, it was a term of tlie agreement that 
no claim of any kind should be allowed within three days 
of landing and opportunity given to plaintiffs of veritying 
the same. Plaintifis brought into Court the sum of £125, 
whilst denying the liability, and said that that sum was 
sufficient to satisfy the claim which defendants might have 
in respect of the 25 tons referred to. Plaintiffs did not 
admit that defendants rejected or purported to reject the 
said 25 tuns, and stated tliat a reasonable time for such 
rejection had ela])sed between January 3, 1921. 

After hearing counsel and witnesws, his Lordsliip 
eventually gave judgment for plaintiffs for £1,282 98. lod. 
and for defendants on counter-claim for £iig 13s. 46. with 
costs up to date of payment into C^iurt, plaintifis to have 
costs of counter-claim subsequent to pa}rinent in.

SERIOUS FIRE AT A SWEDISH PULP 
MILL. 

A sKKious Are Ls reported to have taken place about the 
17th ult., at the Lulea Pulp Mill, belonging to A/B Ytters- 
fors-Munksiind. A whole year’s production of mechanical 
pulp was destroyed, but the mill itself was saved. About 
9,000 tons of pulp were in store, and the warehouse was 
completely burnt down in a couple of hours, the wharf 
and four big barges being also involved.

In consequence of the depressed state of trade in the 
early months of the year and the stoppage of the company’s 
manufacturing operations as a result of the coal strike, the

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PRODUCTION OF KRAFT PAPER IN 
CANADA. 

Thb following extracts from an article by Mr. W. H. 
Sherriff, of the Hodge-Sherriff Paper Co., of Kingsway, 
W.C., in the Toronto Globe of the 6th ult., will be of interest: 

Kraft paper was first made at Munksjo, in Sweden, by 
a Swede named Muntzing, who discovered what is known 
as the sulphate process of pulp-making. For many years 
the manufacture of this paper was confined to Swedish 
mills, but it eventually reached Norway. Originally this 
paper was imported into Canada in comparatively small 
quantities from Norway and Sweden, but it is now made 
in Canada and lias become one of the Dominion’s leading 
industries, and Canadian mills are now able not only to 
produce sufiicient for the requirements of the home market, 
but also export a large portion of their output to British 
aa(\ foreign markets. Kraft pulp and paper were first 
maiAlfacturcd in Canada in the year igog, and the honour 
for its introduction belongs to the l^ovince of Quebec. 

Up to 1912 the production of Kraft in Canada was in its 
infancy, but during that year the supply was greatly 
augmented by tlic opening of the well-known mills of the 
Wayagamack Pulp & Paper to. at Three Kiveis, wliich 
are now the largest paper mills in the world, whose energies 
are devoted solely to the production of Kraft pulp and 
papers. Most other mills, both in Canada and abroad, 
produce several grades of paper, but Wayagamack have 
from the first specialised in genuine Kraft. 

The use of Kraft in the manufacture of .articles for which 
other raw materials were formerly used has increased to 
an extent that is notiiing short of marvellous. For instance, 
only a few years ago Kraft envelopes were a comparative 
novelty; to^ay they arc made and sold all over the world 
in hundreds of millions, and give the same satisfaction as 
envelopes made from jute and clotli-lincd papers aisting 
three or four times the price. The use of Kraft bags also 
increased by leaps and bounds. They arc used as con¬ 
tainers for tea, coffee, sugar, fruits, candies, lime, cement, 
nails, and hardware of every description. Even clothing 
is being made from this wonderful product, and it is being 
used largely in the manufacture of workmen’s o\'cralls, 
which, strange as it may seem, arc both fire and water proof. 
Kraft paper waxed or oiled is now tlie recognised wrapper 
for hxKlstnffs of a greasy nature, and its use for this purjxise 
increases daily. Marketing bags, matting, wall papers, 
window blinds, awnings, chair scat coverings are other 
articles which arc daily being made from tliis versatile 
product Twines, too, are being manufactured from Kraft, 
and even tents arc being produced from this paper, which 
has been found an excellent substitute for canvas owing 
to its ability to withstand rmn. 

At an early stage during the war, Kraft became a neces¬ 
sity. It was used in the manufacture of explosives and 
nmny tons of Kraft were used by various Munitions IBoards 
in Canada and the United Kingdom in the preparation of 
rifle cartridges. A small wad of tlie paper was enclosed 
within the thin outer covering of nickel and took the place 
of lead. Millions of these bullets were fired at tlie Germans 
during tlie Hter stages of the war, and some months elapsed 
before it was discovered that they were different from other 
bullets. Hundreds Si thousands of sand bags also were 
made from Kraft if use by the British and allied armies; 

were used a/ the various battle fronts and also in 
Ejgland during ^ raids to protect historic buildings from 
damage by enemy aircraft. Thus Kraft paper may be said 
to have helped to win the war. The sand bags are made 
from the material previous woven from Kraft yam, and 
thus the necessary strength required to hdd their contents 
and withstand adverse weather conditions is obtained. 
They can be produced at a much lower cost than jute sacks 


and are][mu<di more attractive in appearance, although 
I do not su;ppo8e tlie question of appearance was a matter 
of supreme importance to the troops in the field. But ^ 
latest and most ambitious use to which Kraft has been put 
is in the manufacture of what is called a corn or cereal 
cover. This unique article was invented by a gentleman 
farmer in the south of England and is used to cover wheat 
stooks and so protect them fh>m the weather. The English 
climate is different from the Canadian; here the sun shines 
fur weeks on end, especially during the harvesting season, 
and consequently wheat can be cut, threshed and stored 
before inclement weather is likely to set in. 

Weather conditions in the Old Country are different; 
there is always an element of uncertainty as the farmer 
goes forth to gather in his crops. The sun may be shining 
brightly as he sets out, but before his task is half finished 
the rain may begin to descend and it may continue fer 
hours or perhaps days. Under such conditions it can 
easily be seen tliat the farmer and tlie nation stand to lose, 
from damp and mildew, a considerable amount of what 
under more advantageous conditions would be a valuable 
crop. To obviate this the corn cover was invented. It is 
made from a strong sheet of Kraft in the sliapc of a miniati re 
roof capable of covering ten or a dorx^n shcavcs-stixilu. 
Their adjustment is simple. The cover is placed over the 
stooks and fixed by two farm hands in the following manner: 
Two lengths of curd, also mailc from Kraft, arc fastened 
to each cover. After placing the cover in position each 
worker threads a long needle and p<isscs it through the 
stook to his ujmpaniun. who pasties it back again further 
derwn the stook, and so on, until the end of the stook is 
readied. When this is completed the grain may be Iclt 
standing in the field indefinitely, regardless of weather 
conditions. 'I'lic^ paper not only protects the corn from 
falling rain, but also absorbs any moisture that rises from 
the ground, and consequently the loss of viiluablc grain 
by adverse weather conditioiu is reduced to a minimum. 
There would appear to be no limit to the uses to which 
this remarkable pnxluct can be put

Equally interesting, I think, is the notifi¬ 
cation that its factory on tlie bank of the Zambesi, nem: 
Tete, is also to be equipped for the manufacture of seaming 
and binder twine, which will be marketed in South Africa.

The Four Veterans. 

Appended are a icw brief 
particulars of the four 
Veterans to whom Mr. 

Frank Lloyd presented gold 
watches in appreciation of 
their long service :— 

Mr. Joseph Warner, the 
oldest employee, who is 71 
years of age, first com¬ 
menced working for the late 
Mr. Edward Lloyd in 1864, 
at Bow, London, E., where 
he worked for 12 years, 
eventually being transferrecl 
t«» SittinglKmrnc. He was 
engaged the whole time on 
the jKitchcr and bcatc*r, ami 
for many years worked as 
change hand beaterman 
until recently, when he was 
placed ux>on the retired list. 

Mr, Warner is a widower, 
his wife having died 14 
years ago, leaving him with 
one son and five daughters, 
llis son, Thomas Warner, 
hiis served 27 >'cars at the 
mill, and at present holds the 
position of foreman reclcr- 
man. 

Mr. .Alfred Coltliup, who 
is 81 years of age, was first 
cmployc<l in 18O7 at a time 
when the late Mr. Edwiird 
IJoyd was erecting work- 
sho})s pre-paratory to install- 
ing paiwr-making macliincs. Mr. Colthup was employed as 
a carpenter prior to his retirement. Both he and his wife 
enjoy g(KKl health in spite of their ag«*. They have five 
sons, three of whom worked in the mill as boys. 

Mr. Philip Taylor, another veteran, now retire«l, started 
under the employ of the late Mr. Edward Lloyd in tli- 
year J8bg before the jmper-inaking period, when the 
erection of sheds and workshops was in full swing. He acted 
as fitter and x)attcrn maker and also as n.ssistant engineer 
during the erection of the first paper machines installed. 
Mr. Taylor has one son and finir daughters. His son, 
(Mr. P. D. Taylor) lias been 35 >Tars on the clerical staff, 
and in addition Mr. Taylor's granddaughter has been six 
years on the staff in the correspondence de]>artmcnt. 
Mr. Taylor is 80 years of age and enjoys gotid health. 


The combined period of service done by the Taylors is 93 
years. 

The remaining veteran is Mr. George T. Rossiter, aged 
61, the only one of the four who has the distinction of 
having completed 50 years continuous service and being 
still on the active list. He commenced working for the firm 
in 1870, serving an apprenticeship and passing through 
the various branches of the engineering department 
until attaining the position of assistant engineer, which 
he still holds.

The Recent History ok 
THE Paper Mills. 
Readers of The Paper- 
Maker will be acquainted 
with much of the history of 
the Sittingboume Paper 
Mills and with the fact that 
thm mills are now con¬ 
sidered to be the largest in 
the world. It may therefore 
be only necessary to mention 
that the production of paper 
at Sittingboume has reached 
over 400 tons daily and 
that 1,600 workmen are 
einployeil. Tlie more recent 
history of the mill covers 
the pericxl of the war and 
since the Armistice, and for 
this we arc chiefly indebted 
to the columns of the East 
Kent Gazette. 

When the w’ar tiroke out, 
in August, IQ 14, the em¬ 
ployees of the finn gave an 
immediate and reaily re- 
sfxmse, recruiting being 
actively encouraged by Mr. 
Lloyd, through whose 
generosity ample allow'ances 
were made to the depen¬ 
dants of the men who were 
away, a committee of ladies, 
composed cliiefly of the 
wives of the officials, under 
the direction of Mrs. R. D. 
Bell, forming a helpful link 
between the firm and the 
men's families. 

Tlie organisation of the 
mill under the strain of war 
conditions had to be completely transformed. Over 700 
men -of the staff joined the Forces, of w'hom 40 made the 
supreme sacrifice. Nearly 650 women replaced the men, 
special costumes and ovei^ls being designed and provided 
for their comfort and safety amongst the macliinery. The 
import of w<K>d pulp was severely \stricte<l during the 
war, and to keep their customers goitV^, chiefly the large 
daily and weekly newspapers of the ^tropolis, recourse 
liatl to lie freely made to the use of wasteVapeiv—A^spedal 
organisation was set up, and thousands of tons of tiw 
material were re-manufactured. Specially-designed tables 
fur mecliaqical sorting were ins'‘died, and in tiiis depart¬ 
ment large numbers of women workers found congenial 
occupation. 

For many months the firm had three paper machines

Sittingbourne being in the danger zone, the mills had 



19*5. There is still preserved a piece rf brass shell, which 
cut a clean hole through the skylight of the Stirling boUer 
stokehold, striking one of the stokers on duty a glancing 
blow on the arm, but, fortunately, inflicting no serious 
damage. On Sunday evening, September 30. 1917. one 
of our own shells, a " dud," crashed through No. z mill 
roof during an air raid, and did considerable damage to 
No. 6 paper machine. Had this happened on a week-night, 
with the machine running, it is difficult to estimate what 
might have happened, but 
the consequence would cer¬ 
tainly have been most 
serious, with so many men 
and such a mass of machinery 
about. 

Sittingbourne must have 
earned the reputation during 
the war of being one of the 
darkest places in the king¬ 
dom, and certainly the paper 
mills were mf>st effectively 
<ibscnred, notwithstanding 
the enormous extent of 
skylights and windows that 
had to lie covered up, not 
to mention the five stoke- 
liolds. 

The completion of Kidham 
Dock was delayed by the 
war, and in 1917 it was 
offered ti>, and accepted by, 
the Ministry of Munitions, 
us a salvage depot for war 
material from overseas, being 
finally returned to the firm 
only so recently as Ia.st 
March. 

The mills saw man y strange 
<levelopments during the 
vrar, from drying the soldiers* 
rain -soaked sleeping blankets 
on the top of the boilers, 
to the fruit pulping in No. 1 
straw building, which later 
'became the general mess- 
room of the Wiltshire Regi¬ 
ment. 

The change-over from war 
conditions to peace involved 
many difficult problems, and 
much hard work and think¬ 
ing. The seven paper-making machines which were closed 
down at the termination of hostilities were rapidly got 
going again, so that by July, 1919, all were once more in 
active commission. The at^rption of the men returning 
from the army was carried -through without a hitch, and 
no <006 was- Impt wai^g for a job. In the midst of the 
reorganisation the fin, in common with all paper mills 
in the Employers’ jfederation, had to change over from 
the two-shifttQ,^e three-shift system, a problem of 
especial ultficulty, owing to the size of the mills, and the 
number of the employees. This also, however, was rapidly 
accomplished, and all other labour questions successfully 
dealt with. An immense amount of deferred maintenance 
work has had to be accomplished, including the complete 
re-^roollng of Nos. a and 4 mills, the work ha^g to be done 
without interrupting the running of the m^ines. In

spite of all these probleins. and the various coal and railway 
strikes that have afflicted the country since the war ended, 
the firm has kept going, Mr. LIo3rd’8 thoughts being always 
for his customers and his employees. 

The welfare side of the mill, represented by the Employees' 
Sick Benefit Society, found^ in 1878. is in a flouri^ing 
condition, the memtersfaro having risen from 32 in that 
year to 1,035 in 1921. The afiaits of the Society are in 
the capable hands of Mr. T. Coxon, J.P.. secieta^: Mr. 
G. £. Garrett, chairman; Mr. W. Read, treasurer; and 
the experienced committee, and increa^ benefits are 
given by means of a special fund, provided by Mr. Lloyd. 
Quite recently the members raked amongst themselves 
a sum of £100 to endow a further bed in the Lloyd Memorial 
Convalescent Home, at Deal, and the honour of life mem¬ 
bership has been allotted by 
the members to Mr. George 
Rossiter, who is believed to 
be the oldest member of the 
Society. Only last year the 
Society devoted the proceeds 
of their legacy under the will 
of the late Mr. T. E. Denson, 
the manager of the mill 
prior to the present manager, 
Mr. Bell, to found a bed in 
this Home in memory both 
of Mr. Denson and of their 
comrades who laid down 
their lives in the great war. 

The Mill Recreation Club, 
formed this year to take full 
advantage of Mr. Lloyd’s 
splendid gift of tlie new sports 
ground at Tunstall Ro^, is 
going strong, under the wise 
guidance ot the chairman, 
Mr. A. J. Evans, and the 
enthusiastic general secre¬ 
tary, Mr. G. E. Garrett. 
Football, cricket, . tennis, 
bowls, quoits, and swimming 
clubs are already in existence. 
A sports gathering has been 
held, and there have been 
musical eveninra on the 
grounds during the summer. 

The firm are naturally 
proud of being on the King’s 
National Roll of Honour. 

Messrs. Edward Lloyd, 
Ltd., operate extensive wood 
pulp mills at Honefos and 
Vittingfos, Norway, in 
addition to which wo^ pulp 
is imported from Sweden 
and Cwada.

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A LANCASHIRE PAPER MIL L PURCHASE. 

MR. JUSTICE P. O. LAWRENCE SUMS UP AND GIVES JUDGMENT. 


The decision of the Court in the case of Ralph, Darvrcn 
and Pearce v. Temperley and Others was given on Wednes¬ 
day, the 13th ult. The action lias been Ixsfore the Chancery 
Division of the High Dmrt presided over by Mr. Justice 
P. O. LawTcnce on several occasions, and has been rejKirtcd 
in previous issues of The Paper-Maker. Messrs. Ralph, 
Darwen and Pearce, pa|x:r mercliants, carrying on business 
at Finsbury Pavement, I.,ondon, sought to recover damages 
for alleged conspiracy and fraud in connection with the 
purchase and sale of James Wrigley and Stm’s ))apcr mill 
at Bury, Lancashire. The defendants were Mr. George 
T. Temperley, of Whiteficld, Mr. Frcdk. Whowell, of Hawk- 
shaw; Mr. William Bridge, of IBur>’; anil Mr. James Bridge, 
of Black)xiol. The allegations of the plaintiffs won; that 
the defendants deliberately dissuaded tliem, by unfounded 
statements, from proceeding with a .scheme, in which Isith 
they (the ])laintitfs) and the defendants were jointly con¬ 
cerned, to purchase the pnjjwrty, and then bought it 
themselves and rcsohl it at a profit of £86,000. Defendants 
denie<1 the allegations, and declared tliat their negotiations 
with the plaintiffs never reached such a st^e as to impose 
ui>on them any contractual fiduciary relationship with the 
plaintiffs. 

Dnmsel engaged in the case were : Sir Malcolm Mac- 
naghten, K.C. and Mr. St. John Field (instructed by Messrs. 
Goldberg and Barrett, of 2 and 3, West Street, l-'insbury 
Circus, London, F..C.) for the plaintiffs; Mr. Maugham, 
K.C;, and Mr. Dighton Rillock (instructed by Messrs. 
Rawle, Johnstone and Cj>., 1, Bedford Row, Uindon, W.C., 
agents for Messrs, Aildelshaw, Sons, and I..atham, of 
Manchester), for the defendants Whowell and the brothers 
Bridge; and Mr. Owen Thompson, K.C., and Mr, I*'. K. 
Archer (instructed by Me.s.srs. Clias. Russell and ('o., 
Norfolk Sti-eet, Strand, T,.ondon, agents for Messrs. Skelton 
and Co.. Manchester), for the defendant Temperley. 

Mr. Justice P. O. f.AWRiiNCE said in this action tlie 
plaintiffs claimed damages for conspiracy and alternatively 
for fraud. The ]>laintiffs alleged that the defendants 
some time between July n, lyi*), H’Dd Octolxjr 15, lyiy, 
unlawfully conspired together t«i dissuade the ]>laintiffs 
from joining with them in the purchase of a pa]»r mill at 
Bury in Lancashire, and certain assets enjoyed in connec¬ 
tion therewith by misrepresenting the value of such mill 
and assets with a view to the defendants themselves 
acquiring such mill and assets for their own exclusive benefit. 
In order to ascertain whether the plaintiffs hail proved the 
alleged conspiracy, it became necessary ta consider the 
facts and documents in some detail. In June, igig, 
Mr. Harold Jones, a solicitor in the City of Umdon, informed 
the plaintiffs that a paper mill in Lwicasliire was for sale. 
The plaintiffs invited the defendant Temperley (a practical 
paper-maker in lAncashire) to come to London to discuss 
the question of acquiring the mill. On the morning of 
July II, Temperley hatl an interview with the plaintiffs 
at their office. At this interview the plaintiffs asked 
•Temperley whether he would insjiect the mill and manage 
it if it were purchmed. Temperley advised the plaintiffs 
that the first thin/to do was to get a binding oiffion. In 
the afternoon gtjhe same day the plaintiffs and Temperley 
went Mr. Tom Jones, a chartered accountant, 

and brother of Mr. Harold Jones. Mr. Tom Jones then 
disclosed the name of the mill, but said he had not got im 
option. However, he produced a balance sheet of the mill 
up to December 31, 1918, and proposed that the plakitifia 
Miould purchase certain of the assets at the figures at wliich 
they stood ib this balance sheet, and the stock at a valuation. 


After this interview, the plaintiffs and Tcmi»rley returned 
to the plaintiffs’ office and discussed the question of pro¬ 
curing the necessaiy' capital (part of which it was pnqxised 
that Temperley and his friends should find), .and also the 
question of Tcm}ierley liccoming manager of the mill. 
Temperley, on his return to I^incashirw, mentioneil the 
matter to liis friend the defendant William Bridge, a cigar 
merchant at Bury, and those two defendants saw' the 
defendant James Bridge, a brother of William Bridge, 
living at BlackiXM)!. Both William Bridge and James 
Bridge expressed their willingness to put up some money 
for the acquisition of the mill. Befiire any further steps 
wrerc taken, however, the owners of the mill, Messrs. 
Wrigley, early in August, decided not t«i soil and the matter 
remained in olx^yance for a short time. Negotiations were 
resumcil in ScptemlNir, and on the 17th of tliat month the 
plaintiffs wrote to Temjxirley that an option would be 
granted to Septemlxn 30, and would lx; extended if there 
were good pnispccts of carrying the business through, and 
asking Temperley whether he thought it gisKl enough to 
go over the mill, ami wlien he could do this. The letter 
was answered by Tem|xirley on Septemlwr 18. saying that 
he thought it gcxid enough if a price were fixed, and that 
it woiikl be convenient for him to go over the mill early in 
the following week. In reply to this letter, the ]>Iaintiff 
Darwen wrote on Scptemlxir 10 that Mr. Jones hail told 
him the price was fixed, and that he (Darwen) understood 
that the price put upon the business assets, pH]X!r mill, 
machinery, stocks and f>romis(!S in Ixmdon and ^^.anchc8tc^ 
was aix)ut £200,000. 'I'he inclusion of the st<H'.k in this 
figure was a mistake, as the .stock wiu< to he taken at a 
valuation. On tlic receipt of this letter. TcmjHsrlcy, on 
Saturday, September 20. saw William Brulgc in Manchester 
and these tivo defendants went together to see the defen¬ 
dant Whowell at his rtsiidencc at 'rottington, near Bury. 
A further interview Ixstween these three ilcfendants timk 
])lare on Monday, Septemlxsr 22. As the result of these 
interviews, the defendant Tcmjxirley, on September 22, 
telegraphed to the plaintiffs asking for an interview in 
Manchester. On the .s.ame day Darwen had an interview 
with Mr. Jones in l.ondon, as the result of which Mr. Jones 
sent a letter dated September 22 to Darwen enclosing four 
documents, namely (i) a short descri]>tion of the mill, 
(2) particulars of assets pn>p<jscd to l)c sold to the new 
company, (3) aiial3rsis of stock at December 31, and (4) 
statement of purchases, renewals and amounts written off. 
The interview luikcd for by Temperley tmik place on 
September 24 at the Midland Hotel, Manchester, and there 
were present Darwen and the four defendants. There was 
a direct conflict of evidence, said his I.j)rdsiiip, as to what 
took place at that interview. In substance, he accepted 
Darwen's version of what transpinxl. As a matter of fact, 
the only thing definitely settled at that interview was that 
Temperley sliould make an early inspection of the mill 
and should report the result of that ins])ection to the jiarties 
interested. Although this w'as all that was definitely 
settled, the whole position was fully di.scussed. Darwen 
produced Mr. Jones’ letter of September 22, and the four 
enclosures, the contents of which were explained by him 
to the defendants. Darwen told the defendants tliat he 
^d interested himself mainly in the business with the 
object of securing for his firm the selling agency of the mill, 
and made a reservation as regards the I./>ndon and Man¬ 
chester premises, stating that he might require the London 
premises for his own use. 

His Lordship said he believed Darwen when he said that 
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no objection was taton by nw defendants at this interview 
to the suggestion that his firm should have tite selling agency 
and the option of taking the London piemises, and that 
the defendants apparentiy agreed to join witii him in the 
purchase of the mill and assets on those umditions if 
T— piirley's report on the mill should turn out to be satis- 
factc^. He did not believe the defendants when tliey 
sajd that at that interview they positively refused to enter¬ 
tain the idea of the plaintiffshaving the selling agency, and 
rejected the suggestion of any reservation of assets and told 
Darwen they would only consider coming in “ on the ground 
llcxir ” and buying lock, stock and Ijarrel." Chi Septem¬ 
ber 25, the day following that interview, Darwen wrote to 
Temperlcy enclosing copies of the four statements which he 
had presented to the defendants at the interview' on tlic 
previous day, and stated that he hoped to see Mr. Jones 
tliat afternoon, when he would ask him (i) for a letter 
confirming the verbal arrangement as to the deal, (2) for 
a complete balance sheet and also profit and loss account 
for earlier years, and (3) for an assurance that Mr. 
Amott (Wrigley’s manager at the mill) would answer any 
questions Temperley might put to him. On Scptemlier 26 
Mr. Jones wrote to Darwen that, having the first refusal 
of the mill, they would sell to Darwen and his friends the 
mill, estates and buildings, machinery and plant, and the 
offices in Manchester and London, and any other assets 
essential for the conduct of the business at the price at 
which they appeared in the lialance sheet of December 31, 
1918. On reixsipt of that letter, Dariven at once w'rote 
to Temperlcy the letter of the 26th. In that letter Darwen 
set out the provisional agreement betw’ccn the parties, 
referred to the fact that he had already cx}>laincd that he 
had interested himself in the business mainly with the 
object of securing for his firm tlie sale of the production, 
and consequently that he would wish to have an agreement 
appointing his firm sole selling agents at a commission of 
2j |X!r cent., and suggesting that the ap]X)intment should 
he for ten years. Darwen, in that letter, also referred to 
the fact that he had made the reservation as mgards the 
London and Manchester premises, c.spccially the former, as 
his I xmdon offices were too small, and not in the best quarter 
for his trade. Temperley stated in evidence that he di<l 
nut reexiive that letter until Monday morning, Septcmlier 29, 
fn the meantime he liad, on Septendier 28. sliown Darwen’s 
letter of September 25 and the enclosures to William Bridge 
and Whowell, and had discussed the contents of those 
dcx:uments with both those defendants. Those defendants 
now said that they then, namely, on receipt of the letter 
of September 25 and enclosures, realised for tlie first time 
that Wriglcys were asking over £300,000 for w'hat they 
(the defendants) had up till then understood they were to 
get for about ^200,000. He (the Judge) did not believe 
their evidence to that effect. He held tliat Darwen made 
it plain at the interview on September 24 to the defendants 
what Wrigleys were asking for the mill, and that any 
misapprehension which might have been caused by Darwen's 
letter of September 19 hacl been removed at that interview. 
When Temperley received Darwen’s letter of September 26, 
he showed it to William Bridge and Whowell, and thereupon 
those three defendants agreed upon tlie form of answer to 
be sent to Darwen. Temperley drafted out his reply at 
the foot of Darwen's letter, and, having made a fair copy 
of that draft, sign^ it and sent it to Darwen. That was 
how Temperley’s letter of September 29, 1919. came to 
be written. Bo^ Darwen's letter of September 26 and 
Temperlcy’Srdjfflwer of September 29 were, in his Lordship's 
judgment, inconsistent ivith the version given by the 
defendants as to what took place at the intei^ew on Sep¬ 
tember 24, and confirmed the impression his lordship 
formed frm the demeanour of those defendants in the 
witness box that they were not speaking the truth as to 
what occurred at that interview. The inference he (the 
Judge) drew was that on considering the statements made 


by Darwen at the interview on September 24, and in his 
letter following that interview, the defendants came to the 
conclusion that the proposition that the plaintiffs should 
have the sole selling agency and should krap the r.xmdon 
offices w'as one which they would not agree to, but that 
they resolved not to let the plaintiffs know that until 
Temperlcy had inspected the mill, and until they had 
further considered the position in the light of his report. 
That, in his Ixirdship's opinion, accounted for the fact that 
in the answer of September 29, instead of franidy saying 
that they would have nothing more to do with the matter 
if the plaintiffs insisted cm having the selling agency and 
retaining the T^indon offices, Temperley stated " Some of 
the matters you mention will concern all the interested 
parties, and I think they may be left over for the present." 
Tempericy's explanation of that letter was that he did not 
want the negotiations broken off, and that, therefore, be 
disregarded the instructions given to him by Whowell and 
William Bridge, and did not tell the plaintiffs of the con¬ 
clusion arrived at by those two defendants to have nothing 
more to do with the matter if the plaintiffs were to have tlie 
selling agency and the f.ondon office. William Bridge and 
Whowell said that, when they saw a copy of Tentperley's 
answer a few days after it was sent, they remonstrated 
strongly with him for not having carried out their mstruc- 
tions. HLs I^inlshi]) said he did not believe eitiicr of those 
explanations. His conclusion was that the letter of 
Sejitember 20 was written by Temperley in acconlancc 
w'ith what had been agreed upon by those three defendants. 
On October 9 Temperlcy inspected the mill, and on 
October t3 and 15 he wrote the letters which had been so 
much commented on at the trial. On behalf of the plaintiffs 
it was strongly insiste<l that those letters were written 
fraudulently in furtherance of the alleged consjdracy. 
The letter of October was a preliminary letter, stating 
that Temperlcy was not yet in a position to (^ve a thorouglily 
considered o])inion until he hatl been furnished with some 
further particulars, but it went on to state that in the 
w’riter’s opinion the profit and loss for pre-war years and 
also working costs were very unsatisfactry. The letter 
of October 15, so far as material, stated ; " After careful 
consideration, I cannot recommend you and our other 
friends to entertain the purchase on the figures submitted 
to us. You will probably lie surprised to Wrn that all 
the pa))er-making machines, except one, arc practically 
olisoletc." Before expressing his opinion on those two 
letters, his I^ordship thought it was necessary to state 
what hapjxsned after they were written. Darwen, on 
receipt of the letter of October 15, saw Mr. Jones and the 
result of that interview was stated in a letter which Darwen 
unrote to Temperlcy on Octolwr 16. The mfwt important 
part of that letter was that Temperley was asked to advise 
as to the figure which he thought would be a reasonable 
figure to give for the mill and assets. William Bridge, 
who w'as in London (luring tlie week ending on Saturday, 
October 18, said that he got a letter fnira Temperley on 
October 17 expressing his opinion on the value of the mill, 
and that thereuixm on October 18, he went to sec the 
plaintiffs at their London office, and told tlie plaintiffs in 
effect tliat tlie defendants would take no further part in the 
transaction, and that the matter was closed. It was, his 
l^irdship thought, a regrettable circumstance and one open 
to suspicion that neither the original nor a copy of Tem¬ 
perley’s letter to WilUam Bridge—^the only written com¬ 
munication known to have passed between any of the 
defendants—should have been forthcoming at the trial. 
It was a letter which, in his Lordship’s opinion, must have 
thrown some light on the issue which he had to determine. 

According to the evidence given by the defendants, 
Temperley, on October 18, saw Whowell, who said : " That 
settles it." He also on the same evening saw William 
Bridge on his return from London. The latter made a 
statement to the same effect, and then telephoned to his 
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brother James Bridge, who seemed to have adopted the 
same view. On October 20 Temperley and William Bridge 
saw Whowell, and tiMna.JiHee deiaadaxita seemed to have 
agreed that the nutter was “ abeolM^ ftaUhME** whaae- 
upcm Temperley wrote to Darwen : “ I have lud an omor- 
tunity of seeing my other friends, who, after giving them 
my ojrinion, consiMr the matter closed so far as they are 
concerned. In the event of Messrs. Wrigley coming along 
witia more attractive terms, and such that I coaid recom¬ 
ment to you and my other friends, I shall be willing to give 
any assistance or act in an arivisory capacity ’’ and he 
wound up the letter by saying, " however, as I have 
already stated, I shall bear you in mind should anything 
come along which may be of interest to you.” Notwith¬ 
standing the definite statement in that letter tlut the 
defendants considered the matter closed, Uarwen continued 
to negotiate with Mr. Jones, and suggested a further meeting 
with Temperley and the other defendants. In answer to 
that suggestion Temperley, on October 27, wrote to Y)arwen 
that he (Temperley) had again seen his friends and that 
they hari decided not to make an offer. The letter pro¬ 
ceeded : ” As I have already stated, unlc.s.s more satisfac¬ 
tory terms arc forthcoming from Messrs. Wrigley, I could 
not advise my friends to seriously entertain the matter 
furtlier." In that letter Temperley also stated what his 
[.ordship had held to be untrue, namely, that Mr. Whowell 
at the meeting on September 24 said that the purchase was 
to include the whole of the assets, and that the riefendants 
were to come in on the " ground floor." TenijaTley nntind 
up the letter Ity stating, in answer to a question put to him 
by Daru'eii, that even if an arrangement were reached 
with Wrigloy’s, he might not be able to he actively asso¬ 
ciated with the concern, but that at present he was still 
in a position to take an active interest on the terms and 
conditions he had indicated to Uarwen. Uarwen con¬ 
tinued to <liscus8 the purchase of the mill with Mr. Jones, 


and kept Temperley informed of his negotiations. Darwe^ 
again suggested a meeting, and Temperley hoped to 
his friends and promised to write. On October 30 Mr. 
Jaw snate to Darwen that an offer of ;£307,ooo for all 
the assets free ol KabiUty sras Hkdy tp taa acc^ted. and 
gave particulars of what the assets other than tiie- mill 
and estates were. In that letter he pointed out that if 
the stock were taken at £jo,ooo, it would leave the mill 
and estates at £117,000, and wound up with the statement 
that unless Temperley could agree to this basis and let him 
hear by an early date, he would luive to withdraw from the 
offer. Uarwen saw his London friends on this new offer, 
and on October 31 wrote to Temperley suggesting an 
interview to which he desired to bring Mr. Barnes, as 
representing his London gnmp, but did not then disclose 
the figures mentioned in Mr. Jones’ letter of October 30. 
On November 3 Temperley wrote tf» Uarwen that he had 
liecn in communicatUm with his friends, but had not 
lieard from them ; that so far as he could gather they were 
still not disposed to entertain the purchase on the figures 
submitted ; and that as matters stood at present he 
personally thought that Mr. Junes was at liberty to deal 
with the matter os he might think fit. On November 0 
Temperley again wTote to Uaru'en : " My friends, whom I 
saw again last night, arc still not inclined to entertain the 
purchase on the present terms.” On Novemlxsr 8 Uarwen 
telegraphed to Temperley asking for an interview at the 
Midland Manchester, between three and four o'clock 

on the afternoon of November 10. On the morning of 
November 10 Uarwen. accom])anicd by Mr. Barnes and 
Mr. Sandfnrd, an expert valuer, of Manchester, went over 
the mill.

The defendants said 
that they had no ulterior motive in arriving at their decisio:i 
not to proceed with the matter ; that they arrived at that 
decision mainly because the plaintiffs wanted the selling 
agency and the l.xmdon offices; that tlicy had no thought 
at that time of acquiring the mill for themselves ; and that 
there was no suggestion or understanding that the viduc of 
the mill should lx; understated so as to choke off the 
]>laintiffs. They accounted for the fact that they did not 
then and there break off the negotiations, but allowed 
Temix;rley to proceed with his ins}x;ction and make his 
report by saying in effect that if his report on the mill 
had lieen favourable, they might have reconsiderctl the 
])osition and come to some arrangement. Tlic plaintiffs, 
on the other hand, contended that the true inference to be 
drawn from the evidence was that the defendants' sole 
rea.son for breaking off negotiations with tlie plaintiffs 
was that they desireti to accpiirc the mill for themselves, 
aiul that in order to effect that design they had arraugofl 
amongst themselves that Tcm]x:rley should insfiect the 
mill and should then misrepresent its value to the phuntiffs. 
Neither the fact that Temixsrley ix>stix)ncd his inspection 
until .after the option had expired nor the contents of 
Temperlcy's letters of October 13 and 15 in his L(ird.shi]>'s 
opinion afforded much assi.stance in arriving at a conclusion 
as to the right inference to he drawn on that vital question. 
The ix)st)x>ncment of the inspection, though like everj'tiitng 
ehic iti that case a circumstance not free from suspicion, 
was capable of an innocent explanation, because Tom|x:rlcy 
Ix'forc he inspected the mill aske<l for, and evidently desired, 
to have certain information and a plan, and moreover, 
wanted to make sure that .Mr. Arnett was acquainted with 
the true reason for the inspection. The letters of Octolxjr 
13 and 15 merely gave expression to Temperley's opinion, 
which may have been genuine, that the iirofit ami loss and 
working expenses were unsatisfactory, and that he coidcl 
not recommend the purcha.se " on the figures submittcil." 
His Lordship could hot properly hold that' Temperlcy's 
opinion on either of those points was one which no honest 
nmn couhl have held, and one which could only liave been 
given in furtherance of an unlawful conspiracy to dissuade 
the plaintiffs from buying the mill. The letter of October 
15, however, contained the statement that tlie paper- 
making macliineB, with one exception, were " practically 
obsolete." A gjrxl deal u-a-s sought to be made of that 
statement, but even if it was true to say that tlie expression 
'* practically obsolete ' was too strong an expression to 
apply to machines v^hich, though of an old type, had been 
kept in working order, and were still capable of doing useful 
work, yet he thoy vht that it would be unreasonable in view 
of tlie evidence he had heard as to those machines to hold 
that that statement was of itself sufficient to. stamp tlie 
letter as fraudulent. 

His Lordship said he proposed next to consider whether 
the subsequent events threw any, light on the. que.stion, 
and whether judged by those events he oug^t not to hold 
that the letters of October 13 and 15 were written in

furtherance of the alleg^ conspiracy. As already stated^ 
the defendants, after Mr. Temperely'a report on hu inspec¬ 
tion of the mill, plainly told the {daintiffs that they would 
have notliing more to do witli the plaintiffs' proposition. 
It was said on the' plafntifis’ behalf that whilst making that 
statement the defendants were, in fact, carrying out their 
design of acquiring the mill for tliemselves, and that that 
was shown first by tlie cipher entry made by William 
Bridge in his diary pn October 20, and secondly, by William 
Bridge's statements to Mr. John Hill on October 23 and 
tvi Mr. William Nabb on October 31. The plaintilb’ 
contention was that that entry and those stetements 
proved tliat the defendants' object in turning down the 
plaintiffs' proposal was to clear the way for the accom¬ 
plishment of their design. He (the Judge) thought it 
would lx; stretching the evidence unduly to hold that it 
eslablisiied that contention. Bearing in mind the date

Ins friends whilst there was still some cliance of rcc|uiring 
their assistance. Ik; tli.at as it might, however, the evidence 
of Mr. Hill as to the <late of his conversation w.'ui so vague 
and unconvincing that it left liim (the Judge) stiriously in 
doubt as to whether it ilid not really take place txforc 
October 20, and the conversation with Mr. Nabb was of 
such a casual nature and A lok place under such circumstances 
that it would not, in his judgment, be right to attacli any 
real importance to it. What further caaseil him serious 
doubt was whether he would lx justified in inferring that 
there; existed at that time any arrangement tir understanding 
Ixtwccn the defendants to acquire the mill for their own 
benefit was the fact that the jilaintiffs were definitely told 
i>n or about Octolxr 20 that the defendants had finished 
with the matter, anil were left as from that ilale entirely 
free to employ some other ex]x‘rt to value the mill and to 
negotiate their own terms with the owners if they liad 
wished to do so. Assuming, however, that the true 
inference fnim the evidence was that the defendants had, 
prior to October 20, determined themselves to ]>urchaHC the 
mill to the exclusion of the plaintiffs if they could induce 
the owners to sell it to them on tlieir own terms, that would 
not of itself entitle the jilaintiffs to succeed unless he was 
justified in drawing the further inference that tlxy had also 
agreed to clear the plaintiffs out of the way by fraudulently 
misrepresenting the value of the mill. He appreliended 
that the defendants could lawfully agree between them¬ 
selves first to turn down the plaintiffs' proposition, and 
then to buy the mill for themselves, however shabby such 
conduct might be, so long as it was no part of the agree¬ 
ment that they should use unlawful means to carry it into 
effect. He had already stated that the letters of October 
13 and 15 did not of tliem.selves justify the inference tliat 
the defendants agreed to fraudulently misrepresent the 
value of the mill. But the plaintiffs' case by no means 
rested on tliose letters alone. They relied on what hap¬ 
pened afterwards. 

Dealing witli Mr. Allen's letter to Mr. Wrigley of Novem¬ 
ber I, his Lordship said tliat Mr. Allen was a colleague and 
friend of Whowell, and hk having written to Mr. Wrigley 
in tlie manner already mentionerl was certainly open to the 
suspicion that the letter was instigated by Whowell, .' Even 
if tlmt suspicion were well founded, it did not; in his bpiniem, 
prove that the'defendants liad previously to October 15 
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expired to obuke ofi the plaintiffs by miBrepresenting the 
^ue of the mill, but was consistent with WhoweU and the 
mOuir defendants having at some time or otlwr conceived 
the idea of approaching Mr. Wrigley with a view to seeing 
whether they could buy the mill on more favourable terms 
than had been offered to them by the plaintiifo. But Mr. 
Allen had been called as a witness and had explained how he 
came .to write that letter. He positively denied that 
VVhosivril instigated him to write the letter, or even knew 
tbatiurwas going to write it. He was not sliaken in cross- 
examination, and he (the Judge) had no valid reason for 
disbelieving his evidence. Then came the interview of 
November 10. Sir Malcolm Macnaghten had contended, 
and, in the circumstances, there was a good deal to justify 
his contrition, that Temperley’s denial that he gave any 
detailed figures at that interview ought not to be accepted 
by the Court, and that such 'denial if not accepted led 
inevitably to the inference that tlie figures taken down by 
Darwen were given by Temperley dishonestly in furtherance 
of the alleged conspiracy, and even if that be not the true 
inference, then or at all events, on the assumption that his 
denial was untrue, the giving of tlie figurm amounted to a 
fraudulent misrepresentation on Temperley's part which 
would justify the Court in granting damages for fraud 
against him apart from the alleged conspiracy. Although, 
having regard to the conduct of Temperley and of the other 
defendants in connection with the transactions, and to his 
and their untruthfulness in the witness box, he was by no 
^yeans averse to drawing every adverse inference against 
the defendants which he could properly draw, yet there 
were certain undisputed facts in the case which had led 
him to the conclusion that he was nut justified cither in 
holding that Temperley's denial was altogether devoid of 
truth, or in inferring as much as Sir Malcolm Macnaghten 
in his forcible address had invited him to infer. Those 
facts were: First, the fact that the interview was sought 
by the plaintiffs and not by Temperley; secondly, the fact 
that at the interview Temperley was most reluctant to 
give his opinion on the value of the mill, and only gave it 
after considerable pressure; thirdly, tlie fact that to the 
knowledge of Temperley Mr. Sandford had that morning 
ins}x;ctcd the mill with a view to advising the plaintiffs 
as to its value, and the plaintiffs would within a day or two 
.at the latest lx; in po.ssession of his re]:M>rt ; and fourthly, 
the fact that after that interview when the question of the 
<lefendants buying the mill for themselves became a practi¬ 
cal proposition, they were in no haste to conclude a bargain, 
and tliat it was not until December 6 that the option was 
granted to them, and then on different and more favourable 
terms than had been put forward by the plaintiffs. In 
addition to those undisputed facts, there was one further 
fact which he could not leave altogether out of sight, and 
that was that the values taken down by Darwen were so 
low as to make tlie price which the owners were asking 
appear grossly excessive. Temperley, whilst strenuously 
denying tliat he had given those values, did not hesitate 
to stigmatise them as absurd, and such as could not have 
been honestly given by him. His evidence on that point, 
in marked contrast to must of his other evidence, was given 
with apparent readiness and candour, and certainly made 
some impression upon his (the Judge’s) mind. That being 
so, his Lordship hesitated to infer that if, as both Darwen 
and Mr. Bames asserted to have been the fact, there was 
a' real reluctance on^ tlie part of Temperley to give any 
opinion at all as to value, he should have gone to the inter¬ 
view with a mandate of his co-defendants to under-state 
those values. Nor did it seem certain that in those circum¬ 
stances he went to the interview with the idea of making 
any fraudulent misrepresentations as to value on his 
account, or that on b^g pressed he, on the spur of the 
, moment, conceived the idea of making any such fraudulent 
’ misiepresentations. Of course, there was the possibUity 
that Temperley might have been playing a part and that 


his apparent reluctance to state any values and his apparent 
csuidour on that point in the witness box was merely 
assumed, but, if so, he was a more consummate actor than 
he (the Judge) took him to'be. 

In conclusion his Lordship said : In view of all these 
facts, I find it impossible to say that it is beyond reasonable 
doubt that the explanation of this interview suggested by 
Counsel for the defendants is not the true explanation, 
namely, that Darwen and Mr. Bames misunderstood 
Temperley’s answers at this interview. Temperley's 
answers were extracted from him by means of questions 
put to him by Darwen and Mr. Bames. Something in ^ 
nature of a cross-examination must have taken plaM, and, 
having seen Mr. Temperley in the witness-box, I think that 
it is not impossible that his answers were confused and far 
from clear. Temperley admits that he may have mentioned 
the figures of £120,000 to £130,000 as the value of the 
buildings and machinery, and it is not suggested that the 
detailed figures which Darwen took down were rearl over 
or shown to Temperley. It is quite consistent with the 
evidence, given by Darwen and Mr. Barnes as to what took 
place at this interview that the latter suggested certain 
figures to which Temperley was understood by Darwen and 
Mr. Bames to assent. If such was the case, mistakes may 
have occurred. Moreover, it is to be noticed that the wslue 
of the stock is stated in Darwen’s note to be as at Decem¬ 
ber 31, igi8. Some confusion must have existed'as to 
this, as it must have been obvious to Darwen and Mr.. 
Bames that Temperley ctmld nut really have fomied any 
opinion as to the value of the stock as at that date, because 
the first time he went over the mill was on October 9, 1919. 
In making these observations, however. 1 do not want it 
thought for a moment that l>arwen and Mr. Bames did 
not state what they believed to be true. What I desire 
to convey is that on the evidence as to what took place at 
this interview it would, iit my judgment, be unsafe to con¬ 
vict the defendants of liaving fraudulently cons^nred to 
misxepresent, or to convict Temixirley of having in fact 
fraudulently misrepresented the value of the mill. In 
these circumstances, I consider it my duty to hold that the 
charge of fraudulent misrepresentation at this interview 
has not been established beyond reasonable doubt. There 
is one further matter which has weighed witli me consider¬ 
ably in coming to a decision in this case and which I ought, 
therefore, to mention. If the price at which the defendants 
eventually agreed to buy the mill had, as alleged in the 
original statement of claim, been largely in excess of tlie 
amount at which the mill was offered to them by the 
plaintiffs, or even if tlie terms and price eventually arranged 
by the defendants had been substantially the same us those 
put forwanl by the plaintiffs at the interview on ^ptern- 
ber 24, the case, in my opinion, would have assumed an 
entirely different complexion. In either of these events 
I should have not felt much hesitation in inferring that tiie 
charge made by the plaintiffs had been established. 'Tlie 
fact tliat the amount which the defendants actually agreed 
to pay for the mill so far from being in excess of, was sub¬ 
stantially less than the figures appearing in the 1918 balance 
sheet, has undoubtedly influenced me largely in coming to 
the conclusion that on the whole I am not justified in draw¬ 
ing the inference that the defendants had conspired to 
misrepresent the value of the mill, and this notwithstanding 
the lies which I hold that tlie defendants have told in the 
writness-box. 'Ihese lies were, in my judgment, told in 
order to induce me to believe tliat the defendants had from 
the first told the plaintiffs what they now alleged was the 
real reason for their refusal to entertain the plaintiffs' 
proposals, and thus to negative the idea that they had been 
guilty of shabby conduct. The gravity of tlie offence of 
trying to deceive the Court in any particular, whether 
having a direct or indirect or no bearing on the issue to be 
decid^, can hardly be over-stated, but I do not consider 
myself at liberty to punish the defendants for telling those 
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Imp 'by findin g that tiny conspired to misrepresent the value 
A the mill to the jdaintifib. In the restdt, I have come-to 
4 he conclnsion on the whole case that, although them am 
(ptounds for suspecting that the charge made by the plain* 
tiffs may be true, the evidence does not justify me in holding 
that it has been established beyond masonable douM 
tiie defendants entered into a conspiracy to misrepresent 
the value of the mill and assets to the plaintiffs, or that 
any. fraudulent misiepresentations as to the value of the 
mill and assets were in fact made to the plaintiffs. That 
•being so, I feel bound to dismiss this action, but, in the 
exercise of my discretion, I do so without costs. 

[We understand that the plaintiffs have decided to 
appeal.—^E d.]

EDWARD LLOYD. LTD. 

EFFECT OF INCREASED TAXATION—THE PAPER 
SHCMITAGE. 

The thirty-first ordinary general meeting of Edward 
Llqyd, Ltd., was held on the 20th nit, at tlie head office 
of the company, 4-7, Salisbury Court, Fleet Street, E.C., 
Mr. Frank Lloyd (chairman and governing director of the 
company) presiding. 

The S^retary (Mr. Robert B. Miller) having read the 
notice convening the meeting and the report of the auditors. 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of the report 
and accounts said :— 

You will see from the report which has been in your 
hands for the last few days that the profits for last year show 
a falling off of ;£io5,236 4s. qd. as compared witli 1919. 

Increased Taxation. 

This falling off is largely due to the increased taxation 
both here and in Norway and to the provision we have had 
to make for the necessary repairs to the west wall of Ridham 
Dock. 

You will all know that the present time is a bad one for 
British trade generally, and our particular industry is 
feeling the result of the severe depression as acutely as 
most others. Under tlic circumstances, the directors do 
not feel that it would be prudent to recommend a further 
distribution of more than 11 p.c. on the ordinary shares, 
making a total of 3 p.c. for the year. 

The capitalisation of our reserves, foreshadowecl at our 
last general meeting, was carried out last September, and 
our nominal capital thereby put into closer relation to the 
actual capital employed in the business. It is unfortunate 
that the present severe depression should have followed 
so closely the completion of that operation, but we have 
every confidence in lieingVbie to make a reasonable return on 
the increased capital when tilings again liecomc more normal. 

The Outuiok. 

With regard to 1921, the pros}X!cts arc far from encour¬ 
aging, the consumption of paper of all kinds having fallen 
off to an unparalleled extent, and the protracted coal strike 
has had the effect of still further curtailing the demand. 

In common with other industries, we are feeling the 
effect of the abnormal and varying rates of exchanges, 
and also the reduced demand for papier in consequence of 
the consumption by publishers of the heavy stocks they 
held at the close of last year. Tliese stocks have now been 
brought down to a low level, and there are signs of a revival 
in the near future. Owing to our conservative policy in the 
past we have every confiilcncc in the company emerging 
in a strong ixjsitioii, and, as sexm as tlic foreign exchanges 
have become stabilised, being able to meet competition 
from all sources as we have done in the past. 

During tlie }>ast year the men have thoroughly settled 
down to the three-sliift system, and we have no doubt wo 
shall s(K)ii make g(xxt the ground we have lost during the 
war compared with countries which were not so deeply 
affected as we were. 

I must again thank our staff and employees, both at 
home and in Norway, for the excellent service they have 
rendered ; their loyalty and goodwill arc, if possible, even 
more appreciated in barl times than in g<K)d. 

Mr. Harry Lloyd seconded the motion, which was unani¬ 
mously adopted, and a final dividend of 3d. per share (free 
of income tax) w'as declared on the ordinary shares, making, 
with the interim dividend already paid, 5 p.c. for the year. 

The retiring directors, Mr. F. H. Lloyd, Mr. W. J. Whyte 
and Ideut-.CoIoncl John R. Garw'or^, D.S.O., were re¬ 
elected, and Messrs. Turquand, Youngs and Co., were 
reappointed auditors. 

'The meeting concluded with a vote of thanks to the 
chairman, directors and staff.

the overtime rates. The Board also propose to vary the 
general minimum time rates for skilled male workers of 
23 and over by a reduction of id. iwr hour, with correi 
sponding reductions fur younger skilled males, and in the 
overtime rates for all sldlled males of 18 and over. No^ 
variation is proposcil for other male workers. Objection^ 
to the Board’s proixisals must be lodged witliin two montlis. 


In the Chancery Division on the 13th ult., the case of 
Dobson, Molle & Co., Ltd., v. Grcigner was mentioned to 
Mr. Justice Sargant. The case, which stands eleventh 
on the list of cases awaiting trial, was requested by. counsel 
to heanl liefore the lAing Vacation. Counsel was 
anxious to have this case tried during the present session 
as there was a large quantity of paper stored at Hull with 
the North Eastern Rly. Co., and heavy expenses were 
being incurred in connection with it. His Lordship stated 
that it was usual in kiicIv a case to obtain an order for sale, 
to which counsel rcpiieil that the market price liad fallen 
heavily, and tliough an attempt had been made to negotiate 
with the other side as to what should be done, nothing 
ssitisfactory had been arranged; he had witnesses now on 
their way from Austria. His l.urdship replied tliat he 
could iif>t put the case in front of the others which now liad 
precedence, and it must, therefore, take its turn, but 
whether it would be redclicd in the present term he could 
not tell. 


Bekore His Honour judge Athcrley-Jones, K.C., in

for. Mr. h'ltster, {tlaiiitiffs' counsel, said that an extra¬ 
ordinary affidavit bad Ixsen {tut in by the defendants, who 
siiid tliat plaintiffs hail <inly delivered one tem of pa{ier 
and not two as alleged. lA'ave to defend had been given 
ill coiisc(]ucnre. Now the dcrendaiits admitted the claim 
and {tluintiffs wanted their costs on the High Court scale 
until the action was remitted. Mr. Clark, one of the 
defendants, pnttested, and said he believed the affidavit 
w<is true when it was made. Mr. Fo.ster added that the 
plaintiffs had liecn {>ut to a very great inconvenience in 
the matter. The affidavit was illusory. Judge Athcrley- 
Jones, K.C., found for the plaintiffs and gave tlicm tlicir 
High Court costs as asked. 


AccoRDiva to the Labour GareUe, employment continued 
slack during June in all branches of the pa{}er, printing, 
and bookbinding trades, but showed a slight improvement 
on the previous month. Short time, however, is still 
general. The coal shortage and general depression have 
increa-singly affected the {laper trade, employment being 
reported as worse than the jnevious month. The per¬ 
centage of work{»cople in the printing, paper and b^k- 
binding trades unemployed, as indicated by the employ¬ 
ment books or uut-of-work donation policies lodged at 
Employment Exchanges, was 9*5 per cent, at June 24, aa 
com{>ared with 9*7 per cent, on May 24. In addition, 
4*2 per cent, of the workpeople were claiming benefit in 
res{)ect of short time working at June 24, as compared 
wiith 4*3 per cent, at May 27. The number of work- 
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people in the paper trade on June 25 last was 8.730, being 
1*8 per cent, more than a month ago, and 32*1 per cent, 
less than a year ago. The total wa^ paid at June 25 
last were 1(24,076, being 8*8 per cent, more than a month 
ago, and 40*7 per cent, less than the previous year’s figures. 

An outbreak of fire which occurred recently in the l>art 
Paper Mills, Buckfastleigh, owned by Messrs. Keed and 
Smith, fortunately did not develop so scrioiusly as it at 
first threatened, mainly owing to smart work done by the 
local fire brigades and the Newton Ablmt llrigadc, the 
latter being on the spot within 25 minutes of receiving the 
call, although they had to cover eight or nine miles with 
their engine. The fire originated through spontaneous 
combustion in the pulp outside the mill premises. Employ¬ 
ees immediately attcicked the flames with fire extinguishers 
and pails of water, and prevented its spread to the main 
buildings. The local fire brigade, with their steam engine, 
were soon <m the scene, and the Co-operative Whtilcsalc 
Society's hand engine also did valuable work. Messages 
were sent to Newton Abbot and Totnes, the expeditious 
arrival of the Brigade being highly creditable. The Totnes 
engine arrived an hour after the alarm signal had been given, 
having first to obtain horses, and by this time the fire was 
well under control. Within a couple of hours the fire was 
extinguished. Some 70 or 80 tons of pulp are estimated 
to have been destn>ycd. 

We have received an interesting report compiled by 
Messrs. Jordan and Sons, Ltd., company registration agents, 
of Chancery Lane, W.C., giving statistics as to the diiTcrent 
comj>anies registered during the ]>criod from January i 
to June 30, i(j2i, at Somerset House. The report states 
that the figures show an enormous decrease, compared 
with the figures for the previous year, in the number and 
capitalisation of new companies, many causes conspiring 
to bring about this result. The more obvious of these 
urcro the natural reaction from the feverish activity of 
the company promoter in the spring of 1920, the growing 
unrest in the labour world and the increasing value of 
money. The seeming prosperity of the C.ompany Registra¬ 
tion l)ci>artment of Somerset House in the spring of 1920 
doubtless excited the cupidity of the Government and 
the Capital 1 bity w'iis quadrupled in April, with a iMinsoquent 
depressing effect which still continues. There were very 
few comjKmics formed this year with a million or more 
capital. In 1930, during the first half of tlic )rear, there 
were 81 such companies, aggregating 84,100,000, while 
in the past half year there were but six, with a gross total 
of ;(9,45i.ooo. On the diminutive side may be mentioned 
a stationery company with a capital of £100 in sixpenny 
shares, a mercantile federation with £100 in half-crown 
shares and " Uno Containers,” with £10 capital in £i shares. 

By invitation t)f the directors <»f the Irish Paper Mills, 
Ltd., a score of inemljcrs of the As.Hnciated Irish News¬ 
papers and Irish Master Printers' Association visited the 
mills at Clondalkin on the i<)th ult. Major Moore, the 
managing director, presided at a lunch, and Mr. T. J. W. 
Kenny, Ihresident, Irish Master IMntcrs’ Aasix:iatiun, in 
proposing “ the prosperity of the company," said the Irish 
provinci^ printers hmked forward to the day when every 
bit of paper printed in Ireland would be manufactured on 
Irish soil. 'Tlicy harl watched the development of the 
Clondalkin Mills with very keen pleasure and during the 
period of difficulty through which they had passed, it was 
due to the mills that not a few* Irish provincial newspapers 
had been saved from a temporary sus^nsion of publication. 
Mr. T. I'. McGahan mentioned the fact that much was being 
made at present of the cheapness of Continental pai)er, but 
those who were lured into investing in it would find by the 
time they bad paid fur the packing and carriage, it would 
not stand competition with the paper made by Irish hands 
at Clondalkin. (.Aiq>lau8e.) The visitors were shoim 


through the mills by Major Moore, Mr. Guinness, Mr. R. 
Clapperton, and Mr. Gregory, and the process of manu¬ 
facture was fully explained. The mills are at present 
employing 270 hands, and the weekly wages bill amounts 
to ;£90 o. Tlic output in " news ” (for printing papers 
alone) is 120 tons weekly, and about 60 tons of printmgs 
and writings are turned out weekly, in addition to various 
printing boards fin* box manufacture, etc. 

At a special meeting of the Haslingden Town Council, 
held on the 13th ult., it was unanimously resolved to confer 
the freedom of the Ixrrongh on Mr. O. W. Porritt, of Torr- 
side, Helmshore, and of St. Annes and Grange, in recogni¬ 
tion of his services to the borough. The resolution, which 
was moved by Major D. Halste^, and seconded by Aider- 
man Russell, was in the following terms:—" That this 
Council desires to express its very high regard for the in¬ 
valuable services rendered to this borough by Oliver William 
Porritt, Esq, J.P. The Council would especially refer to 
the able and distinguished assistance rendered by him 
during the period of the Great War, 1914-1919, in augment¬

TROUBLE. 

Tiif. Times corrcsjsmdcnt at Toronto, cabling on the 
26th ult., says : An all-day meeting of the directors, tiankers, 
and creditors interested in the Kionlon Pulp and Pajier 
0>m}Tany failed to find a solution of the company's diffi- 
eiilties. l''urtlicr meetings will be hekl during the week 
ill the hoiK! of effecting a .settlement. 

it is understood that the call upon the shareholders 
for the money nece.ssary for the immediate objects of the 
company failed to meet with a satisfactory rcsimnse. 
TIirh; million dollars (;f75o,ooo) out of the $5,000,000 
(([1,250,000) recpiircd is in sight, but that is insufficient 
to meet the obligations of the company and carry out a 
policy of readjustment. A new jilan for rc-finaticing the 
company is now tinder consideration, and the officials of 
the company declare that in this they have the co-operation 
of all concerned. A committee of creditors, co-operating 
with the directors, is ailvising the cretiitors that nothing 
is to lie gained by e.xtrcmc action until a fair opportunity 
has licen allowed to determine whether or not the new plan 
for financing the company can succeed. 

The inventories of the finished pnnluct, which some 
montlis ago showed as much as 20,000 tons of pulp on liand, 
have now, it is understood, lieen reduced to 6.000 tons, 
and bank loans have also been slightly reduced. 

On the following day the Times currcsjwndcnt cabled as 
follows: A letter lias been issued to the creditors of the 
Kiordon Pulp Company by Mr. Montague Davy, chairman 
of the Committee of Creditors, announcing the failure ot 
the plan to raise the necessary money by an appeal to the 
sliarcholders to buy the bond issue, but urging thfe unwisdom 
of precipitate action, or any legal proccetlings whatsoever, 
until the new plan for financing the company is announced. 

Tlic general opinion is that liquidation is improbable.

Prices are 
still casing off, and therefore paper-makers have an 
opportunity of taking up cheap stock lots now on offer.

There ap]x;ars to be a growing fooling that prices must 
firm up very considerably towanls autumn. This feeling 
seems to be shared by the Scandinavians and the pulp agents 
on this side.

I understand tliat bleached sulphite has bc«-n offered 
round about ;£25 px;r ton c.i.f., while easy bleaching sulphite 
is being freely offered at c.i.f. S<xla pulp is being offered 
at about the same price. Mechanical pulp is on offer at 
about 80s. c.i.f., and I have heard that even less than this 
woulil be accepted if any mill were in a ]X)8ition to-day 
to buy.

^ The recommendations of tlie meeting of the Joint 
Industrial Council in reference to the amendment of the 
national agreement with tlie Unions with slight nuKlifica- 
tions Suggested by the Executive Council were uiianiinoiisly 
approved. 

The report of the Executive (x)uncil, which deals with 
the trani^actions of the year, was rea<l by the Secretary. 
The accounts for the year were submitted. ‘ 

The Chairman (Mr. Clias. R. Seddon, J.P.). in opening 
the proceedings, said :— 

Tlie annual report of the Executive Council, which 1 
propose for adoption, gives a record of the achievements 
of the past year. The change in the constitution allows 
a greater latitude to the District Boards and has given the 
Boards a sense, not only of greater freedom, but of greater 
responsibility. I am pleas^ to say that the members 
of the Boards have risen to the occasion and shown an 
interest in the work of the Federation, which has Ijeen ot 
great advantage to thenuielveB, and much emxiuragement 
to me in the discharge of my duties as president. The 
'proceedings of the past year have brought us together 
very frequently, and 1 find that my toll of meetings and 
conferences lu» avenged a weekly attendance ; at the same 
time 1 do not overlook the fact that idl the members of 
*the Boards and of the Executive Council have willingly 
•given their time to the consideration of the important 


questions which have arisen, and I wish to thank them 
for their cordial co-operation and assistance. Never in 
my association witli the pajxr trade have I knovm it to te 
in a more depressing cmidition than it has been during 
the past nine months, and, although it is not within my 
province at this meeting to make reference to the com¬ 
mercial side of pa])er-making, except so far as it reflects 
upon em^floyment, yet I feel that the question of labour 
generally has such a tearing upon the condition of trade 
that I may be forgiven for referring briefly to the general 
positum. On the top of 'the great slump in tr^e from 
wiiich we were all suflering came the coal strike, which 
tlircw us back beyond anytliing it was even anticipated 
was at all possible. The coal strike has resulted in the 
stoppage of many mills and the further accumulation of 
heavy stocks of materials, which have strained the financial 
cafiacity of even tlie most affluent concerns. Most trades 
are similarly affected, and there is no speedy remedy. 
The {xisition can be improved only by industry and economy 
and by patient and diligent effort. It is the result of the 
destruction of wealth by war and the social unrest which 
has followed it. We may draw some satisfaction from 
the fact that we are not poorer than other nations, but it is the 
poverty,of other nations which is one of tlte chief contributory 
causes of l)ad trade. At the present time, speaking generally, 
the business of the country lacks teth capital and custo¬ 
mers. The demand is there but not the purchasing power, 
('redil requires to be restored and extendi for the puqrose 
of creating more productive capital, and production costs 
reduced; this will lcafl> to trade revival, diminution of 
unemployment, and wider oiiportunitics for labour. Tlie 
greatest service that could te rendered by the State not 
only in this but in all countries at the present time would 
be to create more capital by means of national credit, 
plac;cd at the rlisposal of industry. With intensive pro-- 
duction and the lower prices which would foUojv as tte 
consequence, we can gain a competitive advantage wliii^ 
will enable us to imy for the commodities we require by 
means of our exportable surplus, increase supplies, reduce 
the cost of living, and improve the volume of business to 
an extent which will create a competition for the services 
of wage camera, thereby raising their status and affording 
them a share in tlicf general prosperity by means of higlier 
wages and an ade(|uate standard of comfort. When 
production assures a surplus the country is prosperous, 
but if lalxnir takes in wages more than it prraluces in 
value, the produce of lalxiur becomes unmarketable and 
unem]>loyment results. As you are all well aware, one 
of the causes of the present unsatisfactory state of trade 
is the position of foreign exchanges, which gives to our 
foreign rivals an ailvantage in our markets which defies 
coinixitition. You are also aware that a measure for the 
safeguarding of industries is before Parliament, and 1 
refrain from alliiding furtlier to this complicated subject 
except to say that I ticlieve the position ultimately brings 
with it its own remedy, and the movements of demand 
and supply gradually affect the rate of exchange until it 
eventually resumes its real value. In the meantime the 
question of collapsed exchanges is one which requires an 
antidote, and it is ime which affects particularly the paper 
trade and which directly concerns nut only employers but 
also trade unions, because so long as our home market is 
invaded by paper against which we have no chance of 
quoting a competitive price, the demand for labour in 
all paper mills is decreased to the extent of these imports 
Reference is made in the annual report to the unemjfloy- 
ment which exists in the paper trade, and It is hardly. 
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necessary for me to mention thn s)rmpathy which we 
extend to those who are placed in a position of inconvenience 
by circumstances over which we imve unfortunately no 
control. I feel that I am expressing a sentiment with 
which you will all agree in saying that every effort should 
be made, and I am confident that every opprjitunity is 
being taken of affording to the workers the fullest employ¬ 
ment that circumstances permit. Industry generally 
has recently been the victim of a series of disturliances, 
some of whicli have ended in strikes, which liave reacted 
upon other industries, causing the commrKlities which 
support not only the strikers but the rest of the })ei)ple 
to be withheld. The result is that unemployment is 
permanently increased by reason of industry being forced 
out of the country, efficiency is lost, as well as profits 
out of which wages are provided, and a spirit of distrust 
and disaffection is engendered which is in direct opptjsition 
to the new spirit of confidence and co-opcration which it 
is in the interests of both employers and employed to foster. 
We have no use for strikes, t)ccause they are fatal to pro¬ 
sperity, and it is a matter for congratulation that the pa])cr- 
making industry has in this rcsixsct a comparatively clean 
record; and so long as the unions are led by men whose 
object is to promote the best interests of tlu! workers and 
of tlic paper-making industry, and who are sensible of 
the resix>nsibility which rests upem tliem, I feel sure that 
by mcirns of the organisations which w'e possess we can 
come to agreement on tlie basis of mutual advantage 
without recourse to coercive measures, h'or this }>ur]X)sc 
we have formed a Joint Industrial Council, the object of 
which is to represent the industry sis a w'hole on national 
questions, and to act as an advisory court «)f reference in 
which the voice of the worker as well as the employer 
may be heard. It is luqxid that this Joint t'.ouncil, although 
it has no executive authority, in its a<lvisory cajuicity will 
be the means of attaining the maximum prixluction with 
a minimum of friction, of safeguanliiig the interests of 
the industry, of developing co-ojx;ratjon, and of contributing 
to the well-being of Uith the workers and the cniploycrs. 
W'e made use of the Joint industrial Council on h'riday hist 
iu dealing with the amendments w'hich arc now necessary 
to tlie National Agreement No. i in order to provide for a 
reduction in wuge.s projxwtionate to the decrease in the 
cost of living. Tlie delilieration of the Council resulted 
in the recommendations w’hich have been submitted for 
your consideration, in common with all industrit»>, we 
have been obliged to suggest reductions, and the attitude 
of lalmur generally to these reductions has nut been unrea¬ 
sonable, because it is realised that the cost of living cun 
only be reduced by reducing the cost of production. We 
have approached tliis pro|x>.sal reluctantly, and it is not 
astonisliing tluit on tlie jiart of some of the workers there 
was reluctance to accept it; but the economic ]Kisition 
renders it imperative that tlie cost of pnxluction must lx> 
reduced if the industry is to survive, and we were compelled 
to ask labour to take a share in the general industrial 
cliange. It is necessary that these reductions, which, as 
1 liave said, arc common to all industries, should lie accepted 
with good grace, so that the unity of purpose Ixstween 
employers and employed, which is vital to jirogress, may 
be preserved. Only by industrial conconl can we hope to 
obtain the full pnxlucc of our industries, whicli is essential 
to the full recovery of our export trade, upon which we 
depend for the equilibrium of our international ti ansactions 
and our finxi supplies. Cost of production fixes the price 
of the product, and only adequate output can sustain wages. 
If a man relaxes liis efforts and at the same time insists 
that his wages remain high, lie thereby raises tlie cost of 
his pnxiucts, and consequently the price of the commodity 
he produces, and tlius reduces the purchasing power or 
value of his earnings. There can be no steady 
improvement in the position of the worker until the 


fact is recognised that the true basis for the deter¬ 
mination of wages is that of output. I would place 
no limit on what a man could earn, provided it is in 
proportion to what he can produce. 1 believe that if we 
could throughout our industries convince the employees 
of tliis fact, prosperity would be assured. It is said " when 
things get to the worst they begin to mend, if this 
adage can lx; relied upon, we are justified in anticipating 
a change for the better in the paper trade. Industry has 
{lassed tlirough a state of disturbance and. in the process, 
the commerce of the country, which is of equal importance 
to tlie worker as to the employer, has sustained incalculable 
injury. However, we ap^iear to be emerging from these 
disturbances, and it is devoutly to be hoped that labour 
will lx: permitted to settle down in order that the industry 
of the country, u^xin which tlie wages of the worker are 
the first and largest claim, may have a fair opportunity of 
earning sufficient to meet this claim and also to make .a 
legitimate return upon the invested capital whicli affords 
him employment. The problem ticfore the paper trade 
is to find orders for the niiUs, and every industry is in the 
siuiic position, and the disastrous consequences of tlie coal 
stoppage will lx: felt for a long time. The cessation of coal 
ex{x>rts lias iulded an add itional setliack to our credit abroad, 
and the cessation of industry at home for want of motive 
[xiwer lias caused irreparable loss to the country, whicli 
will inevitably mean greater taxation of industry later on, 
and this increa.se will lx: accentuated by the large and 
uiiprixiuctivc cx[icnditure in unemployment pay. There 
is a jxiint at which tliis sort of tiling must stop, and 1 
tx-lievc that point is now witliiii siglit. The settlement 
of lalxiur differences in coal, cotton, traiisjiort, engineering 
and other industries gives indicalioiis of the removal of 
those ilistnrbiiig elements which liave lor some time past 
made it impossilile in tlic big iiidiistrie»s to give quotations 
with any degree of certainty as to price or delivery; and tliis 
feeling that lalxiur is at last settling clown, coupled with 
a general atmosphere of reneweil hcqie, gives buoyancy 
to our imticijiatioii of a good time coming whicdi should 
in due course reach the paper trade. All I can add is. 
Let it lx; soon. 

ill concluding, Mr. Sccldon said it would be remiss on 
his jiart if lie failed to rcfc;r to the excellent services of 
the General Secretary and the I'ccleratioii officials, and he 
ex]>resse(l his a]>preciatiuii of the manner in whidi the 
work of the h'eclcratioii had Ixrcii carried out.

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THE CANADIAN PULP AND PAPER 
TRADE, 

Th£ Chamber of Commerce Journal, referring to the 
pulp and paper industry in Canada, states: - The year 
1920 was in every way an extremely satisfactnry one for 
the palp and paper industry in Canada. The year was one 
of steady expansion. Tl>e graduid depletion which tlie 
'K'orld's stores of pulpwcxxl are undergoing, and the con¬ 
tinually increasing demands from the United States, 
Eunipe, and the East, have combined to make this in¬ 
dustry a more imjiortant factor in the Dominion’s industrial 
life, and the tangible results of the past year are only 
eclipsed by an indubitably bright ontliKik. According to 
Agriculhtrat and Jnduxtrial Progress in Canada (Montreal) 
the total exports of pulp and paper for 1020 were valiic<l 
at 1163,217,988, as com{>arcd with $96,376,f>64 for 1919. 
If to this were added pulp wcmhI exports, the value of all 
three would l>c $178,1)06,159, as against $io6,9rH),oou 
for the preceding year. ExiMrts of psii>er, the most im¬ 
portant item in the year's manufacture, aimwnled in value 
to $86,744,010, as compared with 859,391.000 in 1919- 
Wood pulp, .second in im]H>rtancc, was .sliip|x:d to the 
extent of 16,399,897 cwt., valued at 876,383,978, .as against 
14,182,533 cwt., «if a value of $50,796.f>(i0, in the previous 
year. Kulj> wckmI exp<irts amounted to 1.248,395 cords, 
valued at $15,778,171, rjiinparcil ailh 1,060,275 cords, 
valued at $10,593,581, in 1919. Shipments of newsprint, 
which in the previous year totalled 14,192,556 cwt., valued 
at $5o,796,(rfji, reached 15,238,891 cwt., of a value <i( 
$72,920,223. Ex|x>rt demand for the higher grades of 
pulp and tor newsprint paper cxciMsIcd the supidy through¬ 
out the year. Exports to the United Kingdom during 
1920 were viducd at $13,417,574, wtiod pulp at $8,543,119, 
and jtajwr of all kinds at $4,874,.}55. In the pna'cdiitg 
year the total exjxirts were 88,522,738, divided into wood 
pulp $4,713,465 and |Ja}wr $3,707,273. The United States 
took alxiut 80 per cent, of tlic pulp and jiaper ex^Kirtcd 
from ('anada during 1920, while the exports to all other 
countries iucreiuscil l>y atxnit 75 per cent, as compared with 
1919. In addition to a sulistantial incrca.se; in the cx^xirt 
business, a noticeable feature recordcsl wa.s the numb<;r 
of new enterprises planned and licgiin, as well as the ex})an- 
sion of .several of the older companies. In this connection 
no statistics are available for 1920, but at the end of 
Deeximbcr, 1919. there; were 9<) jdants, of which 33 made 
imiwr only. 39 pulp only, and 27 pulp and paiicr. Great 
interest was shown in the pul]) supplies of Uritisli Columbia 
during the year, while developments also occurred on 
Vancouver Island and at Prince Kupert.”

CANADA AND THE RESTRICTION OF 
EXPORTS OF PULP WOOD. 


.\MoNu pulx> and piper men in Canada, as well as among 
piliticians, it is considered very regrettable that a resolu¬ 
tion should have been passtsl in the United States Senate 
authorising the President to o]x;n up negotiations with 
Canada for the abrogation of Dominion Provnicial regu¬ 
lations for restricting exportation of pulpwotxl (.says a 
Montreal correspondent to the Paper Trade Journal 
(New York). iVs has been stateil pn*viously, there is not 
the slightest possibility of the jircsent embargo on the 
export of pulp wcxxl from Crown lands being lifted. From 
privately-owned lands pul]) wixxl may be expc>rtcd freely, 
and indeed is being exported in large quantities to the 
United States, The Dominion Government has no power 


over the dispositioa of the products of the forests. Under 
the British North American Act, each Province has fnU 
control over its own natural resources, with the exception 
of the Prairie Provinces which were not formed at the time 
of Confederation. The Provincial regulations for restrict¬ 
ing the export of pulp wtxjd are imposed by the Provincial 
Governments. They are not in the nature of an embargo 
as such, but are a aindition in the leases granted to those 
who are allowed to cut timber on the Crown lands. As far 
as Quebec Province is concerned, there is absolutely not 
the slightest possibility of these restrictions being abro¬ 
gated. The {^ple are all in favour of prohibiting any 
of the Crown lands timber from being cut for export in 
the raw state. It is thought that the resolution passed in 
the American Senate was intended to forestall, if possible, 
any further restrictions on the export of pulp wood. But 
if there is any hope that the present restrictions will be 
lifted, then those who entertain such a hope are dcxim^d 
to disappointment.

WAGES IN THE PAPER TRADE. 

AGREEMENT ARRIVED AT. 

Thk result of the meeting of the Joint Industrial Couifnl 
at Manchester is that the nicmliers of tlie unions concernea 
have agreed to accept the terms pn)pa.sed by the Joint 
Industrial Council, which embrace the following conditions 
governing the wage reductions :— 

" That when the co.st of living figure falls to 115 
one month's grace shall lx; given before the reductions 
of i^d., etc., come into force. 

" That when the cost of living figure falls to 100 one 
month's grace shall lx; given lx?forc the further reductions 
of I id., etc., come into force. 

“ That if, during the month's grace, the cost of living 
figure rises again above r 15 or roo, as the case may be. 
the reductions of ijd., etc., shall not come into force, 

" That if the cost of living figure rises to 130 the 
increases of 2d., etc., shall come into force without the 
month’s delay. 

" That if the cost of living figure, after falling to 115, 
rises alxive that figure again, the increases of iid„ etc., 
shall come into effect without the month’s delay.” 

In the course of an interview with our representative, Mr. 
T. G. Newland, General Secretary of the National Union 
of Printing and Paper Workers, said the position was dis¬ 
tinctly encouraging, and if the employers kept to their 
[iromise the reductions in wages should have the effect of 
reducing tlie cost of paper. 

Asked wlicther the wages were likely to remain at the 
present rate, Mr. Newland said that it alt depended on the 
cost of living ; as far as he could see, the figure, wliich was 
now at 119. would pniliably rise within the next month or 
so, as so many commodities were daily rising in price, 
while those on which tliere was much reduction were prin¬ 
cipally luxuries not used by the average working man. 

Mr. Newland also stated that the employers gave them 
a definite assurance that they had no intention of reverting 
to pre-war conditions. This the workers had feared was their 
ultimate aim. So tliat now, with the settlement of the coal 
strike, there was no reason why there should not be a steady, 
revival of trade. Mr. Newland contended that the wages 
ill tlie paper trade were not abnormally high as compared 
with tliosc in other trades, and if employers want efiicient 
and capable workmen tlicy would find it more satisfactory 
to pay for them at a reasonably high wage.

An iMraovsD PAnR Pulwmq Engine. 

No. I 5 p> 34 ii May 26, 1921.—Emile Massart, a French 
dticen, of me de Roncq. Bousbecquc, Nord, in the Republic 
of France, and Octave Massart, a French citicen, of 33, Grand 
'Rue, Bavai, Nord, aforesaid. This invention relates to a paper 
pnldng engine and more particularly to a pulp reftning engine 
of the kind in which sevci^ cylinders are employed working in 
the same trough ta vat. Hirtherto in pulping engines of this 
kind each cYlinder baa worked in an absolutely independent 
manner relatively^ to the other cylinders, either for the purpose 
of obtaining continuous work such os might ^ obteined by a 
senes of successive engines, or for the purpose of obtaining 
a multiple action upon the pulp circulating in a vat of ordinary 
fonn. All these pulping engines, generally speaking, have the 
same defects. The pulp only circulating in the trough or vat 
at a minimum speed, can only enter the recesses in the cylinders 
under the effect of the i>rcssiire resulting from the height of the 
pulp which is in front of the cylinder, and this results in an 
imperfifct filling of the said recesses and considerable retardation 
of the cylinder, involving loss of power. 

The invention has mainly for object to remedy this dcfei;t, 
that is to say, to obtain a neutralisation of the centrifugal force 
and a perfect filling of the recesses in the cylinders, and of effect¬ 
ing a more complete trituration of the pulp and, at the same time, 
a saving of power by diminishing the retarding effect of the 
pulp on the different cylinders. 

jfo this end the pulp refining engine forming the subject of the 
-hlvention is mainly characterised by the jiixta]io8ition of two or 
more cylinders and their co-operation wth .scrajicrs and caps and 
projections on the bottom of the vat, so as to cause tlie pulp, 
carried along liy the recesses of the first cylindiT, to lie trans¬ 
ferred to the following cylinder at a K|x<crl equal, or approxi¬ 
mately ei|ual, to the picipheral si>ccd of the cylinders. 

In these conditions, each cylinder directly cn-operutes with 
the neighIxHiring cylinder or cylinders to rciiiice the retarding 
action of tlie pulp iqion the said cylinders, to resist the action 
of the centrifugal force opixising the filling of the recesses, and 
to effect an es-sentiiilly novel tritunition of the pulp, at the moment 
when it mixes with the n-turn pulp from the following cylinder. 
Tndcpendofitly ol this main characteristic the improved paper 
pulping engine is provided with a regulating sluice-valve co¬ 
operating with the first cylinder sf» as to avoid the retarding 
action of the pulp upon the said cylinder, and with a sp'ci.'il 
arrangement of projection or elevation combined with a suitable 
inclination of the Imttoni of the trough or vat so as to create a 
practically similar slopi^ uixm the outer and inner lines of the 
bottom of the tnmgh or vat. 

Improvements in and Connected with the Driving of 
I’APBR Machines. 

No. 16^,123, June 2, 1921.— Frank Greaves Warburton. 
of 5, Chancery T-anc, T.xmdon, W.C.2. In a paper-making 
machine a couch roll and a lircast roll are providwl over which 
passes a woven wire in the form of an endless belt; which receives 
the paper stock, and therefrom the liquid is removed sufficiently 
to prepare a layer of paper. The run of the belt passes above 
and below over various devices which create a considerable drag 
on the belt, which wears out the wire screen in a comparatively 
short time and as the same is expensive the wearing out of the 
wire belt has added very materially to the cost of the papw. 
Hitherto, as far a.s I am aware, it has been impossible to drive 
the breast roll, although the driving of the breast roll ha.s been 
recognised as a desirable object, for the reason that the driving 
of the breast roll could not be achieved with due harmony with 
the couch roll and the result would be an uneven layer of wire on 
the upper run and a consequent destruction of the paper layer 
formation. In accordance with my invention the foregoing 
difficulties are largely overcome by the provision of means for 
correlating the rotations of the breast roll in harmony with the 
gouch roll, independent means preferably being provided for 
driving both the breast roll and the couch roll. 


Improvements in the Manufacture of Paper. 

• No. 163,421,^ Mav 9, 1921.— -James Raymond Blackburn 
Fbarnlev, paper mill manager, of the Hayn, St. Mary Cray, 
Kent. The complete specification rtatesIt is a well known 


fact to paper-makers that the froth which separates from the 
pulp is a source of serious trouble and waste. This froth is 
probably formed by the separation of small bubbles of air or 
other gases which have become efftangled among the fibres of 
the pnlp. According to this invention it is propcMed to prevent 
the formation of froth by submittinit the finished and diluted 
pulp to the action of a vacuum of suitable strength, preferably 
in a vacuum chamber, and preferably immediately before it 
flows on to the wire of the paper-making machine. When a-i 
vacuum chamlier is useil a continuous intrixluction of the pulp 
into the chamber and a continuous removal of the pulp therefrom 
may be obtained in many different ways. 

According to one method the vacuum chamber may be placed 
at a suitable height and the pulp may lie admitted and discharged 
by means of a syphon arrangement. The rate of flow through 
the appuatus may, if necessary, be regulated l>y suitable 
automatic valves controlling the admission or the discharge 
pipe or both pipes. 

According to a second method the pulp may be fed into the 
chamber and disi'harged therefrom liy two separate pumps, 
which may lie coupled together in order to reiluce the power 



required for driving pumps. The coupling of the pumps may 
be such that the suction of the vacuum on the outlet side be 
counter-balanced by the pressure of the atmosphere on the 
inlet side, so that theoretically the power required is only that 
necessary for circulating the pulp. 

According to a third method the pulp may be fed into the 
vacuum chamber by atmospheric pressure and caused to flow 
through an automatic valve which may lie controlled by a 
float or floats so as to maintain a more or less constant level 
within the vacuum chamber. The pulp may be discharged by 
a suitable pump, which may be of the rotary tyjie, and the 
discharge may lie regulated in any suitable manner to m.tintain 
the uniform flow required for the paper-making machine. 

Or, the methods mentioned above may be combing either 
in tbrir entirety of as regards particular features tWeof. In 
all cases the vacuum in th*e vacuum chamber may be maintained 
by a suitable vacuum pump. The pulp may enter and pass 
through the vacuum chamber in a solid flow, or may by suitaMo. 
means be caused to assume the form of a spray or a thin filo^ 
during part or the whole of its passage through the chamber, 
in order to facilitate the disengagement of the bubbles. The 

/ 
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accompanying drawingD show by wajfr of exam{de an apparatus 
suitable for carrjnng out the inventiM: Pig. i is a longitudinal 
section; Fig. 3 is a cross section td the apparatus. 

llie vacuum chamber comprises a casing K provided with an 
inclined bottom portion 1. leading from the entrance end to a 
well E situated at the exit end of the stuff. At the entrance 
end is arranged an inlet pipe A which communicates with a 
pipe M leading from the strainer, and extends downwardly 
dost! to the inclined bottom- L. In the pipe A is arranged a 
regulating valve B adapted to regulate the admission of stuff 
to the vacuum chainlxtr. This valve B is automatically con¬ 
trolled by the level of the stuff in the well K through a ifuat P, 
a lever O pivoted in the casing at N, a link Q and an arm K on 
the shaft S of the valve C are sluices or l»ffles f<ir spreading 
the pulp evenly over the whole width of the Imttom L. They 
extend over the whole wi<lth of the Ixittom and are provided 
with a numlier of holes ailjacent to the bottom, or are stopped 
at a short distance above the Iwttom, so that the pulp is somewhat 
stemmed up and sprca<l transversely. T>, D, I) arc low Imfllcs 
which cause the pulp to flow over .and tumble and thus help 
in the disi'ngaging of air or gas bubbles. These ttiifllcs may also 
Im* arrange<i horisontally, T, T are {sirtholes, closed her¬ 
metically by covers I, I. II is an o|M*ning communicating by 
tuU’ IT with the vacuum pum|>s. (• is a pipe leaxiing from the 
bottom of the well to the |>uinpK, preferably a centrifugal pump, 
which raises the ]>ulp and delivers it to the pa|X'r-making machine. 

The pump may lx* provided at the di.scharge end with a regu¬ 
lating valve adapted to maintain a conshmt flow of pulp to the 
paper-making machine. 

The n(K-ration is as follows : 

The pulp flows from the strainers through pipe M and ellxiw 
piece A into the vacuum chamber, the admission being regulateil 
by float P and vaivc B to maintain an approximately con.stant 
level in the well K. The pulp is freed from air and gas hubbies 
owing to the .action of the vacuum maintaincebin the apparatus 
by the vacuum pump, and is drawn from the well K and delivered 
to the pa}N‘r-making machine. 


The vacuum chamber may be placed on the ground level 
or at a higher level bo as to reduce the power required by the 
pump for extracting the pulp from the vacuum chamber, the 
pulp being sacked up into the vacuum chamber by the vacuum 
and the height of pulp from the well level to the pump partly 
overcoming the strength of the vacuum in the pump itself, 
thereby reducing the ^wer required to pump the stuff from thg 
vacuum chamber. 

1 am aware that it has hitherto been proposed to effect the 
beating, disintegrating, bleaching and mixing of the raw materials 
used in the manufacture of pulp in a hermetically sealed vessel 
under pressure or under vacuum, or both successively, and it 
has lieen suggested that owing to the impossibility of air being 
drawn into the mass by the disintegrator, the usual frothing 
seen on the paper machine may be entirely avoided. 


Improved Maciiinkry for tub Manufacture oy 
Parchment, etc.

REVISED REGULATIONS AND SYLLABUS FOR 
EXAMINATION IN PAPER.MAK1NG. 

The revised regulations and syllabus for examinations 
in papeimaking, recommended by the Technical Section 
of the Papennakers' Association and adopted by the City 
and Guilds of I^ndon Institute, arc as follows:— 

Paper Manufacture. 

The examination in Grade i is intended to test the 
candidate's detailed knowledge of tlic evcry-<iay processes 
and machinery of the pa]x;r mill, and also his general 
knowledge of the elementary but fundamental principles 
of chemistry, physics and engineering in their application 
to paper manufacture. 

The final examination is intended to test the tcclmical 
knowledge of those who wish to make thcm-selves comTXitent 
to undertake the man.ogemcnt and direction of first-class 
{laiicr mills or to specialise on tlie cngimx;ring or on the 
chemical side of the industry. In accordance with the 
above piirix)se, the question {xiper set at the final examina¬ 
tion will be ilivided into three sections, A, 13 and C. Each 
.. ^ndidatc will be required to attempt four questions which 
..-•■mil be obligatory in Section A, upon those siibjci't-matters 
which are printed in italics in the syllabus. A candidate 
will also lie expected to attempt four other questions which 
the candidate must .select from either Section A, or Section 
B, or Section C, according as he intends to s})ccialiae, (A) 
in technical paper manufacture, (B) on the engineering, 
or (C) on the chemical side. No candidate may answer 
questions in more tlian one .section in addition to tlie 
above-mentioned obligatory questions. A provisional final 
certificate w'ill be awarded to candidates who satisfy the 
examiners txith in the obligatory questions of Section A, 
ami in the further questions in Section A, B or C selected 
by the candidate, and will bear a statement of the section 
in respect of which the candidate lias been successful. 

A candidate who has ]>a.sscd in the first cla.ss in one 
section will Ixi ^xirmiltcd to present himself for examination 
in another section in a subsequent year. 

Candidates who have already obtained a prise in one 
section of the final examination will not lie eligible to 
receive another prize in smother section, but if they reach 
tlie standard required for a prize tlieir certificate will besir 
a statement to that eiiect.

COMMERCIAL ARBITRATION. 


On the T3th nit., at the invitation of the Lord Mayor 
(Alderman James Roll), the Chairman (Cul. and Aid. 
Sir Vansittart Howatur, Bart.) and members of the London 
Court of Arbitration, which is fx>nducted under tlie iitanage- 
ment of the Corporation of the City of London and the 
(.ondon Chamber of Commorco, were cntertiiincd to 
luncheon at the Mansion House. 

. The Lonl Mayor, in proposing the toa.st of “ The (Mtair- 
man and Memlwrs of the i/mdon Court of Arbitration,’* 
referred to the fact that the Court was reconstituted in 
ujnn and tcMik the place of a similar lM)dy composed ex¬ 
clusively of members of the Corixtration which had l)ecn 
at work since i8<>2. 'I'hc rules ainl prcicediire of this old 
iKsly had Iwen rcvisc«l and brought into harmony with 
moiicni requirements, riw Court’s aim was to provide 
a general tribunal to determine pnimptlv, cheaply and 
eHiciently any of the multifarious questions which arose in 
the ordinary course of business. At the same time it 
furnished the means of .supplementing, on an independent 
and neutral liasis, provisions which might have been nuule 
for arbitrations in organised tnules. (Applause:.) 

. Col. and Aid. Sir Vansittart Bowater, Bart. (Chairman 
of the liondon Court of Arbitration) replied to the toast, 
and stated that the Court, which wsis doing a great amount 
of g(xxl work at very little cx|)cnse, was composed of ecpial 
numbers of the Qjrporatum of the City of l.ondon and the 
London Chamber of Commerce. It met regularly, and 
had the assistance of the le<uiing e-xfierts in practically 
every business in the country, (Hear, hear.) The Court 
was ixirticuliirly anxious that awards made in this country 
should l>e iu:knowle<lged in our colonie.s and in all foreign 
countries with which we did business, and everything 
possible wotdd be done to bring this about. London had 
taken the lead in arbitration, and it waa their desire to 
keep that lead. (Hear, hear.) 

On behalf of the members of the Court of Arbitration, 
the Lord Mayor presented to Mr. R. A. Patterson (late 
chairman) a handsome silver rose bowl as a mark of appre¬ 
ciation of his distinguished services as deputy-chairman 
and chairman of the Court from 1917 to 1921. 

In accepting the gift, Mr. Patterson called attention 
to the fact that the Court of Arbitration had impmved its 
position and widened its circle of activities. He was of 
the opinion that if they could get their awards acknow- 
ledgeti in Germany and the United States, tliere was no 
reason why the same should not apply to every one ot our 
Overseas Dominions. (Hear, hear.)

A BfLL for £100,000 has made its appearance in Australia 
for paper su|^icd by contract from an English firm to the 
Australian Government, The contract was made in I9i4>- 
but on the outbreak of war the contract w.-is not nearly .

unloaded on the Government just when it is making great 
efiorts to save money and eamomise. It is rumoured that 
some solution to the problem is forthcoming, and the sum 
may possibly be cut down somewliat.

Hardwoods In Papf^niakiiig. . 

E.xpekt opinion in America and other countries does 
not sup^rort the theory tliat newfsprint and other paper 
can be made satisiiictorily from hardwiKid ; but Mr. 1 . 11 . 
Bosis. for Some years in cliargc of paper-making cx{)crimnnt8 
at the ('itmmonwealth ff)rest products laboratory in Western 
Australia, disagrees with that view. In a lecture delivered 
before the students of chemistry, he stated that tests had 
shown that excellent pairer could be made from Australian 
harclwinxls. Mountain Ash and Queensland silky oak had 
given best re.siilts. Mr. Boas expressed the opinion that 
while imported pa))er was more than £20 per ton .Australian 
manufacturers should be able to compete successfully for 
some of the tnuTe. The prc.sciit price of imported news¬ 
print in Australia is greatly in excess of £20 jier ton. and 
Mr. Boas considered tlrat it will remain high for nianv 
years, owing to the fact that supplies of soft woods used 
in its manufacture arc rapidly diminishing,

PapuD Paper. 

Since paper soared to such high prices, Australia has 
been trying to find means of making the commodity herself 
and so enable her to be somewhat independent of &e over¬ 
seas market; so far, however, the experimental stage only 
has been reached. Mr. A. Gibson, ai the Scottish Com¬ 
mercial Union, stated recently that he was prepared to 
guarantee to pnxluce 500 tons of paper per week from 
palm lea\’cs and 3.000,000 gallons of motor spirit from 
palm fruit per year. This statement, coupled with one 
to the effect that Mr. Gibson lias applied for tlic right to use 
the Nipa palm on the delta of the Fl)r river for the pro¬ 
duction of paper pulp and motor spirit, has caused no 
surprise among Syiiney paper merchants. The Secretary 
of the Cumberland FafiN Mills stated that his firm knew ' 
Mr. Gibson, and was aware of his investigations, but on 
the merits of his project he was not prepand to ^ak. 
He also stated that they had been cc^ucting extensive 
inquiries in Papua themselves and had actually made 
paper from the Nipa palm. '

It is signiricant, 
that, generally speaking, the prices of paper mill holdings arc 
.well maintained, although some quotations appear to tx> verv 
low considering the recent records of the companies runcerned. 
The report states that the proiiis, after allowing l»i capital¬ 
isation expenses, depmiation, making provision for bad and 
doubtful debts, estimated Excess I’rofits Duty, Income 
Tax. Corporation Pniftts Tax and contingencies, amount to 
/i 19,876 7s. lod., making, with the Italancc brought forward 
from the previous year (less the amount capitalisiHl), /lo.qyb 16s., 
a total of £130,8s3 39- ^od. After deducting interest on ixinsion 
account, directors’ and auditors' fees, head olitce and transfer 
office exlx^ns<» ts 6d.), divulcnd on the preference shares 

(£42,187 los.), and interim dividend on the ordinary shares at 
the rate of nincpcncc per share (free of income tax), (laid J.-imiary 
29, I9'2 i (£45.000). there remains a Ixilancc of £36,464 12s. 41!. 
The directors recommend the declaration of a liiial dividend for 
the ye.'ir on the ordinary shares at the rate of thrcc|M*uce per 
share (free of income tax), making 5 jier cent, for the year 
(/15.000), carrying forwani to the next aix-oiint £21,464 r2S.' 4d. 
'rhe pnilits for the year, after making provision for company

1919. 

It is announced that the directors of the liritish Dyestuffs 
Corporation regret that in view of the unsatisfiictory trading

Ihofits of Spicer Brothers, the well-known paper miuiufacturiiig 
firm, cxiierienccd a sharp setback during the past financial year, 
net profits coming out at £86,300, as compared with £104,145 
in 1919. Although the capital was increased by the issue of 
£300,000 8 per cent, notes in December last, the conqiany has 
only had the use of this money for a very small part of the year 
under review. After writing £23,330 off the expenses of the 
Note issue a final dividend at rate of 6 |ier cent, per annum 
is declared on the ordinary shares, leaving £86,207 to lie carried 
forward. In November last a share bonus of 66 2-3 |ier cent, 
was distributed, Init the interim dividend of 2 per cent, was 
paid on the old capital. The dividend for the year, therefore, 
comes out at 7 per cent., as compared with 14 per cent. 
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PULP AND PAPER MAKERS IN AMERICA. 


KITING in the Tintes American Supplement, 
published recently, Mr. H. J. J-tergcr, editor 
of the Paper Trade Journal (New York), 
states:— 

The paper industry is pa.ssinR thnnigh the 
most severe depression within the memory of most men now 
connected with the businc.ss. According to an estimate 
recently furnished by the American Paper and Pulp Ass<i- 
ciation, the industry is operating only about 35 to .fO per 
cent, of normal. 

Although it was l)elievtHl that pajwr would not Ixs greatly 
affected when the business depression began to be a]>]>arent 
in most other industries about a year ago this spring, this 
opinion was not well founded. The slowing up process 
began to lie appartnit by the latter part of the summer 
and early fall, and by the licginning of this year it was 
seen that practically all branches of the indu.stry were in 
for a considerable period of depression. 

Material declines of price first began to lx; noticed in 
box btiards—chip board, for instance, which is a lutsic 
grade that under frenzied buying had reached a ]x:ak of 
Si 13 to Si 20 (zj to £24) i)cr tun, declined until it is now 
quoted at S3.5 to S40 (£7 to ;£8) per ton. Spot newsprint 
also declined very materially, prices falling fnim 12 to 
14 cent-s (fxl. to yd.) jkt lb. to 5 to 5^ cents (zjd. to 2}d.) 
per lb. at the present time. Though contract news natur¬ 
ally did not decline so greatly, quotations now being 5 to 
6 cents (2id. to 3d.) per lb., as against a jieak price of OJ 
to 7 cents (3ld. to 3J«1.) iicr lb., which was obtained a few 
montlis ago. 

Other varieties of paper in both tlu; fine and coarse ixipcr 
division of the market have shown equally •surprising de¬ 
clines, caused by the almost utter disinterestedness of the 
cctnsiimers and the desire of some distributors who were 
caught with considerable stocks on their hands to liquidate 
their holdings. 

Imports from Gkrmany. 

Of considerable influence also in depressing prices, 
especially newsprint and IxKikprint paper, was the importa- 
tien of German papers. These were offered at some sur- 
* prisingly low prices. The paper was said not to be of graid 
grade and to give considerable trouble in printing. Wastage 
' caused because of poor quality, in fact, is said to have 
brought tlie price actually on a par with, if, indeed, not in 
excess of, the domestic and Canadian papers. However 
this may be, the fact remains that considerable papier is 
st^ l^ing imported by metropolitan dealers. 

Paper-making materials show a corresponding depres.Hion 
vrith paper. Since last September wood pulp, both 
n\gr.hftnira.l aod chcmical, lias shown a constant decrease. 


until the former is now quoted at $28 to $35 (112s. to 140s,) 
\)CT ton, and news grade of sulphite at from $75 to |8o 
(300s. to 320s.) |)cr ton. Kags and waste ixi]x«r also are 
pnictically witluiut demand, anil jirices in consequence are 
extremely ilepre-sscd. Instances are mentioned iii'variotis 
sections of the country, of waste {mjxrr, which only a short 
time ago, was eagerly sought its a })aiH:r stock, ^ing de¬ 
stroyed because of lack of storage s{ku'c and Isscausu of the 
fact that it is not ]>rofitabIe to handle at the ]>rices offered 
by the isipcr mills. 

Wagk Difkicultiks. 

liccause of the quietude in the industry tlie tendency of 
wages is decidedly downward. 'I'ho lxH>k paper mills and 
fine pa|x;r mills in the West, notably Kalamazix), Michigan, 
have reduecil wages from 13 to 20 |Mir cent. Some fine 
|xiper mills in the Mast, csfiecially those at Holyoke, Mass,, 
liave also reduced wages to this extent. 

The manufacturers urge that this iiction in view of the 
decre.'iseil cost of living and the quiet condition of business 
is thoroughly fair, and this thought has ap]xircntly lx:en 
acqiiiesix'd in by the employees, as the cuts liave been 
accepted without any show of tniublc. 

Ill the newsprint mills, Jiowever, where the employees 
are highly organised, increases in wages, on the other hand, 
have been requested. The.se have not been granted in a 
single instance, but have Imhsu met by )>n>posals on the part 
of the manufacturers to rixlucc wages 30 {xir cent. In a 
few cases agreemeitts have lxx:n reacheil to continue 
o]X!ratioiis on the former wage scale; but the majority 
of the manufacturers have refused to compromise on this 
Ixisis, and as a result most of the large mills are closed down. 
As the manufacturers state that they cannot o|x:rato their 
mills unless there is some downwanl revision of wages, 
and as the employees ejaim they will not work lor less money 
than they have been receiving, the situation just at present 
is deadlocked. So far. as can lx: judged fn>m the present 
as|)ect of things it promises to remain so fur some time. 

While the }xi|x:r industry is quiet just at present as far 
as the actual manufacture of paper and pulp is concerned, 
a number of large new mills arc in process of completion, 
and numerous important improvements are being mode to 
existing mills. When normal times return, therefore, it 
may fairly be assumed that the industry in America will 
be in a ^xisition to give a better account of itself than .ever. 

Pulp Wood Scarcity. 

Considerable concern has Ixien expressed of late regarding 
the rapidly disappearing supplies of wixxl for paper-making 
pur^xiscs, and this has not only led to ex]x:rimentation 
with new fibres, but lias caused interest to be directed 
to timlier supplies in regions that under old time circuni- 
stances were regarded as tixi inaccessible. 
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Among the latter may be mentbaed Alaska, where one 
pulp mill was recently placed in operation, and where at 
least one otlier. and pomibly sevend others, will be built 
soon, and where the Goveniment is studying the situation 
with a view to bringing puipwood to the States to be made 
into paper. 

Because of the great scarcity of wood a number of mills 
also have been established in tlie South, which are making 
a very excellent grade of pulp from cotton lintcis. Exiwri- 
ments alsr) have Ixien made there with various gras.scs, 
which have been made into pulp of such giNxl quality and at 
such reasonable prices that a number of mills arc being 
erected to manufacture these grasses into pulp on an 
extensive scale. 

While those best versed in the pape^r business arc reluctant 
to venture any opinion as to just when normal times will 
return, it is usually cx}N;cted that there wilt Ik; a consider* 
able improvement Ixigiiiniiig with the Fall.

THE SLUMP IN PAPER. 

At the London Bankruptcy Court an application was 
made before Mr. Registrar Mellor for the discharge of 
Barnett Rosoif, 77, Brick I.ane, E., printer and stationer, 
lately trading as the Process Art and C.ommercial Ihinting 
Co., at 13, Hague Street, Bethnal Green, against whom a 
receiving order wa.s made on the debtor's own fwtition 
on August i, tqio. 

The Official Receiver re{xirted that, according to the 
debtor's statement of affairs, the liabilities to rank for 
dividend were estiraate<l at £1,011 tss. qd., and included a 
liability of £183 to a workman under the Employers' 
Liability Act. The assets were eslimatcrl to realise £ik>. 
In July, T015, with £100 capital, he commenced business 
at iq-2o, Grimsby Street, Brick Lane, E., as " The Process 
Art and Commercial I^nting Oimjmny." The business 
increased, and in bebruary, 1917, he took premises at 13, 
Hague Street, Betlmal Green, w'hcrc he set up .seven 
machines bought on the hire purchase sy’stem. In August, 
1918, he contracted to buy £r.^oo worth of paper. In 
September, iqiB, when he had received £065 worth of that 
paper and had manufactured it into writing {xuls for the 
Army in I'rance, there was a heavy fall in the prices offered 
for the article, and he induced the fiafier merchants to 
cancel tiie balancif of the contract and to accept a {Kiyment 
of £200 on account of actual deliveries. He subsequently 
paid a further £72 on account, leaving a balance due of 
about £400. U|Min the signing of the armistice his business 
came to a standstill, and he w;is compellcxi to sell for 
£221 his stock of manufactured goods, wliich had actually 
aist him £500. He attributed liis'insolvency to the fall 
in the price of pa^wr, of which he liad a considerable stock ; 
to loss on trading owing to the armistice ; an<l to damages 
awanled to one of his employees for an injury su.staincd 
whilst employed by him. 

In the opinion of the Official Receiver, the insolvency 
was due primarily to having embarked with Ixurowcd 
capital upon a business of the nature and working of 
which he was entirely ignorant. Tlie Official lieceiver 
farther reported that the assets were not of a value equal 
to 10s. in the £1, and that debtor had omitted to keep such 
books of account as were usual and proper in the business 
carried on by him, and as sufficiently disclosed his business 
transactions and financial {xsition within tlic three years 
immediately preceding his bankruptcy. 

Eventually the teamed Registrar suspended the discliarge 
for 2 years and 6 months.

PAPER-PULP S UPPUE S FROM INDIA 

Mr. E. C. de Segunda writes as follows to a recent issue 
of the Journal of the Royal Society of Arts :— 

1 venture to send a few remark on Mr. Raitt's valuable 
paper on “ Paper-pulp Supplies of India,” which may be 
of interest as indicating another direction in which Indih' 
may contribute a nut inconsiderable quota to the much- 
needed supplies of raw material for paper-making. 

For more than thirty years past it has been recognised 
in scientific circles that the short fibres retained by cotton¬ 
seed after ginning constitute an excellent raw material for 
the manufacture of paper ami of other cellulose derivatives, 
but the removal of these fibres from the seed in a merchant¬ 
able condition was found to be a very difficult mechanical 
problem which has only recently been satisfactorily solvea. 
1 can, from experience, endorse Mr. Raitt's view that nature 
guards her secrets very closely and those who seek to wrest 
her secrets from her must be endowed with great zeal and 
great ])atience. I dealt with the general subject at some 
length in a pa]icr published in the Journal of February 14, 
iqiq, and need, therefore, only refer here to what appears 
to me an im|X)rtant bearing of the utilisation of these 
residual fibres, in combination with the projected develop¬ 
ment of hamlxio-pulf), iqxjn the {mper-making industry 
of India. 

I.ast year a British ComfKiny was formed for the develop¬ 
ment in England and elsewhere of the special machinery 
by which these residual fibres arc removed from the cotton¬ 
seed without injury to either the seed or the fibre. Arrange¬ 
ments are in progress for the establishment of plants of these 
miudunes in the Unite<I States. Similar plants are con¬ 
templated in South America. Italy and China, and it is 
hoiieii that by the end of this year an Indian Company 
will be laimchc<l for the defibration of cotton-seetl in India 
on a large .scale. Space does not permit of my going 
into much detail, but it may lx.' mentioned that an average 
cotton-seed crop in India contains from 50,000 to 80,000 
(or more) tons of residii.'il fibres which, at present, arc not 
only wasted, but are actiuUly detrimental t«) the seed for 
the purposes fi)r which it is employed, namely, for feeding 
cattle and for the manufacture of cotton-seed oil. 

Mr. Raitt rightly says that paper cannot be usefully 
made from mechanical wood pulp alone. 1 »lo not gather 
whether he claims that bamboo pulp will l»e the equivalent 
of -.or at least similar in its characteristics to—sulphite 
woo<l pulp. Very few paixsrs are made exclusively of 
any one raw material, the finish usually consisting of mix¬ 
tures in varying pnjportions of rags, sulphite, esparto and 
the like. The residual cotton-seed fibres have been found 
to blend very well with sulphite and esparto and other 
nuitcrials, and there would not api)ear to be airy reason, 
a priori, why they should not blend equally w^ with 
bambcMi-puIp prepared in tlic manner indicated by Mr. 
Raitt. In such case India should, in the near future, be 
in a |x>sition to provide at least a substantial proportion 
of her domestic requirements of fine writing and printing 
pajxsr, which .should lie an important consideration in view 
of the scarcity in India of suitable raw materials for the 
manufacture of high-grade white paper whicli necessitates 
the importation of a very large proportion of the paper 
consumed in India.

PAPER-MAKING DIFFICULTIES IN 
AUSTRALIA. 


The mautufacture of paper in Argentina is confined very 
Ihrgely to wrapping, writing, and coloured papers and 
cardboard, idi of which are fairly well protected by the 
import duties, writes the U.S. Trade Commissioner. Some 
news print has been made by the larger mills also, for the 
kind of goods produced locally is regulated very largely 
by the presence or absence of imported papers. 

The raw materials used in the industry are old paper, 
ran, and imported chemical pulp to the amount of some 
j^ooo tons annually. The percentage of pulp used in the 
individual mills varies with the class of goods turned out. 
Only one mill is known to be making pulp locally; this 

produced from a species of willow growing on the islands 
in the delta of Uie Parana River, and the quantity marie 
by the mill is not sufficient to more than cover its own 
needs. 

Many proposals for establishing pulp and paper mills 
have been made by private individuals lor the purpose 
of interesting either the Government nr private capital, 
but as yet without success. Of these the most persistent 
efforts have teen directed toward the development of a 
kind of wood known as the Araucaria Imbricata which 
grows in the foothills of the Andes in tlic Territory of El 
Neuquen. Samples of this wood have teen submitted 
to various tests and several kilos of paper have actually 
teen made from it by way of demonstration in one of the 
mills already in operation. There is no dispute reganling 
the possibilities of making pulp and paper cither from this 
or from any of the other raw materials whicli arc found in 
many parts of the Republic, but when the cost of such 
paper laid down in Buenos Aires or one of the other large- 
consuming centres is considered, all the evidence seems 
to indicate an utter impossibility of competing in ordinary 
times with similar materials brought from Sw^cn, Canada, 
or the United States, where they arc produced in large 
quantities and under favourable conditions as regards 
plentiful power and water supply, cheap transportation, 
and experienced technical administration. 

The manufacture of mechanical pulp in the Territory of 
Misioncs, where there is raw material, water jiower, and 
river transportation to Buenos Aires may hold 8<»ne 
prospects for a pulp development later on, but in the 
absence of high tariff protection, and with the return of 
lower prices as well as decreased freight rates from Europe 
and North America, there is little likelihood of anyone 
investing the capital necessary to put up a plant large 
xamugh to make an impression on the marlrnt in the 
immediate future. 

If it were possible to produce the single item of news 
print paper from native materials or even with the assist¬ 
ance of foreign pulp the saving to thecountry would be very 
great, since the annual imports amount to about 45,000 
metric tons. However, this is not to be thought of at 
present, for added to the difficulties and expenses of a 
domestic industry, there is the free entry of the finished 
paper and the increased burden of a custom house tariff 
varying from 5 per cent, on pulp to 25 per cent, on certain 
indispensable chemicals. 

At present there is a small demand for all the usual 
\suppHes, such as pulp, bluing, Ueaching chemicals, coating 
cVnd colouring materials, felts, calendar, and dr3ring rolls, 
find Fonrdrinier wires compatible with the ^uirements 

miUs operating under the conditions mentioned above, 
ilto quantities of each can be estimated only very roughly 
from the that there ate twelve paper mUls now estab¬ 
lished with 24 machines and a total prMuctkm of approxi¬ 
mately ito tons of paper and cardboard daUy. 


While it is true that samples of news print paper manu¬ 
factured from Australian timber have been prodw^ 
recently in Western Australia, expert of^ion holds out 
no hope (says the Melbourne Age) that the Commonwealth 
will te able to manufacture anything but a very limited 
proportion ai its requirements in this direction. The 
natural difficulties in the way of manufacture upon a large 
scale are said to be almost insuperalde. The experiments 
in Western Australia have been conducted by the Forest 
Products Laboratory, the paper being obtained from 
karri waste from the mills. 

Mr. R. N. Comey, general manager of the Australian 
Paper Mills Co.. Ltd., when questioned recently regarding 
the prospects of the industry, said that the samples he 
had seen were good, but that it was extremely difficult 
to gauge from a mere laboratory test whether manufacture 
would te commercially possible. One point that had to 
te taken into account was the commercial value of the 
timber itself. As the prici: of pajwr decreased in otlier 
countries it vrould te impossible to use Australian timbers 
unless they decreased in value proportionatelyj^ It was 
suggested that young karri might te used, but they had 
no knowledge as to the growth of young karri, or as to the 
plantations or tlic stuck to te drawn upon, Tlicre was also 
tile question of the strength of the paper proiiuccd, and in 
the samples he had seen the fibres had Ixicn very short, and 
would, in his opinion, certainly nut te satisfactory for the 
higher grade of papers, at any rate. 

In Canada, when tlie forests of spruce and fir arc cut for 
pai)cr-makmg it is estimatcil that a mill with an output of 
too tons per day wotild have to cut about eight square 
miles of forest every year. In Australia the annual am- 
Kumiition of news print is ateut 60,000 tons, and Mr. Corney 
pointed nut that to meet such a demand a great deal more 
than sixteen square miles of forest woukl Iiavc to te cut 
out every year. Wc had nothing in Australia to compare 
with what the Canadians called forests, with their close 
growth and huge area, and even the Canadian estimate of 
eight square miles of forest for an output of 100 tons ]ier 
day he c<insidcred to te low. As for the suggestion of 
using the karri w'iutte for pa]>cr-making, though that might 
te suitable for making paper in a very small way, it would 
be utterly impossible to supply the demands of a big 
industry from such a source. Even in the Australian forests 
the large timber would te of very little u.sc, and for paper- 
making they would have to de{^d upon young trees up 
to twelve years old. He did not suppose that anyone would 
suggest that we should make an)^ing like a full supjdy 
of Australian paper here, though some nows print could M 
manufactured—alwaw provide that the price made it a 
commercial proposition. But there were many big diffi¬ 
culties in the way of starting such an industry, one being the 
cost of transimrt,which would be very high, unless rivers w-ere 
available, as they were in Canada. Then there was the 
question of the provision of electric power. It would be 
impossible to supply water power unless there was in exist¬ 
ence some big scheme similar to the Kiewa scheme, and 
there were very few places in Austradia wterc they could 
expect anything of the sort.

On the 13th inst. a fire occurred in a new building 
(erected on the site of a previous fire) in connection witli 
Mr. Cullingford's paper mills, Norwich. About thirty tons 
of waste paper were stored in the place, and this, with the 
building itself, were destroyed, in spite of the strenuous 
(iforts of three fire brigades. 

The electric light is making its way into paper mills 
to a considerable extent. The mill of Messrs. H. Spicer 
and Co., at Godaiming, has recently been fitted throughout. 
The work has been performed in a most satisfactory manner 
by Mr. Henry J. Rogers, M.I.M.E., A.I.E.E., of the Watford 
Engineering Works, Watfonl, and the instillation presents 
a few novel features. 


The death occurred on July 31 at his resideno!. Fern 
Villa, Sudell Road. Darwen, of Mr. William Standing, in 
his 68tli year. Mr. Standing was an old employee of the 
Darwen I^per Staining Company, having been in the service 
of Messrs. Potter for nearly 50 years. For a number of 
years he had been their head traveller, but of late, owing 
to a general breaking-up, he liad been confined to the house. 

At the invitation of the Kent Coalfield Syndicate a 
large party of visitors went on Wednesday, August 4, to 
view the new works. I-*reliminary borings have shown 
t8 ft. of coal, with the probability of another 100 ft. below 
titat, and the working shafts are being rapidly driven. 
One has already reached a depth of 465 ft., and the other

We have to announce the death, on the 7th inst., of M. 
Prosper Douvet, at the age of 50 years. Mr. Douvet, 
about a score of >'ears ago, became manager of the Paris 
business of the English firm of Spalding & Hodge, who 
were among the first to intnaluce esparto paper into i'rancc. 
After several years he became proprietor of the Paris house, 
which he brought to a state of great prrwperity. His loss 
is much regretted in paper-making circles in France. 

John Heyes, a labourer at Hollins Pa|)er Mill, had been 
engaged along with two other workmen unloading a wagon 
of pulp on the 29th ult., and w'hen his work was finished was 
crossing the line in the direction of his home and w'as struck 
by a wagon, which was being shunted, and thrown upon the 
line, the wheels of one of the wagons passing over his leg, 
and almost severing it from the body. The unfortunate 
man was lifted to the side of the rails, and he expired in 
a few minutes’ time. 

On August 14 Mr. Wjmdhara S. Portal, proprietor of the 
famous &ink of England notepaper mills at Laverstoke, 
entertained the whole of the mill emphwees, together wdfh 
their friends, numbering from 350 to 400 jieople, at Mal- 
shangcr. The priKcedings took the form of a dinner and 
Ute in honour of the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee. In this 
Mr. I^rtal followed tlic precedent of 1887, when the 
fiftieth year of the Queen’s reign was celebrated. In a 
large darkened marquee, on the lawn, an entertainment 
from the Egyptian Hall was given, consisting of moving 
pictures of the great Jubilee procession. 'The affair was, 
from be^ning to end, most successful in every respect.

The 
printing, however, I recognised as German, and so refrained 
from buying a fraudulent article, preferring rather locally^'' 
made paper of fair quality. Real En^ish paper I found 
to be of too high a price. At Modena I have seen German- 
made cotton goo<ls bear marks in English, such as ‘ Forty 
gauge,’ ' Guaranteerl fast colour,” * Extra double sole,' 
etc. Honest competition we need not fear, but such 
methods as these to oust British trade, and to palm off 
German goods as English, can only be tndy described as 
fraudulent and dishonest. In a country' so friendly to 
us as Italy, it requires only energy in onr business, and 
publicity of German trade tactics, to enable us to more than 
cojxj with Teutonic enterprise.”

CHEMICAL 

LONDON.—London has been visited by several 
important personages representing Scanthnavian 
interests, and we understand that the spirit of give-and- 
take as between pulp firms and buyers has solved a 
number of difficult problems. It is difficult to quote 

i niccs, but the outlook is somewhat brighter and a better 
eeling seems to prevail. 

MECHANICAL 

LONDON.—^Therc is very little doing in the 
mechanical market, and the “ news ” mills still hold 
immense stocks. Trade generally remains slow, and 
it is impossible to give prices which vrill convey any 
useful information as to forward business. 

CHEMICAL. 

MANCHESTER.—There is a general feeling that 
business will improve in the early autumn, but mills 
are only buying hand to mouth, and we carmot hear of 
any transactions of importance during the month.

MANCHESTER.—^The long spell of inactivity con¬ 
tinues. Prices unchanged. 

CHEMICAL 

NEW YORK.—Latest particulars to hand respecting 
the chemical )nilp market indicate that, generally 
spi-aking, there is still an absolute lack of busines.s, but 
prices have bet-n fairly maintained, smd those which 
had come down to lowest levels arc now showing signs 
of improvement. 

MECHANICAL 

NEW YORK.-- During the early part of last month 
the market in mechanic^ pulp was more brisk than fur 
some time past. Prices have become considerably 


THE INDUSTRIAL FUTURE OF INDIA. 

The time has arrived when India is ra]>idly evolving 
inim an agricultural country, into a vast industrial empire. 
The late war has accelerated this development, and also 
consoiidateil tire work done in more recent pre-war days. 
To-day, there are only four countries in the whole world 
with a larger textile industry than India, which includes 
6,763.076 spindles, and 119,013 looms ; the total number of 
cotton mills in all India being 353. From her new iron 
and steel works India supplied the Allies with the steel 
railway rails so urgently needed during the war. These 
new works have been erected in accordance with the very 
latest Western practice, including bye-product col« ovens, 
electric steel smelting furnaces, and more recent exiensious 
include heavy plate rolling mills. 

Iron and steel being the raw material fur so many indus¬ 
tries, it is only natural to find a hive of new industries 
springing up round the iron and steel works. Not only 
dues India possess vast wealth in mineral resources, but 
she is also fortunate in being able to economically harness 
her water power, a factor of great importance in modem 
industrialism. On the Bombay side of India, part of a 
large hydro-electric scheme is already in operation supplying 


firmer, and one authority states there seems to be veiy 
httle ground wood to be obtained in the open market. ^ 

CHEMICAL. 

GOTHENBURG.—The chemical pulp market can' . 
scarcely be said to have improved during the last month, 
though sales to the United States appear to have been 
made in small lots. Prices are considered to have 
touched lowest levels, and according to one authority 
producers who arc at present running for the most 
without profit, will prefer further restriction of out^/-.. 
to any more reduction in prices. As a consequence of 
the existing low quotations, the restriction of output... 
during the first nme months of the year amounts to' 
45 per cent, for sulphite pulp, 55 per cent, for sulphate, 
and 45 per cent, for mechanical upon the output for the 
same period of last year. 

MECHANICAL 

GOTHENBURG.—^As a consequence of the keen 
competition with Norway and Finland, prices of mechani¬ 
cal pulp have been forced down and some sales are 
reported at reduced prices, 'fhe output amounts now, 
both in Sweden and Norway, to only one-fifth of the 
normal capacity of the mills.

CHRISTIANIA.—Some improvement is reported in 
the cellulose market, Fartmnd stating that greater 
interest has manifested itself in several quarters.

Stoddwlm, July 23,1921. 

The situation of the cellulose market is unchanged, and 
several important nulls, such as Wifsta Warfs sulphate and 
Iggesund's sulphite and sulphate mills, have remained 
clo^ after the holidays. The restriction of output for 
the first six months of the year amounts, it is calculated, 
to 45 per cent, sulphite and 55 per cent, sulphate. Prices 
have been reduced to the lowest possible levels and indeed, 
in some cases, loss on working is probable. The mechanical 
market reports some sales at reduced prices. According 
Jjo an Excliange message qtiotations range round the follow¬ 
ing :—Easy bleaching sulphite, 460 kr.; strong sulphite, 
410 kr.; easy bleaching sulphate, 383 kr.; dry mechanical, 
200 kr. ; moist mechanical, 90 to 100 kr., all per ton f.o.b., 
Gothenburg. 

The condusion of the coal strike in the United Kingdom 
does not appear to have affected the Swedish pulp industries 
as yet. There is no doubt that one of tlie chid causes of 
the depression in the market is traceable to the large stocks 
of pulp wood and other raw materials, purchased at high 
prices, towards the end of last year, which prevent output 
at lower costs than those which now prevail. 

The Ibrlshall pulp mill of tlie Lulea Trasliperi Aktiebolag, 
near Lulea, was gutted by fire on the 17th inst., destroying, 
it is stated, 10,000 tons of pulp.

Helsingfors, July 13,1921.

Shipments of cellulose 
have been mainly to the United States, France and Japan. 
The wood-pulp trade is unchanged, but now that labour 
affairs are more settled in the United Kingdom better 
business is hoped for. Exports of paper in June total 
about 50,000 tons, and it is interesting to note that con¬ 
tracts have been made with the representatives of Russia 
for the delivery of 7,600 tons of various kinds of paper to 
the amount of 27,700,000 marks.

WHOLESALE STATIONERS AND

When 
the Abitibi company was reoi^anised in 1919, with 350.000 
shares of no par value in the place of the old $5,000,000 
X>ar value stock, the dividend was placed on a $6,00 basis 
or equivalent to 30 {ler cent, on the former capitalisation. 
The decision of the Abitibi Company to defer its dividend 
was taken at a recent meeting of the directors in Montreal. 
In making the announcement after the meeting, it was 
stated that a decision had been agreed to because of the 
strike which necessitated the closing down of the plant 
for four weeks and also in view of tlxe desirability of con¬ 
serving cash during the unusual general business conditions 
prova^g at the present time in all industries. 


Hem Flint Strike. 

A STATEMENT was recently issued by the International 
Pax>cr Co., of New York, to its employees who had been 
on strike since May last, which had the effect of inducing^ 
a great number of the men to return to the mills. The 
notice stated that if the striking employees returned to 
work by July 5 they would receive wages which were 
approximately 95 {ler cent, in excess of those x>aid by the 
company in 1914.' 

• * • 

Badnotioni in Wagai. 

Wages of 900 employees in the Wisconsin Rapids, Bteon 
and Stevens Point divisions of the Consolidated Water 
Power and Paper Company were reduced 20 {ter cent, on 
July 1 in accordance with an agreement reached at a con¬ 
ference of mill <ii]icial8 and a committee representing 
employees last week. The new scale is the same as was 
in effect on May 1. 1919. In the agreement with the 
employees signed May 1, 1921, it was specified that the 
company was to maintain the scale then in effect as long 
as possible, but the decrease in the price of paxier and the 
condition of tlic market made it necessary for the company 
to announce a new scale. The new scale for common 
labour is 45 cents an hour. The Intcrlake Pulp and Paper 
Comx>any at Appleton, a branch of the Consolidated com- 
X>any, reduced its scale 20 per cent, a short time ago. 
Nearly every paper mill in Wisconsin now has put redu^ 
wage scales into effect. Strikes followed wage cuts in four 
of the mills. 

A Fnlp Mill in Alaska. 

The Aliiska Pulp and Paper Company has erected a 
pulp mill of two four-pocket grinders in Snettisham Arm, 
in the Tongass National Forest, near Juneau. Power is 
derived from Tease l^ke, a short distance back from the 
shore, and consists of a ffumc and pipe line direct to a 
Pelton wheel on the same shaft with the grinders. About 
2,000 horsc-xxjwer is secured. Construction began last 
May, and the first run of pulx> came off the wet marine on 
January 12. It Is not the plan of the company to manu¬ 
facture paper at this time, but merely to demonstrate the 
feasibility of the manufacture of pulp in Alaska. Fur the 
present, the pulp will be shipped to the States for manu¬ 
facturing into paper, and later a x)ax)er mill may be erected. 
The forest service has made an initial sale of 100,000,000 
feet of spruce and hemlock timber to the aimpany. This 
timber is in several tracts close to the mill, and will be 
sufficient to meet tlicir reqnbemcnts until such time as 
they can increase tlieir cax)acity. 

Amoioaii’a Fiewa on Conditioiu in Gonnany. 

That Germany’s apparent crushing defeat sustained at 
the hands of tlie Allies will in the end redound to its good, 
is the intotesting theory recently advanced by a prominent 
American paper man. Industrie conditions were under 
discussion! arid the statement had been made of the great 
activity in all lines of Gcnfian manufactures, the long 
hours, the low wages, the axiparcnt willingness to work 
under any and all conditions. Mr. S. B. Munro says;— 
" The yeabs of toil, hardship and sacrifice ahead of Germany 
will greatly benefit those jieprip as a whole. More than 
the mere payment of a' lieavy ihdemhity and debts is the 
fact that eudi sacrifices tend to harden a nation or peoxfie 
and maketiiem capable of meeting other trying conditiras 
and sucoessfully overcoming otetacles. On the other 
hand, 1 fear that America is becoming soft. Cax>ital and | 
labour alike has accepted the easiest way in its cionduct 
of life. We are building up little determination to grapple 
the xiroblems that coni^nt us in the future.”

A difficult problem on which the film industry lias 
been at work for a long time seems to be on the verge of 
solution. The power of the film os an educational instru¬ 
ment has come to be widely recognised, but any general 
move in the direction of bringing the cinematograph into 
the schools and colleges has bran frustrated by the heavy 
outlay which is entailed by the installation of a machine 
and ^ provision of a library of suitable educational films. 

The Kinereflcx projecting machine has recently been 
shown privately in London ; it can be put on the market 
Sip a commercial pro}K)sition for ;^ao, if not a little less, 
and light for it can be obtained from the ordinary electric 
light iptallation of a private house. The machine (says 
the Times) is a development of the old-fashione<l magic 
lantern, and the " gate " Uirough which the film pa.sscs 
is at right angles to the screen. The light is not Uirowii 
djrectly on to the film, and this makes possible a number 
of interesting develoj^nts. The picture can lie stopped 
at any point for an indefinite period—a great advantage 
to a lecturer—as the film is nut subjected to lieat, and 
as an added protection a gauze shutter can be used while 
the picture is stationary. But the most important develop¬ 
ment is that the celluloid film, always a somewhat expciuive 
luxury, can be dispensed with. 

At the demonstration last week the only films used wen; 
]>rinted on ordinary opaque paper, which had been fire¬ 
proofed tieforchand. The pictures were then printed and 
the strip of paper ^xirforated in the onlinary way. By 
the time a celluloid film has been run tlirough the projector 
50 times there are distinct signs of wear and tear, but the 
pictures printed on paper have already been run through 
some hundreds of times, and on the screen they apjiear 
as good as ever. It is believed that paper films can be 
produced at about a quarter the cost of celluloid films; 
in other words, at alsmt 38. a thousand feet, while by 
means of the three-colour process of printing, a coloured 
film picture can be obtained. There are obviously great 
possibilities in the invention, particularly if experience 
proves it to be really a commercial projxtsitlon It has 
already receive*! the approval of the Cinema Commission 
of Inquiry, ami it is to be brought to the notice of educa¬ 
tional authorities without delay.
